I.-BUNDELKHAND. 

T he Eajas of Bundelkhand long stiiiggled to maintam tkeir independ- 
ence against the Muhammadan pou eis of Delhi Duiing the latter 
part of the leign of Shah Jahan, a Chief named Champat Eai asserted his 
independence and a new dynasty in the eastern part of the province was 
founded hy his son Chhatarsal The western Chiefs continued more or 
less subject to Delhi Tlie teriitoiies of Chhatarsal were estimated to 
pioduce a yeaily land levenue of one croie of lupees His only strong 
fortress was Kalmjar, and his piincipal lesidence the city of Panna, in 
the neighbourhood of which are the celehiated diamond mines of Panna 

During the government of Eaja Clihatarsal, the province of Bundel- 
khand was invaded by Muhammad Khan Bangash, the Pathan Chief ot 
PaiTukhahad, and the flist Peshua, Baji Rao, was invited fiom the 
Deccan for the puipose of lepelling this invasion The expulsion of the 
Pathan fiom Bundelkhand through the successful exertions of a Mahiatta 
army was followed by Raja ChhatarsaPs adoption of the Peshwa as his 
son, and by a distnbution of Ins teiiitoiy between Ins two legitimate 
sons, Hnde Sah and dagat Eaj, and Ins son hy adoption, Baji Rao By 
this airangement the Peshwa became the legitimate possessor of a large 
portion of teintoiy in Bundelkhand, ulnch was the earliest territorial 
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acc[uisitioii of tli6 Malualifi Go^GlllUlGllt iii Noitlicin Iiulia aiul ■wa® 
considGiabW exteudecl by subsequoni conquests The two roniuiinng 
sbaies of the possessions of Chhaiaisal continuod to bo held in 

small portions by the niuneious descendants of his legitimate sons, or by 
the nominal adheients and lebellious scivanis of the declining branches 
of that family 

Madliu]! Scindia, in his last and successful aitciupt to ic-cstablish the 
Mahiatta pouer and influence in Noithein India, uas attended h^ a 
strong reinfoicement of tioops tiom the Deccan under the coiinnaiid ol 
All Bahadur, a giandson of Bail Bao. being the son of Shaiushci Balia* 
dui, who was the olfspiing of the Peshua and a !Musalinan coiuMbinc 
On a former expedition of Madhuii Scindia to Noiihcin India, a nunihei 
of the nobles had abandoned the Musalinan faction and influence at 
Delhi and had attached themselves to the Mahiatta leadci Among those 
was Raja Himmat Bahadui, the spiiitual head and militaiv (ommander 
of a large body of devotees, iiho had acquiied some teiiitoiy in Bundel- 
khand Dissatisfied with his tiealmcnt bv Scindia, All Bahadui, at the 
instigation of Raja Himmat Bahadui, turned his attention to the cntiie 
conquest of Bundelkhand An agieement was tonduded betucen All 
Bahadur and the Raja, bj' uhich a laige poition of the piovince uas, 
when conqueied, to be consigned to the independent management of 
Himmat Bahadui, and its revenue to be exclusively applied to the pay- 
ment of a body of tioops which the Raja engaged to fuinish and to 
maintain in the seivice of All Bahadur 

The distracted state of the piovince of Bundelkhand, iiliich had long 
been a scene of domestic dissension and civil a\ ai betu een the legitimate 
descendants of Raja Chhataisal, affoided at this time peculiar encourage- 
ment to the ambitious views of Ah Bahadur Of the teiiitoiy whicli had 
descended to the two legitimate sons of Raja Chhatarsal and had been 
divided in imequal portions between them, the laigei shaie, which 
was possessed by Raja Hiide Sah had passed fiom the possession of his 
giandson Hindupat to that of two lebellious seivants of his family 
named Beni Huzuri and Kaim Raj Chaube, the foimei of w’hom had 
established independent authoiity at Panna, while the lattei had obtained 
possession of the foitiess of Kalinjai wuth the distiicts siiiiounding it 
The possessions also of Raja Jagat Raj, after a long and seveie contest 
between his second son and his two giandsons Gnman Singh and Khu- 
man Singh, the childien of the eldest son of Jagat Raj, had been fiist 
distiibuted among the three, but they were afterwuids entiielv usurped by 
the two latter, w^hose posteiity were now' contending in their turn foi the 
sole possession of the w'hole of the inheiitance of Jagat Raj 

All Bahadur soon established his authority in the greater pait of the 
province The only seiious resistance he met with was at Ralinjai , at the 
siege of which he died in 1803, after having concluded an ariangement 
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tr-tth the Court of Poona hv irhicli the sovereign and paramount right of 
the Pesliwa ovei all the conquests of All Bahadui in Biindelkhand "was 
declared and acknowledged 

Ah Bahadur left two sons, Shamsher Bahadur and Zulfikar All. The 
formei was at Poona at the time of his fathei’s death Ea|a Himmat 
Bahadui piofessed at fiist the intention of supporting the right of Sham- 
shei Bahadui and of maintaining the government of his father’s posses- 
sions in Ins name and hehalf till his aiiival in Biindelkhand Por this 
^impose he selected from the seveial Mahiatta leadeis who remained in 
^li Bahadur’s camp the niateinal cousin of the late K'awab, hy name 
Cham Bahadui, who uas accoidinglv declaied Begent during the absence 
of Shamsher Bahadur, Ea]a Himraat Bahadur letaining, as befoie, the 
exclusive management of Ins own districts and an increased influence over 
the mind and councils of the Regent and of the native Chiefs of 
Biindelkhand 

About this period the declared hostilily of the several subordinate 
Chiefs of the Ufahratta Empire to the arrangements which were concluded 
bv the Tieatv of Bassein"**, bv which, among other advantages, the 
British Government acquiied temtory in Bundelkband yielding 
Rs 36,16,000 a year occasioned a formal declaration on the part of the 
Biitish Government of their intention of maintaining the provisions of 
that treaty, and this declaration was immediately followed bv offensive 
operations on the part of Daulat Rao Seindia and the Raia of Beiar, and 
bv no 'less hostile, though more secret and cautious, measures of aggres- 
sion on the part of Jaswant Rao Holkar 

In the plan of hostile opeiations suggested by the last named Chief, 
the invasion of the British territories in the Gangetic Doah, and a preda- 
tory incursion into the districts of hlirzapur and Benares hv the route of 
Biindelkhand, would appear to have been some of the measures to which 
the greatest importance was attached; and I^awah vShamsher Bah'*dur was 
selected foi the execution of the project 

Raja Himmat Bahadur, foreseeing in the success of this plan of the 
Mahratta Chiefs an immediate diminution of his own authoritv in Bun- 
delkhand, determined to abandon the Mahratta interests, and to seek the 
permanent establishment of his own influence, with the aggiandisement 
of his possessions in Biindelkhand, hv assisting in the transfer of the 
piovince fiom the Mahrattas to British rule Accoidinglv, by an Agree- 
ment (No I) concluded at Shahpur on the 4th of September 1803, it was 
provided, among other stipulations that a portion of temtory in Bundel- 
khand, yielding an annual revenue of twenty lakhs of rupees, should he 
ceded to the Raja for the maintenance of a body of troops under his com- 
mand m the service of the British Government, and, in consideration

Pour of the Bnndelkhand Stales, ,Talaun, .Tliansi, Jaitpiir and 
Kliadi, lapsed to tlie Britisli Govornment ; and six, Oliivpaon, Pnrwa, 
Pirolia, Bijairafrliooarli, .Slialipavli and Banpuv. were eonfisrated, tlie 
four last named on account of the reliellion of (heir Chiefs in 1857. The 
Chief of Banpur was the represenlat ive of (he oldest Bnndela line, whieii 
lost Chandcri, Laliipiir, Kiirwai, and other districts to (he ^[ahratlas 

There are (wenty-(wn Slates in Bnndelhhand of more nr less import- 
ance. Pnfil PRRS Khaniadhana was included in (his Apeney; hut in that 
year its jiolitical RU]iervision was transferred to (he Resident at Gwalior 
(ftr Gwalior). Tn 189fi the Stale of Baraundha nr Pathar Kaehhar. 
the Estate of .Taso, and the five so-railed KaBniar Ohauhe .Tagirs 
fPaldeo, Taraon. Bhaisaunda, Pahra and Kamta Rajaula) were trans- 
ferred to the idiarge of the Political Agent. Baghelhhand. The onlv 
States which have formal treaties with the British Government are 
Orcliha (formerly Known also as Tehri), Balia and Samthar. The other 
Chiefs hold their territories under Sanads, and are hound hy TKrarnamas 
or deeds of fealty and ohedience. 

All transit duties havr- hcen aholished at difl'erent times in late years 
throughout BundelKhand. 9'here are no extradition agreements with any 
of (he .States. Extradition is effected in accordance with the Extradition 
Act and the rules connected with it; hut there are reciprocal arrange- 
nieuts on certain matters, c.</., extradition, surrender of Police and 
Atililary deserters, service of Summons, etc., hctween the States in 
BundelKhand and certain other Slates in and outside Central India and 
adjoining British Districts. 

The area of BundelKhand is lO.l.Rfi srpiare miles, with a population, 
according to (he Census of 1921, of 1,209.7.83. 


(I).— LAPSED STATES. 

As already stated, four of the BundelKhand States have lapsed to the 
British Government, namely .Talaun, .Thnnsi, .Taitpur and Khadi. 

1. Jai-aun. 

The Chief who was in posse.ssion of .Talaun at the time of the British 
occupation of B\indelKhnnd was lifana Oovind Ran. ITc joined Shamsher 
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Bahadur m liis hostility to the Biiti'^h Go\pinin(*nt and Ins teiiitoiics 
ueie tneiefoie ocdipied In Biitish tioops But on his suhiuissioii his 
estatesueie lestoied CNo IV) to him in ISOfi. uith the oxiojition of Kalpi 
and a few villages on the hanl\S of the Junina In 1837 he was i pleased 
(No V) from the tiibute and militan spnicp nhuh Goveinment had 
aeqniied a lijjlit to demand aftei the Poshwa had eoded to them all his 
soveieign i lights in Bnndplkhand , and he eoded to Go^elnment the distnel 
of Kande and some Milages in the paigaiia of (’liuiKi ?^.ina Go\iiid 
llao died in 1822 and uas suei ceded l>y his son Bala Biio GoMiid On 
the death of Bala liao Goviiid in 1882 niflioiil issue, his nidow adojded 
hei biotliPi, Eao Govnid Eao on whose death in 1810 the teiiitoi\ lapsed 
lo the Biitish Goveinment 


2 JnANST 

The first Treaty (No YI) with Thansi wms made with Rheo Eao Bhao 
in 1804 He was succeeded in 1815 by Ins giandson Earn Chand Eao, 
w'lth whom a new' Tieaty (No YIT) was made in 1817, aftei the Pesliwa 
had ceded his lights in Bundelkhand to the Biitish Go^Plllment Earn 
Ohand Eao died childless in 1835 and, ns the Treaty of 1817 was intci- 
preted as guaranteeing the inheritance of Jhansi not to the dpscendnnt‘- 
of Earn Chand Eao only but of Rheo Eao Bhao also the succession of 
Eaghunath Eao uncle of Earn Chand, was iceogniscd He nl-o died 
without legitimate issue in 1838 The light of his biolhei Gangadhai 
Eao to the succession was admitted , but, ow'ing to his incompetence, the 
dire'^t management of the State was retained by the British Government 
The administiation, how'eA'er, was tinnsf erred to him in 1843, undei eondi- 
tions specified in an Agreement (No YIII) Gangadhar Eao died child- 
less in March 1853 and, as there w'ns no male heir of any of the 
Chiefs who had i tiled Jhansi since its fiisl connection w'lth the Biitish 
the State lapsed to the British Government 


3 Jaitpuh 

The Jaitpur Estate was held by one of the descendants of Chhataiaal 
The first Sanad (No TX) of the Biitish Government w'as given to Baja 
Kesri Singh in 1812 On his death the estate descended to his son Paii- 
(hat, who was deposed foi rebellion in 1842 The Estate was then con- 
ferred on Diw'an Khet Singh w'ho, as a descendant of Chhataisal, had 
advanced claims to the State of Chaikhaii On the death of Khet Singh 
111 1849 w'ffclioip male heirs, the Jaitpui Estate lapsed to the Biitisn 
Government A descendant of the family, the widow' of Hiw'an Jait 
Singh (Mussamai Eani Dulaiya, aha’< Eaja Beti) receives a pension of 
Es 250 per mensem 
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4 Shabi 

Sliadi was a small Jagir granted (Ifo X) m 1807 to Parsuiam, leader 
of a band of plimderers, with a view to the pacification of the pioviui e of 
Bnndelkhand Parsniam died in 1850 It was then ruled that the ffiant

was merely foi life, and the Jagii was accoidiuglj lesumed 


(II) —CONFISCATED STATES 

The six States or Estates which were confiscated in Bundelkhand weie 
Chirgaon Purwa, Tiroha or Kirur, Bijairaghogarh, Shahgaih and Ban- 
pur. 

1 Chikgaon 

This was one of the eight Hasht-Bhaiya Tagus [q v , tnfra) into 
which Diwan Bai Singh divided his Jagir of Baragaon It was confis- 
cated in 1841 on account of the rebellion of the Jagirdar Baklit Singh 

2 Purwa 

Purwa formed one of the Kalinjai Chaube shares {see Baghelkhand) 
and w’as held bj' Pokhai Prasad, son of Govind Das It was confiscated 
in 1855 on account of the complicity of his son and successor, Bishan 
Prasad, m nnuder 

3 Bijairaghogarh 

When Maihai (see Baghelkhand) w^as divided in 1826 on the death 
of Dmjan Singh (see Baghelkhand No XVI) one share, Bijairaghogarh, 
fell to the lot of his second son Prag Das The Estate was confiscated 
in 1858 foi the lebellion of its holder Suiju Piasad, son of Piag Das, 
and in 1865 it was included in the territories administeied by the Chief 
Commissioner of the Central Provinces 

4 Shahgarh 

This Estate was confiscated for the rebellion of its Chief in 1857 
Raja Bakht Bali, the ex-Chief, died at Bmdraban in 1873 

5 Banrur 

This Estate was claimed by Scindia as foiming pait of the Chandeu 
district conquered by Gwalioi in 1830 The claim was not admitted, 
but, aftei the confiscation of the Estate consequent on the rebellion of 
its Chief in 1857, it was made ovei to Scindia undei the aiiangenieiits 
connected wuth the Tieaty of 1860 The ex-Cluef Raja Mai dan Singh 
died at Muttia 111 1879 The Government of India granted allowances 
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ioi the suppoit of ]iis giaudsoii Diwaii Niiblic Snigli and his fninil}. 
These allowances have been continued in gradually decreasing ainounta. 
At piesent a pension of 11*. 200 poi uipiispin is pn]o>pd b\ a descendant, 
Diwan Sawant Singh 

6 Tiuoiia or Kinuii 

Ainiit Bao of Tiioha uas tlie son of the I’eshwa ll.ighoba On the 
fliglit of 13a, ]! Eao to IBassein, TIolkai wished to ticat his flight as an 
abdication, and to put foiw’aid Ann it llao as his supcpssoi Tlic ad\aiue 
of the Biitish tioops on Poona, howp\pi, deteated hi*, ^ilaii*. Aiinit llao 
opened a Jnendly conespondpiu o with the Itiitish authoiitics, and an 
Agieenient (No XI) was made in 1800, gnaiantpoing to him and to hi*! 
son a jjiovision of seien laKlis of lupees a veai Amiit llao at the *.iime 
time abandoned his pietensions to the Ppshwaship He selected Tiroha 
in Bundelkhand as his icsideiice, wheip a .Tagii of 11s 't.OOl was pon- 
feiied on him Amiit llao died in 182.1, and w'as succeeded by his son 
Vinayak llao On Vinavak llao's death in 18o8 without issue, the 
pension of seven lakhs ceased He left two sons bv adojition, Naiayaii 
llao and Madho llao These loined in the lebpllion in 1857, and then 
family estates weie confiscated Nala^all ll.io died .i jiiisoiipi at llascaii- 
bagh in 1860 Madho Bao was paidoiipd in consideiaiion of his youth 
He attained his ma,ioiity in 3866, and was peiniitted to diaw' the pio- 
Msion of Bs 30,000 a year wdiich had been made foi him In 1873 a 
sum of Bs 50,000 w'as ad va need to liim foi tJie puicliase ol landed piop- 
eity in Baieilly, the amount being deducted fiom tlie capital sum in- 
\ested, in 1877 a similai tiansaction was sanctioned invohiug a fuithei 
advance of Bs 32,000 The allow'ance payable to ^fadho Bao was thus 
leduced to Bs 20,720 a ^eai He was oiiginally peimitted to lesidp at 
Baieillv and to pui chase lands theie, but about 1894 lie lelt Baieilh and 
settled at Behaighat in the Bulandshalii distiict, and in 1901 it wms 
decided that theie was no longer any leasoii foi lequiiing him to ie*.ide 
in a specified place. 


(HI)— STATES HELD HNDEE TE 3'. A TIES 

The only tliiee States in Bundelkhand with which foimal tieaties haAC 
been concluded by the British Government aie Orchlia, Datia and Sam- 
thar. 

1 Orchha 

Ovehha, which w^as fonieilv Iniowm also as Teliri, is the oldest and 
highest in lank of all the Bnndela States, and was the only State in 
Bundelkhand w^hich w'as not held in subjection by the Peshwa, though the 
Mahiattas seveied fiom it the teiiitoiy wdiich foimed the State of Jhansi. 
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Endia Pialap is said, io have founded Oieliha in 1501 Bir Smgli Deo 
(1605-1626), m]io was tlie foiuili in succession from him, is the most 
famous of the Orchha Chiefs His son and successoi Jujhai Singh 
(1626-1 6*15) lehelled and uas dispossessed of hi& Chiefship, the State le- 
niaining uithout a Chief fioni 1635 to 1641, when Shah Jalian lestored 
it to Pahar Singh, anothei son of Bir Singh Deo 

Savant Singh luled ovei the State fiom 1752 to 1765 and received 
from Shah Alam, son of Alam Gir II, a loyal banner and the title of 
“ j^Iiihendia ” vhich is still home by the Oichha Chief 

Eaja Bikraniajit Mahendia*, eleienth in succession fiom Pahai Singh, 
was the ruling Chief of Oichha vhen tlie Biitish. entered Bundelkhand, 
and a Tieaty of fiiendship and defensn e alliance (Ho XII) was concluded 
vitli liini on the 23id Decenibei 1812 This Chief foimally abdicated in 
fiiioiii of his sou Dhaiani Pal, but, on the death of the lattei without 
issue, Bikiainajit again assumed the go\ eminent of his State He died 
in 1834, and was succeeded by his biother Tej Singh, who died in 1841, 
having pieviousl}' adopted his cousin’s son, Sujan Singh Sujan Singh’s 
light vas disputed bj the Laiai Pain, the vidov of Dhaiam Pal, who 
claimed the light to adopt a successoi to the State The pietensions of 
the Laiai Bam led to seiious distuibances , but, os the adoption of Sujan 
Singh vas aclmowledged by the Biitish Goveininent and acquiesced in 
b\ (lie iKMglibouiing Chiefs, Go\ eminent established Sujan Singh in the 
succession and aiipointcd the Bam is legenf till he attained his luajonti 
Sujan Singh died a lev months allei he had i cached his majoiity On 
his death his vidov vas pei milled, vith the adiice of the piintipai 
Bundela Chiefs, to adopt llaniii Singh, a collateial relation of the famih 
and then a minor 

Tlie Mahaiaja of Oichha lornieily paid a tiibute of Bs 3,000 to 
•Ihaiisi foi the Jagii of Teiauli This pa>ment passed to the Biitish 
Goiemnieiil on the lapse of Jhaiisi, but vas i emitted as a lewaid foi the 
seiMces of the Mahaiaja in 1857 The ibtimiaii revenue of the village 
of Mohanpur, amounting to Bs 200, vas i emitted at the same time 

In 1802 the Buloi ol Oichha lecened a Sanad of Adoption (Ho 
XIII) and in 1867 was gi anted a permanent salute of 15 guns 

The Laiai Bam died in 1867, shortly after Haimi Singh had been 
invested vith the admiuistiation of his State Hamii Singh died in 
Maich 1874 His j'ouiigei biolhei Piatap Singh was lecognised as his 
successor, and a Biitish officei was temporarily deputed to supervise the 
admimstiation of the State Piatap Singh was entrusted with the 
o-ovemmeni in June 1874, and the Biitish officei was withdiawn in May 
1876. 

All tiansit duties weie abolished in the Oichha State in 1880, and the 
fact was notified in the Gazette of Indm 
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In 1882 Maliaiaja Pialap Singli was gianted tlio hcrcdiiaiy title of 
Sawai, and in 1886 that of Sarainad-i-Kajalia-i-Bundelkhand or Piist 
of the Piinces of Bnndelkhaiul 

The Mahaiaja’s eldest sou llaja Bahadni Bliagwnnt Singh died in 
1920, and his second son, llao llaja Saw .ml Singh, was adopted by the 
Chief of Bijawai wdiom, w'llh the sanction of Uoveiuinent, lie succeeded 
in 1899, aftei lenouncing all possible iutuie tlainis to the Uidiha State 

In 1884 the Mahaiaja made over land fiec of cost loi the »lhansi> 
Manikpur State Eailwaj'' (now the Gieat Indian Peninsula). Subseq^uent- 
ly he claimed compensation which, in the special ciicumslanccs of the 
case, the Government of India paid Civil and criminal juiisdiction in 
the lands acquiied for the i ail way w^as ceded (No XIV) by the Maharaja 
in 1888. 

In 1887 the name of the capital of the State was changed fiom 
“ Tehri ” to “ Tikamgaih,” and the State and the Daib.ir iveie officinllj 
styled “ Orchha," thus avoiding the foimei confusion with the Tehii (or 
Garhwal) State in the United Piovinces 

Prioi to 1909 the village of Dadpuia had escaped actual incorpoiation 
with any of the States oi Jagirs in Bundelkhand or with the Jhansi 
Distiict This omission was disco\eiod in 1908 and Oichha, Bhurwai 
and Toil Patehpur each laid claim to the village. It was decided in 
1911 that it w'as dependent on the Oichha Daibai, to w'hom it was accord- 
ingly transferied 

Poi the consti action of the Dhakw'au wen of the Betw'a Canal the 
United Provinces Government in 1915 acquned from the Slate, on pay- 
ment of compensation and undei ceitain other conditions, the land of 
the Kaikigaih island in the Betwa Eiver 

In connection with the consti action of the Pahari Iteseiwoii in 
the Dhasan Eivei the United Piovinces Canal Depaitment acquiied in 
1915 an aiea of appioximately 298 acies of State land under an Agiee- 
ment (No. XV). 

In January 1920 the Maharaja acquired fiom Kampta Eajaula, a 
Jagir in Baghelkhand, a plot of land for the consti action of a temple 

Maharaja Pratap Singh died on the 3rd March 1930 and was 
succeeded by his grandson the present Mahar.T,ja Vir Singh, born in 
1898 

The area of Orchha is about 2,080 square miles, the population, by 
the Census of 1921, 284,948, and the revenue about ten lakhs of rupees, 
but about one-half of this amount is alienated to relations of the Chief 
and others. 
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The military forces consist (1926) of 130 Cavalry, 500 Infantry and 
100 Artillery men, with 50 serviceable and 40 unserviceable guns 

2 Datia 

D.itia was in oiigm an offshoot of Oichha, as regards both the State 
and the family of the Chief Bhagwan Bao, a son of Bir Singh Deo of 
Orchha, received it and Beroni from his father in 1626 The territories 
of Datia came under the supiemacy of the British Government with the 
other territories in Bundelkhand ceded by the Peshwa under the Treaty 
of Bassein (see Vol VII, The Peshwa) The first Treaty with Datia 
was concluded with Baja Paiichhat on the 15th March 1804 (No XVI) 
After the deposition of the Peshwa in 1817, a tract of land on the 
east of the river Sind was added to Datia as a reward for the attach- 
ment of the Baja to the British Government, and a new Tieaty, dated 
the 31st July 1818 (No XVII), was made with him Baja Parichhat 
died in 1839 without issue, having previously adopted a foundling, Bije 
Bahadur, w'hose succession was recognised The succession of Bije 
Bahadur was opposed by Diwan Madan Singh of Beroni, a collateral 
blanch of Parichhat’s family, on the grounds of consanguinity and an 
old agreement that, in the event of the Datia Chief dying without male 
heirs, the succession would lie in the Beroni family But, as Govern- 
ment had already recognised the adoption of Bije Bahadur, and as the 
coimtry was fairly governed and the succession was agreeable to the 
people, the claims of the Beroni family were set aside The Thakur of 
Beroni also endeavoured to obtain a recognition of the distinct tenure 
of Ins Jagir in independence of the Chief of Datia, but in this he did 
not succeed 

Bije Bahadur, who died in 1857, left an illegitimate son, Arjun 
Singh, but was succeeded by his adopted son Bhawani Singh, who was 
born in 1845 In consequence of disturbances caused by the advocacy 
of the claims of Arjun Singh, who was supported by the Bam Begent, 
Arjun Singh was removed from Datia Subsequently a rebellion was 
raised by the Bam and her followers, who seized the fort of Seonda 
The fort was reduced by a British force, the chief rebels were sentenced 
to imprisonment for life in the fort of Chunar, and the Bam was placed 
under close surveillance The claims of the Beroni branch of the 
family to the succession were again brought forward and rejected in 
1861 In October 1861 Captain Tliompson was deputed to Datia on 
special duty, and was not withdrawn till the young Chief was invested 
with ruling powers in May 1865 Arjim Singh died at Nowgong on 
the 30th September 1887 

In 1862 all transit duties were abolished in Datia 

In the same year the Buler of Datia received a Sanad of Adoption 
(see No XIII). 
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In Ang-ust IStJo tlie (lovoniineiit of India decided that in future tlie 
(Jliiof of JIatia should he called Alaharaja, and in January 1877 the 
hereditary title of Lokeudra [No. X\ III) was bestowed on him. 

In 18(17 the Killer of Datia was granted a permanent salute of 15 guns. 

In 187U the Maharaja entered into an Agreement (No. XIX) re- 
gariling' tlie nianufaelure, import and export of salt: and prohibiting 
I he export of hhaiig, ganja, .spirits, opium, or other intoxicating drug, 
or preparation ihereof, by routes barred by the inland customs line. In 
consideration of tlie lo.ss he would sustain by this agreement, it xvas 
airaiigeil that he should receive K.s. 10,001) a year. The prohibition 
regarding the import of salt was tentatively withdrawn in 1SS4, and has 
not vet lieeii re-inipo.sed . 

In 1882 a (juestion of niucli imjiortance to the State, which had been 
pending for many rears, was decided. It related to the devolution ol 
shai-es in (he lleisini -lagii. The main point involved was the origin 
of this estate, ami it was detinitelv luhnl that the Jagir was a grant 
enlirely independent of Dntia, nimic from Delhi, and that the Malinraja 
could not (InMefore claim to stand in the same relation to Bei'oni as ho 
niighf to jagiidai's holding under a grant from his State, though the 
Thakiiis must he eomsidpied as polilieally snhor dinaie to Datia. In 1!)02 
the (ioveniinent of India re-allivmed their derision that in matters of 
snei'essioii llcKMii is mil snhjeel to Datia. and that suceossion fo .sliai'es 
in the Henuii ('’.state must he ueeording to the rules of nilidu Daw; 
this decision, however, in no way alVects the grnoral snhoidiinilion of the 
Ileroni Tliaknrs to the Datia Stale. 

In 1882 the Maharaja ceded land for the lletwa Canal, locuiviiig 
|)aymeiif for the ai-ea ai(|nired. In 1888 an Agreement (No. XX) was 
negotiated hetween (ioveronient and tlie Darhar regarding cession of 
jnrisdiel ion and other mailers coiiiieeled rvilli the Canal. 

In 1888 the Maharaja leded (No. XXI) civil and criminal jnrisdio- 
lion in the himls which liad heeii aciiuired in 18SI in the Datia State 
for the present Great Indian Peninsula Railway. A questloir of com- 
pensation arose, similar to tliat which wa.s ilrhsonssed in the case of 
Orehlia: Imf lire iMahata ja deelincd fo receive any payment from Govern- 
ment foi' the land he had made over for the railwav. 

'I’lie Darhar has adopted British currency ns the sole legal teirdei' 
for all transactions in the State, and reported that the work of conver.sion 
had been cotnplpied oit the Olh .Tanuarv 1004. 

Maharaja Blinwani Singh died in August 1007 and was succeeded hy 
hi- -on, (be incsent Maliavaja T.okemlra Goviml Singh Balimllii- 
Owing to malmlniini-liatinn the lilaliaraja was I ompornrily deprived of 
hr? powers in 1011, and flic administration was carried on, under the 
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Political Agent’s control, by a Diwan appointed by the Government 
ot India 

Bestiicted po^^els Meie gi\en to the Mabaiaja in 1913, and full 
adiniiustiative poueis -weie lestoied to bun in 1916 

In 1908 the State enteied into an Agreement witb tbe United Pro 
\inces> Go^enlment in lespect of the closme on ceitain conditions of 
the liquoi and diug shops in the State village Pandii 

'I'lie Impel lal Postal Depaitment took ovei the postal aiiangement^ 
ot tlie State in 1921, since Mheii a fiee giant of Seivice Postage Stamps 
oi the lace ^alue ot Bs 5,000 is made annualh to the State 

The ]^[ahaIa 3 a of Datia pays to Scindia, thiough the British Govein- 
ment, Bs 15,000 (Nanak Shalii cuiieiicy) on account of the paigaiia ot 
Isadigaoii 

The aica of Uatia is 911 scpiaie miles, tbe population, b\ the 
Census of 1921, 148,659, and the levenue about Bs 19,00,000

'file State of Samthai uas once a part of the Datia State. About 
1735 Ba]a India]il Singh of Datia granted titular honours to Baune 
Shah’s son Madan Singh Gujai, iiho was at the same time made 
Kilahdai of the Samthar Foit Latei, a Jagir of liie villages was 
gi anted to Madan Singh’s son Devi Singh, and fiom this Jagii the 
present State of Samthar developed When the British entered the 
province, Ba]a Ban]it Singh, son of Devi Singh, requested to be taken 
into tbe fiiendship and pioteotioii of the British Government, but nc 
definite aiiangcmeiit was made till 1817, vhen a Treaty (Bo XXII) 
was concluded with him 
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Eanjit Singli died in 1827, and was succeeded by bis sou, lliudupat 
In 1858 the Bam uas allowed to administei the Stale as Begent, the 
Baja being of unsound mind. 

In 1862 the Buler of Samthai leceived a Sanad oi Adoption 
(No XXIII) 

Ilindupai had two sous, Uhhatai Singh and Arjun Singh, the latter 
of whom uas commonly known as All Bahadur In 1864 Chhatai Singh, 
liaving attained his inajoiity, asserted his claims to lulc the State, and 
they weie lecognised by the Government of India 

In 1865 the paigana of Anna, loughly equivalent to a quaitci of the 
State, vas assigned to the Bam foi the maintenance ol heiself, her 
husband and hei youngei son The Bam died in 1880, but the ariange- 
ments weie not distuibed, the assignment of the Amia paigana con- 
tinuing foi the suppoit of All Bahadur and the cx-Chief In 1883, 
owing to inconveniences caused hv Ah Bahadur’s management, the 
paigana of Amia was lestored to Samthai and the detached Milage 
of Sami, as well as cash allowances, ueie assigned for the maintenance 
of All Bahadur and his fathei, uho weie diiected to ^acate the Amia 
foit as soon as suitable nc( ommodation had been provided foi them at 
Saim 

In 1867 the Bulei of Samthai uas gianted a peimaiieni salut(‘ of 
11 guns 

In 1808 the claims of the State to an annual payment ol Bs 7f30, 
foimeily made to it In the Jhansi villages of Mamkpuia and Nandjiuia, 
weie admitted, and in full satisfaction of them the village of Sai.ium 
in the Jalaun distiict was tiansfciied to Samthai 

In 1872 all tiansit dues weie abolished in Samthai leiiitory 

In connection with the geneial scheme foi the equalisation of salt 
duties, an Agieement (No XXIY) was made with Chhatai Singh in 
1879 By this he undeitook to contiol the manufactuie, impoit, tiansit, 
and taxation of salt, and was allowed in letuin an annual supply fiee 
of cost of 500 maunds of salt foi consumption within Ins State The 
agieement also prohibited the export of all intoxicating diugs, piepaia- 
tions and spirits by all routes and in all directions baried by the inland 
customs line In 1884 this agreement was revised (No XXV) and 
the State now receives Bs 1,450 annually in lieu of the supply of salt 
mentioned above, while the lestnctions contained in the Agieement of 
1879 lelative to the import, export and transit of salt weie tentatively 
withdrawn, and have not yet been re-imposed 

In 1882 Chliatar Singh ceded land foi the constiuction of the Betwa 
Canal, and was paid compensation In 1888 an Agreement (?ee No XX) 
was negotiated regarding cession of jurisdiction and other matters con- 
nected with the Canal. 
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In 1888 Chliatar Singh ceded (No XXVI) ciimiiial and civil 
]iuisdiction in the lands which had been acquired in 1884 for the present 
Great Indian Peninsula Railway Questions as to compensation arose 
similar to those in Oichha and Datia, and the Government of India 
sanctioned the payment of compensation , hut Chhhatar Singh declined to 
accept it 

The ex-Chief, Hindupai, died at Sami in 1890 Having legaid to 
the length of time which had elapsed since Chhatai Sing had been 
(7<5 facto rulei of the State, the Government of India decided that there 
A\af> no necessitv foi the foinial lecognition of his succession 

Chhatar Singh died on tlie 16th June 1896, and was succeeded 
by the piesent Rulei, his eldest son Bir Singh Deo, who was born on 
the 8th Novembei 1865 On the 1st January 1898 the title of Maharaia 
was conferred on Ra]a Bii Singh Deo as a personal distinction 

In 1905 a canal telegiaph line ivas opened along the Betwa Canal, 
a portion of which rims through the Samthar State territory 

The area of the State is 180 square miles, the population, by the 

Census of 1921, 33,216, and the revenue about Rs 3,50,000 

The militari’^ forces consist (1926) of 200 Cavalry, 250 Infantry and 
50 Artillery men, with 6 serviceable and 40 unserviceable guns 

In 1862 the Samthai State was held liable to the payment of nazarana 
at the late of a quarter of a year’s net levenue on direct successions, and 
half a yeai’s net revenue on successions by adoption, but at the Delhi 
Assemblage of 1877 the obligation to pay nazarana on direct successions 
was remitted and at the Coronation Darbai of 1911 all Nazarana levies 
were abolished 


(lY) —STATES HELD HNDER SANADS 

Of the class of Chiefs who hold their States under Sanads and aie 
bound by Ikrarnamas, or deeds of allegiance, there were twenty-six in 
Bundelkhand but seven of these were transferred to Baghelkhand in 
1896 Of the twenty-six Chiefs eight are descendants of Ra]P 
Chhatarsal Chhatarsal had twenty-two legitimate and thirty illegi- 
timate sons Four only of the former had offspring, namely, Padam 
Singh, Hirde Sah, Jagat Rai and Bharti Chand Chhatarsal divided* 
his possessions between Ba]i Rao Peshwa and his two sons, Hirde Sah 

* The Peshwa’s share consisted of the districts of Kalpi, Hatta, Sangor, Jhansi, 
Siron], Giina, Garhnkota and Hirdenagar 

Hirde Sah’s share ns belonging to the senior line under the name of the Raj 
of Panna, embraced the districts of Panna, Ealmjar, Amha, Shahgarh, etc 

To Jagat Raj, under the name of the Raj of Jaitpur, were allotted Bhonagarh, 
Banda, Ajaigarh, Jaitpur, Oharkhari, etc 
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;uh1 .Ta".il Tlaj. TliP disspiisidiis in (lie family, liowever, Inoke up the 
possossinn'i (if the two sons into a numher of small States, aiul prepared 
the way for their conriuest hv Ali Bahadur. On the death of Ali 
llaliadur. at whi(h time actual [lo.s.ses.siou formed the basis of the engage- 
ments helween tlie Britisli Government and the Cliiefs of Bundelkliand, 
the following States were held hv the descendants of Chhatarsal ; — hy 
the desK'iidauts of his second son, TTirde Sah, the States of Panua. and 
l.oo-asi; hy the descendants of his third .son. Jagat Raj, the States of 
Charldiari, Bijawar, Ajaigarh, Sarila and Jaitpur; the State of Jigni 
hv a grandson of his eldest son, Padam Singh; and the State of Jaso 
hv a great-grandson of Bharti Chand, the fourth son. The State of 
Beri was held hv a descendant of .Tagat Raj in the female line. Besides 
these States held hy actual descendants of Chhatarsal, the follovring 
States were formed out of the territories over which he ruled : Chhatarpur, 
Baraundha, the Kalinjar Chauhe .Tagirs, Bihat, Alipura, Gaurihar, 
Xaigawan Rehai and Garrauli. 


A fundamental principle in the arrangements made by the British 
Government in Bundclldiand was originally declared to be the confirm- 
iiiion of the Chiefs of that province in the possession of such parts of 
their ancient territorial right as were held under Ali Bahadur’s govern- 
ment, subject to the conditions of their allegiance and fidelity to the 
British power; their renouncing all views of future aggrandizement; and 
their nhandoning such jiarts of AH Bahadur’s conquests as had been 
acquired by them suh.^e(|uently to his d(>ath. Tt was .also resolved to 
form arrangements with some leaders of plundering hands who were 
not hereditary Chiefs, hut whose hostility was directed solely to the 
object of obtaining subsistence, and to grant them some territoiy with 
a view to the pacification of tin* country. At first it was the policy of 
Government to leave the protection of their territories to the Chiefs 
themselves, and to exact no tribute or revenue from them. In several 
of the engagements executed in 1805 and 1800 it was therefore distinctly 
sti])ulated that the Chiefs .should renorince all claims to the aid and 
]uotection of Government. Experience, however, soon .showed the 


necessity of deirarting from this principle, and of declaring the 
Bundelhhand Chiefs to bo subordinate to. and dependent on, the British 
Government. But it was not the intention of Government to establi.sh 
its 1,'iw.s and regulations in the States of these Chiefs; and to remove 


all doubts on this sidiject. these States were declaied hv Regulation 
^^11 of 1812 to he exempt from the oi^eration of the general regula- 
tions and from the jurisdiction of the civil and criminal courts. ""The 
particular ( lauses of the engagements made with the Chiefs, which implv 
a right of jurisdiction on the narf of Government, have been rrene-allv 
understood to convey exclnsivelv a right of political iurisdiction, that 
is to say. a right to interfere for the settlement of disputed claiin.s 
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east of the Dhasan river and founded Panna. On his death his posses- 
sions were divided, the to'wn of Panna falling to his senior son Hirde Sah, 
who thus hecame the first Baja of Panna. 

When the British entered Bundelkhand, Baja Kishore Singh, sixth 
in succession from Hirde Sah, who was then a minor of about 12 or 13 
yeai's, was the Chief in possession of Panna, which was then in a 
most disorganised condition. A Sanad (Ho. XXVH) was conferred 
upon him in 1807 on his subscribing a deed of allegiance. This 
Sanad confirmed him in the possession of 8021 villages and three 
parganas. Many of the villages included in the Sanad were, however, 
in the possession of men who had wrested them from the Baja and 
refused to give them up ; but with the aid of the British Government 
he recovered not only these, but many other villages not entered in 
the Sanad. A fresh Sanad (Ho. XXVIII) was therefore granted to 
him in 1811, by wliich he leceived in perpetuity 1,3631 villages. 

The oppressive conduct of Baja Bishore Singh forced the British 
Government on several occasions to interpose. In 1823 he entrusted the 
management of his State to Knar Pratap Singh of Chhatarpur for four 
years, and the engagement was guaranteed by the British Government. 
But before the end of the period the conduct of Kishore Singh led to his 
expulsion from Panna, and the appointment of his son Harbans Bai as 
Begent. Kishore Singh died in exile in 1834. Harbans Bai, having no 
children, was succeeded, in 1849 by his brother Hirpat Singh; but the 
succession of Hirpat Singh was not acknowledged by the British 
Government till he had issued orders for the prohibition of sati 
throughout the Panna State. 

Por his services in the mutiny Hirpat Singh received, among other 
rewards, a khilat of the value of Bs. 20,000 ; but in 1862, in consequence 
of his resisting the settlement of boundary disputes, he had to be warned 
of the terms of allegiance on which he held his State. 

In 1862 the Buler of Panna received a Sanad of Adoption (Ho. 
XXIX). 

In 1863 Hirpat Singh ceded certain lands required for railway pur- 
poses (Ho. XXX). 

In 1867 the Buler of Panna was granted a permanent salute of 
11 guns. 

Hirpat Singh leceived in 1867 a Sanad (Ho. XXXI), conferring 
upon him, under certain conditions, .supreme criminal jurisdiction 
within his territories: it was specified, however, that the powers thus 
granted were not necessarily tran.smi.ssible to his successors. In 1869. 
the title of Mahendar was conferred on him by a Sanad (No. XXXII) 
in recognition of his loyalty to the British Government. This title 
was made hereditary in 1875, 
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Maharaja Nirpat Singh, whose liberality in alleviating the distress 
vhich pi evaded in Bundelkhand in 1869 had met with the marked 
approval of Government, died in June 1870, and was succeeded hy his 
eldest son, B-udra Pratap Singh 

In 1887 supreme jurisdiction, under certam conditions, was con- 
ferred on Maharaja Budia Pratap Singh hy a Sanad (Ifo XXXIII), it 
being laid down, as in the Sanad granted to Nirpat Singh, that the 
powers were not necessarily transmissible to his successors In February 
1891 it was ruled that this Sanad had no application to any crimmal 
case in which the person accused, or any one of the persons accused, 
IS a European British subject or of European or American nationality 

In 1893 E-udra Pratap Singh died, and was succeeded hy his 
brothel Diwan Lokpal Singh, on whom supieme crimmal jurisdiction 
was conferred under the usual conditions hy a Sanad in 1896 In 1898 
Lokpal Singh died, and was succeeded hy his only son Madho Singh 

The Saugor-Katni Railway, for which land in the Raipur Pargana 
had been ceded free of cost in 1896, was opened on the 1st Januaiy 
1899 Full rights of civil and criminal jurisdiction, which had been 
originally ceded in 1896, were also conceded in the revised form in 
July 1899 (No XXXIV) 

In 1902 Madho Singh was deposed foi complicity in the death of his 
uncle, Khuman Singh, hy poison He was interned at Bellary in the 
Madras Presidency, with a suitable allowance for his support He was 
succeeded on the 20th June 1902 hy his first cousin Tadvendra Smgh 
Khuman Singh’s eldest son, who was horn in 1893 During the minority 
of Yadvendra Singh the administration of the State was vested in a 
Diwan and Council supervised hy the Political Agent 

In 1905 a lease of the Darhar’s excise rights in certain isolated

the 9th Heeenibei ISOSieceived a Sanad (No XXXYTT) aftei executing

Tn consequence of the infirmities of age Hliira) Singh, in 1814, le- 
quested peimission to abdicate in favour of bis second son Saidai Singh 
in prefeience to his eldest son Padam Singh, who four veais befoie bad

The Baja’s only legitimate son, Govind Das, died in 1822 The Baja 
then declared his wish that llaian Ringh, Ins giandson hy Ins illegitimate 
son Banjit Singh, should he noininatpd his siieiessor, to the exclusion of 
collateral heirs with whom he nas at fend, and the Biitish Government, 
seeing no objection to Eataii Singh boin" eonsuleied the eventnal hen 
should no legitimate son bp bom to the Baja, gave a foimal and public 
lecognition of his title Bije Bahadur died in Ifovember 1829, when 
Batan Singh was only foniteen veais of ago The conflicting claims of

Bor his services in the mutiny Batan Singh icceivcd, among other 
rewards, a jagir of Bs 20,000 in jierpetiiity, and a khilat Besides the 
pargana of Batehpur, which was bestowed on the Baj'a as a loward, Hands 
in Mahoba to the value of Bs O.bOO weie given to him foi an equivalent 
in Meradeo 

Batan Singh died in 1860, and was succeeded by his minor son Jai 
Singh Deo, whose mother. Bam Bakht Kuar, was appointed Begent, 
on the condition that she would be lecognised as such onlv so long as she 
and the two ministeis designated bv the late Baja, !MaulYi Siiaj ITusain 
and Diwan Anna Sahib, acted in hainiony and without mischievous 
differences of any kind The B.ini, howevei, strove to assume an undue 
share of power, and this eventually led to her removal from the Begency 
Shortly afterwards dissensions broke out between the two ministers, and 
it was found necessary to appoint a British officer to act as leferee On 
the death of Siraj Husain in 1866 the British officer was withdrawn, and 
the administration was left in the hands of Diwan Anna Sahib, who, 
however, died in the following year, wdien his son Tantia Sahib was 
appointed manager 

In 1862 the Buler of Charkhari received a vSanad of Adoption (see 
No XXXVIII) and in 1867 was granted a permanent salute of 11 guns 

Tn 1866 the Charkhari State ceded (No XLII) the parganas of 
Batehpui, Hiiapur and Meiadeo, receiving in lieu theieof villages of 
the aggregate annual value of Bs 29,525 A spm of Bs. 29,029 was also 
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paid to the State as compensation on account of past losses of revenue 
fiom the Meradeo pargana 

In 1874 the Maharaja was invested with full powers of administration 
in his State, a British officer being deputed to Charkhan for one year to 
aid the yoimg Chief with his advice Jai Singh Deo did not, however, 
piofit much hy his assistance, for shortly after the officer’s departure 
gloss mismanagement ensued, and anothei officer had to he deputed 
temporaiily to Charldiari in 1879 Next year the Maharaja was deprived 
of all power and the political officei at Charkhan was nominated Superin- 
tendent of the State 

Jai Singh Deo died childless in 1880, without having adopted an heir 
The Government of India recognised the succession of Malkhan Singh, son 
of Jujhar Singh, a distant collateral relation, who had been adopted 
by Jai Singh Deo’s widow The usual nazarana was levied, the value 
of the khilat of investituie being deducted from it Malkhan Singh 
being a minor, the State lemained under British superintendence (the 
administration being conducted undei the Political Agent’s orders by the 
Muntazim, Diwan Rao Jujhar Singh, the fathei of the minor Chief) until 
January 1892, when the Chief was given ruling powers but the grant to 
him of extended powers of criminal jurisdiction was reserved 

In January 1886 the separate Agency at Charkhan which had been 
created in 1879 was abolished, and the State was again incorporated in 
the Bundelkhand Agency 

In 1894 supieme ciiminal juiisdiction, under certain conditions, was 
granted to Malkhan Singh (No XLIII), it being specified that the 
powers were not necessarily transmissible to his successors 

In 1903 the Mahaiaja agreed to grant land for the construction of the 
Dhasan Canal through his teriitory, on the same terms as now exist in the 
case of the Betwa Canal 

In 1905 he ceded land for the construction of the Ken Canal, on 
payment of compensation for the area required In 1908 the State 
entered into an Agreement similar to the one executed by Panna (see No. 
XXXV) regarding jurisdiction and other matters connected with the 
working of the Ken Canal 

TyTallrhan Singh died Without issue in 1908 and was succeeded by his 
father Jujhar Singh, who died, also without issue, in 1914 and was 
succeeded by his younger brother Ganga Singh 

In 1909 the Maharaja of Ajaigarh laid claims to the Chief ship of 
Charkhan, but his claim was i ejected by the Government of India in 
1914 

Ganga Smgh died on the 5th October 1920 and was succeeded by iiis 
adopted son, the present ruler, Maharaja Arimardan Singh Durmg his

The founder ol the Bi^aw^ar laimly was Bir Singh Deo, an illegiti- 
mate son ol Jagat Eaj When All Bahadui iinaded Buiulelkliaiid, Bn 
Singh Deo lelused to atknow'ledgc Ins supiemacy and w'as killed fighting 
against him neai Chaikhan Jiapi Ilimmat Bahadui, howeiei, made 
inteiestwith All Bahadui on behalf ol Kesii Singh, son of Bir Singh Deo, 
and piocured loi him his tathei’s possessions on the same teiiiis as those 
subsciibed by the Baja of Chaikhaii 

Kesri Singh w'as the duel who wms in possession of Bijaw’ai when the 
Biitish Goveiniueut obtained supiemaoi in Bundelkhand Owing to 
complicated disputes with Ba,pi Bi^e Bahadui of Chaikhaii legaidmg 
the paigana of Ramgaih, aud with Kunwai Sone Sah of Chhataipui 
regarding the villages of Dhai ampul, Bajia, Sathai aud Karaiya, no 
Sanad was granted to Kesii Siiigh lie died in December 1810, and was 
succeeded by his son Eatan Singh, who on his accession in 1811 (the 
disputes with neighbouiing States having m the meantime been decided) 
leceived a Sanad (No XLIV) and was lequiied to sign a deed of alle- 
giance, the 10th Aiticle of which was specially intended to pi event the 
revival of old, or the setting up of new', claims against neighbouiing 
Rajas 

Ratan Singh died in 1833 without male issue, and, at the lequest of 
Ins widow', his nephew' Lachhmau Singh w'as lecognised as his successoi 
Lachhman Singh was succeeded in 1847 by his son, Bhaii Pratap Singh

In 1862 the Rnlei of Bijawai leceived a Saiiad oi Adoption (see 
No XIII) and in 1867 was gianted a permanent salute of 11 guns 
In 1866 tlie Government of India decided that in future the Chief of 
Bi 3 aAvai should be called Mahaiaja and in 1877, on the occasion of 
the Delhi Assemblage, he was gianted the hereditary title of Sauai 

In 1867 Bhan Pratap Singh received a Sanad (see No XXXI) grant* 
ing him full criminal poweis within his State, but in 1887 his poweis of 
supreme ciiminal jurisdiction weie withdrawn and, oiving to con- 
tinued mismanagement on his part, the State had to be placed under 
the superintendence of the Agency In 1898, having no male issue, 
the Chief adopted as his hen the second son of the Maharaja of Orchha, 
Rao E-aja Sawant Singh, who ivas born on the 25th November 1877 
and the adoption was sanctioned by the Government of India 

Bhan Pratap Singh died on the 15th September 1899, and Sawant 
Singh’s succession ivas leseuted bi' the leading Thakuis, but then almost 
oveit hostility was suppiessed by the tempoiaiy internment of the ring- 
leaders at Nowgong, and the resumption of then jagiis till such time as 
thej'' shoAved themselves leadj' to resume their allegiance Maharaja 
Sawai SaAV'ant Singh was publicly installed on the 28th June 1900 In 
January 1903 he was given administiatiA’-e poAvers under ceidiain condi- 
tions, which were relaxed in Octobei 1904 In the interval debts had 
been liquidated to the extent of seveial lakhs, and a substantial cash 
balance accumulated in the State tieasuries, the succession nazaiana had 
been paid by the State to Government and by the Thakuis to the State, 
and the recalcitrant Thakuis had been pardoned and replaced in the 
peaceful possession of their estates 

The regular revenue survey and settlement of the State by specially 
selected British officers A\eie completed in 1905 

A Sanad (see No XXXVl), conferring hereditary extended ciiminal

5 Ajaigabh 

In 1765 Guman Singh, a nephew of Pahai Singh the Chief of 
Taitpur, was gianted Banda and Ajaigaih by his uncle The Chief of 
Ajaigaih uas originally stj'led the Raja of Banda Eaj’a Bakht Singh 
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or Baklit Bali, giandson of Jagat Ba], was driven fioin liis possessions 
by All Baliadui, and i educed to snob indigence that lie vas glad to accept 
a stipend of two lupees a day fiom bis conqueior On the Biitisb occu- 
pation of Bundelkliand in 1803 be leceived a pension of Ibiee thousand 
Goubar Sbalii lupees a nionlli, until an adequate tenitoiial piovision 
could be assigned to bini At tins time the foit of Ajaigaib and the 
gieatei poition of the teiiitoiies foiming the old possessions of Jagat 
Raj weie in the bands of a inilitan* adtentuiei named Lacbbinan Baua. 
With a view to the pacification of the countij', it was lesohed to confiim 
the occupancy of Ijacbbinan Baua, on condition of bis making sub- 
mission and tendeiiug allegiance to the Biilisb Goteinment Lacbbinan 
Dawa was accordingly' lequiied in 1806 (No XLV) to suiiendei the foit 
of Ajaigarb to the Bntisb Goveinment at the end of luo yeais. and 
meanwhile to pay a tiibute of Bs 4,000 a jcai He bioke these condi- 
tions, and was tberefoie dispossessed A laige sbaie of bis tciiitoiy uas 
given to the Raja of Ajaig.ub ubo in 1807 ictened a S.inad (No XLVI) 
restoring to bim a poition of bis jiossessious His pension was dis- 
continued m 1808 In 1812 the Baja asked foi a Sanad, specifying 
in detail the villages which composed bis State This was gi anted in 
Septembei of that yeai (No XLVII), and at the same time, at the 
lequest of the Raja, the 5th and 6tb Ai tides ol the deed of allegiance, 
which be bad executed in 1807, weie cancelled 

Bakbt Singh died in 1837, and was succeeded by bis eldest son 
Madbo Singh, ivbo died childless in 1849, and was succeeded by bis 
brother Mabipat Singh The question was laised at the time whether 
the engagement with Bakbt Singh limited the succession to his lineal 
descendants, and w'hethei the State should escheat to Goveinment, but a 
decision was finally given in favoui of the succession of Mabipat Singh 

Mahipat Singh died in 1853, and the succession of his son Bije Singh, 
a boy eleven yeais old, w’as lecognised He died in 1855, when the 
British Government considered that the State of Ajaigarh had lapsed, 
and declined, pending a lefeieiice to the Couit of Directors, to lecognise 
the wish of Bije Singh’s mothei to appoint Ranjoi Singh, his illegitimate 
brother, as successor At the close of 1856 the Couit of Directors desired 
that, before decidmg that theie w'as no rightful heir to the State, an 
enquiry should be made into the oiigin, nature, and extent of the rights 
of Bakbt Singh’s family as they existed befoie the giant of the Sanad to 
Bakbt Singh These insti notions had not been acted on when the 
mutmy of 1857 bioke out, and as the lebel Faizand All, by proclaiming 
Lokpal Smgh, alleged to be an illegitimate son of Madho Singh, as 
Chief of Ajaigarh, retarded the pacification of the province, while the 
widow of Mahipat Singh remained steadfast in hei allegiance to the 
British Government, it w'as determined in 1859 to w'aive the claim of 
Government to the lapse, and to recognise (No XLVIII) Ranjor Singh, 
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on tlie same terms and conditions as tliose on wliicli the State had been 
held by Bije Singh, with succession to the heirs male of his body law 
fully begotten Certain e:s.clusive privileges within the town of Banda, 
to which the British regulations were extended, were, however, 
excepted from this agreement 

In 1862 the Ruler of Ajaigaih leceived a Sanad of Adoption {see Ro 
XXIII) and in 1867 was granted a permanent salute of 11 guns 

Duiing the minority of Ran] or Singh, the State was administered 
by the widow of Mahipat Singh On her death in 1868, the young 
Chief was entiusted with the management of the State At the Delhi 
Assemblage of 1877 he leceived the title of Sawai as a hereditarv 
distinction 

Supieme ciiminal jurisdiction, under certain conditions, was con- 
ferred on the Chief bj’’ a Sanad (see Xo ^ XXXIII) in 1887 It was ruled 
in Febiuaiy 1891 that the Sanad does not apply to any criminal case in 
which the peison accused, or any one of the persons accused, is a European 
Biitish subject, oi is of European or Ameiican nationality 

In 1905 the Mahaiaja ceded land for the construction of the Ken 
Canal, on payment of compensation for the area acquired In 1909 the 
State entered into an Agieement, similar to that executed by Banna 
(see Xo XXXV) regarding juiisdiction and other matters connected 
with the working of the Ken Canal 

In 1909 Ranjoi Singh laid claim to the Chief ship of the Charkhari 
State, but this was i ejected by the Government of India in 1914 

In the same yeai the State entered into an agreement with the United 
Provinces Government in respect of the closure of liquor, opium and 
drug shops in ceitain villages of the Banda district and the Ajaigarh 
State 

Ranjor Singh died in 1919 and was succeeded by his eldest son, the 
present rulei, Mahaiaja Sawai Bhupal Singh Bahadur, born on the 
13th Xovember 1866 

A Sanad (see Xo XXXVI), conferring hereditary extended criminal 
powers on the Chief, was gi anted in 1925 

The area of Ajaigarh is 802 square miles, the population, according 
to the Census of 1921, 84,790 , and the revenue about Rs 5,00,000 The 
Chief pays, on account of the Khera and Bachon districts, a tribute of 
Rs 7,013-12-0, a remission of Rs 2,500 having been made on the 
separation of Jaso from his territories in 1816 

The military forces consist (1926) of 25 Cavalry, 216 Infantry and 
41 Artillery men, with 9 serviceable and 4 unserviceable guns 
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Nazuraiia of a qivailev of a year’s net revenue ou direct successioil, 
ami half a year's net revenue on succession by adoption, was taken up 
to 11)11, when all Jiazarann levies were abolished on the occasion of the 
Coronation Parbar.

The iSarila State was founded by Anian Singh, son of Pahar Singh 
of .laitpur, who was the sou of Jagat Raj and grandson of Raja 
( 'hhatarsal. 

Raja Tej Singh, Anian Singh’s successor, was expelled from his 
possessions by Ali Bahadur, Iml recovered a portion of them through the 
influence of Raja Hinimat Bahadur and, at the time of the British occupa- 
tion of Buiulelkhaitd, was in possession of the small fort and village of 
Sarila in the disfiirl of Jalalpur, yielding a revenue of about Es. 9,000 
a year. In eoiisideraiioiv of his influence in the district and his submis- 
sion to the British Government, an allowance of Rs. 1,000 a month was 
granted to him until a suitable provision in land could be made. The 
villages he claimed yielded Rs. 23,000. They were conferred upon him 
in 1807 by a Sanad (No. XLIX), and his pension ceased. 

Toj Singh was succeeded by his sou Anrodli Singh, and he by his sou 
Uindupat. 

In lS(i'2 the Ruler of Sarila received a Sanad of Adoption (.see 
No. XXIIf). 

Hindupat died in .lune 1871, when the Government, of India choso 
tor the Chiefsliip Khalak Singh, a member of a distant branch of the 
family, who had been adopted by Hindupat’, s widow. Khalak Singh 
was a legitimate descendant of Kehri Singh, another of the sous of Jagat 
Raj. Khalak Singh died childless in 1SS2, wifhout adopting an heir, 
The Government of India selected as his succe!3Sor liis brother Pahar 
Singh, then aged about six years. 'The Government were guided in 
this selection partly by the wishes of the deceased Chief’s widow, who 
was prepared to adopt the boy and .subsequently did so; hut at the same 
time tliey ruled that adoption by the widow of a deceased Chief does 
not of itself confer a right to succession. As an act of grace the Govern- 
ment of India decided to treat the succession as that of an adopted son 
and to levy nazarana accordingly. Pahar Singh was installed in 1895, 
Imt died on the 22iid February 1898. He was succeeded by his posthu- 
mous sou. the present Raja Mahipal Siugli, bom on the 11th September 
1898. 

In 1903 the State agreed to grant laud for tlie construction of tlie 
Dhasan Canal through its territory, ou the same terms as now exist in the 
case of the Betwa Caual. 
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It.iia Malupal Siiigli A^as invested with full admimstiative poweis on 
tlie 5tli Novemhei 1919 and in Decembei 1926 lie was gianted a Sanad 
(No L) confeiiing on liini enhanced judicial powers as a personal 
distinction 

The aiea ot Saiila is 35 28 squaie miles, the population, accoiding 
to the Census of 1921, 6,081, and the revenue about Rs 60,000 

Nazarana of a quarter of a j'cai’s net revenue on direct succession, and 
half a yeai’s net levenue on succession by adoption, was taken up to 
1911, when all Nazarana levies were abolished on the occasion of the 
Coionation Daibar 

7 JiGNI 

The founder of this Jagii w'as Raq Padam Singh, a son ot Chhataisal 
The Jagii w'as iiiuoli i educed dining the Mahiatta invasion, Lachhman 
Singh, Fadam Singh’s son, only managing to retain possession of the 
two paiganas of Rath and Panwaii 

Piithwi Singh, son and successor ot Lachhman Singh, was in pos- 
session of fourteen villages at the time of the British occupation These 
»veie attached in consequence of his contumacy, but two years later six 
ot the Milages weie lestoied to him by a Sanad (No LI) granted in 
1810 On his death in 1830 ivithout legitimate sous, it was proposed to 
resume the Jagii, but a posthumous son, Bhopal Singh, was born and 
was eventually lecognised, the administration remaining in the hands 
of the widow In 1840, in consequence of a feud between the Rani 
Regent and hei confidential advisers, aiising from the Rani having 
allowed an undue exercise ot author ity to hei bi other, a subject of 
Oichha, the British Government inter ieied and appointed managers , 
who were bound to act faithfullv in the interests of the Jagirdai and 
to submit accounts of the income and expenditure to the Agent of the 
Biitish Government in Bundelkhand The administration was made 
over to Bhopal Singh in 1845 

Bhopal Singh was of weak mind and, in consequence of his gross mis- 
management, which lesulted in an affray, attended with loss of life, 
between his followers and those of the Ram, the Jagii was taken undei 
the direct management of the British Government in 1855 

In 1862 the Chief of Jigni received a Sanad of Adoption (No LII) 

Bhopal Singh died in 1870, when the adoption, in accordance with 
his wishes, ot Lachhman Singh, joungest son ot Mahaiaja Niipat 
Singh of Panna, was recognised by the Government of India During 
Lachhman Singh’s minority the Jagir remained under British supervi- 
sion until 1881, w'hen he w'as permitted to assume management 

Lachhman Singh died in 1892, and was succeeded by Bhan Piatap 
Singh, ahas Fateh Singh, a scion of the Charkhari house, whose adoption 
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by Laebbman Smgb’s widow was sanctioned by tbe Government of 
India Bhan Piatap Singh nas bom on the 18th May 1878, and duiing 
his minoiity the management nas cntiusted to Lachliman Singh’s nidow 
The management of the Jagii nas placed in lus own hands on the 
1st Januarj'^ 1918 

In 1903 the Jagiidai agieed to giant land foi the constniction of the 
Dhasan Canal thiough his teiiitoij , on the same teinis as non exist in the 
case of the Betwa Canal 

Bhan Piatap Singh’s only son. Aiimaidan Singh, succeeded b}' 
adoption to the Chaikhaii Chiotship in 1920 and during lus minoiitj 
the Eao acted as Eegent of Chaikhaii 

In 1923 the Goiemment of India decided that the Jagiidar should in 
future be designated as the Kao of Jigni 

The aiea of Jigni is 20 48 squaie miles, the population, bj' the Census 
of 1921, 3,G42, and the levenue about Its 14,000 

By the teims of the Adoption Sanad of 18C2, nazaiaua of a quailer of 
a yeai’s net levenue, in eases nheie the succession did not go to a lineal 
hen, was taken up to 1911, nhen all Isazaiaua levies neie abolished on 
the occasion of the Coionation IJaibai.

Diwan Jugal Prasad, to wlioin a Sanad (No LIII) was given in 1809 
by the British Government, was a descendant of Jagat Kaj in the female 
line His giandfathei, Achaiju, maiiied a daughtei of Jagat Ra], who 
granted him in jagir the Milages of IJmii, Chill and Dadri. These were 
held in the family undei the Biuidela Kajas, and A\eie confirmed to Jugal 
Piasad by Ah Bahadui Un the Biitish occupation of Bun Jelkhand the 
villages of Chill and Dadri weie lesnmed, but the Diwan was left in pos- 
session of TJmri The village of Dadii was given to Nana Govind Rao, 
Chief of Jalaun, in exchange for villages in the distiict of Kalpi Sub- 
sequently the light of Diwan Jugal Piasad to these villages vas estab- 
lished The village of Chih was theiefoie lestoied, lands of equal value 
m the pargana of Jalalpur were given in lieu of Dadri, and the collec- 
tions made from the villages during the peiiod of resumption weie le- 
fnnded These villages, howevei, were all suiiounded by lands in which 
the Biitish regulations were in foice, and could not conveniently be ex 
empted from the opeiation of these i eg illations Other villages were 
therefore given to the Diwan in exchange in 1811 (No LIV) 

Jugal Prasad died in 1814 He was succeeded by Phairan Singh, 
grandson of his full brother Gandhaib Singh, the claim to the succession 
having been voluntaiily i enounced by Rao-|u, the father of Phairan 
Singh In 1857 Phan an Singh was succeeded by his only son Bish- 
wanath Singh On the death of Bishwanatfi Singh in 1861 the widow 
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washed to adopt Balbhadia Singh, a distant relative of the family, to the 
exclusion of Bije Singh, son of Bishwanath Singh’s first cousin But 
Government installed Biie Singh, then thirteen yeais old, on the grounds 
that he was the nearer relative of the deceased, that he was livmg in 
Bishwanath Singh’s house at the time of his death, and perfoimed the 
funeral obsequies, that he was recognised as the iightful claimant by the 
principal Thakurs , and that the Political Officers were in favour of his 
recognition on grounds both of light and policy In consideration, 
however, of the services of Bishwanath Singh during the mutiny of 1857, 
the nazarana, which in oidinaiy circumstances would have been claimed 
on the succession, was i emitted 

In 1862 the Chief received a Sanad of Adoption (No LV) 

In 1885 the Jagirdar ceded land for the Betv'a Canal, leceiving the 
usual compensation Ho formal engagements were concluded with Ben 
in regard to this cession of land or juiisdiction 

Bi]e Singh died in 1892, and was succeeded by his eldest son Raghu- 
ra^ Singh Raghura] Singh died in 1904, and was succeeded by his 
eldest son Lokendia Singh, who was born on the 29th August 1891 
During Lokendra Singh’s minoiity the Jagir was administered, in 
accordance with Raghuia] Singh’s last wishes, by his junior surviving 
widow, assisted by a Kamdar appointed by the Political Agent Lokend- 
ia Singh was granted restricted poweis on the 3rd June 1914 and full 
powers in May 1915 

In 1908 the Jagir entered into an agreement with the Dnited Prov- 
inces Government in respect of the closure of the liquor, opium and drug 
shops in the villages of Bhojpur and Pathraita 

In 1923 the Government of India decided that the Jagirdar should be 
designated the Rao of Ben 

The area of Ben is about 32 square miles, the population, bv the 
Census of 1921, 4,621 , and the revenue about Rs 40,000 

Nazarana of a quarter of a year’s net revenue on direct succession, and 
half a year’s net revenue on succession by adoption, was taken up to 1911, 
when all Nazarana levies were abolished on the occasion of the Corona 
tion Darbar 

9 CHflATABPXJK 

Kunwar Sone Sah, whom the British Government established in the 
Raj of Chhatarpur, was a servant of Hindupat, giandfather of Raja 
Kishore Singh of Panna During the troubles which ensued on the intro- 
duction of the Mahiatta power, Kunwar Sone Sah usurped a large tract 
of country for himself and, on the Biitish occupation of Bundelkhand, 
his influence was so gieat that the pui chase of his submission by the 
guaiantee of his possessions was considered an important political object 
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In the Sanad (No. LVI), granted to him in 180G, the town of Ohhatavpni 
and four thanas which were in his possession during- the lifetime of Ali 
Bahadur, with the towns of jllhow and Salat, which lie liad u.surped after 
Ali Bahadur’s death, were reserved by the British Government; and in 
consideration of this, Government remitted to him, as a provision for his 
“5011 Pratap Singh, the tribute of Es. 19,000 which he paid to Ali 
Bahadur. 

Government, however, were of opinion that it might be expedient ti' 
restore Ohhatarpur and the four thanas, on the under.standing that Sone 
Sail would be responsible for the peace of his own territories. The re.stora- 
tion was not made till 1,S08. when hlhow was [riven to Sone Sah and 
Ohhatarpur to his son Pratap Singh,* on the withdrawal of the Briti.sh 
troops from that quarter. 

In 1812 Sone Sah made a distribution of his territories among his five 
sons. Later he was persuaded by his younger sons to mahe another dis- 
tribution, bv whicli the share of Pratap Singh, the elder, was consider- 
ably lessened, and all the brothers were declared to be independent of each 
other. Government disapproved of this partition as being both unjust to 
Pratap Singh and oiipnsed to the policy of the British Government, which 
desired to jirevent the dismemberment of the Bundelkhand States; and 
the Raja was informed that if, in consequence thereof, anv neces.sfty for 
interference arose after his death. Government would uphold the rights of 
Pratap Singh. Government also refused to recognise the hereditary des- 
cent of the shares of the younger brothers in their families, and directed 
the Agent, on the death of Sone Sah, to assume the first distribution of the 
State as the basis of an arrangement with Pratap Singh ; the other 
brothers, Himmat Singh, Prithwi Singh, Hindupat and Balcht Singh, 
holding their shares for life in subordination to Pratap Singh. These 
instructions were <-arried nut on the death of Sone Sah in 181.G. and were 
confirmed by Sanads granted in ISlfi to the five brothers, from each of 
whom a corresponding engagement was taken (No. LYlIl. After the 
shares of the brothers had been allotted, .some exchanges took place for 
mutual accommodation. Pratap Singh had incurred much expense in 
fortifying the fort of T)eora, which commanded the passes through the 
hills. This was in the .share allotted' to Bakht Singh, hut the possession 
of it was necessary to enable Pratap Singh to fulfil his obligation to keep 
marauders in cheek. The districts of Geoia and Nariani were therefore 
given to Piatap Singh, in exchange for Raioarh and Teloha, wliich were 
given to Bakht Singh. Prithwi Singh’s share contained no town with a 
convenient place of re.sidenee, and to meet his wishes in this re.spect Bakht

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Siiififh made over Baigarli to him, in exchange for six villages of equal 
value 

The Sanad gianted to Piatap Singh contained the names of thiit 3 '- 
nme villages not entered in the Sanad of Sone Sah Manv of these were 
hamlets dependent on A'lllages named in the Sanad of 1806, but twent^'^- 
one of them were claimed by Baja Kishore Singh of Panna It was 
found, howevei, that all these villages were in possession of Sone Sah at 
the time of All Bahadur’s death, and his possession of them was there- 
fore maintained Possession at the time of All Bahadur’s death was 
declaied in this, as in other cases, to constitute the standard for the 
ad]ustment of all such claims 

On the deaths of Himmat Singh, Prithwi Singh and Hindupat, their 
lagiis iPA'ei’ted to the Chhatarpur State Bakht Singh was unable to 
manage his jagii and made it over to Pratap Singh, who gave him in hen 
of it an allowance of Rs 2,250 a month In this jagir there wq^s an as- 
signment of three villages, which had been made to the Dichhit family of 
jVowgong by Hindupat Pratap Singh made various attempts to lesume 
these villages, but was always compelled by the Biitish Government to 
withdraw, on the giound that the family had a light to the lagii hv vii- 
' tue of old giants fiom Hindupat While, howevei the light of the Raja 
of Chhataipui to lesume these villages was denied, bis supiemacv oA'er 
the Diohhit familv was recognised, and the famih' weie declaied to be 
guaranteed subordinates of Chhataipui Thus the Dichhit Jagiidar is 
not of the lank of a Bundelkhand Chief, noi has he anv claim to a senai- 
ate Sanad fiom the British Goveinment Tt is acroidniglv incumbent 
on him to lefer such questions, as the abolition of tiansit dues within 
the lagii, to the Chhataipur Chief foi his concurrence In 1919, on the 
re^umptlon by the Chhalaipui Harbar of certain plots of land in the vill- 
age of Man, the status of the Chhataipui State in i elation to the Bileliii 
Huati was moie clearly defined, Iia*^ the decision of the Goveinment of 
India that the luiisdiction in the Estate, winch had foi some a ears been 
with the Political Agent, should be lestoied to the Chhataipur Daibai 
on ceitain conditions In accoi dance with this decision the State as- 
^siimed contiol of the Muafi with effect from the 20<h ,TanuaiA' 1920, and 
Q] anted a Sanad to the Huafidai in lespecf of the lands in Man 

"linien Sone Sah died in 1815 his second, tlnid and foiiith sons. 
Himmat Singh, PritliAii Singh and Hindupat, bad lebelled against 
Pratap Singh and had lesisfed liis resumption of Sone Sah’s 7 agir, hut 
PiitliAAi Singh at last accepted, undei Biitish guaiantee, a iiionev stipend 
fiom Piatap Singh on condition of lesiding out of Chhat.nrpiii an ar- 
rangement bA’^ which Piithwi Singh was considered to have forfeited anv 
rights that he might otheiwise have had to the succession 

In 1852 Piatap Singh pioposed to adopt and nominate as Ins heir Tagat 
R.a_], gi.andson of Ins A'oinigest biothei Bakht Singh to the exclusion of 
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Kunjal Sab, son of Piitbwi Singli A lefeience was made to the Cbiefe 
of Oicbba, Chaikban, }3ijwai, I’aiina, A^aifjaib, ])alia and Shalijraib, as 
to tbe iigbt of Pialap Sinpli to adopt Jagat Paj TJjcy gave it as then 
opinion tbat, aecoiding to tbe piactice of Ibe Chiefs of Bundclkfvand, 
Pratap Singb bad a iigbt lo select .Tagal Pai and to ])ass o\oi Kiin]al 
Sab Tbe Court of Diiectois, bowevei, disappioved of lefeicnce to the 
aibitiation of tbe Pundelkband Chiefs as a means of settling sneb ques-

asylum she gave to lebels in tbe Cbbataipui teiiitoiv A Biitisb oflicr u 
was deputed to Cbbatarpui to superintend tbe administiation and mstiu rt 
tbe young Chief in bis duties 

In 1862 the Ruler of Cbbatarpur received a Sanad of Adoption ec 
No XXIII) and in 1867 was gianted a peimaiient salute of 11 gun| $ 

Jagat Raj was entrusted with tbe management of tbe State eailv \ m 
1867 but died m tbe following November, leaving an infant son Yisbwl a- 
natb Singb, born on tbe 29tb August 1866, w’bo was lecognised as il.ns 
successor From 1867 to 1887, except for a sboit peiiod (fiom 1870 \ to 
1878) tbe State remained undei British supei vision But on tbe 29Vli 
Augnst 1887 tbe Chief, having then completed Ins twentv-fiist year, wa\s 
invested with full administrative poweis snbiect to tbe conditions usnallv 
imposed in such cases In 1894 Raja Yisbw’anatb Singb was empowered | 
under certain conditions (No LIX) to exercise criminal jniisdiction ovei 
heinous offences within bis State as a peisonal distinction these poweis , 
,veie made lieieditaiy in 1921 (tec No XXXYI) On tbe 25tb Mav ‘ 
1895 tbe title of Maharaja was conferred on him as a peisonal distinc- 
tion and this was made hereditary (No LX) in Jnne 1919 

In 1905 Maharaja Yisbwanatb Singb ceded land foi tbe construction 
of tbe Ken Canal, on payment of eoinpensation foi tbe aiea reqniied 
and on tbe 20tb October 1908 tbe Slate enteied into an Agieement similar 
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to the one executed by Panna (see No XXXV) regarding jurisdiction 
and othei niatteis connected with the woiking of the Ken Canal 

A yeaily payment of Es 3,249-10-3 is made to the State of Chhatar- 
pur for land acquired in 18G9 for an addition to the Nowgong Cantonment 
Siiuilaily, compensation is paid to the muatidar of Bilehri, through 
Chhataipui, amounting to Es 2,tS38-9, for land acquiied for the Now- 
gong Cantonment in 1845 and 1869 

The area of Chhataipui is about 1,130 square miles, the population, 
according to the Census of 1921, 166,549, and the revenue about 
Es 7,00,000 

The military forces consist (1926) of 21 Cavaliy, 100 Infantry and 
296 Aimed Police, uitli 29 seiviceable and 3 unseiwiceable guns 

Nazaiana at the late of a quarter of a year’s net levenue on diiect suc- 
cession, and lialf a year’s net revenue on succession by adoption, was 
taken up to 1911 when all Nazaiana levies were abolished on the occasion 
of the Coronation Dai bar

The ancestois of the Bihat family, -who aie Bundela Eajputs, re- 
ceived seivice giants fiom the descendants of Hiide Sah and these were 
continued duiiiig the goveiniiient of All Bahadur Diwan Aparbal Singh 
and his lelative, Divan Clihatii, veie found in possession at the time 
of the British occupation, and the usual Sanads (No LXI) were con- 
ferred on them in 1807 

Aparbal Singh was succeeded by his son Bankat Eao, and he in 1828 
by his son Kainod Singh Kainod Singh was succeeded in 1846 by 
his son Hiide Sah, who died in 1859, and vas succeeded by his uncle 
Govind Das, bi othei of Kainod Singh 

In 1862 the Chief received a Sanad of Adoption (see No LV) 

Govind Das died in 1872 and was succeeded by his son Mahum Singh 

The Tagil dai agreed in 1903 to grant land for the construction ot 
the Dhasan Canal thiough his teiiitoiw on the same terms as non exist in 
the case of the Betwa Canal 

Mahum Singh died on the 25th Januaiy 1908 and was succeeded by 
Ino son Bn Singh Tu Deo, boin on the 16th May 1902 

In 1908 the Jagir enteied into an agieement with the United Prov- 
inces Goveimneut in lespect of the closuie of the opium and hemp drug 
shops 111 the villages of Alipuia and Naikpuia in the Bihat Jagn 

In 1923 the Government of India derided that the Jagirdar should be 
designated Eao of Bihat

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Eao Bir Siiigh J « Deo was invested with full administrative powers 
on the 15th January 1925. 

The area of Biliat is 16 square miles; the population, according 
to the Census of 1921, 4,786; and the revenue E.s. 27,000. The Jagir- 
dar of Bihat pays a tribute of R.s. 1,400 a 3 'eor for the village of Jjoliar- 
gaon. 

Dnder the terms of the Adoption Sanad, nazarana at the rate of a 
quarter of a rear’s net revenue on direct successions, and half a r'ear’s 
net revenue on successions hy adoption, was taken up to 1911, when all 
r'f.'izarana levies were ahoHslied on the occasion of the Ooronation Dar- 
har. 

II. AniruTiA. 

The lands composing this .Tagir were granted hv Hindupat, grandson 
of Hirde 8 ah, to .\chiil fsineh, a Pardhar Rajput, and the grant was con- 
tinued to his son Diwaii Pratap Singh In- Ali Bahadur. Pratap Singh 
was in possession at the time of the British occupation, and the Jagir was 
confirnied to him hy a Sauad (Xo. LXTT) in 1808. 

Pratap Singh left four sons, the eldest of whom, Pnncham Singh, snc- 
cceded him. Tn 18.3.5 Panchaiu Singh divided the jagir between himself 
and his three hrothers, Tilak Singh. Jawahir Singh and Kishore Singh. 
Imt the division was not reported to, or recognised hr^. Government. In 
1846 Kishoi'p Singh died leaving a grandson, Bakht Singh. As the snh- 
division of the Jagir had led to disturhances, Kishore Singh’s share was 
re-annexed to the Jagir, Bakht Singh being allowed to retain lands 
vielding Rs. 3,000 a r-enr. It was soon afterwards deeided that no Jagir 
held nnder Sanad from flie Brifi.sh Government should he converted lyv 
suh-division into a zamindnri without the previous sanction of Govern- 
ment. Tn 1849 .Tawahir Singh died after having adopted one of Bakht 
Singh’'! .sons. Bakht Singh, who had resisted the re.snmpt.ion of his 
grandfather’s shaie, seized that left hy .Tawahir Singh, hut was compelled 
hy force to Aueld and retire on an allowance of Es. 3,000 a year from 
the .Tngirdar of Alipura. 

In 18-52 an arrangement was effected Iw which lands of the annual 
value of Rs. 6,000 were assigned to Kishore Singh’s family ; this was 
suhspquentlv modified and a cash pnr'iuent of the same amount was suh- 
stiluted. Tn the meantime Tilak Singh had died, and his share had been 
allowed to descend to his two sons. This gave Bakht Singh ground 
for further agitation; but it was decided that he had receh'ed every con- 
sideration. and the .Tngirdar was given periui.ssion to re-annex Tilnk 
Singh’s sliaie on jnnking a .suitable provision for the family'. Bakht 
Singli refused to acre])t this decision and, on the outbreak of the mutiny 
of 18-57, took part in the rebellion. Ou hi.s snrrender in 1865 he was 
tried for dakaiti and murder, huf was acquitted for want of evidence. In 
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1868 the cash allowance of Es 6,000 was divided among Kisliore Singh’s 
family Accoiding to lecognised custom Jagat Ea], the eldest son of 
Kishoie Singh, would liave leceived Es 2,300, and his two brothers 
Es 1,850 each On the same piinciple, Balcht Singh, the eldest of the 
sons of Jagat Ea], leeeived Es 880 out of his fathei’s share of Es 2,300, 
and his yoiingei biotheis leceived Es 710 each Both of these have since 
died, and then hens leceive half the allowance To secure the peace of 
Alipiira and its neighhouihood, Balcht Singh was kept under surveillance 
at Gwalior 

In 1862 the Chief of Alipiira received a Sanad of Adoption {see 
No LII) 

Hindiipat who was the gieat-crrandson of Piatap Singh in the direct 
male line, and hod succeeded in 1840 died in 1871 and was succeeded bv 
Ins son Chhatarpati 

In 1884 the Jagirdai ceded land foi the Thansi-h[onilcpur Section 
of the Gicat Indian Peninsula Eailway, lecening coiiipcnsation for the 
area acqiiiied, and in 1888 he ceded (No LXTII) criminal and civil 
limsdiction theieon to the Biitish Government 

The Jagiidai consented in 1003 to giant land foi the constiiiction of 
the Bliasan Ciinal thioiigh Ins tciiitoiv on the same teinis as now exist in 
the case of the Betwa Canal 

In 1916 the J,igii ceded land to the United Piovinces Iriigalion 
Depaitnicnt foi the (onsliuction of the Pahaii .ind Ladiuia leseivoir-. 
in the Uhasan iivci (Nos LXIV and LXV) 

Clihatarp.iti died on the 2Gth ^farcli 1922 and was succeeded by his 
son Haipal Singh, boin on the 12th August 1882 Owing to his father’s 
ill-health, he had assisted him in the administi ation of the Jagir from 
1901 to 1919, and had held sole cliaige of it, with the appioval of Govern- 
ment, since 1919 

In 1923 the Goveinment of India decided that the Jagndai should be 
designated the Eao of Alipuia 

In 1931 the peisonal title of Eaja was confeired on Eao Harpal 
Singh 

The aiea of Alipura is about 73 square mile':, the population, by 
the Census of 1921, 14,580, and the levemie about Es 50,000 

Undei the teiins of the Adoption Sanad the Tagii was held subject 
to the pajTiient of na^aiana, of a quailei of a yeai’s net revenue on 
succession by adoption, up to 1911, when all Na/aiana levies weie 
abolished on the occasion of the Coionation Daibai 

12 GAunmAii 

Eaja Earn was Govcinoi of the foit of Buihagaih, in the seivice of 
Giiman Singh, ancestoi of the Eajas of Ajaigaih IDiiiing the anarchy of 
the times he lebelled against his mastei, and for a shoit while held the

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fort siK'(.‘essf\rllT ojjAinst Ali KflliaduT. At tlie tiuife of tlio Hritisli occ.upa- 
tion of Bnuflelkliajxi he was at the head of a hand of professed plunderers, 
and for lon^ disturbed the peace of the country. The Raja of Ajaigarh 
was hound by the 5th Article of his Engagement (ffo. XLVI), to reduce 
Riij.'i Ram to obedience and to grant him subsistence; hut he was unable 
to do this either by persuasion or force, and the resistance of Raja Ram 
Was so successful that Government sanctioned the offer of Rs. 30,000 
for bis capture. But before the ju'oclamation was issued he was induced 
to suricmler on the pj'oinise of receiving a territorial possession on terms 
similar to those granted to the Bundelkband Chiefs. He received his 
Sanad fXo. LXYI) on the 29th November 1807. 

Raja Ram died in 184fi, and was .succeeded by his only surviving 
son Sawai Rajdhar Rudra Singh. For his services during the mutiny of 
1857 Sawai Rajdhar Rudra Singh received a khilat worth R.s. 1,000. 

In 1802 the Chief received a ,Sanad of Adoption (see No. XXXYIII). 

Sawai Rajdhar Rudra Simrh died without issue in 1877. On his 
death-bed he requested the Political .\geTjt to move the Government to 
permit his widow to adopt an heir to the Jagir. For three years no action 
was taken regarding the .succession, and the widow in the meantime 
managed the Estate. In 1880 it was reported that she had adopted 
Gaj.adhnr Pra.sad, a relative of the late Chief, and Government ap- 
proved of hi.s siicce.s.sion. Gajadhar Pra.sad died in 1887, leaving neither 
a natuial nor an ,adop{ed heir; and Shamle Prasad, a member of a col 
lateral branch of the family, was selected by Government as successor to 
the Chiefship. 

Sliamle Prasad died on tl)e 2nd April 1904, and was .succeeded hv his 
eldest son, Prifhnal Singh, horn in 188(1. during who.se minoritv the 
•Tagir was administered by hi.s mother with the help of a Kamdar ap- 
pointed by the Political Agent. In August 1911 Prithpal Singh wa.s 
granted full administrative powers, hut these were withdrawn in Tlecem- 
ber 1913 and tbe Jagir was placed under the supervision of the Political 
Agent. His powers were restored in April 191-5 with certain re.striction.s, 
which were withdrawn in July 1918 hut again imposed in December 
1920, The family are Jijliotia Brahman.s. 

The area of Gaurihar is 71 square miles; the population, according 
to the Cemsus of 1921, 9.486; and the revenue about Rs. 55.000. 

The Jagir was liable to the Nazarana nile.s up to 1911 when all 
such levie.s were aboli.shed on the occasion of the Coronation Darbnr'. 

13. Garuauli. 

Gopal 8ingh of Garrauli was one of the mo.st active and daring of the 
militnrv adventurers who oppo.sed the ocenpation of Bnndelklmnd^by the 
British Government. He had been in the seiwice of Dnrjan Sjngb and 
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Han Smgli, the giandsons of Ohhaiaisal, and on the invasion of All 
Bahadui he seized the paigana of Xotia foi himself For yeais he resist- 
ed all cftoits of pel suasion oi foice to i educe him to submission, but, being 
at last convinced of the hopelessness of the unequal contest with the 
British tioops, he submitted on condition of leceiving a full paidon and 
a piovision in land A Sanad (No LXVII) iias given to him in 1812 

As an inducement to Gopal Singh to submit, the Baja of Panna, nhom 
Gopal Singh had befiieiided in dish ess, gave him eighteen additional 
villages The Baja of Panna asseited that these villages -were given on a 
seivice tenuie, but in 1821, aftei full enquiiy, it was decided that no such 
condition uas annexed to the giant The villages continued with Gopal 
Singh till his deatli in 1831, uhen tile's weie lesumed by the Baja of 
Panna, the original giant liaving been only for the life of Gopal 
Singh 

Gopal Singh u as succeeded by Diwan Bahadur Parichat 

In 1862 the Chief received a Sanad of Adoption [see No LV) 

Diwan Bahadui I’aiichat died m 1884, and uas succeeded by his infant 
grandson Chandia Bhan Singh, who uas boin on the 2nd April 1883 

In 1884 the Jagirdar ceded land for the Jhansi-Manikpur Section of 
the Great Indian Penmsula Bailway, receiving compensation for the area 
acquired, and in 1888 he ceded (No LXTIII) criminal and civil juris- 
diction thereon to the British Government 

In 1898, on the death of the Superintendent appointed by Government, 
the administration was entrusted to the Jagirdar’s mother On the let 
July 1904 the management was transferred to Chandia Bhan Singh, on 
hiB attaining his majority, but liis extravagance necessitated mterfeience 
and the temper arj' restoration of the administration to his mother in 
1905 She died in 1909, and administrative powers were restored to 
Chandra Bhan Singh on the 11th Februai'y 1910, on certam conditions 
which were subsequently withdrawn 

Tbe Jagirdar agreed in 1903 to grant land for the construction of the 
Dhasan Canal thiough his teiritoiy on the same terms as now exist in the 
case of the Betwa Canal 

In 1908 the Jagirdar entered into an agreement with the United 
Provinces Government in respect of the closure of opium and drug shops 
in certain -villages of the Jagir. 

In 1915 the Jagirdar ceded land to the United Provinces Irrigation 
Department for the construction of the Pahari Beseiwoir in the Dhasan 
B-ivei (No LXIX) and in 1921 a final Agreement was executed in res* 
pect to this land (No LXX) 

The family are Bundela Bajputs. 
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Tte area of Garraiili is about 39 square miles, tlie population, by 
tbe Census of 1921, 4,817 ; and tbe revenue about Bs. 36,000. 

Under tbe terms of tbe Adoption Sanad nazarana of a quarter of a 
year’s net revenue on direct succession, and half a year’s net revenue 
on succession bj' adoption, was taken up to 1911, when all Nazarana 
levies were abolisbed on tlie occasion of tbe Coronation Darbar. 


14. Naigawan Eebai. 

Lacbbman Singb, one of tbe banditti lender’s of Bundelkband, was 
induced to surrender on promise of pardon. He received in 1807 a tlanad 
(No. LXXI) for five village.s. lie died in 1808, and was succeeded by lii.s 
sou Jagat Singb. In 1850 it was decided tiiat tbe Jagir of Naigawan 
Rebai is field merely on a life tenure, and ougbt to have been resumed on 
tbe death of Lacbbinan Singb. It was, however, continued to Jagat 
Singb, who had been so long in possession, on tbe distinct understand- 
ing that it was to lapse absolutely at bis deatb. In tbe meantime, bow- 
ever, in 1802, a Sanad of Adoption (.lea No. LV) rvas gr anted : and on tbe 
Jagirdar’s death in 1867 the succession of bis widow, Tjarai Duibaiya, 
was sanctioned. In 1893 tbe Jagirdarin adopted Viswanatb Singb, a 
distant connection : tbe adoption was sanctioned by tbe Government of 
India and bis right of snccessiott to Thakurain Lnrai Duibaiya was re- 
coguised. Vishwanath Singh was granted administrative powers on tbe 
8th Marcli 1909. 

In 1908 the Jagir eirtered into an agreement with tbe United Prov- 
inces Government in respect of the closure of liquor, opium and drug 
shops in the villages of Churari and Ragauli in the Jagir. 

The Jagirdar enjoys tbe title of Kunwar. 

Tbe area of Naigawan Rebai i.s 12-25 sqitare miles ; the population, by 
the Census of 1921, 2,11-3; ami the revenue lls. 14,000. 

iSTazararra of a quarter of a year’s net revenue on direct successioir, and 
half a year’s net revenue on succession by adoption, was taken up to 
1911, when all Nazarana levies were abolisbed on the occasion of the 
Coronation Darbar. 

15. Baoni. 

Baoni is the orrly Muhammadan State in Buudelkliarul. Nawab 
ilhazi-ud-Diri Khan, grandson of Asaf Jab, Nizam-ul-Mulk of Hydera- 
bad, received from llie Peshwa a grant of fifty-two village.s near Kalpi. 
At the time of tbe British occupation of Bnndelldiaud bis son Nasir-ud- 
Daula was found in possession of forty-nine of these villages, three hav- 
ing been usurped by the .subordinate agents of tbe Peshwa's Government 
without authority from tbe Poona Darbar. Tbe Nawab submitted a 
paper of requests in 1806 (No. LXXII) claiming the continuance of these 
villages: and, although actual possession was wanting to complete the 
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ground of claim to tliiee of them, yet, as a measure of liberality and in 
Consideration of the lanh of the Nawab and his exemplary conduct from 
the time of the British occupation, it was resolved to continue to him the 
whole of the villages compiised in the Peshwa’s grant to his father But 
the grant of a Sanad was withheld until the claims of the Nana of Kalpi 
could be adjusted, as the specific natuie and extent of the Nawab’s 
authoiity and privileges within his jagir might depend in a gieat measuie 
On the nature of the settlement with the Nana During the investigation 
of the Nana’s claims it appealed that he stood to the Peshwa in the posi- 
tion of a tributaiyj and that the distiict of Kalpi, in which lay the 
Nawab’s jagii, did not foim pait of the lands actually held by the 
PeshwC, and ceded under the Treaty of Bassein (see Vol VII, The Pesh- 
wa) It was therefoie ruled that the Biitish Government had no right 
to grant a Sanad for tbe villages constituting the Nawab’s jagir, to exer- 
cise any authority ovei the Nawab and his possessions, or to ratify the 
papei of requests which the Nauab had piesented But Government con- 
sidered that there were no objections to the execution of a deed recognis- 
ing the validity of the Peshwa’s Sanad, and this was accordingly done 
in a lettei addiessed to the Nawab by the Goveinoi-Geneial on the 24th 
December 1806, Any claims to independence of the British Government, 
which the Nawab might have been disposed to base on this decision, weie 
extinguished in 1817, when the Peshwa ceded all his soveieign lights to 
the Biitish Government 

Nasir-ud-Daula died in 1815, and was succeeded by his son Amir-ul- 
Mnlk, who was succeeded m 1838 by his son Muhammad Husain Khan 
In 1856 the Naw'ab lequested that he might be permitted to proceed on 
a pilgrimage to Mecca, and that his eldest son Mehdi Husain Khan 
might be recognised in the succession, and, wath a view to pi event 
quaiiels, he pioposed to settle allowances amounting to Es 9,000 a yeai 
upon the othei membeis of his family arrangements were sanc=> 

tioned, but owing to the mutiny and othei causes the Nawab did not go on 
the pilgrimage Neveitheless Mehdi Husain Khan continued to be ad- 
dressed as Naw^ab, and to have sole chaige of the admiuistiation till the 
death of his father Muliammad Husaiii Khan, which took place in 1859. 
After the death of Muhammad Husain Khan, one of bis sons, Abdulla 
Husain Khan, endeavouied to cast suspicion on Mehdi Husain Khan’s 
biith and so secuie the succession to himself, bul aftei enquiiy Govern- 
ment lecognised Mehdi Husain K3ian as the legitimate heir 

In 1862 the Eulei of Baoni leceived an Adoption Sanad (No 
LXKIII) 

In 1863, as a ifewmrd foi vaiious liberal measuies adopted bv the 
Naw^ab, and particularly the abolition of tiansit duties within the limits 
of his State, Government sanctioned an addition to his complimeutaiy 
titles 
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In 1SG7 the Nawab lecojvcd a Ranad (see No XXXI), gianiing hnn, 
undei oeilam conditions, supionie (iiniinal juiisdiclion Mitliin his lands, 
these poiieis ■\^ele not necessaiily tiansinissible to Ins sncrcssois 

In the '»aine jeai ilio Ihilci oi Jlaoni nas giantod a poiiuanont haJult 
of 11 gnus 

In 1S74, at the special icqnest of the Nan ah, wlio nas in ill-licalth the 
manageineni of the State was taKon ovoi In Uoveininont In 1883 he 
abdicated, with the ajipioval of the Go\oinni(Mit of liidi.i, in fa^onl of 
his son Muhaniniad lla'^an Khan, then about lw(‘ni\ -thicc \cais ol age, 
leceiving a cash allowance foi his own niainlcnance 

In 1884 llaoni ceded land toi the Itetwa Can.il. lecening the usual 
compensation, and in 1888 enteied into an Agi cement (see JS'o XX), lati- 
fied in 1889, legaiding the i css ion of jinisdiclion and olliei matteis con- 
nected w'lth the Canal 

Full ciiminal juiisdiction, undci (cilain londitions, w.is confciied on 
Muhammad Ha-ian Khan bj a Sanad (•>c( No XXXI 11) in 1887, the 
pow'eis not being necessaiih' lian-.missiblc fo his sucicssois In Feb- 
ruaiy 1891 it was luled that the Sanad did not applj to any ciiminal 
case in which the peison accused, oi any one ot the poisons accused, was a 
European Biitish subject, oi ol Euiopean oi Ameiican nationality 

Muhammad Jlasan Khan died at Mecca in 1898 lie was succeeded 
by his first cousin Riaz-ul-IIasan Khan The ex-Nawab Mehdi Husain 
Khan died in 1895 In 1903 the admiuistiation, till then vested in a 
Supei intend ent appointed by Goveininent, was placed, undei ceitaiu 
restiictions, in the j'oung Nawab’s hands 

Biaz-ul-Hasan Khan died on the 27th Ootobei 1911 and was suc- 
ceeded by his eldest son Muhammad Mustaqul Ilassau Khan who was 
invested ivith full luliug poweis on the 7th Februaiy 1918 

A Sanad (see No XXXVI) coiifeiiing heieditaiy ciiminal powers on 
the Bulei was gi anted in 1921 

The levised complimentaiy titles of the Kawab, which have been re- 
cognised as heieditaiy bj' the Government of India, aie Azam-ul-Um- 
aia, Iftilchai-ud-Daula, Imad-ul-Mulk, Sahib-i-Jah, Mihin Siidai, and 
Safdai-Jung 

The area of Baoni is 121 squaie miles; the population, bj’^ the Census 
of 1921, 19,734, and the levenue about Its 1,96,000 

The military foices consist (1926) of 5 Cavaliy, 32 Infantry and 5 
Artilleiy men wuth 2 seiviceable guns 

In accoi dance wuth the teims of its Adoption Sanad the Baoni State 
tvas liable to the payment of nazarana at the late of half a year’s net 
levenue, whenevei the succession did not go to a diiect lineal hen, up to 
1911, w^hen all Nazarana levies weie abolished on the occasion of the 
Coronation Darbar. 
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16 The Hasht-Bhaiya Jagirs 

Tliese jagirs onginally foimed pait of IJie Orclilia State The founder 
of the family ivas Diwan Rai Singh, great-gieat-giandson of Bit Singh 
Deo, one of the Rajas of Oicliha, who possessed the jagir of Baiagaon 
The name of Hasht-Bhaiya Jagiis is deiived fiom the fact of Diwan Rai 
Singh having divided his jagir of Baiagaon into eight shares, Kan, 
Pasaii, Tarauli, Chiigaon, Dhurwai, Bijna, Ton Fatehpui and Banka 
Pahari, among his eight sons The jagir of Kan (or DiidpuiJ became at 
an early date merged in the othei shaies, Tarauli reverted to Orchha, 
and Pasan was incorporated in the Jhansi distiict and is now Biitish 
territory The dismemberment of the Orchha State by the Mahrattas 
and the foimation of the sepaiate State of Jhansi led to disputed claims 
between Orchha and Jhansi as to the supremacy over the remaining five 
jagirs A caieful investigation was made in 1821, and it was decided 
that these jagirs should be consideied diiectly dependent on the British 
Government, through nhom the tribute levied by the Jhansi State would 
be paid, but that the jagiidais should continue the usual observances to 
the Raja of Orchha as the nominal head of the family The Jhansi 
Chief, however, had seized several of the villages belonging to these 
jagiis, and was allowed to retain them in lieu of the tribute* which 
would otherwise have been exacted These aiiangenients ueie embodied 
m Sanads (No LXXIY) which were granted m 1821 and 1823 to the 
jagirdars For the jagir of Tarauli, which had revei-ted to Orchha, the 
Chief of Orchha was lequiied to pay an annual tribute of Rs 3,000 to 
Jhansi This tribute became payable to the British Government on the 
lapse of Jhansi, but it was remitted in 1860 as a reward for the services 
rendered by the Raja of Orchha during the mutinv Chirgaon was con- 
Escated in 1841 for the rebellion of the Jagiidar Bakht Singh, so that of 
the original eight shares mto which the jagir of Baragaon was divided 
there remain now only the four holdmgs which are described below 

(o) Dhtjewai 

Diwan Budh Singh of Dhurwai, to whom the Sanad was given in 
1823, was succeeded by his son Nahar Singh, and he, m 1851, by his 
son Ranjor Singh 

In 1862 the Jagirdar received a Sanad of Adoption (see No LY) 

In 1882 the Jagiidar ceded land for the Betwa Canal, receiving com- 
pensation for the area acquired

In 1883 tlie orders regarding divisions and reversions of sliares in two 
of tire tliree groups into wliicli the family is divided for the purpose of 
succession were modified, and it was ruled that future devolutions should 
be regulated by the claims of legal shareholders. 

In 1898 the Jagiidar proved himself incapable of controlling his co- 
sharers; accordingly, to secure the regular repa.yment of the Gwalior 
famine loan, the jagir was taken under management by the Political Agent 
till 1902. In that year an arrangement was made under which the 
co-sharers were to contribute to the cost of the Jagirdar’s administration. 
In 1900 the jagir, which had been reduced to bankruptcy by the impro- 
vidence of the Jagirdar and the co-sharers, was again taken under 
management by the Political Agent. 

In 1908 the Jagir entered into an agreement with the United Prdvinbes 
Government in respect of the closure of the opium and hemp drug shops 
in the villages of Richhauia and Garari. 

Eanjor Singh died in November 1910 and was succeeded by his sou 
Diwan Jugal Prasad Singh, the present Jagirdar, who was born in 1896. 
He was invested with administrative powers on the 1st July 1918. Owing 
to dissensions amongst Hissedars, the impoverished condition of the Jagir 
and the Jagirdar’s inability to control the Hissedars, the powers granted 
in 1918 were modified in 1.921, the revenue adininistration of 
the Jagir and the general supervision being placed in the hands of the 
Political Agent, whilst the Jagirdar continues to exercise judicial powers. 

The area of Uhurwai is about 15 square miles; the population, by the 
Census of 1921, 1,880; and the revenue about Es. 14,000. 

Dhurwai was liable to pay nazarana in accordance with the terms of 
its Adoption Sauad up to 1911, when all such levies were abolished 
on the occasion of the Coronation Darbar. 

(h) Buna. 

Dhvau Surjaii Singh of Bijua was succeeded in 1839 by bis son 
Khande Eao, and he, in 1850, by his son Makund Singh. 

In 1862 the Jagirdar received a Sanad of Adoption {see No. LY). 

Makund Singh died in December 1908 and w'as succeeded by his granil- 
son Himmat Singh, in preference to Himmat Singh’s father Hira Singh, 
who was incapable of administering the Estate. Diwan Himmat Singh 
was invested with administrative powers oji the 1st July 1918. 

In 1919 Mardaii Singh, youngest sou of Mukund Singh, advanced a 
claim to a half share in the Jagir, -which was rejected; he was granted an 
allowance of Es. 15 per mensem. In 1920 claims by Balwaiit, Singh and 
Kalian Singh, Mashdars of Bijna, to shares in the Jagir were referred to 
the arbitration of the Maharaja of Panna, who gave his award on the 
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26tli June 1920 Under this Balwant Singh enjoys an annual income of 
approximately Es 3,000 Gajashahi as under —

Bijna was liable to pay nazaiana in accordance mth the teims of its 
Adoption Sanad up to 1911, when all R^azaiana levies weie abolished on 
the occasion of the Coronation Darbar 

(c) Toei Ratehtue 

Har Prasad, Jagirdai of Ton Ratehpui, before his death in 1858 
adopted Pnthwi Singh from the Bijna branch of the family, and his 
succession was recognised by Government, the jagii being left under the 
management of the widow of Har Prasad during the minority 

In 1862 the Jagirdai received a Sanad of Adoption {see No LV) 

Prithwi Singh died on the GlJi Rebruar 5 >- 1880 The Government of 
India sanctioned the succession of his nephew Arjun Singh, horn in 
1870, who, in accordance with her husband’s -wishes, had been adopted by 
the widow 

In 1882 the Jagiidai ceded land foi the Befwa Canal, receiving com 
pensation for tbe area acquired 

On the 15th August 1895 the Ddwagei Thakurain, who had been 
managing the Jagir duiing Arjun Singh’s minoiity, died, and the 
administration of the estate was made over to Arj'uu Singh in October 
1895 The title of Rao Bahadur was conferred on him as a personal dis- 
tinction on the 1st January 1907 

The area of the Jagir is about 36 square miles, the population, by the 
Census of 1921, 6,580, and the levenue about Rs 30,000 a yeat 

Tori Ratehpui was liable to pay nazaiana in accordance -with the terms

Banka Piyari-|u, who died in 1887 without male issue, and was succeeded 
by his sole suivning hiothei Sukh Sahib lie died in 1890, wuihout 
male issue, and was succeeded In his cousin Mehaihan Singh The

Whereas by the Treaty of Bassein a portion of territory in Savannoiir and 
Oolparra, formerly m the possession of His Highness the Peishwa, was ceded to 
the Honorable the East India Company , and Whereas by a subsequent agree- 
ment between the two Governments, the said territory was restored to His High- 
ness the Peishwa, and m exchange for that territory together with certam other 
considerations which are detailed in the agreement in question, a territorv in 
the province of Bundelcund, pelding an annual revenue of thirty-siz lakhs and 
sixteen thousand Rupees was permanently ceded to the British Gkivernment 
and annexed to their possessions in Hindoostan , and Wliereas at the period when 
the British troops were first employed m the occupation of the province of Bun- 
dclcund, and in the pimishment of the disaffected m this province, Nana Govind

Bnqagemekt concluded between the British Gotornment and Nana Govind 

Eao, — 1817 

Whereas by a Treaty concluded between the British Government and His 
Highness the Peishwa, imder date the 13th June 1817, corresponding with the 
14th Assar 1874 Sumbut, the rights of supremacy possessed by His Higlincss 
over Nana Govind Kao, and the lands in the Nana’s immediate occupation, have 
been transferred to the British Government, and Whereas the British Govern 
inent has consented on certam considerations to relinquish the tribute and mili- 
tary service which by virtue of that transfer it had acquired a right to demand 
from the Nana, and to constitute the Nana the hereditary ruler of tlie lands at 
present in his actual possession The following Articles have aceordingl} been 
concluded by mutual consent between the British Government and the said N ina 
Govind Bao 

Article 1 

All the Articles of the Engagement contracted with Nana Govind Kao by 
Colonel John Bailbe on the part of the British Government, under date the 3rd 
day of October 1806, corresponding ivith the lOth of Shabun 1221 Hijrce, and 
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the lltb of Kooar Sood 1S63 Suinbui, sliall remain m full foicc, excepting in as 
far as they arc not altered by tins Treaty 

Articll 2 

The British Government hereby relinquishes for e\or Us riqlit to Inbutc and 
military service from Nana Govind Rao, his heirs and siitcessois f’lic lirUisli 
Government moreover acknowledges and hereby ei.iKslUntes Nana GomihI }\no 
his heirs and successors, the hereditary ruleis of the territory at prescnl m the 
Nana’s actual possession 

Auticle 3 

The British Government further engages to protect the aforesaid possessions 
of the Nana from the aggressions of any foreign poucr. and it is accoidiii«ly here- 
by agreed between the contracting parties that whenever the Nana shall have 
reason to apprehend a design on the part of any pouer to invade his territories 
whether in consequence of any disputed claim oi on any other ground, he shall 
report the circumstances of the case to the British Government, uhicli Mill inter- 
pose its mediation for the adjustment of such disputed claim , the Nana rehiim 
on the justice and equity of the British Goveinment, agrees implicitly io abide 
by Its award If the apprehended aggression be referable to any other cause 
the British Government will endeavour by representation and remonstrance to 
avert the design, and if, notwithstanding the Nana’s acquiescence in the award 
of the British Government, the other party shall persist in its hostile desums 
and the endeavours of the British Government shall fail of success, such measure! 
wiU be adopted for the protection of the Nana’s tenitories as the ciicumstauccs 
of the case may appear to require 

Article 4 

Nana Govind Rao hereby cedes to the British Government in perpetual sov 
ercignty the whole of the lands of the ilakah of Kundah appertaining to the per’ 
gunnah of Mohabuh, circumscribed by the territories of the British Government 
and also certain villages on the banks of the River Jumna appertainmg to th! 
pergunnah of Choorke, and intermixed with the Honorable Company’s lands 
of Bhudaick and Raypore, including mai, sayer, charity, and rent-free lands of 
every description, agreeably to a Schedule subjoined to the Treaty , the Nana 
accordingly engages that the aforesaid lands shall be given up to the' Officers of 
the British Government immediately on demand But with a view to the satis- 
faction of certam claims upon the Nana, for which some of these lands are pledged 
the British Government hereby agrees to grant to the Nana the revenue of those 
lands to be paid in cash up to the end of Assar next, corresponding with July 
1818 , the cuirent revenue, after deduotmg the expense of collection, the out- 
standing balances, and the advances of tuccavie which may be justly demand- 
able up to the end of Assar next, aocordmg to the Regulations of the British Gov- 
ernment, shall accordingly be collected by the Bntish Revenue Officers and paid 
to the Nana monthly. 
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Article 5 

If at any time the Nana have any cause of complaint against any of the Bajahs 
or Chiefs alhed to the British Government, the Nana engages to refer the case 
to the arbitration and decision of that Government, and to abide implicitly by 
its award, and on no account to commit aggressions against the other party, or 
to employ his own force for the satisfaction of such claim or the redress of the 
grievance of which he may complain 

Article 6 

Nana Govmd Bao hereby engages to abstain from corresponding vith foreign 
powers, excepting with the prmty and consent of the Britisn Government 

Article 7 

With a view to facilitate the adjustment of boundary disputes between the 
subjects of the Nana and that of the British Government, and to avoid the delay 
of a reference to the Nana, the Nana hereby engages to require all his Aumils 
and other Officers on the frontier to comply immediately ivith any orders they 
may receive from the Superintendent of Political Affairs, for causing the attend- 
ance of parties and witnesses, or for any other purpose connected with the ad- 
justment of boundary disputes without waiting the result of a reference to him 
The Nana further agrees to give ready and due attention to all suggestions from 
the Superintendent respecting the punishment of any of his subjects who may 
be convicted before the Superintendent of violence and aggression towards the 
British subjects With a further view to avoid disputes respecting the new 
boundaries which will be formed between the lands now ceded by the Nana and 
those to which they are contiguous, it is hereby agreed that actual possession 
at the date of this Treaty shall be held to be the cnterion for the settlement of 
all disputes which may arise respecting the aforesaid boundary, and that no re- 
trospective claim founded on former possession shall be sustained on either side 

Article 8 

The British Government hereby engages to contract no engagements with 
Bao Benaick Bao, the manager of Saugor, or with the Bheik Sahiba, detrimental 
to the claims and rights of the Nana in the country of Saugor The British Gov- 
ernment, moreover, offers hereafter to mterpose its good offices with a view to 
bring about a satisfactory adjustment of the difference between Nana Govmd 
Bao and the manager of the country of Saugor 

Article 9. 

Whenever the British Government may have occasion to send its troops 
through the terntory of Nana Govmd Bao, or to station a British force within 
his territories, it shall be competent to the British Government so to detach or 
station its troops, and the Nana shall give his consent accordingly The Com- 
mander of the British troops which may thus eventually pass through or per- 
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mancntly occupy a position within the Nana’«« territories shall not in any manner 
interfere m the internal concerns of the Nana’s Government whatever materials 
or supplies may be required for the use of the British troo])s during their con- 
tinuance in the Nana’s territories shall be readily furnished by the Nana’s Ofiiccrs 
and subjects, and shall be paid for at the price current of the bazaar 

Articlc 10 

This Treaty, consisting of ten Articles, having this da} been concluded bet 
ween the British Government and Nana Govind Rao through the agency of John 
Wauchope, Esq , in virtue of powers delegated to him by the Alost Noble the 
Governor General on the one part, and \bh«i Bulwuiit Rao, the vakeel of the 
said Nana Goviiid Rao, on the other, Mr Wauchope and the said vakeel signed 
and sealed two copies of the Treaty in English, Persi.in, and Ilmdcc, one of which, 
after being ratified by the seal and signature of the i\Iobt Noble the Jlarquis of 
Hastings, Governor-General, will be returned to-morrow to the said vakeel, and 
the said vakeel having obtained the ratification of the Nana to the other copy, 
engages to deliver it within the same time to Mr Wauchope

Whereas a firm Treaty of FRtnxDsnrp and Aeiaaxcp «?iil)sists between the 
Bru'ish Government and His Highness tlic Pi-isinw, and Siiro Rao 
Bhao, Soobadar of Jhansie, is a tributary of His Uir.iiNLSS the Peisiiwa, 
and Whereas Sheo Bao Bhao, entertaining a just sense of tlie obligations 
imposed upon him bj^ the said Treaty of Friendship and Alliance between 
the British Government and His Highness the Peisiiwa, shortly after 
the arrival of a detachment of the British army in BuNDEiiCUND, transmitted 
to His Excellency General Lake, Ooinmandei-in-Chief, etc , etc , through 
Captain John Baillie, Political Agent on the part of llis Excelli noy 
in Bundelound, a Wajib-ool-Urz or Paper of Bequests, o\pressi\ c of his 
submission and attachment to the views and interests of the Biiiiisn Gov- 
ernment, and contaimng seven distinct Articles or requests, all which have 
been acceded to by His Excellenca the CoM\LVNDEB-iN-CiiiLr , and Where- 
as certain requests and agreements on the part of Sheo Bao Bhao were not 
included in the said Wa]ib-ool-Urz, and are now necessary to be added ; 

The following Articles are now agreed on for the purpose of affording addi- 
tional security and confidence to Sheo Rao Bhao, and of constituting an addi- 
tional pledge of his fidehty and attachment to the British Government — 

Article 1 

The Bhao, professmg his entire submission and sincere attachment to tlic 
British Government and to His Highness the Peisliw'a, Jioieby engages to con- 
sider the friends of both Governments as his friends, and their enemies as his 
enemies, that is to say, he promises not to molest any Chief or State who shall 
be obedient to the British Government and to His Highness the Peishwa and 
considermg all such as may be rebelhous or disaffected to these Governments 
as his enemies, he engages to give no protection in his country to such persons 
or their famdies, to hold no intercourse or correspondence of any nature with 
them, and to use every means in his power to seize and dehver them over to the 
Government agamst which they may offend 


Article 2 

If at any time a dispute or difference arise between the Bhao and any neigh- 
bouring State or Chieftain professing obedience to the British Government, the 
Bhao engages to communicate the grounds of such dispute or difference to the 
British Government, that they may have an opportumty of investigatmg the 
matter in dispute and of adjusting it to the mutual satisfaction of the parties 
or of punishing the party who shall be refractory. * 
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Abtici^! 3 

Whenever a detachment of the Bntish forces shall be employed m punish- 
ing the disaffected m the countries contiguous to the possessions of Sheo Rao 
Bhao, the Bhao engages upon every such occasion to join the British forces with 
his army and to assist m the accomphshment of their views , and if at any time 
a detachment of the Bntish force shall march mto the Bhao’s country for the 
purpose of quelhng disturbances there, the whole expense of such detachment 
shall be defrayed by the Bhao On the other hand, if the assistance of the Bhao’s 
troops be demanded at any time for the purpose of quelling disturbances in the 
British territory, the expenses of such troops shall be borne by the British Gov- 
ernment 

Abticlb 4 

The Bhao is m reahty the Commander of lus own troops , but it is hereby 
agreed that on every occasion when they may be acting with the British forces, 
the general command of the whole shall bo vested in the Commandmg Officer 
of the British troops, and m the event of peace being concluded, a due attention 
shall be paid to the interest of the Bhao 

Akticle 5 

Sheo Rao Bhao engages never to take or retain in his service any British sub- 
ject or European of any nation or description without the consent of the British 
Government 


Article 6 

Whatever tribute has been hitherto paid to His Highness the Peishwa by 
the Bhao shall be continued to be paid to His Highness The British Govern- 
ment do not demand any tribute for themselves 

Article 7 

If Rajah Ambagie Ingha at any time molest the possessions of the Bhao, the 
British Government shall mterfere to prevent him 

Article 8 

Accusations of disaffection or disobedience, if adduced by any person against 
the Bhao, shall not be attended to by the Bntish Government unless the truth 
of them be proved 

Article 9 

Sheo Rao Bhao possesses a house in the city of Benares , if any of the children, 
brothers, or other' relations of the Bhao hereafter reside m that city, they shall 
enjoy the protection of the Bntish Government, and shall not suffer any moles- 
tation

form the duty of allegiance in obeying that order 

5th — If the Peishwa at any future period make over my country to the Com- 
pany, and it becomes a part of the British possessions, let a Jaidad be assigned 
to me for the support of my cavalry and infantry, and for the maintenance of 
myself and family m perpetuity 

the Kajahs of Candahar, Duttcea, Cliuiidery and other Chiefs in

Treaty with Row Rajicbuni), the Minor Soubahdar of Jhansie, — 1817. 

Whereas a Treaty of defensive alliance was concluded between the British 
Government and the late Shco Row Bhow, Soubahdar of Jhansie, under date 
the 6th of February 1801, or 10th of Phagoon Boodee 1860 Sumbnt, when the 
said Soubahdar was in the condition of a tributary to His Highness the Peishwa ; 
and Whereas the whole of the rights of His Highness the Peishwa over the prin- 
cipality of Jhansie have since that period been transferred to the British Govern- 
ment, in virtue of a Treaty concluded between that Government and the Peishwa, 
under date the 13th of June 1817, corresponding with the 11th Assar 1871 Sumbut, 
and in consequence of that transfer the relations established by the former 
Treaty between the British Government and Jhansie have become virtually ex- 
tinct ; and Whereas the British Government, in consideration of the very res- 
pectable character borne by the late Soubahdar Sheo Row Bhow and his uni- 
form and faithful attachment to the British Government, and in deference to 
his wish expressed before liis death that the principality of Jhansie might be con- 
firmed in perpetuity to his grandson, Row Ramchund Row, to be conducted 
during the minority of the said Row Ramchund Row by Row Gopaul Row Bhow 
manager nominated by the late Bhow and confirmed by the British Government : 
On these considoration.s and in the confident reliance of the continuance of the 
same friendly disposition on the part of the Government of Jhansie and of its 
strict adherence to the engagements comprised in this Treaty, the British Gov- 
ernment has consented, on certain conditions, to constitute Row Ramchund 
the hereditary Chief of tlio lands actually held by the late Row Sheo Bhow at 
the commencement of the British Government in Bundelcund and now possessed 
by the Government of Jhansie. The following Articles have accordingly been 
concluded between the British Government and Row Ramchund Row, under 
the direction and with the concurrence of his said manager, Gopaul Row Bhow. 

Article 1. 

The Treaty concluded between the British Government and the late Sheo 
Row Bhow, under date the Gth of February 1801, or 10th of Phagoon Boodee 
1860 Sumhut, is hereby confirmed, excepting such parts of it as are altered or 
rescinded by the provisions of this Treaty. 

Article 2. 

The British Government, with a view to confirm the fidelity and attachment 
of the Government of Jhansie, consents to acknowledge and hereby constitutes 
Row Ramchund, his heirs and successors, hereditary rulers of the territory en- 
joyed by the late Row Shco Bhow at the period of the commencement of the 
British Government, and now in the po.sscssion of Row Ramchund, excepting 
the Porgunnnh of Mote, which being held by the .Jhansie Government in mort-

of the mortgage takes place between the parties Tlic Bnt.isli Government fiirtlier

The British Government ha\mg by the terms of the foregoing Article engaged

Eow Eamchund hereby binds himself to maintain no correspondence with 
foreign States without the privity and consent of the British Government 

Abticle 9 

Eow Eamchund engages to give no asylum to criminals, nor to defaulters 
of the British Government who may abscond and take refuge withm his terri- 
tories , and should the Officers of the "British Government be sent in pursuit of 
such crimmals and defaulters, Eow Eamchund further engages to afford such 
Officers every assistance in his power m apprehending them 

Article 10 

This Treaty, consisting of ten Articles, having this day been concluded bet 
ween the British Government and Eow Eamchund, through the agency of John 
Wauchope, Esquire, in virtue of powers delegated to him by the Most Noble the 
Governor-General on the one part, and Nana Bulwunt Eow, the vakeel, on the 
other, Mr Wauchope and the said vakeel have signed and sealed two copies of 
the Treaty m English, Persian, and Hmdee, one of which, after being ratified by 
the seal and signature of the Most Noble the Marquis of Hastings, Governor- 
General, will be returned to the said vakeel, and the said vakeel, having obtained 
the ratification of the Soubahdar to the other copy, engages to deliver it withm 
the same time to Mr Wauchope

2nd,— T hi Chief is to fulfil all the engagements nhich have been entered into 
with the landholders for the remoMiing three years of the quinquennial settle-

7th — ^That the Bundelcund Legion be kept permanently to at least its present 
strength for the protection of the Jhansie and Jalone distncts, but the distnbu- 
tion of this force is to rest with the Officer Commanding, or the representative 
of our Government m Bundelcund The Officer Commanding the Legion is to 
comply with the requisitions of the Baja for the aid of troops whenever he thinks 
them proper, without reference to such representative , but should he at any 
time not deem it proper to comply with such requisitions, he will state the cir- 
cumstances of the call for aid, and his reasons for not complymg with it, to the 
representative of the Government, and suspend comphance till his orders are 
received 

8th — ^That the Chief will assign lands for a mihtary cantonment in any part 
of his territories which the Government may select for the purpose , but the Officer 
Commandmg the troops m such cantonments is not to interfere with the civil 
admimstration of the Government, or pernut the troops to oppress the subjects of 
the Jhansie State What supphes for the use of the troops may be required from 
the country around are to be procured through the Officers of the Jhansie Govern- 
ment, and paid for at the current pnces of the day 

The Articles of former Treaties between the Jhansie Chiefs and the Bntish 
Government are to remam still in force , and all the salutes heretofore given to 
those Chiefs and courtesies of reception which are the same as those given to the 
Chiefs of Orohha, Duttia, and Sumptur, to be contmued

Translation of a Sunnud giantcd to Kajaii Kisslky Singh, the Kajaii of 
Ji:\TPORL, dated 20lli September 1812 

Bo it known to the Chowdric'!, Canoongoes, and Zemindars of the Pergun- 
nahs of Punwarreo and Po^^ey, etc, m the province of Bundelcund Wliereas 
the Rajah Kisscry, the Rajah of Jcytpore, one of the ancient and lesiicctahlc 
Chiefs of the province, and a hereditary descendant of the Rajah .Tuggut Rajc, 
previously to this period, having submitted himself to the authority and entered 
into engagements, and obhgations of obedience, lo}nlty and submission to the 
British Government, and delivered in au ikrarnamah, or vntteu engagement, 
to the above effect, consisting of eight Articles, the said Rajah received from the 
British Government fiIty-t\vo villages m the Pergunnah of Punwarreo, rent-free, 
and ever since has remained faithful in his obecbeuce and lojalty Wherefore, 
on the 16th of July 1809 A D , the said Rajah received from the British Govern- 
ment in gift, certain villages in the Pergunnah of Powey, and on the 12th Septem- 
ber in the above year, he, the said Rajah, also rcccn ed in free gift certain diamond 
mines in consideration of his situation and claims to the favor of the British 
Government Now the said Rajah having requested to receive one Sunnud in- 
cluding the whole of the grants, a Sunnud is therefore given to the said Rajah, 
granting him, rent-free, the villages and possessions enumerated underneath 
So long as the said Rajah, his heirs and successors, shall remain faithful to and 
truly discharge the terms of the ikrarnamah he has now entered into, consist- 
ing of eleven Articles, the villages and possessions, enumerated below, with the 
whole of their land revenues, and sayer, abkaree, and all other riglits and dues 
belonging thereto, shall remain in his and their unmolested possession, rent-free, 
generation after generation for ever It is proper that jmii consider the afore- 
said Rajah the true proprietor of the villages and possessions in question , and 
the duties of the said Rajah are to protect and promote the comfort of the inhab- 
itants and cultivators, and, rendering his possessions populous and flourishing 
enjoy the produce in good wishes and prayers for the prosperity of the British 
Government

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Translation of the Ikrarnamah of the Rajah Kisseby Sing, the Rajah of 
' Jeytporb, dated 13th September 1812 

Whereas I, Rajah Kissery Sing, Rajah of Jeytpore, one of the ancient and 
respectable Chiefs of the province of Bundelcund, and descended from the Rajah 
Juggut Raje, from the time that I delivered in my Ikrarnamah or obligation of 
submission and obedience, and obtamed m jaghire fifty-two villages in the per 
gunnah of Punwarree from the British Government, have discharged with heart 
and soul the obligations of loyalty and obedience, and I have been admitted 
amongst the dependents of the Bntisb Government, and remained faithful to 
the terms of my engagements, m no mstance deviatmg a tittle therefiom , during 
the administration of Mr John Richardson certain ^^llages and possessions in the 
pergunnah of Powey were granted to me for my sustenance, and the aforesaid 
gentleman required from me a fresh Ikrarnamah, in terms appropriate to the change 
of circumstances for which reason, and to confirm my submission, loyalty, and 
obedience to the British Government, I now debver in the present Ikrarnamah, 
consistmg of the eight Articles of my former engagements, and of three new Arti- 
cles, m all eleven Articles, under my seal and signature, and I hereby promise 
and engage that I shall never deviate a tittle from those Articles m letter, spint, 
or tendency 

Article 1 

I promise never to umte on any occasion with external or internal enemies of 
the British Government, and to be ever obedient and submissive to their will and 
commands, from the due performance of which duties I shall never depart 

Article 2 

If any of my children and relations excite disturbances m the British terri- 
tories, I agree to use my utmost endeavours to prevent them, and in the event 
of their contmmng to behave improperly, I promise to jom the British troops 
with my forces for the purpose of punishmg them 

Article 3 

If any of the peasantry or inhabitants of the Bntish territory should desert 
from the British territory and take shelter in any of the villages granted to me, 
I engage to seize and give them over to the Officers of the Bntish Government , 
and if persons be sent to apprehend them in my villages, I agree not only not to 
oppose but to assist the persons who may be sent into my villages to apprehend 
and secure the offenders 


Article i 

I hkewise promise never to protect or suffer to remain in my villages any robbers 
or thieves , and if a robbery takes place m my villages on the property of mer- 
chants or travellers, I shall make the zemindars of that village responsible, and 
shall cause them either to restore the property or pay the value of it, or for the 
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Bciijure and dclivcrj' to ilio Britisli Go\ermnont. of the thieves and robbers I 
shall immediately scuc and deliver o\cr to the British authority all murderers 
and others ^^ho may have committed crimes in the British possessions, and may 
have taken refuge m any of my villages.

If any of the neighbouring Chiefs rebel against the British authority, altliough 
thej be m} near relations, I do liciebN piomisc to abstain from all friendly (om- 
mumcation Mith them, and not to jirotcct or sulfcr an} of their relations or de-

Article 6 

I engage never to quarrel ^\lth an} Chief who is obedient and submissive to 
the British Govcriuncut , if any of them should quarrel with me, I promise to 
submit such dispute to the decision of Government 

Article 7 

I promise not to retain in my scr\itc a greater number of troops, horse or 
foot, than may absolutely be neccssiuy for the collci t ion of the rc\ cniics of my villa- 
gea, snd for the purposes of personal slate, without the authoiity and permission 
of the British Govcinmeut 

Article 8 

I engage with my free wnll and consent never to have any concern of any 
nature with the fort of Jeytporc, and not permit my dependents to go round it, 
nor shall I repair the breaches of the fort In short, I shall have nothing to do 
with the above fort If anything contrary to the spirit and meaning of this agree- 
ment should ever take place, I agree that all the villages which are mcluded in 
the Sunnud granted by the British Government be resumed by them 

Article 9 

I engage to guard all the passes tluougli the ghauts under my authority, so 
as to prevent all marauders, plunderers, and ill-disposed persons from ascending 
or descending the ghauts, or from entering the British teriitories through any of 
those passes , and if any neighbouring Chiefs or leaders should meditate an in- 
cursion into the British territories through my possessions, or those of the Chiefs 
m allegiance thereto, I engage to furnish the Officers of the British Government 
with information of the circumstance before his approach to the neighbourhood 
of my territories, and to exert my utmost efforts to obstruct his progress. 

Article 10. 

Wlienever the British troops shall have occasion to ascend the ghauts through 
any of the passes subject to my authority, I agree not only not to obstruct or im- 
pede then progress, but to depute respectable and intelhgent persons to conduct 
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them by the most convement route, and to furmsh them with the necessary sup»

I, Purseram, do hereby declare and acknowledge that I have submitted in 
person to the British Government, and w'lth a view to confirm my obedience and 
submission I do hereby present this Ikrarnamaii, compiismg the following Arti- 
cles — 

Articlk 1 

Whereas I, Purseram, iic«'ly and sincerely professing my obedience and sub- 
mission to the British Goveruraent, have been ranked among the number of the 
dependants and adherents of tuat Government , and Whereas John llichardson. 
Esq , Agent on the part of the Right Ilon’blc the Governor-General m Council 
for the general superintendence and control of the province of Bundclound, has 
required from mo an Ikrarnamah or obligation of allegiance to the British Govern- 
ment Therefore, and in cousideratiou of the ample maintenance which has 
now been conferred upon mo by the British Government, I do hereby present 
this Ikrarnamah, comprising the following Articles under my ow'ii seal and signa- 
ture, from which I hereby engage never to deviate and never to commit any act 
which shall in any degree violate the terras of the soul Articles 

Artioli: 2. 

I agree to reside with my family and children lu one of the villages of my 
jaghixe and not to leave such village without orders from the Officers of the British 
Government 

Article 3 

I hereby engage to have no connection with any marauders, plunderers, 
robbers, or other evil-doers within or without the province of Bundelcund, especially 
with Ra]ah Ram, and not to permit any such persons to reside in any of my vil- 
lages , to give every mformation regarding them to the Officer of che British 
Government and to relinquish all intercourse and correspondence whatever with 
them I further engage not to enter into disputes with any of the servants and 
dependants of the British Government, and if a dispute should arise between any 
of the dependants of the Government, I engage to remain passive m such dispute 
to afford no assistance to either party without orders from the British Govern- 
ment, and scrupulously to observe the duties of obedience and submission on 
all occasions.

If any inhabitant of the British Government abscond and take refuge m any 
of my villages, I engage to seize and deliver him up to the Officers of the British 
Government , and if any person should be deputed by the Government to appre- 
hend such absconder, I agree not only not to oppose or impede such person, but 
to afford him every assistance in the apprehension of the offender I further 
engage to obey the orders of the Civil and Crimmal Courts m aU cases that shall 
occur after the date of this Ikrarnamah, and never to excite any disturbances 
or commotions whatever 

Article 5 

I engage not to harbour thieves or robbers in any of the villages of my 
jaghire , and if the property of any of the inhabitants or travellers be stolen or 
plundered in any of the villages, I engage to make the zemindar of such village 
responsible either for the restitution of stolen property or for the seizure and dehv- 
ery of the thief or robber to the Officers of the British Government And if 
any person amenable to the British laws for murder, or any other crime com- 
mitted in the British territory, shall take refuge in any of my villages, I engage

To the mutsuddies, jaghiredars, kurorees, chowdries, and kanoongoes, present 
and future of the pergunnah of Motound, in the provmce of Bundelcund, be it 
known , that Whereas Purserain, on hearing the fame of the justice and bener 
volence of the British Government, has freely and sincerely professed his obedience 
and submission to the Government and having accompamed Eajah Bukht Sing 
to the presence of the Agent to the Governor-General m Bundelcund has asked 
forgiveness for his past offences, and has delivered an Ikrarnamah or obhgation 
of allegiance comprising six Articles under his own seal and signature , and 
Whereas the benevolent principles of the British Government dispose it to show 
mercy to offenders and to afford support and protection to aU its adherents 
Therefore, and under the influence of those benevolent pnnciples, the villages of 
Kudhee and Jybrimha with their dependencies situated in the pergunnah of 
Motound, and yielding a kamil jumma of fifteen thousand Rupees agreeably to 
the subjoined statement, are hereby granted by the British Government in jaghire 
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to the said Purseram. And so long as the said Purserana shall continue firm in 
his obedience to the British Government and true to the terms of his Ikrarnamah, 
the aforesaid villages shall remain in his possession in perpetuity. 

It is incumbent on the said Purseram to render the inhabitants of his jaghire 
contented and grateful by his good government ; to direct his utmost exertions 
to promote their comfort and conciliate their affections and to give no asylum to 
thieves or robbers in any of his villages. It is the duty of the peasantry and in- 
habitants to consider the said Purseram as paramount jaghiredar of the afore- 
said villages, and to acknowledge his right to all the duties and immunities ap- 
pertaining thereto, to oft'er no opposition or disobedience to him, nor to require 
the annual renewal of their Suunud. 

After obtaining the sanction of the Right Hon’ble the Governor-General 
this Suunud shall be considered as valid.

It IS agreed that during the natural life of Amrut Rao Bahadoor, and that 
of his son, Benaik Rao Bappa Sahib, he Amrut Rao (and his son after his decease) 
shall be ensured the enjoyment of a revenue of seven lakhs of Rupees This 
shall either be granted in territory or in cash the English Government considers 
itself responsible for its payment The revenue of allsuch districts as are at present 
in Amrut Rao Bahadoor s possession must be mclnded in the account of his annual 
revenue, and he shall receive the difference between their amount and the sum 
fixed on for his support, of seven lakhs of Rupees

As a proof that Amrut Rao is smcere in his professions of friendship to the 
English Government, he must meet the Honorable Major-General Wellesley, who

Amrut Rao must on all occasions exert himself cordially to forward the interests

Teeaty of Friendship and Defensive Alliance concluded between the 
British Government and tbe Bajah of Oorcha, — 1812 

The Ba]ah Mahender Bickerma]eet Bahader, Bajah of Oorcha, one of the 
Chiefs of Bundelcund, by whom and his ancestors his present possessions have 
been held in successive generations durmg a long course of years without paying 
tribute or acknowledging vassalage to any other power, havmg on all occasion." 
manifested a smcere friendship and attachment to the British Government, and 
havmg solicited to be placed under the powerful protection of that Government, 
the British Government, relying on the continuance of that disposition which the 
Bajah has hitherto manifested towards it, and on his adherence to whatever 
engagements he may form on the basis of a more intimate union of his interests 
with those of the Honorable Company, has acceded to the Bajah’s request, and 
the following Articles of a Treaty of friendship and alhance are accordingly by 
mutual consent concluded between the British Government and the said Bajah 
Mahender Bickermajeet Bahader, his heirs and successors 

Article 1 

The Bajah Mahender Bickermajeet Bahader, Bajah of Oorcha, havmg pro- 
fessed his obedience and attachment to the British Government, he is admitted 
henceforward among the number of the allies of the British Government , accord- 
mgly the said Bajah hereby engages to consider the friends of that Government 
as his friends, and its enemies as his enemies and to abstain from molesting any 
Chief or State in alhance or in anuty with the British Government , and consider- 
ing all persons who may be disaffected to that Government as his own enemies, 
he further engages to afford no protection to such persons or their famihes in his 
country, to hold no intercourse or correspondence of any nature with them, but 
on the contrary, to use every means in his power to seize and dehver them up 
to the Officers of the British Government 

Article 2 

The territory which from ancient times has descended to Bajah Mahender 
Bickermajeet Bahader by mheritance, and is now m his possession, is hereby 
guaranteed to the said Bajah and to his heirs and successors, and they shall never 
be molested in the enjoyment of the said territory by the British Government 
nor any of its alhes or dependents, nor shall any tnbute be demanded from him 
or them The British Government, moreover, engages to protect and defend 
the domimons at present m Bajah Mahender Bickermajeet Bahader’s possession 
from the aggressions of any foreign power

The British Government having, by the terms of the foregomg Article, en-

If at any time the Rajah of Oorcha shall have any claim or cause of com- 
plaint against any of the Rajahs or Chiefs allied to or dependent on the British 
Government, the Rajah engages to refer the case to the arbitration and decision 
of that Government, and to abide by its award, and on no account to commit 
aggression against the other party, or to employ his ow'ii force for the satisfac-

This Treaty, consisting of eight Articles, havmg this day been concluded bet- 
ween the British Government and the Eajah Mahender Bickermajeet Bahader, 
the Eajah of Oorcha, through the agency of John Wauchope, Esq , in virtue of 
powers delegated to him by the Eight Honorable the Governor-General in Council 
on the one part, and Lalla Dhakun Lall, the vakeel of the said Eajah, on the other, 
Mr John Wauchope has delivered to the said vakeel one copy of the Treaty in 
Enghsh, Persian, and Hindooi, signed and sealed by himself, and the said vakeel 
has dehvered to Mr John Wauchope another copy duly executed by the Eajah 
and Mr John Wauchope engages to procure and deliver to the said vakeel, within 
the space of thirty days, a copy ratified by the seal of the Company and the signa- 
ture of the Governor-General m Council, on the delivery of which the copy exe- 
cuted by Mr John Wauchope shall be returned, and the Treaty shall be consid- 
ered from that time to have full force and effect

the Canal Department for any benefits due to submergence which may accrue

(c) The Darbar shall have the right to lift water for irrigating any of the State 
lands by the usual country methods such as Donri, Chant, Barat, etc , and no 
water rate shall be levied by the Canal Department for such irrigation

Treaty concluded between Nao Sajah Paeeechut of Dutteeah and Captain 
Baillie, Pobtical Agent of His Excellency General Lake, Comman- 
der-in-Cliief, etc , etc , etc , at Koonjun Ghat, the 15th day of March 
1804 

Whereas a firm Treaty of alliance and friendship subsists betw^een the British 
Government and His Highness the Peishwa, and by a mutual agreement between 
these two powers, a portion of the Province of Bundelcund has been ceded in per- 
petual sovereignty to the Hon’hle Company and Whereas shortly aftei the arnval 
of the British army in Bundelcund Rao Rajah Pareechut Bahadoor, the ruler of 
Dutteeah, repaired to the British Standard, and was admitted among the number 
of the dependents of the British Government Therefore, and with a view to 
the greater secuuty and confidence of Rao Rajah Pareechut Bahadoor, a Treaty, 
comprising the following Articles, is now concluded between the British Govern- 
ment and the said Rajah Pareechut Bahadoor 

Article 1 

Rajah Pareechut Bahadoor having professed hiS obedience and attachment 
to the British Government and to that of His Highness the Peishwa, hereby engages 
to consider the friends of both Governments as his friends, and their enemies as 
his enemies that is to say, he promises not to molest any Chief or State, who 
shall be obedient to the Bntish Government and to His Highness the Peishwa, 
and considenng all such as may be rebeUious or disaffected to those Governments 
as his own enemies, he engages to give no protection in his country to such persons 
or their families, to hold no intercourse or correspondence of any nature with them, 
and to use every means in his power to seize and deliver them over to the Govern- 
ment against which they may offend 

Article 2 

If at any time a dispute arise between Rajah Pareechut Bahadoor, and any 
neighbouring State or Chieftain professing obedience to the British Government, 
the Rajah engages to communicate the grounds of such dispute to the Bntish Gov- 
ernment, that they may have an opportunity of investigating the matter m dis- 
pute, and of adjusting it to the mutual satisfaction of the parties, or of pumsh- 
ing the party who shall be refractory 


Article 3 

The ilaka of Bhandere and certain other mehals having been lately ceded by 
the British Government to the Rana of Gohud, the Rajah engages to abstain from 
all manner of interference with the said ilaka and mehals , and the Rajah 
further engages to live on terms of amity and friendship with all the neighbour- 
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ing Chiefs who have professed their obedience and attachment to the British Gov- 
ernment, and to avoid entering into quarrels with any of those Chiefs 

Article 4 

Whenever a detachment of the British forces shall be employed in punishing 
the disaffected m the countries contiguous to the possessions of Rajah Pareechut 
Bahadoor, the Rajah engages to join the British forces v ith his army, and to assist 
in the accomphshment of their views, and if at any tune a detachment of the 
British force shall march into the Rajah’s territory for the purpose of quelling 
disturbances there, the whole expenses of such detachment shall be defrayed by 
the Rajah , on the other hand, if the assistance of the Rajah’s troops be at any 
time demanded for the purpose of quelUng disturbances in the British territory, 
the expense of such troops shall be borne by the British Government 

Article 5 

Rajah Pareechut Bahadoor is in reality the commander of his own troops, but 
it 13 hereby agreed, that on every occasion, when they may be acting with the 
British forces, the general command of the whole shall be vested in the Com- 
manding Officer of the Bntish troops , and in the event of peace being concluded, 
due attention shall be paid to the interests of the Rajah. 

Article 6. 

The Rajah engages never to entertam m his service any British subject, or 
European of any nation or description whatever, without the consent of the British 
Government 

Article 7 

The ancestors of Rajah Pareechut Bahadoor havmg uniformly been treated 
with respect and distmotion by the powers of Hindoostan and by His Highness 
the Peishwa, and having uniformly enjoyed the undisturbed possession of the 
territory now in the Rajah’s occupation, the Rajah shall in hke manner experience 
every degree of consideration and favor under the Bntish Government, so long 
as he shall contmue faithful and attached to its mterests 

Article 8 

The territory which from ancient times has descended to Rajah Pareechut 
Bahadoor by inhentance, is hereby confirmed to the Rajah, and to his heirs and 
successors, and they shall never be molested in the enjoyment of the said terri- 
tory by the British Government, nor by any of their allies 

Article 9 

If Rajah Ambajee Ingha at any time molest the possessions of the Rajah, 
the British Government shall interfere to prevent him 
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Article 10 

Accusations of disaffection, if adduced by any person against the Eajah, shall 
not be attended to by the British Government, unless the truth of them be proved 
This Agreement, containing ten Articles, signed and sealed by Captain John Baillie 
and Eao Ea]ah Pareechut Bahadoor on the 15th of the month of March, corres- 
ponding ivith the 2nd of the month of Zelhi] 1218 Hijeree, and the 4th Jeit Soodee 
1861 Sumbat, at Koonjun Ghat, is delivered to Eao Eajah Pareechut Bahadoor, 
and another of the same date, tenor and contents, signed and sealed by the parties 
on the same day, is delivered to Captain John Baillie Whenever the ratifica- 
tion of this Agreement under the seal and signature of His Excellency General 
Lake, or of His Excellency the Moat Noble the Marquis WeUesley, Governor- 
General, shall be delivered to Eajah Pareechut Bahadoor, the Eajah engages to

dated 31st July 1818 

Whereas a Treaty of friendship was concluded between the British Govern- 
ment and Eajah Pareechut, Eajah of Dutteeah, on the 15th of March 1804 , and 
Whereas by virtue of a Treaty concluded between the Bntish Government and 
the late Peishwa, under date the 13th of June 1817, the terntory held in jaghir, 
from the Peishwa by the Vinchoorker Jaghiredar, north of the Nerbuddah Eiver 
was ceded to the Bntish Government , and Whereas the Eajah of Dutteeah by 
the zeal, fidehty and attachment which he has umformly manifested to the British 
Government smce the date of his former Treaty, and more especially by the prompt 
and effectual assistance he afforded the Bntish troops durmg the late encamp- 
ment of the army under the personal command of the Most Noble the Governor- 
General withm his country, has established a just claim to the hberahty and mdul- 
gence of the British Government, the Most Noble the Marquis of Hastmgs, Gov- 
ernor-General, influenced by these considerations, has consented to bestow m 
perpetmty upon the said Eajah Pareechut, Eajah of Dutteeah, that portion of 
the late jaghire of the Vmchoorker Jaghiredar, lymg east of the Eiver Smde, 
commonly called the Ohourassee, subject however to the charges and conditions 
set forth m the following Articles With a view also to the further strengthenmg 
and co nfirm ing of the friendship and attachment of the State of Dutteeah, the 
British Government has consented to protect the Dutteeah territory against all 
foreign enemies The followmg Articles have accordingly been concluded between 
Eajah Pareechut, Eajah of Dutteeah, and the Bntish Government, in amend- 
ment of the former Treaty — 

Article 1 

The Treaty concluded between the British Government and Eajah Pareechut, 
imder date the 15th of March 1804, is hereby confirmed, with exception to such 
parts of it as are amended or altered by the provisions of this Treaty 
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AnTXOLE 2 

The British Government hereby grants in perpetuity to the said Pareechiit, 
Ea]ah of Dutteeah, all those lauds lying to the cast of the River Sindc, known 
by the name of Chourassee, and formerly held by the Vinchoorkcr Jaghircdar, 
as detailed in the subjoined list, subject liowcvcr to the conditions and charges 
contained in the follownug Articles TJie Rajah is hereby also confirmed in the 
permanent possession of that part of the Vinchoorkcr Jaghire, contained also 
in the snbjomed list, which is already in the Rajah’s possession 

Article 3 

Rao Gmiput Rao, the Agent of the Vinchoorkcr Jaghircdar, will receive an 
assignment to the amount of 10,000 Rupees per annum on the aforesaid lands , 
and the Rajah of Dutteeah hereby agrees to pay to the said Gunput Rao the above 
pro^nslon, in such manner as the Most Noble the Governor-General may direct 

Article 4. 

The British Government hereby agrees to protect the original territory of 
the Rajah of Dutteeah, as well as the district noiv granted to the Rajah, from 
the aggressions of all foreign pow’ers 

Article 5 

The British Government having by the terms of the foregoing Article engaged to 
protect the territory of Dutteeah from the aggressions of all foreign powers, it is 
hereby agreed between the contracting parties, that whenever the Rajah of Dutteeah 
shall apprehend a design on the part of any foreign power to invade his territories, 
whether in consequence of any disputed claim or on any other ground, he shall 
report the circumstances of the case to the British Government, which ivill inter- 
pose its mediation for the adjustment of such disputed claim, and the Rajah, 
relying on the justice and equity of the British Government, agrees implicitly 
to abide by its award If the apprehended aggressions shall be referable to any 
other cause, the British Government will endeavour by representation and remons- 
trance to avert its design, and if, notwithstanding the Rajah’s acqmescence in 
the award of the British Government, the other power shall persist in its hostile 
designs, and the endeavours of the Bntish Government shall fail of success, such 
measures will be adopted for the protection of the Rajah’s territories as the cir- 
cumstances of the case may appear to require 

Article 6 

In consideration of the hberal grant of territory now made to the Rajah of 
Dutteeah, and the protection and guarantee afforded by the two foregoing Articles 
to the Rajah’s territory, the Rajah hereby bmds himself to employ his troops, 
at his own expense, whenever required to do so, m co-operation with those of the 
British Governittent, on all occasions in which the mterests of the two States may 
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be mutually concerned On aU such occasions the Dutteeah troops shall act 
under the orders and control of the Commanding Officer of the British troops 

Article 7 

The Rajah of Dutteeah hereby agrees to submit to the arbitration of the British 
Governmeut all his disputes with other Ghieftams, and imphcitly to abide by its 
award 

Article 8 

The Eajah engages at all times to employ his utmost exertions m defending 
the roads and passes of his country agamst any enemies or predatory bodies who 
may attempt to penetrate through it mto the temtones of the Bntish Govern- 
ment 

Article 9 

Whenever the British Government may have occasion to send its troops 
through the terntories of the Rajah of Dutteeah, or to station a Bntish force withm 
them, it shall be competent to the Bntish Government so to detach or station 
its troops, and the Rajah shall give his consent accordmgly The Commander 
of the British troops who may thus eventually pass through or permanently

1 Subject to any modifications or alterntioiis which may hereafter appear 
necessary, His Highness the Maharajah of Datia will letain full jiuisdictiou on 
those portions of the Betwa canal which pass through the Datia State , provided 
that the charge and custody of the canal, its banks and sluices, as well as all 
arrangcincnts for regulating the issue of water, Mill rest exclusively with the British 
canal officers.

medium of communication between the British Government and the Datia Darbar 
in all matters relating to the working of the canal 

3 The Maharaja hereby declares clauses 1, 2, 3, 5, 10 and 11 of section 70 
of the Act of the Governor-General in Council, No VIII of 1873, to be m force 
as law in the Datia State , and His Highness engages to deal expeditiously and

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in the manner contemplated by the aforesaid section with all complaints made 
by British canal officers in regard to the working of the canal m Datia temtory 

4 Reports or complaints will ordinarily bo made by or through the Execu- 
tive Engineer to the Canal Motamid , but in all urgent oases, such as senous 
damage to the canal and consequent waste or apprehension of waste of water, 
chowkidars will report direct to the Motamid, who will invariably give a written 
receipt for every complaint so made 

5 The Datia Darbar will give the Executive Engineer due notice of the date, 
time, and place fixed for the trial of any offence under Section 70 of the above- 
mentioned Act, nn of 1873, or of any criminal case to which a canal subordinate 
may be a party , and the Executive Engineer shall be at hberty to depute an

EKraAGEMENT concluded between the British Government and Bajah Khnjeet 
Singh of Sumptur, dated 12th November 1817 

Whereas Bajah Bunjeet Singh, Bajah of Sumptur, with a view to obtam 
the powerful protection of the Bntish Government, presented on the 22nd of 
February 1805, corresponding with the 3rd of Phagoon 1216 Fuslee, to Colonel 
John Baillie, then Agent to the Governor-General in the Province of Bundel- 
khund, a Wajib-ool-Urz, or Paper of Bequests, contaming six distmct Articles, 
all of which were either comphed with or answered , and Whereas circumstances 
occurred some time afterwards to prevent that prehmmary arrangement from 
terminating in a defimtive Treaty between the Honorable Company and the 
Bajah Bunjeet Singh , and Whereas the Bajah having since repeatedly and ear- 
nestly sohcited to be placed under the protection of the Bntish Government, 
and having on several occasions mamfested his loyalty and attachment to it, 
both by professions and acts, the Bntish Government, relying on the contmuance 
of those sentiments, and on the Bajah’s stnct adherence to whatever engage- 
ments he may form on the basis of a more mtimate umon of his mterests with 
those of the Honorable Company, has now acceded to the Bajah’s request, and 
the followmg Articles of a Treaty of Alhance are accordingly contracted bet- 
ween the Bntish Government and Bajah Bunjeet Singh, his heirs and succes- 
sors — 


Article 1 

Bajah Bunjeet Singh, Bajah of Sumptur, bemg hereby admitted among 
the alhes of the Bntish Government, engages to consider the fnends of that Gov- 
ernment as his fnends, and its enemies as his enemies He further engages to 
give no molestation to any Chief or State m amity with the Bntish Government, 
but considenng all persons who may be disaffected to that Government as his 
own enemies, he promises to afford no protection to them or their famihes in his 
country, to hold no intercourse with them whatever, and to use every means 
in his power to seize and debver them up to the Officers of the Bntish Government 

Article 2 

The Bntish Government, with a view to confirm the attachment and fidelity 
of the Government of Sumptur, hereby guarantees to Bajah Bunjeet Singh, 
his heirs and successors, the terntory actually possessed by him at the penod 
of the establishment of the Bntish Government in Bundelkhund, and now in 
his occupation, and the Bntish Government hereby agrees to protect and defend 
the same from the aggressions of any foreign power 

Article 3 

The Bntish Governifient having by the terms of the foregoing Article engaged 
to protect the Bajah of Sumptur from the aggressioM of any foreign power. 
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it IS hereby agreed between the contracting parties, that whenever the !Ra]ab 
shall have reason to apprehend a design on the part of any foreign power to in 
vade his territories, whether in consequence of any disputed claim or on any other 
ground, he shall report the circumstances of the case to the British Government, 
which will interpose its mediation for the adjustment of such disputed claim, 
and the Rajah, relying on the justice and cqmty of the British Government, 
agrees imphcitly to abide by its award If the apprehended aggression shall bo 
referable to any other cause, the Bntish Government uill endeavour by rcjirc- 
scntation and remonstrance to avert the design, and if, iiotinthstanding the 
Rajah’s acqmcsBBnce in the award of the British Government, the other power 
shall persist m its hostile designs, and the endeavors of the British Goverunicnt 
should fail of success, such measures will be adopted for the protection of the 
Rajah’s terntones as the circumstances of the case may appear to require. 

Aktiole 4. 

In consideration of the guarantee and protection extended by the two fore- 
going Articles to the Rajah of Sumptur, the Rajnh hereby binds himself at hie 
own expense to employ his troops whenever required to do so, in co-ojieralion 
with those of the Bntish Government on all occasions in which the interests of 
the two Governments may be mutually concerned On all such occasions the 
Sumptur troops shall act under the orders and control of the Commanding Ofliccr 
of the British troops 

Article 6 

If at any time the Rajah of Sumptur shall have any claim or cause of com* 
plaint agamst any of the Rajahs or Chiefs allied to or dependant on the British 
Government, the Rajah engages to refer the case to the arbitration and decision 
of that Government, and to abide by its award, and on no account to commit 
aggression against the other party, or to employ his own force for the satisfac- 
tion of such claim, or for the redress of the grievance of which he may complain 
On the other hand, the British Government engages to withhold its alhes or 
dependants from committing any aggression against the Rajah of Sumptur, 
and to arbitrate any demand they may have upon the Rajah of Sumptur, ac- 
cordmg to the strict prmciples of justice, the Rajah on his part agreeing impli* 
citly to abide by its award .

Whereas it has been represented to me by Sir Henry Daly, K C B , Agent 
to the Governor-General for the States of Central India, that the British Gov- 
ernment have offered to allow me and my successors annuallj’^ free of cost and 
duty at the Sambliur works five hundred (500) inaunds of salt for consumption 
in my State (which salt shall not be re-exported from the Sumthur State), I do 
hereby covenant that, from a date to be fixed by the British Government 

I will not permit the manufacture of any salt in my State except at saltpetre 
works at present existing, nor the import into and passage through inj’’ State of 
any salt other than salt upon which duty has been levied by the British Govern- 
ment and the said 500 maunds of salt 

1 will not permit any new saltpetre works to be opened in my State nor an}' 
extension of those now existing, nor will I allow the outturn of salt from these 
works to exceed an annual limit of 1,500 maunds of edible salt, in accordance 
with the list attached to the agreement I will furnish the British Government 
annually with a statement showing the quantity of edible salt passing out of each 
of these works 

Further, I will not permit any toll or tax whatever to bo levied in my State 
on salt on which duty has been levied by the British Government 
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If any stocks of salt other than salt manufactured m my State be found to 
exist within the territories of such State on the said date, I agree, if so requested 
by the British Government, to take possession of such stocks and to give the 
owners thereof the option of either transferring the salt to British Government 
at such eqmtable valuation I may fix in concurrence with the Political Agent, 
or of paying to the British Government such duty of two rupees eight annas per 
maund on such salt as the Governor-General m Council may fix In the event 
of the owners accepting the latter alternative, they shall be allowed to retain 
the salt on which the said duty may have been paid, but not otherwise 

Lastly, the export of all intoxicating drugs, preparations and spirits (such 
as bhang, ganja and opium) by all routes and m all directions hereafter barred 
by the Inland Custom line shall be prohibited

Whereas, by the Treat}’' of Basscin, the country of Diirsa, Noor, and Adipar, 
originally in the possession of Srcoimint Piindit Purdhan Sewace Bagoo Rao 
Pcibliwa Bchadur, was formerly ceded to the Honorable the East India Com- 
pany, and Whereas by a subsequent agreement bctiieen the two Slates, this 
country was afterwards restored to the Peislnva. and in exchange for it and for 
certain other considerations w’hich are contained in the agreement in question, 
the province of Buiidclciiiid, yielding a revenue of thirty-six lakhs and si'^teeii 
thousand Rupees, was ceded in perpetual sovereignty by His Highness the Peishwa 
to the Honorable the East India Company, and annexed to their actual posses- 
sions , and Whereas a British force having entered the province, for the purpose 
of settling the country and punishing the refractory, all the Rajahs of this pro- 
vince and its vicinity, on hearing the fame of the justice, benevolence and good 
faith which have ever regulated the conduct of the British Government, placed 
themselves under its protection, and, becoming respectively the objects of its 
bounty and linerabty, have been reinstated and confirmed in their original pos- 
sessions, which they now enjoy in security and comfort , and AVhercas I, Maha 
Rajah Kishore Sing Bohadiir, descended from the late Maharaja Hurdio Sah, and 
posisesscd of claims in common with the other Rajahs of this province, have with 
sincere professions of attachment to the British Government deputed my Minister 
Raj Dhur Guj Sing to solicit the favor and kindness of the Government, and 
accordingly W’lth a view to the promotion of the welfare of the inhabitants of 
this province, a Sunnud for certain mchals and villages above the Ghats, which 
by the Treaty of Bassem are immediately dependent on the British Government, 
has been conferred upon me Therefore, and in order to confirm my obedience 
and attachment to the British Government, I have prepared and delivered this 
obligation containing the following Articles, under my own seal and signature 
and under the seal and signature of ray Minister Raj Dhur Guj Sing, and I hereby 
declare that I never will swerve from those Articles in any instance whatever —

I hereby bind myself never to aid nor abet any marauders either in or out

Bo it known to all choudrics, kanoongoes, xemmdars, mulgooAars, and talook- 
dars of that portion of Bundelcund above the Ghats, vliich was formerly in the 
possession of Herdeo Sah , that Whereas the primary objects of the British Gov- 
ernment are the amelioration of the condition of their subjects, nod the adjust- 
ment of the rights of all just claimants and Whereas, nctiiatod by tins iirinciple, 
the Hon’ble the East India Company, from motives of liberality, have not 
thought proper to avail thoraselves of their titlp to the possession of the whole 
of Bundelcund which, with an annual revenue of thirty-six: lacs and sixteen 
thousand Rupees, was by an agreement between the two States ceded to the 
British Government by His Highness the Peishwa, but contenting themselves 
with that territory which is now in their actual possession, they have been pleased 
to apportion the reinaimng territory to various Chieftains of this proMnee, pos- 
sessing just claims, and to certain persons who were m the possession of lauds 
before the introduction of the British authority into this province, and who since 
the estabhshment have umformly professed and evinced their attachment and 
fidelity to it, with this view that the whole of the inhabitants of this province, 
both high and low, may pass their days in security and happiness under the bemgn 
protection of the Bntish Government , and Whereas Maharajah Kishore Sing, 
the grandson of the late Maharajah Herdee Sail, possessing claims in common vath 
the other Rajahs of this province, and sincerely professing attachment to the 
British Government, has become obedient and submissive to it, and has deputed 
lus Mimster, Raj Dhur Guga Sing, to sohcit the favor and kmdness of the Gov- 
ernment Therefore the mehals, villages, and diamond mines specified under- 
neath, and situated above the Ghats, are hereby granted and assigned to the 
Maharajah by the British Government

Whereas smee the flrst annexation of the provmce of Bundelcund to the domi- 
mons of the British Government, I, Bajah Kishore Sing Bahadur (the contract- 
ing party), and propnetor of the share of Herdee Sah (who was the Chief of all 
the Bajahs of Bundelcund), having acknowledged my allegiance and submission 
and remained obedient to the Bntish Government, and never m any instance 
deviated from the obedience and loyalty due from a good subject, but dunng 
the penod of the agency of Captain Baillie, by reason of a combination of acci- 
dental circumstances, I was prevented from appeanng m the above Offleer’s pre- 
sence, I however deputed to the above gentleman Baj Dhur Guga Sing Bahadur 
on my part, and apphed for a Sunnud from the Bntish Government accord- 
ingly, the said Baj Dhur Guga Smg Bahadur above-mentioned dehvered m an 
Ikrarnamah (or obhgation of allegiance) under my seal and signature and received 
a Sunnud for several villages Many villages that were then m the hands of 
usurpers and oppressors were not inserted therein, and to obtam possession of 
even those villages which were mcluded in the above Sunnud from Lutchmun 
Dowah and other unjust possessors, I was necessitated to wage war, and m conse- 
quence of my own want of power, and receivmg no aid from the Bntish Govern- 
ment, I was unable to obtain possession of the places m question After the 
arrival of Mr John Bichardson, I waited upon that gentleman, and accordmg 
to the orders of the Bight Hon’ble the Governor-General m Council, by the 
aid of a Bntish force, I obtained possession of the villages mcluded m the Sunnud 
granted by the Bntish Government, as well as those villages which were m the 
possession of usurpers and unjust claimants At this penod, and with a view 
to confirming my obedience and attachment to the Bntish Government, I have 
prepared, under my seal and signature, and hereby present, the Ikrarnamah con- 
taining eleven distmet Articles, to Mr John Bichardson, Agent to the Governor- 
General m Bundelcund, and required a Sunnud for the villages and lands now 
in my possession, and I therefore herebv declare and promise, that I will scru- 
pulously observe all the Articles contamed m this Ikrarnamah, and never 
-evade o(r mfnnge any one of them 
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AnTIOLE 1. 

I hereby promise and bmd myself on no occasion to unite with external or 
internal enemies of the Hon’ble Company in Bundclcund, and to be over 
obedient and submissive to the will and commands of the British Government

If any one of my children, brothers, or relations, excite sedition or disturb- 
ance in the British territories or possessions, or the territories or possessions of

cursion mto the Bntish terntory through my possessions, or those of the Chiefs 
in allegiance thereto, I engage to furnish the Officers of the Bntish Government 
with information of the circumstance before his approach to the neighbourhood 
of my terntory, and to exert my utmost efforts to obstruct his progress

Whenever the Bntish troops shall have occasion to ascend the Ghats through 
any of the passes subject to my authonty, I agree not only not to obstruct or 
impede their progress, but to depute respectable and intelhgent persons to con- 
duct them by the most convenient route, and to furmsh them with the necessary 
supphes so long as they remam withm or in the vicimty of my possessions 

Article 9. 

Whereas Gopaul Smg and Eao Bbmmut Sing of Murreadah, and Zahm Smg 
of Burdwaho, and Fuddum Sing of Thingah, and Gotee Jumadar, and Manickjee 
of Mahut Gowha, have rebelled agamst the Bntish Government and are guilty 
of marauding and plundermg in the terntones of that Government, I hereby 
declare that I will never have any mtercourse with the above-mentioned rebels , 
but, on the contrary, whenever I shall hear of any of their joint or separate de- 
predations in the terntones of the Bntish Government or any of its dependants, 

I engage to attack the aggressor or aggressors, and to the utmost of my power 
pumsh them, and in the event of any of them being seized, I engage to dehver 
them up to the Bntish Government 

Article 10 

Whereas between me and the Bajahs and Chiefs of Bundelcund there existed 
many disputed claims concermng many villages, which disputes have been ad- 
justed and settled by the decision of the Bntish Government , and as now there 
IS no disputed point or cause of difference remaimng, I hereby therefore declare 
and promise, that hereafter I wiU not dispute or quarrel with any Bajah or Chief 
on accuUnt of any village or lands If any Bajah or Chief shall dispute or quarrel 
with me on account of any village or lands claimed, I engage to submit the same 
to the Bntish Government, and to abide by its decision, and not to dispute or 
quarrel about the pomt myself.

Be it known to the cliowdnes, canoongoes, etc , of the pcrgunnali of Kliiit- 
tolah and the pergiinnah of Powcy, etc, in the province of Bundclcund, that 
Whereas the Maharajah Ejshore Sing Bahadur, one of the ancient and heredi- 
tary Chieftains of Bundelciind, the heir and projirictor of the share of Ilcrdoo 
Sah (who was the Chief of the Rajahs of Bundclcund) from the period of the an- 
nexation of the province of Bundclcund to the dominions of tlic British Govern- 
ment, has invanably observed a friendly and obedient conduct, and in no instance 
deviated from the loyalty or attachment due to the British Government, but 
who, during the period of the Agency of Captain John Bailhe, ha^^ng been by 
a combination of accidental circumstances j)revcntcd from waiting upon that 
gentleman, deputed Raj Dliur Giiga Sing Bahadur on his (the said Rajah’s) part, 
who presented a hst of several villages to the aforesaid gentleman, and received 
a Sunnud for the same, but was not put in possession of tlioso villages , and more- 
over many of the villages and lands belonging to the hereditary possessions of

So long as the said Rajah Kishore Sing and lus heirs shall observe and adhere 
faithfully to the Articles of the obhgation of allegiance which he has dehvered 
in to the British Government, no sort of molestation or resumption shall ever 
take place on the part of the British Government It is necessary that you shall 
all consider and view the said Rajah as the proprietor and Lord of the above enu-

3 The Maharaja hereby declares clauses 1, 2, 3, 5, 10 and 11 of section 70 
of the Act of the Governor-General in Council, No VIII of 1873, to be in force 
as law in Panna State , and His Highness engages to deal expeditiously and in 
the manner contemplated by the aforesaid section with all complaints made by 
British Canal Officers in regard to the workmg of the Canal m Panna Territory 

i Reports or complaints wiU ordmarily be made by or through the Execu- 
tive Engineer to the Canal Motamid , but in aU urgent cases, such as serious damage 
to the canal and consequent waste or apprehension of waste of water, ChoukidarB 
wiU report direct to tho Motamid, who will invariably give a wntten receipt for 
very complaint so made 
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5 The Panna Darbar -will give the Executive Engineer due notice of the date,

7 (a) Any Canal Officer who is accused of havmg committed m Fauna tem-

8. (c) The Panna State will be responsible to the Bntish Government for all

That m the places marked below, I will keep clear 200 yards of jungle m 
breadth, and will not allow jungle to grow m that portion of the land

Chowkundeh, and will not allow it to be mjured m any way 

From mouzah Jheenjun up to the boundary of Junao 

From Jheenjun via Kunrore a new road up to the boundary of Nowgaon. 

A road from Jheenjun to Samana and Undheeria 

From mouzah Donee, ilakah Ghutterpoor, a road to Majhgaon

Whereas from the period of the annexation of the province of Biiudelcund 
to the dominions of the British Goveiuincnt, I (contracting party), Malia Rajah 
Beker Majeet Bejy Bahadur, was the first of all the Boondellah Chiefs who sub- 
mitted to the authority of the British Government during the Agency of Captain 
Bailhe, I delivered in an Ikrarnamah (or obbgatioii of allegiance) under my seal 
and signature, consisting of seven Articles, and leceived a Siiniiud Of the tuppah 
of Isanaghur, which was included in the said Sunnud, on account of the disputed 
claim preferred by the Rajah of Bijawur, and of the half share of the talook of 
Kurelah, which was also inserted in the above-mentioned Sunnud, by reason of 
its having been resumed by the British Government, together with jaidad lands 
of the late Rajah BBrnmut Bahadur, and also of several other villages belonging 
to my possessions, but then in the possession of unjust claimants, which were 
not included in the aforesaid Sunnud, I did not receive possession Afterwards, 
dunng the supermtendence of Mr J Richardson, Agent to the Governor-General, 
I presented a request to be put in possession of the villages and possessions above 
enumerated, and in conformity to the decision and orders of the Right Honor-

Chirkari 

Dated 25tJi March 1811 

Be it known to the chowdnes, kanoongoes, etc , of the pergunnahs of Raath 
and Sewndah and Katolla, etc, in the province of Bundelcund, that Whereas 
the Rajah Beker Majeet Bejy Bahadur, one of the ancient and hereditary Chiefs 
of Bundelcund, on the annexation of the province of Bundelcimd to the domi- 
mons of the Bntish Government, was the first of the Boondellah Chiefs who sub- 
mitted and acknowledged the authority of that Government, and durmg the Agency 
of Captain John Bailhc, the former Agent to the Governor-General, dehvered m 
an Ikrarnamah (or obhgation of allegiance) to the Bntish Government, and received 
a Sunnud for the villages and lands in his possession, and has from that penod 
remained firm and faithful to every Article of his engagement, and in no instance 
deviated or swerved from that obedience, loyalty, and attachment due to the 
Bntish Government, several villages belonging to the share and possessions of 
the said Rajah, that were then in the possession of unjust claimants, and the nght 
to which at that penod had not been investigated, remained in the hands of those 
unjust claimants, and were not included in the Sunnud before mentioned , on 
account of the above descnbed villages, which were not included as stated in the 
said Sunnud, disputes and quarrels existed, and half of the talook of Kurelah, which 
was inserted in the Sunnud received from Captain J Bailhe by the said Rajah, 
was resumed by the Bntish Government along with the jaidad of the Rajah Himmut 
Bahadur Durmg the Agency of Mr John Richardson, Agent to the Governor- 
General, after nunute investigation, the said Rajah was put m possession of the 
^ullages and lands withheld from him by several unjust claimants, and the Rajah 
aforesaid received a deduction from the revenues of the tuppah of Chandellah 
in lieu of the half share of Kurelah , and the disputes and claims that existed 
between the said Rajah and the other Chiefs of Bundelcund have been all adjusted. 
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This beiug the case, a rcctifacd Sunnud and an Ikramaniah being thought neces- 
sary, the said Rajah has accordingly, at this period, delivered in an lkrarn.iniah, 
containing eleven distinct Ar{.iclos, and required <i )Sunmid for the \iUagcs and 
lands now in his possession Therefore the villages and lauds emimcraled in the 
subjoined schedule arc granted to the said Rajah and Ins heirs, vitli all their nghta 
and usages, their land revenue and sajer, forls and fortifications, exempt from the 
payment of revenue to the British Government in pcrpei<uity So long ns llic 
said Rajah and his heirs and successors shall observe and remain faithful to the 
several Articles of the Ikrarnaiiiah that he has dcli\cied in, no molestation or 
resumption of the possessions hereby granted shall take place on the part, of the 
British Government It is iieccssarj* that 30U all consider and uceoiint the said 
Rajah the Lord and Proprietor of the pos'^cssions 111 question , and the conduct 
that 18 incumbent on the said Rajah, is to exert himself to the utmost to increase 
the cultivation, and to improve his possessions by promoting the jirosjicnty and 
comfort of the inhabitants, and to enjoy the produce of his good governance in 
obedience and loyal attachment to the Bntish Go\ermuciit

Whereas it has been ruled that the minor Chiefs of the provmce of Bundel- 
khand must refer all heinous cases involvmg sentence of death, or of transport- 
ation, or of impnsonment for life to the local pohtical officers of the British Gov- 
ernment, and 

Whereas the same consideration which led to the restnctions imposed above,

Therefore the Governor-General in Council hereby empowers the said Maha- 
raja Hhiraj Sipahdar-ul-Mulk Malkhan Smgh Bahadur to hear and decide all 
crimmal cases withm the limits of the State of Charkhan on the following condi- 
tions, VIZ , that sentences of death shall be immediately reported to the Agent 
to the Governor-General and be subject to confirmation by the Agent and that 
penodical reports shall be submitted by the Chief to the local Bntish Pohtical 
Officer of all cases in which sentences of transportation or imprisonment for life 
are passed by him , and further that this sanad does not apply to any cntmnal 
case in which the person accused or anyone of the persons accused is a European 
British subject, or is of European or Amencan nationahty 

It must be distinctly understood that the Bntish Government will at any time 
suspend or revoke the authority thus conveyed, should circumstances appear 
to call for such a proceedmg 

The full powers herein bestowed will continue only so long as the said Maha- 
raja Dhiraj Sipahdar-ul-Mulk Malkhan Smgh Bahadur contmues to ment the 
distinction, and they will not necessanly be transmittible to his successors

Translation of the Ikrarnamah of Bajah Bttttun Rino, the Batah of 

Bijawor, — 1811 

Whereas, since the time of the annexation of the province of Bundelcund to 
the dominions and authority of the British Government, my deceased father, 
the late Rajah Kissery Sing, Rajah of Bijawur, invanabl}’' manifested his obe- 
dience and loyalty to the British Government, and remained in allegiance and 
submission thereto during his lifetime, and was recogmred and admitted amongst 
the Chiefs that acknowledged obedience to the British Government and received 
its protection, and always conducted himself in obedience to the Officers appointed 
to the supenntendence of the province of Bundelcund At this jienod, I, Rajali 
Rutten Sing (the contracting party), eldest son to the aforesaid late Rajah, with 
a view to confirming my obedience and attachment to the Bntish Government, 
have prepared under my seal and signature, and present this Ikrarnamah (or obli- 
gation of allegiance), contaimng eleven distinct Articles, to ]\Ir John Richardson, 
Agent to the Governor-General in Bundelcund, and request a Sunnud for the 
villages and lands now in my possession, and composing my ancient rightful posses- 
sions I, therefore, hereby declare and bind myself, that I will scrupulously 
observe all the Articles contained in this Ikrarnaraah, and never evade nor infringe 
any one of them

I hereby promise and bind myself on no occasion to imito with external or 
internal enemies of the Honorable Company in Bundelcund, and to be ever 
obedient and submissive to the will and commands of the British Government

Bijawxjb, — 1811 

Be it known to the ohowdries, kanoongoes, etc , of the pergunnahs of Khuttolah 
and the pergunnah of Powey, in the province of Bundelcund , that Whereas 
the deceased Rajah Kissery Sing, the late Rajah of Bijawur, one of the respect- 
able hereditary Chieftains of Bundelcund, and a descendant of the Rajah Juggut 
Raj, since the period of the annexation of the provmce of Bundelcund to the 
dominions of the Bntish Government, invariably conducted himself with obe- 
dience, submission, and attachment, and remained firm in his allegiance, and 
in no instance deviated from the loyalty and dutiful demeanor that was due 
from him towards the British Government , and Whereas a Sunnud granting 
to the said Rajah the confirmation of the villages and lands in his ancient posses- 
sion was promised to the said Rajah on the part of the British Government, as 
soon as the adjustment of the disputed claim that formerly existed with 
req)ect to the right to the tuppah of Isanagur took place , and that point 
having been accordmgly adjusted by the decision of the Bntish Government , 
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and at this penod, the aforesaid Bajah being dead, and the Eajah Rutten Sing, 
the eldest son and heir to the deceased Rajah, having succeeded by the sanction 
of the British Government to the title and possessions of Ins father, has now de- 
livered m to the British Government an Ikrarnamah or obligation of allegiance 
under his seal and signature, containing eleven distinct Articles, and requested 
a Sunnud from the British Government Therefore the villages enumerated in 
the subjoined schedule, which were from ancient times in the possession of the 
deceased Rajah, and also those villages which were given to the aforesaid Rajah 
by the Bntish Government, in addition to his former possessions, through the 
hbcrality of the British Government, with a view to confirm and bind his allegiance, 
together with all the rights thereof, land revenue, sayer, forts, and fortified places, 
are now confirmed to the Rajah Rutten Sing and his heirs in perpetmty, exempt 
from the payment of revenue , and a Sunnud for the same is hereby granted So 
long as the said Rajah and his heirs or successors shall remain firm to their engage- 
ments, and observe faithfully the terms of the several Articles of this Ikrarnamah 
or engagement, no molestation or resumption of the above possessions shall take 
place on the part of the Bntish Government It is necessary that you all consider 
and account the said Rajah the Lord of the said possessions, and the conduct that 
IS incumbent to the said Rajah and his heirs is, that he shall exert himself to the 
utmost to cultivate and improve the said villages and lands, and to promote the 
prosperity of the inhabitants , and enjoy the produce of the above possessions, 
in obedience, submission, and loyalty to the Bntish Government After the sanc- 
tion of the Right Honorable the Governor-General m Council shall be obtained,

Whereas on the arrival of the Bntish troops m Bundelcund for the purpose 
of occup 3 ung the country, Captain John Bailhe was appomted by the Governor- 
General to Bupermtend. and adjust the affairs of this provmce , and WTiereas I, 
having been expelled dunng the Government of Alee Bahadur from my Baj and 
my territory, the said Captain John BaiUie, from those motives of hberahty and 
justice which ever regulate the conduct of the Officers of the British Govern- 
ment, reinstated me in the possession of the houses which I formerly possessed 
in the town of Banda, and assigned to me a monthly allowance of three thousand 
Gohur Shahie Bupees, which allowance has been regularly paid to me up to the 
present date , and Whereas with a view to the concihation and happiness of the 
inhabitants, and to the suppression of commotions and disturbances, several 
mehals in this province were lately confirmed m the possession of their nghtful 
owners, and I also, being among the number of the Chiefs possessmg just claims, 
solicited from the said Captam BaiUie a Sunnud for the pergunnah of Kotra and 
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other luehals, winch are my rightful property by mhcntance, and are now un- 
justly occupied by Gopaul Sing, and 1115 request being approved of, a Suniuid 
was promised to me at a future period , and Whereas Jlr J Kichardson liaving 
been lately appointed to the general superintendence of the affairs of Bundcl- 
cund, I have solicited and obtained fioin that gentleman a grant for the aforesaid 
raehals Therefore, and with a Mew to confirm 1115' obedience and fidelity to 
the British Government, I have prepared, and hereby present, this obligation 
of allegiance, containing the following Articles, from which I promise never to

SuNNUD granted to Rajah Bukht Sing, dated 8th June 1807 

Be it known to the chowdries, kanoongoes, zemindars, mookiiddums and 
talookdars of the pergunnalis of Kotra and Puway, in the province of Bundel- 
cund , that Whereas after the annexation of the province of Bundelcund to the 
territories of the Honorable the East India Company, when the British troops 
were employed in occ&pymg the countiy and punishing the refractory. Rajah 
Bukht Sing, the grandson of Maharajah Jugget Raj, one of the legitimate pro- 
prietors of this province, did obediently and submissively attend in person on 
the Officer of the British Government , Wherefore the British Government, act- 
uated by those motives of hberahty and by that desire to support and preserve 
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the dignity of lUustnons famibes which ever regulate its conduct, conferred upon 
Eajah Bukht Sing a permanent provision of Bupees 36,000 per annum and 
Whereas a promise havmg been since made to the said Bajah that, in common 
with the other hereditary Bajahs of this province, he also should receive a tern- 
tonal provision m lieu of the aforesaid pecuniary allowance, and the said Bajah 
having lately repeatedly solicited the performance of that promise, and having 
presented an obhgation of allegiance to the Bntish Government, comprising 
eleven distmct Articles, signed and sealed by himself , Therefore the pergunnalis 
specified underneath, situated in the province of Bundelcund, and at present 
usurped by some foreigner, who possesses no title whatever to them either by 
inhentance or by gift, are hereby granted to Bajah Bukht Sing, v ith v hose right 
to the said pergunnahs the British Government are fully satisfied , and so long 
as the said Bajah and his adherents shall continue in obedience to the Bntish 
Government and shall scrupulously adhere to the terms of the aforesaid obliga- 
tion of allegiance, the said Ba]ah and his heirs and successors shall enjoy the un- 
molested possession of the pergunnahs undermentioned It is necessary that 
the inhabitants of the said pergunnahs acknowledge their obedience to the said 
Bajah, or to whomsoever he may delegate the charge of the pergunnahs, and 
that they consider all the dependencies and appurtenances of the said pergun- 
nahs as subject to the Bajah, and that they acknowledge no one else It is the 
duty of the Bajah to render the people, zemindars, and talookdars happy and 
grateful by his good government, to devote himself to the prosperity of the in- 
habitants and to the improvement of the country, and finally to continue faithful 
and obedient to the British Government 

This Sunnud, after havmg obtamed the approbation of the Honorable the 
Governor-General, shall be considered vahd, and shall then be exchanged for 
another under the seal and signature of the Governor-General

Dated 25th September 1812 

To the chowdries, kanoongoes, zemindars and talookdars of the pergunnahs 
of Kotra, Puway, and Ajeygurh, in the province of Bundelcund be it knoun 
Whereas after the acquisition and annexation of the province of Bundelcund 
to the Bntish domimons, the Bajah Bukht Sing, the greatgrandson of the Bajah 
Juggut Baj, and one of the hereditary Chiefs of Bundelcund, appeared before 
the rulers of the British Government for the purpose of submitting hmiscif with 
loyalty to its control and governance , and the rulers of the Bntish Government, 
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wjth a view to the protection and support of the ancient families and men of 
rank, as is the uniform and humane practice of the Brjti'>h Government, granted 
to the said Rajah a pension of Rs 3,000 per mcii'-em and W IicreO' at that time 
a promise was made to the said Rajah that, in common with the other legiti- 
mate Rajahs of this province, he aKo should receive a territorial jirovision m lieu 
of the aforesaid pension, Accordingl}* in conformitv to the request of the said 
Rajah, and with a vnevv to the fulfilment of the above ]jromi<=e, in the month of 
June 1807 A D , after having delivered in his Ikrarn.iniali or written engagement 
binding himself to loyalty and obedience to tlic* Rriti-h Government, received 
from the rulers of tlie British Government the peigunnahs of Kotra and Pnwav 
in jaghire, and after the resumption of the jaghire of Ajevgurh, the Rajah Bukht 
Sing also received in jaghire certain villages in the pergunnah of Ajevgurh (the 
place of residence of his ancestors) which were his hereditary projierfy, in lieu 
of certain villages in the pergunnah of Puvvay As in the Sunmid formerly grant- 
ed to the aforesaid Rajah, the names of the villages granted to h«m are not de- 
tailed, and as the said Rajah has now requested a Sunnud which shall include 
and detail all the villages now in his possession in the pergunnahs abov c named 
For that reason a single Sunnud granting rent-free the villages detailed under- 
neath, together with their mal, land revenue, sayer, transit duties, abkarce duties 
on spirituous liquors, and all other rights and ajipurtenanccs thereunto belong- 
ing, for ever, generation after generation, has been bestowed ujion the aforesaid 
Rajah, by the bounty of the British Government So long ns the Enjah and 
his adherents shall continue to fulfil the terms of the aforesaid obligation of alle- 
giance, the said Rajah and his heirs and feUcce‘-sors shall enjoy* unmolested pos- 
session of the pergunnahs undermentioned It is nece'ssnrj^ that y’ou consider 
and understand the said Rajah to be proprietor and sole controller of the v illagcs 
detailed herein , and the duties required from the ■'aid Rajah are that he •shall 
cultivate and improve the villages in quc'stion, and protect and satisfy the culti- 
vators and inhabitants, and by every* means in his power contribute to their com- 
fort, and enjoy the produce of the said possesMons m loyalty* and due obedience 
to the British Government

Translation of a Sunnud granted by the Governor-General confemng the 
terntory.of Ajeyourh with the title of Rajah Bahadur upon Runjore 
Sing, half-brother of the late Rajah Bejey Sing. 

Bated 9th September 1859. 

IVhereas it appears from the report of the Governor-General’s Agent for Cen- 
tral India that Rajah Bejey Sing of Ajeygurh died leaving no issue, and that ths 
Ranee, the mother of the deceased Rajah, manifested her fidelity and attach- 
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ment to the Bntish Government during the late disturbances from the commence- 
ment to the end , I therefore grant the territory of A]eygurh aneir, with the ex- 
ception of the exclusive privileges within the town of Banda, to Eajah Runjore 
Sing Bahadur, the half-brother of the late Rajah Bejey Sing, and the heirs male 
of his body lawfully begotten, with the title of Rajah Bahadur, on the condition 
that, so long as Rajah Runjore Sing Bahadur and all his dependants are faithful 
in their allegiance to Government, he and the heirs male of his bodj lawfully be- 
gotten shall not be disturbed in the possession and enjoyment of the abo\ e terr - 
tory

Translation of Sunnud granted to Ti:j Sing, Raiaii of Surllla 

Dated 11th January 1S07 

Be it known to the Judges and Collectors ])rosont and future, and niutasud- 
dees m Government service, jaglnredars and knrorecs «ind chow dries and kanoon- 
goes of pergunnah Julalporc attached to the Soubali of Alkilialiad, and of ])cr- 
gunnah Raat of the same Soubali , that Whereas ]\Inhnra]ah Tc] Sing Bahadur, 
who IS of the descendants of Maharajah Juggut Raj and is one of the rightful 
Chiefs, expressed his desire at the commencement of the Government authority 
in this country for protection from the kindness and gcncrosit} of the Officers 
of the Honorable Company Therefore, m regard to the submission of the TMaha- 
rajah abovenamed, mouzah Sureela, for his necessary expenses of maintenance, 
and its fort as a residence for his family were given, with a jiromise for an increase 
of the maintenance, on condition of his submission and obedience to the Officers 
of Government 

Inasmuch as the Maharajah has performed the duties of obedience in the way 
that w'as proper, and has represented the insufficiency of his maintenance and 
smallness of his revenue Therefore, with a view to maintain and support the 
Maharajah and to fulfil the former promise, the ^^llages according to the detail 
appended, with exception of the pudaruk and muafee and lakhiraj holdings, have 
been fixed for him from the begmmng of the Khureef Fusl of Annus Fusli 1214, 
according to the exalted order of His Excellency the Governor-General, m the 
way of hereditary jaghire and tamgba (a royal grant m perpetuity) 

It IS proper that the Maharajah, continuing always in the performance of 
obedience and loyalty to Government, should expend the income of the jaghirc 
on his maintenance , and giving due attention to the prosperity of the villages 
of the jaghire, should not fail in the slightest particular of vigilance and care- 
fulness , and that he should keep the subjects and people of the villages contented 
and thankful for his good management , and should devote the greatest exertion 
to the chenshmg and conciliation of all the inhabitants , and should give no place 
or shelter to thieves and highway robbers in his villages , but should aid and assist 
the Officers of Government in arresting and seizing them, and in carrying out 
the rules and regulations issued from the territories of the Government of the 
Honorable Company 

And for the ryots and people this is the proper course, that, having considered 
the Maharajah the estabhshed jaghiredar of the villages named, they should re- 
cognize that the necessary and dependent business and affairs of the villages of 
the jaghire are under him, and should not attempt opposition in any way and 
should not ask for a new Sunnud every year , but that, knowmg there is strict 
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injunction in this matter, they should act conformably to what has been wiitten 
above

offences punishable with death or transportation for life shall have the right of pre- 
ferring an appeal to the Agent to the Governor-General , and further, that this 
Sanad does not apply to any criminal -case m which the person accused or any 
of the persons accused are Europeans, European British subjects, Americans 
or Government servants 

It must be distinctly understood that the British Government will at any 
time suspend or revoke the authority thus conveyed, should circumstances appear 
to call for such a proceeding

the village of Dudrec in the pergunnah of Kirka, on the grounds and claim that 
the above villages were from ancient tunes his rent-free lands and were resumed 
by the British Government on its acquirmg possession of Bundelcund , and Where- 
as the proceedmgs held in the investigation of the said claim were submitted to

delcund , and Whereas the proceedings held in the mvestigation of the said claim

comprehending eight Articles to Captain John Bailhe, Political Agent on the 
part of the Honorable Sir George Hilaro Barlow, Bart , Governor-General, etc , 
etc , all which requests have been signed and comphed with according to the just 
and benevolent principles of the British Government, with a view to my greater 
security and satisfaction , and Whereas an obhgatlon of allegiance has been re- 
quired from me, I have accordingly prepared and do hereby present an obhga- 
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laon comprehending the following Articles, from which I promise never to deviate 
or depart in the smallest degree —

Whereas the province of Bundelcund has been lately annexed to the posses- 
sions of tho Honoiablc Company , and Whereas Kooin Sonee Sah, on hearing 
of the benevolent imnciples of the British Go\eiijmcnl towards Iheir subjects 
and their protection of their dejiendniits, hn\ ing feincerely jirofcssod his submis- 
sion and obedience, has freely and voluntaiily ceded to the Officers of the British 
Government the town of Chutterpore and four chokees which were in Ins posses- 
sion during tho lifetime of the late Nawab Alee Bahadur, together with the towns 
of Mowr and of Salut and the Milages dependent on them which he had obtained 
possession of since tlie demise of the late Nawab Alec Bahadur , And Whereas the 
said Koour Sonee Sah has deputed his eldest son, Koour Purtab Sing, to attend 
upon Captain Baillie, the Governor-General’s Agent, for the purjiose of solicit- 
ing forgiveness of Ins offence in not having formerly attended Captain Baillie 
in person, and has entered into and transmitted to that Officer under his signa- 
ture a w'ritten obligation of allegiante and fidelity to the British Government, 
containing five distinct Articles Therefore, and with a mcw' to the protection 
of the rights of those who profess obedience to the British Go^ eminent, which 
it IS the just and benevolent principle of the British Government in India uni- 
formly to support and jirotect, the undermentioned villages and forts, which 
were m the possession of Koour Sonee Sah from ancient tubes until the present 
year 1213 Puslee, are hereby continued and secured in his possession, to be held

Whereas m the year 1806 A D , correspondmg with 1863 Sumbut, my father 
Koour Sonee Sah professed his obedience and submission to the British Govern- 
ment, and havmg in token thereof ceded to the British Government the town 
and chokee of Chutterpore and the towns of Mow and Salut, he obtamed from 
Colonel John Bailhe, then Agent to the Governor-General, a Sunnud in perpe- 
tmty for the lands and villages m his actual possession , and Whereas m the year 
1808, the British Government was pleased to restore the town of Mow to my 
father and to settle the town of Chutterpore m jaghire upon me , and Whereas 
in consequence of the demise of my father and with a view to the provision of 
my brothers, an obhgation of allegiance to the British Government, preparatory 
to my bemg mvested with a Sunnud for the lands and villages composmg the 
jaghire of the late Koour Sonee Sah, has been required of me , Wherefore, and 
in further proof of my submission, fidebty, and attachment to the British Gov- 
ernment, I have prepared and hereby present to Mr John Wauchope, Superin- 
tendent of Pohtical Aflairs m Bundelcund, on the part of the Bight Honorable 
the Governor-General, this Ikramamah, contaming the followmg ten Articles, 
from which I solemnly promise never to deviate or depart m any mstance what- 
ever 

Article 1 

I engage to mamtam no mtercourse with any marauders, whether m or out 
of the provmce of Bundelcund, to give them or their famihes no asylum m my 
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jaglure, and to abstain from all correspondence with tlicm I promise to engage

I engage not to harbour thieves or robbers in any of the \'illages composing 
my jagbwe , and if the property of any of the mhabitants or travellers be stolen 
or robbed m any of my villages, I engage to make the zemmdars of such village 
responsible for the restitution of the stolen property or for the seizure and sur- 
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render of the thief or robber to the British Officers , and if any person amenable 
to the British laws for murder or other crimes committed in the British territory, 
shall take refuge in any of my villages, I engage to apprehend and dehver up such 
offender to the British Government, and further to give every assistance m my 
power to any persons iv^ho may be sent on the part of the British Government

Should it at any time hereafter be clearly proved to the satisfaction of the

I hereby consent that my three legitimate brothers, Koour Pirthee Sing, Koour

in my Sunnud, and I solemnly promise and engage to offer no molestation what- 
ever to them in the possession of those lands during their lifetime As the head 
and representative of my family, I consider myself bound to promote their wel-

Form of a Sunndd granted to Eooar Pertab Sing under the Seal and Signature 
of the Governor-Generai. m Council 

Dated 11th January 1817 

Be it known to the chowdnes, knnoongocs and zemindars of the province 
of Bundelcund , that Whereas m the year 1806, corresponding with the year 
1863 Sumbut, Kooar Sonce Sah, having professed his obedience and submission 
and havmg ceded to the British Government the towns of Chiittorpore, Mow, 
and Salut, with their depending villages, was vested bj' the British Government 
With a hereditary grant of the remaining lands then in his actual possession , 
and Whereas, in the year 1808, the British Government was pleased to lestoro 
the town of Mow to Kooar Sonee Sah and to settle the town of Chutterpore upon 
his eldest son Kooar Pertab Sing , and W''heicas in consequence of the demise 
t,f Kooar Sonee Sah (which happened on the 4th May 1816, corresponding with 
the 20th Bysack, Sumbut 1873), and the unequal and inconvenient disposition 
which the Kooar before Ins death made of his lands, rendering all his sons in- 
dependent of each other, it has become necessary for the British Government 
to interpose the power which its feudal supremacy legally vests in it, in order 
to prevent the public inconvenience that was likely to result from that unequal 
disposition , and Whereas the British Government by virtue of that power and 
in view to the public security and tranquillity, has been pleased to recognise Kooar 
Pertab Sing as successor to his father Kooar Sonce Sah, and to confirm him in 
possession of his father’s ]aghire, on condition of his malang a suitable provision 
for his younger brothers and their families , and "Whereas Kooar Pertab Sing 
has entered mto and has this day presented an Ikrarnamah or obligation of alle- 
giance to the British Government, comprising ten Articles, by which he binds 
himself among other stipulations to leave to his younger brothers the unmolested 
possession durmg their lifetime of the lands which are hereafter particularized 
in this Sunnud Wherefore, and under the considerations and principles above 
set forth, the villages and lands specified in the subjoined schedule, with the re 
servation of the life-tenure to his younger brothers, which is also particularized 
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in the said schedule, are hereby granted to Eooar Fertab Sing and to his heirs 
in perpetuity rent-free by the Bntish Government , and so long as the said Kooar 
Fertab Sing and his heirs shall conduct themselves m obedience and submission 
to the British Government, and shall stnctly adhere to all the terms and condi- 
tions of their engagements, they shall not be molested nor disturbed m the pos- 
session of their lands and villages aforesaid 

It IS your duty therefore to acknowledge and obey Kooar Fertab Sing as 
the jaghiredar of the aforesaid villages, and to consider yourselves as account- 
able to him for all nghts and immunities appertaining thereto It is on the other 
hand mcumbent on the said Kooar Fertab Sing to concibate and render grateful 
the peasantry and inhabitants by his good government, to devote his endeavours 
to increase the population and to enhance the prosperity of his jaghire, and to 
employ its Bounshing resources in the service oi the British Government

1816

The British Government having been graciously pleased, out of a respect 
for the wishes of my father Kooar Sonee Sah, to confirm to me as a provision 
durmg my lifetime the lands and villages contamed m a separate list which I 
have received from the Folitical Supermtendent, and which are also particu- 
larly specified m the Sunnud of Kooar Fertab Smg, on condition of my mam- 
festing due respect and subordmation towards Fertab Smg as the representa- 
tive of my family, I hereby engage to demean myself towards Fertab Smg with 
that respect and submission which is due to him as the acknowledged head and 
representative of our family , and as the Bntish Government has been generously 
pleased to protect me, so long as I adhere to my engagements, against any unjust 
encroachments on the part of Kooar Fertab Smg, I on my part engage to give 
a cheerful acquiescence to such general control and supenntendence over my 
affairs -as it may be necessary for Kooar Fertab Smg to exercise, with a view 
as well to the due fulfilment of his obhgations to the Bntish Government as to 
the general welfare and prospenty of the jaghire 

Article 2 

Havmg received an attested copy of the obhgation of allegiance executed 
by Kooar Fertab Smg to the Bntish Government, I hereby acknowledge all 
the terms of that obhgation to be fully and uneqmvocally bmdmg on myself as 
far as they relate to my mdividual means and the resources of the lands m my 
immediate occupation, and I hereby solemnly engage to contnbute by all the 
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means in my power to the promjit and clTectunl c\ecnijon of nil the duties and 
stipulations which are imposed on Kooar Pertnb Sing by that instrument, and 
to obey ivith promptitude and effect evorj’ requisition that may be made upon 
me connected nith tliose duties and stijnilations, nhctlicr such requisition shall 
come dircctl} from the British Government or from Kooar Pertab Sing

I promise to discontinue all intercourse and correspondence with the above persons, 
and to avoid entering into disputes with any of the servants or adherents of tlie 
British Government If CA’^entually a dispute should arise between any of the 
adherents of the Government, I further engage to afford no assistance to cither 
party, without the orders of the Government, but to remain quietly within my 
own territory in imphcit obedience to the British Government 

Artiole 5. 

If any subject of the British Government abscond and take refuge in any of 
the villages of my jaglure, I engage to seize and deliver up such absconder to the 
officers of the Bntish Government , and should any person be sent on the part of 
the Government to apprehend the fugitive, I engage not only not to obstruct nor 
impede such person, but to co-operate witli him in the apprehension of the fugi- 
tive I further engage to obey the orders of the Civil and Criminal Courts in all 
transactions which shall occur after the date of this obligation, and shall be issued 
by the Agent to the Governor-General, and never to excite commotions or dis- 
turbances in any manner whatever. 
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Aktiole 6. 

I engage never to Imrbour tliioves or robbcra in any of the villages subject 
to my authority ; and if the property of any of the inhabitants or of travellers 
bo stolon or robbed in any of my villages, I promiso to render the zemindars of 
such village responsible for the restitution of the stolen property, or for the seizure 
and delivery of the thief or robber to tbo British Government ; and it any person 
charged with murder, or amenable to the British la\rs for any other crime com- 
mitted in the British territory, take refuge in any of my villages, I further engage 
to seize and deliver over sueh offender to the British Government, or make the 
zemindars appear before the oflicers of tbo British Government. 

AnTioLE 7. 

The zemindars of the villages forming my jaghiro having concluded engage- 
ments with the Collector for tbo payment of their revenue to the end of 1219 Fuslio, 
I beroby engage, until the expiration of the period of those engagements, to levy 
the revenue from them, after crediting the amount collected by tbo Collector, in 
conformity with tbo e.xistiug engagements and pottabs. From tbo beginning of 
tbo Fuslio year 1220 I shall make my own settlement. I shall not molest tbo 
proprietors of rent-free lands who are in posseasion ; and as my jaghiro has boro- 
tofore been subject to the jurisdiction of the Courts of Justice, if any decree shall 
have been passed against any of the subjects of my jaghiro, and the same shall 
bo carried into c.xecution by tbo orders of the Agent to tbo Governor-General, 
I shall obey tbo same without urging my being c.xcmpted from tbo orders of tbo 
Courts of Justice. I will keep a vakeel with the Agent to tbo Governor-General.

To the mootsuddies employed in the duties of the sirkar, the jaghiredars and 
kurones, the chowdnes and kanoongoes, present and future, of the perguunah 
of Punwarry, in the provinoe of Bundelcund, be it known , that Whereas Koour 
Luchmun Sing, on hearing of the fame of the justice and benevolence of the British 
Government m India, having freely and voluntarily professed his cordial obedience 
and submission to the British Government, and havmg accompanied Baja Bukht 
Sing to this place, and m person asked forgiveness for his past offences, and havmg 
further deposited in the records of the Government an Ikraruamah or ohhgation 
of obedience and submission to the British Government comprising six distmct 
Articles, and attested by his own seal and signature , and Whereas the principles 
of the British Government being founded on mercy and on the maintenance and 
support of its dependants Therefore, and m conformity to those just and bene- 
volent prmciples, the village of Nugwan, together with four other villages situated 
in the pergunnah of Punwarry, and yielding kamil jumma of fifteen thousand 
and three hundred Bupees, as specified m the subjoined schedule, are hereby

to thieves and robbers m any of his -snllages It is the duty of the inhabitants 
to acknowledge Koour Luchmun Smg as the jaghiredar of the aforesaid villages, 
to consider all the affairs and duties connected Mutb the aforesaid villages as sub- 
ject to his authority, and to offer no opposition or disobedience to him what- 
ever, and not to require the annual renewal of his Sunnnd

1st Bequest 

I have incurred the enmity of all 
the Mahrattas by my connection with

signature, always at the moment when 
they might be required, by bonds which 
I executed at his desire under my seal 
m this manner, namely, that “1 had 
taken up such a sum of money from 
the bankers on my father’s account, 
and that conformably to his desire 
I should apply it to defray my ex- 
penses,” those debts are very exten- 
sive On this subject I have to observe 
that, according to the Mussulman law,

The same forms of justice which 
prevail in the jaghires of other Chiefs 
of Hindoostan, shall be established 
in your jaghire It is therefore pro- 
per that you should, as a measure 
of precaution, issue peremptory orders 
that no robbers or highwaymen shall 
take refuge in your jaghire, and if 
at any time any subject of the British 
Government shall commit plunder, 
robbery, or murder, and seek refuge 
in the villages composing your ja- 
ghire, you should apprehend and 
dehver over the person of such offend- 
er to the British Government In 
like manner, if any mdividual inhab- 
itant of your jaghire should be 
guilty of any crime of the nature 
above described, either in the Honour- 
able Company’s terntory or within 
the limits of your jaghire, you should 
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apprehend, and dchver over the per- 
son so offending to the British Gov- 
ernment , and if your endeavors to 
seize him should fail, you should 
report the circumstance to the British 
Government, that the necessary mea-

informed of your welfare without awaiting the receipt of a reply to address you 
agam, both with the view of expressing my regard and of submittmg to your 
notice some circumstances of my own condition , and I rely on your know n regard 
to the duties of hospitalit)'^ and friendship for your liberal consideration of the 
case of this sojourner in the British dominions I have had the pleasure to re- 
ceive a satisfactory letter from Captam Baillie on the subject of my wishes and 
claims, which was written to me by your desire in consideration of m}’’ faithful 
attachment to the Honourable Company’s interests, and this letter has afforded 
me the fullest confidence and security for the remainder of my hfe But if, from 
a cunsideration of my family and of my uniform and sincere attachment to the 
British Government, you should be pleased in your own name to confirm the 
assurances conveyed to me by Captam Bailbe, the particulars of which will no 
doubt be submitted to you by him, this confirmation wmiild mcrcasc m}’’ confi- 
dence m your fnendship Should it not be convenient to do so, I shall still remam

Be assured that nothing shall disturb the engagement thus made to you so 
long as your House is loyal to the Crown and faithful to the conditions of the 
Treaties, Grants, or Engagements which record its obhgations to the British Gov-

Translation of an Engaoemknt given m by Eao Baiiawoor Bukiit Sing, 
Jagbircdar of Ciiuroaon, etc , tinder date 27th November 1821 

An engagement of allegiance being required from me by Lieutenant Jloodic, 
Acting Agent of the Governor-General in Bimdelcuiid, m order to establish iny 
submission and obedience to the British Government ; Therefore, in considera- 
tion of the kindness and justice I have experienced from the British Government, 
I, Dewan Bahndoor Bukht Sing, have of my own free mil written and delivered 
to the above-mentioned gentleman an engagement to the following effect — 

That I w'lll not abet or connive at anj' rebellious or suspected persons but 
will break off all correspondence and connection with them On the contrary 
I will use my utmost exertions to scuc such persons, and having seized them will 
deliver them up to the officer of the British Government I w ill not liold enmity 
towards the servants or dependants of the Government , and should any of the 
Chiefs of the districts and dependants of the Government have a difference with 
me, respecting any place, village or boundary, lands, etc, I will make known 
the cause of dispute to the officers of Government and request them to settle it, 
and I will implicit^ submit to whatever may be the decision of Government, nor 
will I dispute w'lth any one in revenge for his quarrelsomeness towards me Should 
any disturbances take place between any one without the sanction of the officers 
of Government, I will not, in any respect whatever, swerve from my obedience 
and allegiance, acting always as a loyal and submissive dependant subject of 
the Government Should any fugitive subject of the Honorable Company take 
refuge in any village of my jaghire, I will seize him and deliver him up to the ser- 
vants of Government , and should the servants of Government come to sewc 
him I will aid them in so doing In the ei ent of troops of the Government pass- 
ing through my ilaka, I will cordially exert myself in collecting siijijilics and other 
requisites, and act m conformity to the desire of the officer commanding the troops 
1 will not pernlit robbers or thieves to reside in my jaghire , and should the pro- 
perty of any person be stolen or plundered in the villages or wuthm the boundaries 
of my jaghire, I will either cause the property or its value to be restored by the 
zammdar, or I will myself repay the amount Should any one after committing 
a crime m the territories of the Government take refuge in the villages of my 
jaghire, I will seize him and deliver him up to the officer of Government I will 
not commit any act whatever that may give rise to disturbance or confusion in 
the territory of the Jhansi State I will pay an annual tribute of Jhansi Bupees 
7,500 to the Subadar of Jhansi through the medium of the Agent of the Governor- 
General I will always maintain the ohservances customary m this district to- 
wards the Bajah of Oorcha, as the head of my family I will appoint a trust- 
worthy person on my own part, who will constantly attend on the officers of Gov- 
ernment as a vakeel to execute such orders as he may require, and should the 
officers of Government be displeasi’d with him for any fault, I will immediately 
appoint another person in his stead. 
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I will in every respect, without swerving, firmly adhere to all the particulars 
of this engagement , and if I shall act contrary to it m any point, I will submit 
to whatever may be thought proper by the officers of Government

Nagocl, Mailiai, StdiaAval and Koihi, ^\as oslaldislied in Maicli 
1871 A Ihitisli Agent was tonipoiaiih attacliod to Rewa in 1857, and 
shoiil^ afteiwaids tlic (onfi.seatcd Estate of Bijaiiagliogaili, and tlie 
States of Nagod, Mailiai and Soliawal, wliudi woio nndor Butish 
inanageineni, wcie placed nndci Ins juiisdntum The J’olitical Agent 
w'as wathdiaw'ii in 1SG2 at the S[aliaia]a\s lequcst, and ]»i.s chaigc was 
added to that of tlie Political Agent, BnndelKhand, in whose hands it 
leniained until the ic-cstablishment ol the scpaiaiu Agency in 1871 
Eoi adniinisliatne cou^enlcncc the State ol Baiaundha and tlic Jagiis 
of Jaso, Paldeo, Taiaou, Bliaisaimda, Pahia and Kainta Itajanla w'cie 
lu 1896 transfeiied fioin the Bnndclkhand Agenc} to tlic Baghelkhaiid 
Agency 

Tiansit duties Jiavc been abolished by all the (Jliicfs in Baglielkhand 
Ho sepaiate extiadition aiiaugements hn\e been concluded with them, 
extradition is effected in accoi dance with the piocednie foi the tune being 
in foice in Biitish India, but theie aie lecipiocal ariangcinenis on cei- 
tain inattfeis, c g , extiadition, suiicndei of police and inilitaiy deseiters, 
seirice of summons, etc , between the States in Baglielkhand and ceitain 
other States in and outside Cential India and adjoining Biitish distiicts 
Rew'a IS the only State in Baglielkhand held undei tieaty, the othois 
aie held undei Sanads Hone of the States oi Jagus jiay any tribute, 
except the J agii of Paldeo (3 "U ) 

The aiea of Baghelkhaiid is 14,700 squaie miles, with a jiopulalion, 
accoi ding to the Census of 1921, of 1,638,623 

1 Eew’A 

The Chiefs of Hew a are Baghel Bajputs, descended fiom the Gujaiat 
family which iiiled at Anhilwaia Patan fiom 1219 to 1296 A membei 
of the family migiated to Noithein India and obtained possession ol 
Bandhogaih, wdiicli lemained the capital of the Baghel posse'^sions until 
its capture by Akbai in 1697, when Ilew’^a became the chief towm 

The fiist Ruler of Rew^a with whom a tieaty w'as made w^as Mahaiaja 
Jai Singh Deo. Oveituies, made in 1803 after the conclusion of the 
Tieaty of Bassein {see Vol VII, The Peshwa), weie 1 ejected by him 
In 1812, howevei, a body of Pindaris invaded Miizapni thiough Reiva 
temtoiy, and the Maharaja w'^as believed eithei to have abetted this 
enteiprise through delibeiate design, 01 to have countenanced it through 
weakness He was accoi dingly lequired in 1812 to accede to a Treaty 
(Ho I), by which he was aclaiowledged as the lulei of his possessions, 
W'as brought undei the piotection of the British Government, to whose 
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arbitration be bound himself to lefer all disputes with neighbouiing 
Chiefs, and engaged to peimit British tioops to march through, oi be 
stationed in, his teintoiies 

Jai Smgh Deo failed to fulfil his obligations and, uhen a militaiy 
post was established in his teiiitoiy, he attempted to starve out the 
detachment Tioops were sent to enforce the execution of the engage- 
ments and to obtain security for their future fulfilment Accordingly, on 
the 2nd June 1813, anothei Treaty (Ifo II) was made, confirming the 
previous Tieaty and defining more clearly the Ruler’s relations with the 
British Government The 5th Article of the Treaty acknowledged the 
nght of the British Government to punish Lai Zabardast Singh, Jagirdar 
of Ohurhat, who had contumaciously refused to allow the Government 
post to be laid through his territories, and the 8th Article related to 
the punishment of certain landholders in the Singrauli district, who 
had attacked a party of Biitish troops during an armistice which had 
been agieed on for the purpose of negotiating the Treaty Zabardast 
Singh was pardoned on his engaging (No III) nevei again to offend 
against the Biitish Government The landholders in Singiauli veie 
depiived of then piopiietary lights, which weie confeiied in 1814 by a 
flesh Treaty (No IV) on the Mahaiaja, on his piomising not to molest 
ceitain of his suboidinate Chiefs who had lendeied assistance to the 
Biitish Government The Biitish Government haie on two occasions 
diiectly interfered on behalf of the Thakui of Singiauli uhose estates 
lie paitly in Rewa and paitly in Biitish teiiitory 

Jai Smgh Deo abdicated in favoui of his son Bishwauath Singh, 
who was succeeded in 1854 by his son Raghuiaj Smgh Accoidiug to 
local chronicles, he was the thii ty-second of his Ime 

In 1847 the Maharaja prohibited satx thioughout his dominions. 

Eoi his seivices in the mutiny of 1857 the distiict of Sohagpui and 
the village of Amaikautak ueie confeiied in soveieiguty upon Raghuiaj 
Smgh, who was mfoimed that, in his dealings ivith the zammdais, he 
would be expected to adopt a couise in confoimity uith the practice of 
the Biitish Government 

In 18b2 the Rulei of Reua leceived a Sauad of Adoption (No V) 

In 1803 the Mahaiaja ceded the land lequiied foi lailuay pui poses 
with dll his soveieign lights theieon (No Yl) 

In 1867 the Ruler of Rewa was gianted a peiinanent salute of 17 
guns 

In 1867 Raghurdj Smgh, at whose request the Biitish Agent tern 
poraiily appointed in 1857 to assist him in his government had been 
withdi'awm in 1862 desiied the direct inteiJeience of the Biitish Gov- 
ernment in efiecting lefoims in the administration of his State, but 
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tlie application was declined on llie g-iound llial it ■^^as incumbent on 
tbe Mabaiaja himself to dischaipe his duties as a iiilei In 1868 he 
abolished the system of levjnng tiansit dues as well as that of farming 
the levenue to contiaclois, and, as a fuithei means of remedying the 
disoiganisation into which the St.ite liad fallen, appointed Raja Dinkai 
Rao as his Ministei The Biitish Go\t‘iimu*nl consented to the aiiange- 
inent, but declined to giiaiantee the position of the ^rniislci, uho was 
compelled eventually to abandon the task he had uiuleitaken In 
1870 Goveinment agieed to the Mahaiaja’s lequest loi the le-eslab- 
lishment of the sepaiate Agonev Since its withdiaual in JSG2, the 
political supervision of Rewa affaiis had been entrusted to the Bundel- 
Idiand Agent 

In 1873 the Mahaiaja, to a\enge an insult alleged to have been ofEeied 
to the Mahaiani, violated his tieaty engagements by despatching into 
Sohawal teriitory an armed foice, uhich plundered a house and mur- 
dered one of its inmates Foi this oft’ence he was fined Rs 10,000, 
and the Sardars who had aided him in its commission were fined Rs 1,000 
each. 

In 1875 the Maharaja repiesented his inability to manage the affaiis 
of his State, and agreed (No YII) to make ovei the administiation to 
the Political Agent, aided by the Ministei, Lai Randiman Singh, until 
the debts of the State should be liquidated and a propei government 
established The pioposal was acceded to on the uiidei standing that, 
when the time should aiiive foi the Riitish Goveinment to withdraw 
fiom the direct management of the State, an engagement should be given 
by the Maharaja to maintain the svstein oi administration intioduced 
by the Biitish Government, and to piotect any lights which might liavu 
sprung up undei Biitish administiation 

Maharaja Raghuraj Singh died in 1880, and was succeeded by his sou 
Venkat Raman Singh 

In May 1881 Ram Raj Singh, the suboidinate Chief of Madhogaih, 
who was heir piesumptive to the Rew^a gaddi, died without issue The 
Estate was resumed by Rewa on the giound tliat the Mahaiaja was the 
neaiest male relative of the deceased and that the Estate, which had 
been a’ssigned in 1809 by Maharaja Jai Singh Deo as the portion of 
his second son, leverted, on failure of diiect hens, to the State This 
action was upheld by the Government of India 

In Eebruary 1882 the Political Agent, Baghelkhand, who had con- 
tinued since 1875 to administer Rewa, was appointed Superintendent of 
Rewa A Council of Sardais w^as appointed as a consultative body to 
assist the Superintendent m the administration of the State, and to advise 
in matters connected with the Maharaja’s family and the customs of 
the State 
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In 1882 tlie State assumed lesponsibility for tbe maintenance of the 
portions of the Great Deccan Road, Bewa-Sutna Boad and Sohagi Pass 
Boad lying -within Bewa territory 

In 1883 the State agieed to cede, with full jurisdiction theieon, the 
lands lequiied foi the Bengal-Nagpui Bailway (No VIII) 

In Januaiy 1885 the Bewa State handed over to the Government of 
India, with other necessary concessions for mining purposes, the suiface 
and mining lights in the TJmaiia coalfields, a tract of about three squaie 
miles The terms included the payment of a royalty to the Darbai 
In April 1885 civil and ciiminal juiisdiction over the coalfields was 
ceded to the Government of India, who entrusted the immediate admin- 
istrative control of the tract and the executive management of the opera- 
tions to the Chief Commissioner of the Cential Provinces The whole 
arrangement, which -was subject to leconsideration on the Mahaiaja's 
majority, terminated at the Maharaja’s lequest on the 1st January 1900, 
when the colliery was retransferred to the Bewa Darbar on the undei- 
standing that any proposal to tiansfer it thereafter to a company 
would be submitted for the consideration and orders of the Government 
of India (No IX) 

In November 1895 the administration of the State was handed over 
to Maharaja Venkat Baman Singh under certain conditions, and the 
Council of Sirdars was dissolved from that date 

In May 1902 an agieement was made between the Bengal-Nagpur 
Bailway Company and the Maharaja, as the proprietor of the Bewa 
State colliery at TJmaria, foi the peiformance by the latter of certain 
seiwices .it the pit-head terminus of the TJmaria branch line, for the 
purpose of developing the coal traffic between the colliery and the stations 
of the railway company and other connected railway lines vid the TJmaria 
station of the company 

Venkat Baman Singh died on the 30th October 1918 and was suc- 
ceeded by his elder son the present Maharaja Gulab Singh, boin on 
the 13th Maich 1903 During the ensuing minority the administration 
was, in accordance with the wishes expressed by the late Maharaja, 
cdiried on by his brother-in-la-w , Maharaja Sajjan Singh of Batlam, 
as Begent, assisted by a Council 

The termination of the minority and the investiture of Maharaja 
Gulab Singh with full poweis was announced by the Viceroy at a Darbar 
held on the 31st October 1922 

In 1924 the State consented to the construction of a Bailway Ime 
from Hutra to Annupur through its teiritoiy 

In the same year the State entered into an agreement with the 
Bengal-Nagpur Bailway for the construction, working and maintenance 
'of a siding to seive the Buihai State collieries This was followed by 
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iiuother, couchuled iu 192G; aud by a suppleuieutary agreemeut, made 
iu 1929, regaidiug tlie working of coal under the siding. 

In 1930 tlie title of Maharajudhiraja was recognised as a hereditary 
distinction iu favour of the lluler of Rewa, whose territorial designation 
of Maharaja of Rewa remains unaltered. 

The area of the State is 13,000 stpare miles; ihe population, accord- 
ing to the Census of 1921, 1,401,524; and the revenue about 00 lakhs.

The liability of the State to the pa3uueut of Nazarana on successions 
had not been decided by 1911 when, on the occasion of the Coronation 
Darbar, all such levies were abolished. 

2. Nagou on Dnciiaura. 

The founder of the Nagod familj', who are I’arihar Rajputs, is said 
to have been Bhoj Raj, who is supposed to have migrated from Kotara, 
thiough fear of death at the hands of his bastard brother, aud settled 
iu Uuchahra iu 1478. Like Kothi, the Slate of Nagod was originally- 
included as one of the subordinates of Ranna in the Sanad granted to Raja 
Kishore Singh. Rut, as Unchalu-a had been in the possession of the an- 
cestors of Lai Sheoraj Singli before the e.stablishmeut of the power of 
Chhatarsal in Bundelkhand, aud the family had never been ousted 
either by the Bundela Rajas or by Ali Bahadur, a Sanad (No. X) was 
given to Lai Sheoinj Singh in 1809, confirming him iu his possessions, 
lie was succeeded iu 1818 by-- his son Balbhaddar Singh, who was 
deposed in 1831 for the murder of -his brother. Raghavendra Singh, 
son of Balbhaddar Singh, was then a minor, and the State was. tem- 
porarily- taken under British administration. On attaining his majority 
in 1838, Raghavendra Singh was installed; a new Sanad (No. XI) was 
given him, and a nazarana of Rs. 8,000 was taken. He soon became 
deeply- involved in debt and, at his own request, the State was again 
taken under British management in 1844. The Raja rendered good 
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service dm mg the mutiny, and uas rev aided in 1859 uitli the grant 
(No XII) of eleven villages fiom tlie confiscated Estate of Bijaiiagho- 
gaili, wliicli liad at one tune foimed a portion of tlie Mailiar State 

In 18G2 the Hulei of Nagod leceived a Sanad of Adoption (icc 
Bundelkhand No XIII) 

In 1863 the Eaja ceded lauds (No XIII) for lailuay puiposes, -with 
full lights shoi-t of so\eieiguty 

In 1865, at the Itaja’s lec^uest, the management of tlie State was 
again made ovei to him 

In 1867 the Hulei of Nagod uas gianted a peimanent salute of 9 guns 

liaghavendia Singh died iii 1874, and was succeeded bj- his sou 
tTadabindia Singh, called also Sambhu Das, who was put in full chaige 
of the State in Eebiuaiy 1882 The giave disoider existing in the 
State lendeied it necessary in 1893 to require the Haja to appoint a 
qualified person, ap^)lo^ed by the Political Agent, as his Diwan He, 
hone's ei, resented this advice and in 1894 went to Benaies and settled 
theie The Government of India were therefore compelled to direct 
the Political Agent to assume chaige of the State The Raja lived in 
■\oluntaiy exile at Benaies, declining the allowance that Government 
neie prepared to grant him fiom his State, until Septembei 1904, when 
he consented to live at Sutna and to accept an allowance of Rs 2,000 
a month, paid from the revenues of the State In 1904 he fomally 
adopted from a Paiihai family of KatLon (Nagod State) a boy named 
Bhaigvendia Singh, then aged about 17 yeais, but he subsequently 
contracted auothei uiariiage, and sons were boin to him in 1912 and 
1916 Restricted powers were lestoied to Jadabindia Singh in 1920 
He died m 1922 and w'as succeeded by his elder son Naiharendra Singh, 
who died on the 26th February 1926 and w'as succeeded by his younger 
brother the present Raja Mahendia Singh Smee the commencement 
of the minority in 1922 the administration has been carried on by a 
State Council with the Political Agent in Baghelkhand as President 

The area of Nagod is 501 square miles, the population, according 
to the Census of 1921, 68,166, and the revenue about 2^ lalchs 

The military forces consist (1926) of 11 Cavalry, 62 Armed Police 
and 5 Artillery men, with 8 serviceable and 1 unser\iceable guns 

The State was liable to the operation of the Nazarana rules up to 
1911 when, on the occasion of the Coronation Darbar, all such levies 
were abolished

In 1869 the heioditaiy title of Kapi Mas coufeiied (Xo XIX) upon 
the Riilei of Maihai and in 1878 he Mas gi anted a permanent salute 
of 9 guns 

Raghubn Siugh died in 1908 ami M'as sueceotled hv his eldest son 
Jaduhir Singh, who accepted an obligation to consult the Political 
Agent in all impoitant matteis connected Muth the State 

He died m 1910 and was succeeded by his younger hiothei Eandhir 
Singh, who was murdeied in December 1911, and was succeeded by his 
son the present Ra]a Bnjnath Singh, horn on the 22nd Pehruary 1896 
Duiing his minoiitj’^ the administration was earned on by a Dewan 
undei the supervision of the Political Agent in Baghelkhand Baja 
Bii]nath Singh leceived luling powers in 1917. In 1920 the Govern- 
ment of India decided that the Ruler of Maihar should he admitted as 
a Member of the Chamber of Princes In March 1921 he was granted 
a Sanad (see Bundelkhand Xo XXXYI) enhancing his powers to dispose 
of ciimmal cases 

The aiea of Maihai is 407 squaie miles, the population, accoiding 
to the Census of 1921, 66,540, and the levenue about 3| lakhs. 

The militaiy foices consist (1926) of 14 Cavaiiy, 43 Infantry, 98 
Aimed Police and 10 Artilleiy men, with 8 serviceable and 3 unservice- 
able guns. 
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Tile Stale was liable to tlie ojienitioii of the Kazarana rules up to 
1911 when, oil the oeeasioii of the Coronation Darhar, all such levies 
were aholished. 


4. SoiIAlVAL. 

Sohawal was formerly a portion of liewa territory, but about the 
middle of the sixteenth century, when Aniar Singh was Ruler of Rewa, 
bis son Fateh Singli threw oil' his father’s authority and established bis 
independeuco as Chief of Sohawal. Afterward.s the State became sub- 
ordinate to Panna (src llundelKbaud), and was so entered in the Sauad 
granted to Itaja Kishore Singh. Hut, for the same reasons that separate 
Sanads were granted to the Chiefs of Kotbi and TJnehahra on the British 
occupation of Bundelkhand, a Sanad (No. XX) was granted in 1809 to 
Rais Lai Aman Singh, the seventh Chief of Sohawal, confirming him 
in his State on his tendering a deed of allegiance. Aman Singh resigned 
the Stale to his eldest sou Raghunath Singh. In IS-'IO Sohawal was 
taken under British administration to liquidate a private money claim 
preferred against the Chief, but three year.s later was restored to Aman 
Singh, his son Raghunath Singh having died in the interval. 
In 1840 Aman Singh made over the State to his second son, 
Sheo Singh, who in 1843 received a Sanad (Xo. XXI) recognising his 
succession. By improvidence and misrule the State became involved 
in debt, and in 184.5 it was taken under British management at the 
Chief’s own request. 

The eldest son of Sheo Singh, Indrajit Singh, died in 1856, leaving 
a son Slier Jang B.ahadur Singh, who succeeded his grandfather in 
1865, and was entrusted with the management of his State in 1871. 

In 1862 the Chief of Sohawal received a Sanad of Adoption (sco 
Bundelkhand Xo. XIII). 

In 1863 the Chief ceded (Xo. XXII) lands for railway purposes, 
with full jurisdiction short of sovereign rights. 

Sher Jang Bahadur Singh died in 1899, and was succeeded by his 
eldest sou Bhagwat Raj Bahadur Singh. 

In 1911 the hereditary title of Raja was conferred (Xo. XXIII) on 
the Chief of Sohawal. 

Bhagwat Raj Bahadur Singh died on the 16th February 1930 and 
was succeeded by his eldest sou the present Raja Jogendra Bahadur 
Singh, born on the 9th July 1899. 

The territories of the State lie in two distinct districts separated from 
each other by the State of Kothi ; the northern portion is also intermixed 
with lands belonging to Panna. 

The area of Sohawal is 213 square miles; the population, according 
to the Census of 1921, 38,078; and the revenue slightly over one lakh. 
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Tlie military forces of tlie State consist (1926) of 4 Cavalry and 60 
Armed Police, witli 30 serviceable and 20 unserviceable guns. 

The State was liable to tlib operation of the Nazarana rules up to 
1911 when, on the occasion of the Coronation Darhar, all such levies 
were abolished. 

Raigaon . — The Jagir of Raigaon belongs to a junior branch of the 
Sohawal family. This Jagir was originally granted by Mahipat, fifth in 
descent from Pateh Singh, to his brother Sarup Singh, on condition of 
service and of contribution towards the exigencies of the State. In 
1829 Raghunath Singh, then admini.stering the Sohawal State, claimed 
the right of either resuming the Jagir or of levjnng tribute and exacting 
allegiance from its holder. These demands were not supported by Gov- 
ernment. In 1855, on the death of the Jagirdar, a quit-rent (ubari) was 
imposed on the Jagir by the British officer administering the Sohawal 
State; but on appeal this was di.sal]owed by Government, on the under- 
standing that the Jagirdar faithfully performed his allegiance to the 
Chief of Sohawal. His claims, however, to independence of Sohawal, 
and to certain other privileges inconsistent with bis subordinate position, 
were absolutely negatived; for in the Sanads of 1S09 and 1843 the Chief 
of Sohawal had been refeiwed to as the hereditary Chieftain of the Soha- 
wal and Raigaon tniijimt, and bad been guaranteed in the permanent 
possession of them under certain conditions of allegiance to the British 
Government. 

In October 1883, owing to the continued refusal of the Thakur, 
Bilcramajit Singh, to comply with the just demands of his Chief, the 
Raja of Sohawal was permitted, under the orders of the Government of 
India, to attach the Raigaon Jagir. But, the Thakur having submitted 
in November 1885, the Chief re.stored his Jagir, the Jagirdar executiuf' 
an agreement binding himself to accept the supremacy of the Sohawal 
Darbar and to fulfil the proper obligations of bis tenure. 

The Jagirdar of Raigaon enjoys a revenue of Rs. 40,000 per annum. 

The present Jagirdar, Raghuban.sman Prasad Singh, succeeded to 
the Estate in November 1896. 

5. Kothi. 

In the Sanad granted to the Raja of Panna in 1807 {nee Bundelkhand) 
Kothi is entered as one of his subordinates. The founder of the Jagir 
was Jagat Raj Singh Baghela. The family is of the Baghel caste and 
had long held their Jagir, paying .submission to the successive conquerors 
of Bundelkhand. They were never dispossessed either in the time of the 
Bundela Rajas or of Ali Bahadur, and therefore in 1810 a Sanad 
(No. XXIY) was granted to Rais Lai Duniyapat, the Jagirdar then in 
possession, making him directly dependent on the British Government, 
like the other Bundelkhand Chieftains, 
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Lai Duniyapat was succeeded in tlie Cliiefsliip by bis son Lai 
Abdbiit, who was in turn succeeded by his son Tial Ean Bahadur Singh 

In 1862 the Chief of Kothi received a Sanad of Adoption (see 
Bundelkhand No LV) 

In 1863 the Chief agreed (No XXV) to make over lands for railway 
purposes fiee of cost, and to sui render all transit duties on goods passing 
through his territory 

In 1878 the hereditary title of Eaia Bahadur was conferred upon the 
Chief of Kothi (No XXVI) Ban Bahadur Singh died in 1887, and 
was succeeded by his eldest son Bhagwat Bahadur Singh, who died 
in 1895, and was succeeded by his eldest son Avadhendra Bahadur 
Singh He died on the 7th August 1914 and was succeeded by his 
eldest son the present Ba]a Bahadur Sitaraman Piatap Bahadur Singh, 
born in 1892 

The area of Kothi is 169 square miles, the population, according to 
the Census of 1921, 20,087, and the revenue about Bs 75,000 

The military forces of the State consist (1926) of 10 Cavalry, 17 
Infantry, 20 Armed Police and 3 Artillery, with 29 serviceable and 4 
unseiviceable guns 

Under the terms of its Adoption Sanad, Kothi was subiect to the 
payment of Na/arana of a quarter of a yeai’s net revenue on direct 
succession and a half vear’s net revenue on successions bv adoption, 
up to 1911, when all Nazarana levies weie abolished on the occasion 
of the Coronation Darbar 

6 BAKAHNniTA on PATnAHKACnHAn 

This family is veiw ancient It belongs to the Eaghubansi caste of 
Ba]puts The piesent line tiaces its descent from Gauri Chand, a Chief 
of Baiaundha who died in 1549 TTiider the rule of the Bundela Chiefs, 
the State seems to have been held under a Sanad fiom Hirde Sah 
Mohan Singh was confiiraed bv the Biitish Government in the territoi’y 
which he held under the Bundelas and All Bahadur, and a Sanad 
(No XXVII) was giver to him in 1807 He died in 1827 without 
male issue, leaving a will in which the whole of his pioperty was be- 
queathed to his nephew Sarabjit Singh Although Sarah] it Singh 
was not formally adopted. Government recognised his succession to the 
exclusion of his two elder brothers 

In 1862 the Chief received a Sanad of Adoption (see Bundelkhand 
No XIII) 

In 1863 Sarab]it Singh ceded lands (No XXVIII) for railway 
purposes, with juiisdiction thereon 
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Shoitly befoie the dcnili of ,Saial)]ii Sinpli, winch occunod in 1867, 
an nnsuccessfiil afiempt A\as made hy Ins llnid son, Rain Dayal Singh,

The area of the State is 218 square miles, the population, accoiding to 
the Census of 1921, 15,912 and the re^clule ahout Es 40,000 

The militaiy foices of the State consist (1926) of 13 Caialiy, 92 
Int.intiy, 6 Armed Police and 2 Aitilleij' men, wdth 20 serviceahle and 
10 unseiviceahle guns 

The State was liable to the operation of the K’azaiana lules up to 
1911 when, on the occasion of the Coronation Darh.ai, all such levies 
were abolished 

7 Jaso. 

In the partition which Chhatarsal made of his possessions the par- 
gaiias of Kotra and Jaso weie included in the shaie of Jagat Ea], 
who in 1766 divided his State between Guman Singh, from whom 
the A 3 aigaih Ra^a is descended, Khuman Singh, the ancestoi 
of the Cliarkhan family, and Pahar Singh, the founder of the 
State of Jaitpui, now extinct In this division the Kotra and Jaso 
distiicts were divided between Guman Singh and Khuman Singh 
Bharti Chand, the fourth son of Chhatarsal, held the district in sub- 
pi dmation to his eldei brother and left it in two shares to his sons, 
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Dmjan Singli and Haii Singli who, duiing the quairels in the family 
of Ohhataisal, managed to maintain themselves in independent posses- 
sion. 'Durjan Singh, dying childless, left his share to Ghait Singh, son 
of Hail Singh, who was succeeded hy his infant son Murat Singh, in 
the whole of the Jaso territory Jaso, like the other Bundelkhand States, 
was conqueied by All Bahadui, by whom Gopal Singh, a rebel seiwant 
of Chait Singh, uas established in possession on condition of submission 
and allegiance Gopal Singh took the infant Murat Singh into his 
protection 

In the arrangement made with Bakht Singh of Aiaigarh in 1807 
the pargana of Kotra, in which Murat Singh’s possessions lay, was in- 
cluded in the Ajaigarh teiritory Murat Singh, however, refused to 
acknowledge the supremacy of Bakht Singh, and the peace of the counti-y 
was disturbed by the quarrel In 1813 the British Government decided 
in favour of the Eaja of A]aigarh, and directed the Agent in Bundei- 
khand to endeavour to persuade Muiat Singh to acknowledge the Baca’s 
supremacy, and pay his revenue of Rs 2,500 a yeai thiough the British 
Government, if not direct, to the Ra^a But Murat Singh would listen 
to no terms which involved a lecognition of his subordination to Bakht 
Singh in any form The inability of the Ra]a to coerce Murat Singh led 
to further enquiries into the claims of the latter It was then clearly 
pioved that, although the Jaso Jagir had never been actually sepaiated 
from the territoiies oiigiually i tiled over by Jagat Raj, yet the authority 
of the A]aigarh branch of the family over Jaso had never been more 
than nominal, that seveial influential Chiefs of Bundelkhand were in 
favour of the recognition of the claims of Muiat Singh, and that, had 
the existence and claims of Murat Singh been known in 1807, his descent 
and rights would undoubtedly have ensuied to him the separate recog- 
nition of his patiimonial possessions, accoiding to the policy of the 
Biitish Government in confirming possession as it stood at the time of 
All Bahadur’s death A separate Sanad (No XXIX) was theiefore 
conferred on Murat Singh in 1816, confirming him in the possession of 
laso independently of any subjection to Balcht Singh At the same 
lime it was considered unjust, under a new and moie accurate view of 
the case, to insist on the cession by Bakht Singh, without compensation, 
of what had been acknowledged by the Biitish Government in 1813 to 
be his light A i emission of the quit-rent of Rs 2,500, which the 
Raja of Ajaigarh claimed from Jaso, was therefore granted to Raja 
Bakht Singh from the amount of his annual tribute, and, in considera- 
tion of the injury done to Murat Singh by his long exclusion from his 
lights. Government resolved to beai the loss <ind not to exact the 
quit-rent from Jaso 

Murat Singh had two sons, the elder of whom died childless, and 
the second, Isri Singh, succeeded to the Jagir Isn Singh was long at 
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variance witli two of liis relatives, Baglmnatli Siirgli and Satarjit Siugli, 
wliojn, in consequence of tlieir rebellion, be bad ousted from tbeir re- 
spective Jagirs of llicliul and Duraba. Prom 1832 onwards tbe dispute 
bad been frequently referred to tbe Agent in Bundelkband for settle- 
ment, but it was contrary to tbe policy of Government to interfere in 
tile internal affaii'S of tbe Jagir. As, however, tbe continuance of tbe 
quarrel tbreatened the disturbance of the jiublic jieace, Government at 
length interfered in 1845. Ragbunatb Singh was restored to the Estate 
of Ricbul on condition of paying an annual quit-rent of Rs. 1,000 to 
the Jagirdar of Jaso; and an allowance of Es. 1,000 a year was given 
to Sat ar jit Singh. 

Isri Singh died in 1860, leaving a minor son Earn Singh, who died 
soon afteiwards, the direct descendants of Mnrat -Singh thus becoming 
extinct. Tbe Enja of Ajaigarb claimed tbe State as a lapse to him; 
but bis claim was considered to have been extinguished by tbe arrange- 
ments of 1816, tbe effect of which was to recognise and confirm tbe 
antecedent rights of tbe Jaso family, and thereby to entitle tbe collateral 
relatives of Murat Singh to succeed in direct subordination to tbe British 
Government. Satarjit Singh, of tbe Duraba branch of tbe family and 
nephew of Murat Singh, was considered tbe nearest heir; and as be 
himself wished to succeed in preference to bis youngest son Eanjit 
Singh, whose adoption bad been proposed by tbe widows of the late 
Jagirdar, be was recognised (Eo. XXX) as successor to tbe Jaso Estate 
in 1862, 

In tbe same year tbe Chief received a Sanad of Adoption 
(Xo. XXXI). 

Satarjit Singh died in 1869, and was succeeded by bis eldest son 
Bliopal Singh, who died in 1876, and was succeeded by bis son Gajraj 
Singh. On his death in 1888, witbont male issue, be was succeeded 
l)j^ liis only surviving brother Chhatarpati Singh, who died in 1889, 
and was succeded by Jagat Eaj, Ubaridar of Ricbul, representative of 
the nearest collateral line. In 1900 the Government of India accepted 
tbe voluntary resignation of bis Jagir by Jagat Eaj. Ovfing to tbe 
minority of bis son Girwar Singh, tbe Jagir remained under Govern- 
ment management until 1911, when tbe yonng Jagirdar received ad- 
ministrative powers subject to certain restrictions. Girwar Singh died 
in 1918 and was succeeded by bis minor son Earn Pratap Singh, born 
on the 7tb March 1910. Tbe Jagir thus came again under mauagemeut, 
and is now administered by a Kamdar under the general control of tbe 
Political Agent in Bagbelldiand. 

In 1923 tbe Government of India recognised tbe title of Dewaii as 
(lie proper territorial designation of tbe Chief of Jaso. 

Tbe area of tbe Estate is 72-1 square miles; tbe population, according 
to the Censn.s of 1921, 7,221; and tbe revenue about Es. 40,000. 
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The military forces of the Jagir consist (1926) of 1 Cavalry man and 
15 Aimed Police, with 3 serviceable and 2 unserviceable guns 

Kazarana of Rs 2,500 was taken, according to the terms of the 
Adoption Sanad (No XXXI), from the Jaso Estate on all successions, 
whether diiect oi by adoption, up to 1911, when all Nazarana levies 
weie abolished on the occasion of the Coronation Darbai

of All Bahadur,' the Chaube family seized the fort for themselves, and 
successfully resisted for ten years the siege laid to it by Ah Bahadur, 
who died in the course of it At the time of the British occupation 
the fort was held by the sons of Ram Krishna, of whom there were ori- 
ginally seven * Baldeo, the eldest, was dead, and his son, Dariyao Singh, 
was commandant of the fort Although the family, being merely rebel- 
lious servants of the family of Chhatarsal, had no claim to a settl^^ment 
on the same terms as the descendants of the old Bundela Rajas, yet, in 
pursuance of the policy of the British Government to abandon the 
country above the Ghats, leaving its defence to the petty Chiefs, and 
with a view to' the pacification of the country, Dariyao Singh on behalf 
of the family was confiimed in 1806 in the possessions they held on 
condition of allegiance (No XXXII) Many of the villages, however, 
claimed by Daiiyao Singh weie in possession of the Killadar of Ajaigarh, 
and for this leason it was impossible at the time to grant Dariyao Singh 
a formal Sanad 


The impolicy of leaving this family in the possession of the fort of 
Kalinjar soon became appaient The strength of the fortress induced 
Dariyao Singh persistently to oppose the British authority, and to give 
secret encouragement to the predatory leaders who disturbed the peace 
of the countiy It was theiefore resolved to dispossess him An attack 
made on the fort in January 1812 failed, but Dariyao Singh surrendeied 
on condition of the family receiving other lands in exchange for thobe 
thev held So violent were the dissensions in the familv that it was 
found necessary in 1812 to grant separate Sanads (No XXXIII) to each 
member for his individual share, and also to grant a separate Sanad to 
Gopal Lai, the family vakil, in older that no one of the shareis might 
aiiogate to himself a greater shaie of influence or patronage than 
another At the time of this partition two of the brothers, Govind Das 
and Gajadhar, weie dead, and were lepresented by their sons, Pokhai 
Prasad and Gaya Prasad Two of the shares were held by women, one 


* Bnideo, Bharat]u, Govind Das, Gajadhar, Nawal Kislior, Salig Bam and 
Chhatarsal 
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l)y tile luotliei' of Cliliatai'sal and the other hj^ the widow of Bliaratju. 
The share of tlie former was, at lier own reijiiest, and with the consent 
of the several sharers, joined in the Sanad granted to Chhatarsal Chanhe; 
that of tlie latter in tlie Sanad granted to Nawal Kislior. Shortlj'^ after 
this settlement had been elfected, (jiiariels broke out between Nawal 
Kishor and the widow of Bharatjn : and in 1817 it became necessary to 
separate their shares, and to grant them distinct Sanads (No. XXXIV) 

It is a rule of succession in this family that, when heirs fail to 
any sharer, the share is divided aniono- the surviving branches of the 
family. In this way two shai'es, that of the widow of Bliaratju ivlio died 
in 1880, and that of the mother of Chhatarsal, were ah.sorhed. Of the 
remaining seven shares, Purwa, which fornied the share of Pokhar 
Prasad, was confiscated in 1855 on account of the complicity of his sou 
and successor, Bishan Prasad, in murder. Naegaon, the share of Chha- 
tarsal, was absorbed under the following circumstances : Chhatarsal 
was succeeded by his son, Tagannath, who in 1843 was succeeded by 
his widow, Nanni Dnlahin. Under the Sanad granting her the right 
of adoption Nanni Dulabin wished to adopt one Bans Gopal; this was 
objected to by the other iiienibers of the family, on the ground that 
Hans Gopal was not directly de.«cended from Ram Krishna, the founder 
of the family, but from one of Ram Krisliua’s ancestors. Without 
laying down any general rule which might limit the terms of the 
Adoption Sanad, Government con.sidered that it was more in harmony 
both with the principle of Hindu law as to adoptive heirs, and also 
with the lights and customs of the Cliaube family, that the female 
Jagirdar should select an heir from among the direct de.scendants of Ram 
Krishna. Further than this Government would not circumscribe her 
privilege of adoption. Shortly after this dedsion Bans Gopal died, and 
liis death was followed in Tanuary 1864 by that of Nanni Ilulahin, 
who left a deed adopting Biliari Lai, the son of Bans Gopal. The 
adoption was however disallowed on the ground that it did not come 
within the conditions of the Adoption Sanad, and the partition of the 
Jagir in eijual .shares among the other branches of the Cliaube family 
in accordance with the rule of succession was authorised. A suitable 
provision was made for Bihari Lai and for the widow of Chhatarsal, 
the first Jagirdar; each share will revert at the death of its holder 
to the other members of the family. 

There remain now five* .shares, of which four, are held by the des- 
cendants of Ram Kri.sbna Cliaube, and one by the family of Gopal Lai, 
the vakil. In each case a Sanad of Adoption {sec Bundelkhand No. LV) 
was granted in 1862, and by the terms of the Adoption Sanads, the 
holding was subject to the payment of nazarana of a quarter of a ycarks 
net revenue on direct succession, and half a year’s net revenue on

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succession by adoption In 1911, however, on the occasion of the 
Coionation Darhai, all Hjssaiana levies were abolished 

(а) Paldeo 

This Jagir was left bj’’ Dariyao Singh to his son Nathu Ram, who 
was succeeded by his son Raja Ram in 1840 Raja Ram died with- 
out issue 111 Octohei 1842, and was succeeded by his uncle Slieo Piasad 
Sheo Fiasad was succeeded in 18G5 by his eldest son Makund Singh, 
who died in 1874 and, on failuie of Imeal male hens, was succeeded by 
his brothel Chaube Aniudh Singh A nazarana of half a year’s net 
revenue was taken on this occasion 

In 1883 the existing aiiangements, whereby certain ladies of the 
family enjoyed land for maintenance, weie modified, the Jagiidai 
engaging to substitute suitable cash allowances 

Aniudh Singh died in 1891, and the succession of his first cousin 
Naiayan Das was recognised by the Government of India As in Ihe 
Banka Pahari case (see Bundelkhand), the succession was consideied 
direct, and a nazarana of one-fouith of a year’s revenue only was exacted 

Naiayan Das died^in 1894, and was succeeded by his eldest son Jagat 
Raj, who died on the 2nd October 1923 and was succeeded by his 
grandson Chaube Shiva Prasad, bom on the 1st March 1908 During 
his minority the Estate is being managed by a Kamdar under the super- 
vision of the Political Agent 

The area of Paldeo is 53 14 square miles, the population, according 
to the Census of 1921, 9,038, and the revenue about half a lakh The 
Estate pays annually a tribute of Rs 242 on account of Jagir and a 
share of Seha diamond mine 

The military forces of the Estate consist (1920) of 1 Cavalry man, 
12 Infantry, 12 Armed Police and 2 Artillery men, with 15 serviceable 
guns

Taraon fell to the share of Gaya Prasad, who in 1840 left it to his 
son Eamta Piasad, who was succeeded in 1856 by his son Ram Chand 
Ram Chand died in 1872, and was succeeded bj his son Chatuibhuj 

In 1884 the Jagirdar ceded land foi the Jhansi-Manikpui State (now 
Great Indian Peninsula) Railway, leceiving payment for the area ac-

The aiea ol Taiaon is 10 5 squaie miles, the population, accoiding 
to the Census of 1921, 4,390, and the leienuc about Ks 20,000

Bhaisaunda uas the shaie of Naval Kishoi, vho vas succeeded b\ 
his son Achaiju, vho in tuin was sin (coded In liis second son Tnath 
Piasad Tnath Piasad died in 1885, .ind was sut'ieeded In his eldest 
giandson Chhataisal Piasad 

During the niiuoiity of Chhataisal Piasad the Jagn was adinini''tered 
by a Kaindai uiidei the geinual supei\ision of the Political Agent XMie

Eao Ehaiat Piasad, who died in Becembei 1891 and was succeeded by 
his eldest son Earn Piasad, bom lu 1870 

In 1923 the title of Eao was lecognised by the Government of India 
as the piopei leriitorial designation of the Chief of Kamta Rajaula

Trfaty of FRinNUSiirr nncl DnrnNsivn AT-TjANcn conrhulccl between tlic British 
flovERNMHNT aiul tbo Bataii Ji'Y SiNGii Dpo, Bata of BrwAii anti Jloo- 
KUNDPORE, — 1812 

Althongh the relations of amity have uniformly subsisted between the British 
Grovernment and the State of Bewah, and esjiecialh since the augmentation of 
the mtercourfac between the two States by the annexation of a jiortion of the jiro- 
vinco of Bundelcnnd to the British doimnions, those ainieable relations ha^ e been 
cultivated and improved b)' reciprocal acts of friendship, yet no formal engage- 
ments, iinposiiig upon the two parties specific obligations with respect to each 
other have hitherto been concluded , and Bajah Jcy Sing Deo, the present ruler 
of Rewah and Mookundpore, having now' expressed a desire that this defect should 
be supplied by the conclusion of a treaty of friendship and defensive alliance, 
and the Bight Honorable the Governor-General in Council being cordiallj dis- 
posed to accede to the wishes of the Rajah in this rcsjiect declared , the follow- 
ing Articles of Treat}' are by inutual consent concluded betw'cen the British Gov- 
ernment and the said Rajah Jcy Sing Deo, his heirs and successors — 

^ /Vrticle 1 

The Governor-General in Council acknowledges Rajah Jcy Sing Deo to be 
the lawful possessor of the present dominions of Rewah, which have been held 
by him and his ancestors in successive generations during a long course of years 
and in coinpliance with the Rajah’s request and for his entire satisfaction, assures 
him agreeably to justice and the uniform princijiles of the British Government, 
that so long as the aforesaid Rajah, his heirs and successors, shall truly and faith- 
fully fulfil the obligations of friendship and alliance according to the true spirit 
and intent of this Treaty, it will not commit hostilities against the Rajah of Rewah, 
nor take possession of or in any way encroach on any part of his territories On 
the contrary, the British Government engages to protect and defend the donn- 
uious at present in the Rajah’s possession from the aggressions of any foreign 
power m the same manner as the dominions of the Honorable Company arc pro- 
tected and defended 

Article 2 

The British Government having, by the terms of the preceding Article engaged 
to protect the territories at present possessed by the Rajah of Rewah from the 
aggressions of any foreign power, it is hereby agreed between the contracting 
parties that whenever the Rajah shall have reason to apprehend a design on the 
part of any foreign power to invade his territories, he shall report the circum- 
stauces of the case to the British Government, which will endeav'our by represen- 
tation and remonstrance to avert such design, and if its endeav'ours to that effect 
shall fail of success, the British Government will be prepared, on the requisition 
of the Rajah, to detach a force of British troops into his territories for their pro- 
tection In which event the expenses of those troops during the period they may 
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be so employed, calculating from the day of tbeir entering the Rajah’s domi 
nions until that their quitting them on their return, shall be defrayed by the afore- 
said Rajah If the apprehended design of invading the Rajah’s terntories shall 
be referable to any disputed claim between the Rajah and the other power, the 
Rajah shall report all the circumstances of such disputed claim to the British 
Government, which mil then interpose its mediation for the adjustment of the 
dispute, and the Rajah, relying in the justice and equity of the British Govern- 
ment, agrees implicitly to abide by its award If, notwithstanding the Rajah’s 
acquiescence in that award, the other power shall persist in its hostile designs, 
the British Government mil be ready to afford its assistance in the manner above 
provided If any of the Rajah’s troops shall at anv time be reqmred to serve 
in the British territories, the Rajah engages to furnish the same , and in that 
event, the expense of them, caleulated at the rate of 20 rupees per mensem for 
each horseman, and G rupees per mensem for each foot soldier actually furnished 
by the Rajah, shall be defrayed bj' the British Government from the date of then 
leaving the Rajah’s territories until that of their return Whenever the troops 
of the British Government and of the Rajah shall have occasion to act together, 
the Commander of the Rajah’s troops shall conform to the advice and act under 
the instructions of the British Commanding Officers 

Abtiole 3 

The Rajah of Rewah being the acknowl dged sovereign of his own dommions, 
the British Government will not consider itself entitled to take cognizance of 
any complaint which may bo preferred to it bj’- aiij' of the relations, subjects, 
or servants of the Rajah, who on his part ehaU not jiossess a claim to the aid of 
British troops for the support of his authonty mthiii the limits of his dominions 

Abticle 4 

If the Rajah of Rewah shall at any time have any claim or cause of complaint 
against any of the Rajahs or Chiefs allied to or dependant on the British Govern- 
ment, the Rajah engages to refer the case to the arbitration and decision of that 
Government, and to abide by its award, and on no account to commit aggres- 
sion against the other party, or to employ his own iorce for the satisfaction of 
such claim, or for the redress of the grievance of which he may complain On 
the other hand, the British Government, engages to withhold its alhes or depend- 
ants from committing any aggression against the Rajah of Rewah or to punish 
the aggressor and to arbitrate any demand they may have upon the Rajah of 
Rewah, according to the stnet prmciples of justice the Rajah on his part agree- 
ing implicitly to abide by its award 

Article 5 

The Rajah of Rewah engages never to grant an asylum within his dominions 
to any enemies of the Bntish Government, or to rebels, but on the contrary to 
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exert his utmost endeavours for the ajiprchension of sucli ])crsons, and if appre- 
hended to deliver them up to the Odicers of the British G'ovcriimciit The Ba]nli 
further engages not to permit ilie families of persons of that description to reside 
within his territories If any of the enemies of the Bajali or the ichels to his 
Government, shall take refuge within the British territories, the British Govern- 
ment, on receiving notice thereof from the Bajali of Bewah, will, after due in- 
vestigation, pursue such mcasuics with regard to the fugitives as eqiiit} and justice 
may appear to require, adopting at the same tunc c^ery pratticahle means to 
prevent their committing any acts injurious to the territory and Goverinneiit 
of the Rajah 

Aiiiioiu G 

■\Vheicas robbers issuing from the territories of the Rajah of Rewali frequent- 
ly commit depredations in those of the Company, the Rajah engages, on receiv- 
ing an application from the Othcers of the British Government, to exert Ins 
authoritj' for the purpose of arresting the jiersons accused of such crimes and 
when apiirehended to cause them to be delivered o\er to the said Olliccrs 

Auticlk 7 

If any of the brothers or servants of the Rajah of Row ah shall calumniate, 
misrejiresent, or accuse the Rajah before the British GovcTiimcnt, that Govern- 
ment will not without enquiry and proof give credit to the statements of such 
persons 

Autiole 8 

The honor, rank and dignity of the Rajah of Rewah shall be estimated by the 
British Government in the same degree as that in wdiich they were estimated by 
trie former Emperors of Hindoostan 

Article 9 

Wlienever the British Government shall deem it expedient to send its troops 
into the dominions of the Rajah of Rewah or to station or canton a British force 
within the Rajah’s territories for the purpose of guardmg against the advanee 
or intercepting the retreat of an enemy, or of Pindarrahs, or other predatory 
bodies, it shall be competent to the British Government so to detach its troops, 
and the Rajah of Rewah shall give his consent accordingly The Rajah shall 
also on any such occasion station his troops according to the advice of the Officers 
of the British Government at the Ghaut of Chundeah, Kawreah, or such Ghauts 
or passes as the British Commanding Officer shall point out The Command- 
ing Officer of the British troops which may be thus employed in the Rajah’s terri- 
tories, shall not in any manner interfere in the internal concerns of the Rajah’s 
Government Whatever materials or supphes may be required for the British 
Cantonments, or for the use of the Biitish troops during their continuance in

SreoxD Trkat^ concluded between the British Govirnmint and Rajah Ji\ 

SI^Q Di o , — 1813 

Whereas on the 5th of October 1812, corre ponding with 15th Kooar 1S69 
Sumbut, a Treaty of mutual fricndhliiji and defensive nlhiincc was concluded 
between the British Go^crnulcnt and the Rajah of Rcwali , and whereas the Rajah 
of Rewah liaxing failed to fulfil the engagements which the aforciiiciitioned Treaty 
imposed upon him, the British Govcrnniciit was compelled m xiiidication of its 
honour and its rights, to detach its troops into Rewah to enforce the execution 
of those engagements, and to obtain sccunty for their due fulfilment in futuie , 
and Whereas the Rajah, having now returned to a proper sense of his relaraons 
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with the British Government, .and having expressed his contrition for the past, 
agrees to the following conditions, for himself, and for his heirs and successors. 

Article 1. 

All the stipulations of the Treaty concluded on the 5th of October 1812, cor- 
responding with the 15th of Koo.ar 18G9 Sumbut, are hercb)' declared to be in 
full force and effect, in as far as the}’ are not affected nor altered by the following 
conditions contained in this Tre.aty. 


Article 2. 

The Rajah of Rewah hereby binds himself to engage in no correspondence 
of a political nature with any Foreign State or Chief whatever without the pri- 
vity and consent of the British Government, or its representative, the Agent in 
Bundclcund. 


Article .3. 

The Rajah engages to receive and permit to remain at his place of residence 
a news-writer or any other Agent on the part of tiie British Government or the 
Agent in Bundclcund, and to maintain an authorized vakeel with the Agent and 
with the Commanding Officer of any British detachment which may bo st.ationed 
within his territory, both for the purpose of maintaining the general relations 
of amit}', and of enforcing the supply of provisions, and ready comiiliance with 
the just demin ls of the Comaiiuding Officer. 

Article 4. 

The Rajah of Rewah agrees to allow dawks to be established through his 
territory by the Officers of the British Government in any direction that may 
be deoracd necessary, to compel his feudatory Chiefs to do the same, and to punish 
them in case of opposition ; and the Rajah acknowledges the right of the British 
Government to punish them for such opposition, in the event of his own inabilit)' 
to do so. 


Article 5. 

Lall Zubburdust Sing, the jaghiredar of Chourhut, having, in a very insult- 
ing and contumacious manner, refused to permit the Hon’ble Company’s daw’k 
to bo laid through his jaghirc, the exemplary punishment of the aforesaid jaghire- 
dar is indispensable. The British Government is accordingly resolved to inflict 
exemplary punishment on this jaghiredar, and the Raj.ah of Rewah not only 
acknowledges the right of the British Government to do so, but agrees to aid 
and co-operate with the British troops in effecting that object. 

The Rajah further engages to use his utmost moans to punish Lall Zubbur- 
dust Sing himself, whenever the British Government shall require him to do so. 
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Article 6. 

Frequent instances of robberies and other crimes have occurred within the 
British terntory, the pcrjictrators of which issue from and take refuge within the 
Bewail terntor}” , and thereb}’’ not only escape the puiiislinient due to their crimes, 
but continue to infest the Ilon’ble Company’s adjacent terntory with imnunity, 
keeping tlic inhabitants in a constant state of alarm W ith a view to suppress 
this evil, the Bajah hereby agrees to pcrinit the troops or Police Officers of the 
British Government to pass into the Bewah territories for the pursuit and appre- 
hension of all such ollcudcrs, and also to afford them, and to cause his officers 
and jaghircdars to afford them, every necessary assistance in discovering and 
apprehending the objects of their pursuit 

Article 7 

The Bajali of Bewah agrees to consider those jaghircdars and others, resi 
dents of his country, who have been well-disposed towards the British Govern- 
ment, on the present occasion, as his friends , and will not molest or retahate 
upon them for the favourable disposition they may have shown The friends 
of the British Government shall be his friends, and its enemies his enemies 

Article 8 

On the 2nd of May 1813, corresponding with the 17th Bysakh 1870 Sumbut, 
an agreement for the mutual suspension of hostilities was concluded between 
LalU Pertab Smgli, on the part of the Eajah of Bewah and Colonel Martindell, 
Commanding the British troops A party of sepoys escorting a cart of mihtary 
stores appertaining to a detachment proceeding from the Singrownah Pass were 
on the 7th of May 1813, corresponding with the 22nd of Bjsakh 1870 Sumbut, 
treacherously, and in direct violation of the above agreement, attacked by a large 
bodj of horse and foot near to the village of Suttcnce, and several sepoys were 
killed and wmunded, and the property plundered The Bajah of Bewah having 
solemnly disavowed all knowledge or participation in the above atrocious act, 
hereby acknowledges the right of the British Government to punish the perpe- 
trators of it in whatever manner and at whatever tune it may please , and the 
Bajah further agrees to afford every assistance and co-operation in the accom- 
plishment of the above object that the British Government may require of him. 

Article 9 

It 18 both just and equitable that the Bajah of Bewah should indemnify the 
British Government for the expense of the armament which has been equipped 
and marched into Bewah in consequence of his failure to perform the conditions 
of hiB former engagements At the lowest estimation the extra expense of that 
armament costs the British Government the sum of thirty-three thoii'sand eight 
hundred and eight Bupees per mensem, and the preparations having commenced 
some days before the 1st of April 1813, corresponding with the 15th of Chyte 
1870 Sumbut, it is agreed by the British Government that the expense shall be 
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oalculatod from tiiat data. Tlia Rajali of Rasvali aoaordiagly hereby aokaow- 
ledges him^e'f justly respeiisiblo for the piy.njafc of the above e.'rpense monthly 
to the British Goveriiineat, oalsiilatiag from the 1st of April 1813, or the 15th 
of Chyte 1870 Sumbut, until sash time as the objests of the present detachment 
shall have been entirely completed. In consideration, however, of the Rajah 
having obeyed the summons to repair in person to Colonel Martindell’s camp 
ou terms of unconditional submission, and in order to remove from the Rajah 
every excuse for the punctual liquidation of the amount, the British Government 
consents to limit the period of the charge to the 10th of May 1813, correspond- 
ing with the 25th Bysakh 1870 Sumbut, the day on which the Rajah came into 
camp. Upon this principle the sum to be paid by the Rajah is forty-five thousand 
one hundred and seventy-three Rupees. The Rajah hereby engages to pay the 
above sum by the following instalments, any deviation from which will subject 
him to the penalties of a breach of the Treaty : —

This Treaty consisting of ton Articles having this day been concluded be- 
tween the British Government and Rajah Jey Sing Deo, Rajah of Rewah, through 
the agency of Mr. John Wauchope, in virtue of powers delegated to him by tho 
Right Honorable Lord Miuto, Governor-General in Council, on the one part, and 
tho Rajah in person ou tho other, Mr. Wauchope has delivered to the Rajah one 
copy of the Treaty in English, Persian, and Hindoo, signed and sealed by him- 
self, and the said Rajah has delivered to Mr. Wauchope another copy duly e.xe- 
cuted by himself, and Mr. Wauchope has engaged to procure and deliver to the 
accredited vakeel of the Rajah within the space of thirty days a copy ratified 
by the seal and signature of tho Governor-General in Council, on the delivery 
of which the copy executed by Mr. Wauchope shall be returned, and the Treaty 
shall be considered from that time to have full, force and effect.

Supplemental Article to the Treaty concluded between the Hon’ble East 
India Company, and Rajah Jey Sing Deo, the Rajah of Rewah, on the 
2nd of June 1813, corresponding with 19th Jyte 1870 Sumbut. 

Whereas by the 3rd Article of Treaty concluded between the Honorable Com- 
pany and tho Rajah of Rewah on the 2nd of June 1813, corresponding with 19th 
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Jytc 1870 Sumbut, tbe Eajah of Rewab has engaged to receive and permit to 
remain at Ins place of residence, a news-writer or any other Agent on the part 
of the British Government, or the Agent in Buudcicund , and Whereas the Rajah 
has by the dth Article of the aforesaid Treaty engaged to allow a dawk to bo es- 
tablished through his territory, by the Officers of the British Government m any 
direction which may be deemed necessary The Rajah, in the true spirit and 
intent of those stipulations, engages to treat the news-wntcr or Agent of the Bri- 
tish Government or of the Agent in Bundclciind with everv mark of attention 
and consideration due to their rclitivc rank and character, and also to allow a 
free passage through his territories to all hurcarrahs, cossids, or ocher messengers, 
whom the officers of the British Government may, at any time, have occasion 
to employ, and to compel his feudatory Chiefs to do the same under the penalties 
and conditions prescribed w ith respect to the daw L The Rajah further promises 
and engages to perform at all times those offices of friendship wnich are usual 
between allied States, and which may be necessary to accomplish the objects of 
the Treaty

Engagement taken from Lall Zubdubdust Sing, Jaghireclar of Chourhut, 

—1813 

Whereas in consequence of the opposition made by me to the establishment 
of the Honorable Company’s daw'k in my jaghire, it became stipulated m the 
5th Article of the second Treaty concluded between the British Government and 
the Government of Rew^ali, under date the 2nd June 1813, that the British Gov- 
ernment should have the discretion of inflicting upon me an adequate punish- 
ment, and Whereas in consequence of my having come into the British Camp 
on terms of unconditional obedience to the British Government and signed an 
engagement to the Superintendent of Political Affairs to surrender my lands and 
fort whenever required to the British Government, the British Government has 
been mercifully pleased to pardon my offences and to reinstate me in the enjoy- 
ment of my lands, on condition of my fulfilling all the objects of the alliance be- 
tween the British and Eewah Governments as far as may be m my power I do 
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therefore hereby engage to exert myself to the utmost of my power to obstruct 
the approach of Pindarics or other predatory troops who may attempt to pass 
tlirough my juiisdiction, to obey without scruple all requisitions that may be 
made to me by Officers of the ISritish Government connected with the obstruc- 
tion of predatory troops, with collecting materials for constructing cantonments, 
furnishing supplies to British troops, assisting and facilitating the progress of 
darvk hurcarrahs, cossids, and messengers of every other description, and with 
seizing and delivering up criminals, whether such requisitions shall be made to 
me directly by Officers of the British Government, or through the Government 
of Kewah.

TiOKD TjiEATY concluded between the Bbitish Goveenwent and the Govekn- 

MENT of Kewah, — 1814. 

Whereas by the 5th and 8th Articles of the second Treaty concluded between 
the British Government and the Government of Kewah on the 2ud Juno 1813, 
corresponding with the 19th Joyth 1870 Sumbut, the British Government ac- 
quired the right to punish Lai Zubburdust Sing jaghiredar of Chourhut, and cer- 
tain landholders in the Suigrownah district for certain offences committed by 
them against the British Government ; and as a necessary consequence of that 
right, the British Government acquired also the right to expel those persons from 
their possessions and to dispose of their proprietary right to their lands (the rights 
of sovereignty over their' lands remaining, as heretofore, inviolate with the Kewah 
Government) : That is to say, the British Government has acquired the power 
to transfer all the rights formerly enjoyed by those persons who have forfeited 
their possessions under the i^rovisions of the 5th and 8th Articles of the Treaty 
aforesaid, to such new proprietors as it may please to select, the new pro- 
prietors agreeing to fulfil those duties of allegiance to the Kewah Government, 
to which their predecessors, who have been expelled, wore subject ; and Whereas 
it being an object with the Kewah Government to obtain the proprietary right 
in the lands forfeited by the persons above alluded to, and it being also the dis- 
interested wish of the British Government to promote the interests of those who 
have shown their attachment to its cause in the course of the ojicrations of the 
British troops in Kewah : The following arrangement has accordingly been agreed 
to for the mutual accommodation of both States : — 

Aeticle 1. 

All the stipulations in the Treaties and Engagements heretofore concluded 
between the British Government and the Government of Kewah arc hereby de- 
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dared to be in full force and effect, in as far as they are not altered nor affected 
by the following conditions contained in this Treaty 

Article 2 

The British Government hereby transfers to the Government of Eewah from 
this date all proprietary right in the lands in the Singrownah district which it 
has lately acqmrcd by the operation of the 8th Article of the second Treaty, dated 
2nd Juna 1813, corresponding with 19th Jeyth 1870 Sumbut, with this reserva- 
tion, that the Eewah Government shall not reinstate Euchpal Smg m the lands 
of Suttenee formerly held by him, and that the Eewah Government shall be re- 
sponsible for the good conduct of the persons whom it may place m the possession 
of the forfeited lands 


Article 3 

The Eewah Government hereby disclaims all nght to levy from Lai Jugmohun 
Smg, jaghrredar of Simereeah, any portion of the penalty imposed upon the Eewah 
Government by the 9th Article of the Treaty of the 2nd June 1813, correspondmg 
with the 19th of Jeyth 1870 Sumbut 

Article 4 

The British Government being desirous that Lai Jugmohun Smg of Simereeah 
be guaranteed m the possession of the lands now held by him m jaghire, the Eewah 
Government hereby engages that the said Lai Jugmohun Smg shall remam in 
unmolested possession of the lands which he now occupies , but without any change 
in his relation to the Eewah State 


Article 5 

By Article 7th of the Second Treaty, the Eewah Government engages not 
to molest those jaghiredars and others, residents of Eewah, who have been well 
disposed towards the British Government Certain persons, who humanely 
succoured the Bntish sepoys that were wounded at Suttenee m Bysakh 1870, 
and others who have given information respectmg those who were concerned 
in the above outrage, as well as m the murder of a sepoy employed to protect 
the town of Eaepore on the following day, havmg thereby exposed themselves 
to the resentment of all who were m any way imphcated m those outrages, the 
Eewah Government hereby solemnly pledges itself to protect all those persons 
from suffermg any mjury or molestation whatever in consequence of such assist- 
ance rendered by them to the British cause 

Article 6 

Lai Zubberdust Smg, Jaghiredar of Chourhut, havmg voluntarily surren- 
dered himself to the British Government on terms of unconditional submission, 
the British Government has been pleased to pardon his offence, and to restore 
him to the enjoyment of his possessions which he had forfeited by bis former mis- 
conduct, on his executing an engagement never again to offend agamst the British

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Government An attested copy of this engagement is furnished to the Eewah 
Government, and as that instrument contains nothing inconsistent nitli tlie rights 
derived by the British Government from ils engagements with Ren ah, the Ron ah 
Government declares itself responsible to the British Government for the due 
execution of the conditions of that engagement-, in the same manner as it is of 
course responsible for the duo execution of the terms of subsisting Treaties on 
the part of all its subjects and feudatories

Her Majesty being desirous that the Governments of the several Princes and 
Chiefs of India who now govern their owm territories should be perpetuated, and 
that the representation and dignity of their liouscs should be continued , I here- 
by, in fulfilment of this desire, repeat to you the assurance which I communi- 
cated to you in the Cawnpore Durbar in November 1859, that on failure of direct 
heirs the adoption by yourself and future Rulers of your State of a successor ac- 
cording to the ancestral custom of your family will be recognized and confirmed. 

Be assured that nothing shall disturb the engagement thus made to you so 
long as your house is loyal to the Crown and faithful to the conditions of the Trea- 
ties, Grants, or Engagements which record its obligations to the British Govern- 
ment

Translation of Khttrbeta from Maharaja of Rewah to the Second Politi- 
cal Assistant, Bundelcond, — (dated the 16th-2nd Sawund, Sombut 1920.)

(After acknowledging receipt of Elhureeta, dated 31st July 1863 ) 

According to your instructions the reqmred conditions are entered in the 
Agreement, vtz — 

Isl — All the land that may be required by Government for the Railway or 
its works, etc , is given in perpetmty with its sovereign authonty. 

All residents withm the Railway boondanes, whether subjects of the Native 
Chiefs or of the British Government, shall be considered under the jurisdiction 
of the Railway Officers and the Government authonties. 

2nd — ^All disputes between the officers and the dependants of the Railway 
and the subjects of the Native States outside the Railway limits shall be heard 
and settled by the Pohtical Officers 

The disposal of cases of cnminals of this State, who may go within the Rail- 
way bounds, shall be disposed of and settled according to the rules which have 
been long current on the part of the Agency (Political) authorities.

His Highness the Maharajah of Rewah, accompanied by his Chief Munster, 
Lall Rundmon Sing, at an interview with the Governor-General’s Agent and 
Pohtical Agent at Rewah on 30th January 1875, made the following represen- 
tation — 

The management of my State has long been a matter of difficulty to me The 
Government of India in view to rehef at my earnest instance appointed a Poli- 
tical Agent and granted a loan of ten lakhs I thought that supported by the 
advice of the Political Agent, I should be able to introduce a fair system of ad- 
ministiation and restore the revenue which has long been decreasing The result 
has not been to my anticipations 

The revenue, though collected from the ryots, does not reach my Treasury, 
consequently there is no money wherewith to pay establishments or meet my 
engagements to Government respectmg the payment of the ten lakhs’ loan, 

1 — I desire, therefore, with the sanction of His Excellency the Viceroy, to 
make over ray State, until debts are hquidated and a system of administration 
established, to the care of the Political Agent 
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2 — The Political Agent Icnows the character of my Cliief ]\Iinistor, Rimdmon 
Sing, and is willing with liis assistance to render me all help 

3 — From the time the Political Agent nssiiincs cliarge of the administration 
I will abstain from interference of cver}^ sort 

4 — I will issue no orders on State matters 

6 — It will rest with the Political Agent to maintain or dismiss any State ser- 
vant, and I will do iny best to support his auihoritj' 

6 — A suitable allowance will be regularly paid me to enable me to live with 
comfort and digmty. 

7 — I shall reside at Goviudghur, Pew ah, Sutna, as hcreloforo

Translation of Memorandum by the Rewah Council of Sirdars respecting 
the Umaria Coal and the proposed Raiiavay from ILvtni to Bilaspur 
through Umaria, etc , — 1883 

We, the Sirdars of the Council, came to Sutna this day, and the Superinten- 
dent of Rewah has informed us that the Government of India projiose to open 
up the Umaria, Johilla and Sohagpur coal-fields, and to construct a railway from 
Katm to Bilaspur through the above-named places 

Having understood the intention of Government, w^e consider that the Rew’ah 
State should grant land for the construction of the line of raihvay, together w ith 
full ]uri3diction thereon, according to the arrangements observed when the East 
Indian Railway fine was constructed, that is to sav, the land and jurisdiction 
should now be granted to Government by the State, and the State should arrange 
to compensate landholders 

As to the coal mines of Umaria, Johilla and Sohagpur, a contract is to be given 
to a company of capitalists for 99 years, and the agreement which may be en- 
tered into by Government on behalf of the Rewah State should be observed by 
this State 

The Superintendent of Rewah has explained to us that, without making a 
railway, the coal cannot be developed, and tlie greater the facility of means for 
Oonvejung it, the greater will be the extent to which the coal mines will be worked, 
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and the consequent profits to the State We believe that this line from Katm 
to Bilaspur mil cost above two krores of rupees 

We understand from what the Superintendent of Kewah has told us that the 
opening of this Ime will greatly facilitate the conveyance of coal , that it will also 
give an impulse to trade in the districts through which it passes , that foodgrams, 
timber, etc , which are now exported with great difficulty for want of roads and 
transport, will be easily earned to markets by rail and there sell to advantage 
that, in addition, the prosperity of towns and villages wiU mcrease, as will also 
the trade of the State The rail will secure safety and comfort to the country, 
and improve the condition and civihsation of the people In times of famme, 
food will be easily carried from place to place 

We are aware that the conditions under which the contract of the coal is to 
be given cannot now be precisely deteimined The royalty to be charged on 
the coal is a point which the Government will settle with the company This 
18 a matter of great importance to Eewah The Government will, of course, 
act as it thmks best in respect of the terms on which the coal m m es will be given 
on contract, the amount of coal to be extracted and aU other matters connected 
therewith 

We fully trust that the arrangements which the Government will make in 
the matter will prove of great benefit to the Eewah State, and we concur entirely 
in the views eiqiressed by the Government In 1863 when arrangements were 
made for the Smgrowli coal m the time of His Highness Maharaja Bughuraj Smgh, 
the rate of royalty was fixed (by His Highness) at 6 pies per maund, or 14 annas 
per ton , and we trust that, when fixing the royalty to be paid for the TJmana, 
JohiUa and Sohagpur coal, the Government will bear m mmd the proposals of 
1863 referred to.

3 The Darbar note that the selling pnee of colliery on the 31st March 1899 
will be treated as a loan from the Government of India at an interest of Ks 4 
(four) per cent per annum, and the Darbar will be at liberty to pay the capital in 
fixed instalments 

4 Tho Darbar quite understand that any proposal to transfer the colbery 
to a Company must be submitted for the consideration and orders of the Govern- 
ment of India.

Tbanslation of an Ikrabnamah or Obligation of Allegiance presented by 
Laul Shew Eaje Sing of Oucheebah and Nagode,— 1809 

l^rhereas I, Laul Shew Eaje Smg, suicerely professing my submission and 
attachment to the British Government, have invanably manifested my obedience 
to the officers appointed to the supermtendence of the province of Bundelcund 
from the period of its first annexation to the British territories , and Whereas 
an Ikrarnamah or obligation of allegiance having lately been required of me 
Therefore, and with a view to confirm my obedience and attachment to the Bntish 
Government, I have prepared and hereby present this Ikrarnamah, contammg 
mne distinct Articles, to Mr J Richardson, from whom I have received a simnud, 
confiirmmg to me all my ancient possessions m this province , and I hereby declare 
that I wiU scrupulously observe all the Articles contamed m the Ikrarnamah 
and never evade nor mfrmge any one of them 

Article 1 

1 hereby engage never to connect myself uith any marauders or plunderers 
either within or out of the province of Bundelcund, to afford them no asylum 
or permit their famihes or children to reside in my possessions, and tg abstam 
from all intercourse and correspondence with them I further engage to avoid 
entering mto quarrels or disputes with the dependants and servants of the British 
Government , and if at any time a dispute should arise on account of mehal or 
village, or from any other cause, between me and any of the Rajahs and Chiefs 
of this provmce in dependence on the British Government, I agree to submit 
such dispute without delay to the officers of the British Government for their 
decision, and implicitly to observe and abide by what decision shall be passed 
upon it I further engage to make no reprisals on any one for past injuries, nor 
to seek redress by force without the permission of the British Government, and 
always to be obedient and submissive to the Government 

Abtiole 2 

I engage to guard all the passes up the Ghats which are situated in my posses- 
sions in such a manner as to prevent all marauders, plunderers, and evil-disposed 
persons from ascendmg or descending the Ghats by any of those passes ai'd from 
entering the British territories for the purpose of excitmg disturbances , and if 
any sirdars of troops should meditate an mvasion of the British territories through 
my possessions, I engage to give timely notice thereof to the officers of the British 
Government, and to use every practicable exertion to obstruct their progress 

Article 3 

Whenever the British troops shall have occasion to ascend the Ghats by any 
of the passes situated within my possessions, I agree not only not to obstruct 
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or impede their progress, but to depute an intelligent person to conduct them 
by the most convenient route, and to furnish them with the necessary supplies 
and provisions so long as they shall continue vithin or in the vicinity of my pos- 
sessions 

Article 4. 

If any of the subjects of the British Government abscond and take refuge 
in any of my villages, I engage to deUver up such person to the officers of the 
British Government immediately on his being demanded , and if any of my ryots 
or zemindars abscond and take refuge in the British territories, I agree to sub- 
mit to the principal officer in Bundelcund a statement of my complaint against 
such person, and to abide by whatever orders may be passed on the occasion agree- 
ably to the Regulations of the Government, and to take no steps of my own accord 
to apprehend him 

Article 5 

I engage not to harbour thieves or robbers in an) of 1113' villages , and if pro- 
perty of merchants or travellers be stolen or robbed 111 any of the villages sub- 
ject to my authority, 1 agree to render the zemindars of such village responsible 
for the restitution of the stolen property, or for the delivery of the thief or robber 
to the officers of the British Government , and if an}' felon or murderer or person 
or persons amenable to the British laws for crimes comimtted in the British pos- 
sessions should take refuge in any of my villages, I engage to seize and deliver 
over such ofEenders to the British Government and not to permit their escyie 
from my possessions 

Article 6 

Having presented a statement and list of the villages in my possession, and 
having obtained a Sunnud for the same, I therefore promise and engage that if, 
amongst the villages enumerated and stated by me, 111 any village the property 
of any other person shall be found and the right to the same proved, or it shall

As the villages inserted m the Siinnud now granted by the Bntish Govern- 
ment are my hereditary property, descended to me through many generations, 
and as I am now in possession thereof, I hereby bind myself that, after havmg 
received my Sunnud from the Bntish Government, I wiH not require or ask to 
be put m possession of one village amongst the before enumerated villages, nor 
require from the Bntish Government any aid for their government

I will appoint on my part a person from amongst those m whom I have con-

Translation of a Sunnud granted to Laul Shew Eaje Sing 

Be it known to all chowdries, kanoongoes, zenundars, and mokuddums of 
the tuppas of Nagode and Oucheerah, m the pergunnah of Bawee, in the pro- 
vince of Bundelcund , that Whereas Laul Shew Ea]e Sing, one of the hereditary 
Chieftains of the province of Bundelcund, havmg from the penod of the annexa- 
tion of the said provmce to the territones of the Honorable the East India Com- 
pany invanably observed a friendly conduct and reframed from every outrage 
or any sort of improper conduct, and now manifests his wish to be admitted to 
obedience and submission to the British Government, and havmg lately presented 
an Ikrarnamah or obhgation of allegiance to the Bntish Government by the hands 
of Hewan Derreau Smg, and requesting a Sunnud confirmmg him m the pro- 
perty and possession of the villages now occupied by him , He therefore enters 
into the present engagement consistmg of mne Articles, expressive of his smcere 
attachment and fidehty to the Government Therefore, and with view to the 
entire satisfaction of the Bntish Government and to the support of his claims 
as a hereditary Chieftain of this provmce the villages contained in the subjomed 
schedule, which from ancient times have been and still are m his possession, are 
hereby granted to the said Laul Shew Ea]e Smg, and the said villages shall con- 
tmue m the permanent possession of the said Laul Shew Eaje Smg and his suc' 
cessors So long as he and they shall contmue strictly to adhere to the condi-

to remain firm in his obedience and submission to the British Government accord- 
ing to the several stipulated Articles of the Engagement

Translation of a Sunnud granted to Rajah Rugiiobind Sing of Nagode and 

OUCHEERA, — 1838. 

Be it known to the chowdrics, kanoongocs, zemiudais, and inokudduins of 
tuppas Nagode and Ouchecra, pergunnah Burkee, attached to Bundclcund , 
That since the country of Bundclcund came into the possession of the British 
Government, Laul Shew Raje Sing, who is one of the rightful Chiefs of the said 
country, having never rebelled against the Government or created disturbance, 
but havmg ever remained firm in his allegiance to the British Government and 
excuted the orders of its officers, a Sunnud, dated 20th March 1809, coirespond- 
mg with 19th Chejrte 1216 Fuslie, was granted to him by Government, confirm- 
ing to him in perpetmty four hundred and four rent-free villages which he held 
in his possession on condition of loyalty and submission , on the death of the said 
Laul Shew Ra]e Sing, his eldest son. Rajah Bulbhudur Sing, held the said villages 
in his possession , but conformably to a letter from the Secretary to Government, 
dated 15th August 1831, he was deposed from the Raj of Oucheera, as Rajah 
Rughobmd Sing, the eldest son of the said Rajah Bulbhudur Sing, having been 
educated under the tuition of Moulvee Hyder Ah, and havmg attained his major- 
ity, appeared before Mr Charles Fraser, the Governor-General’s Agent, exe- 
cuted an Agreement containing seven Articles expressive of his sincere attach- 
ment and fidelity to Government, and prayed that his ancestral rent-free villages.

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enumerated m the former Sunuud, might be restored to him The undermen- 
tioned villages as mentioned in the former Sunnud of 1809, are now granted to 
him in consideration of his nghtful claim He and his descendants will hold 
possession of the villages so long as they abide by the terms of the Agreement 
and are strictly faithful in their allegiance to the British Government It be- 
hoves the chowdries and others to obey the said Bajah and to give him the usual 
dues on account of the villages in question It will be the duty of the Bajah 
to make the people and zemindars happy and contented by a just admimstra- 
tion, to improve the cultivation of his country, and to enjoy the revenue of the 
villages in strict adherence to the Articles of the Agreement, and execution qf 
the orders of Government

should receive a jaghirc when the rebellion was crushed Accordmgly I hereby 
confer upon you in perpetuity the undermentioned villages from the Bijeera- 
googurh State as a jaghire, yielding a clear profit of Eupees 4,000 per annum. 
Be it known that the jaghire m question shall be, hke the rest of your temtory, 
under the management of the British officers

Translation of Khut from Rajah of Naqodk, to Second Political Assistant, 
Nagodb, — (dated the ITtli August 1863) 

I have received your khut dated Slst July 1863, asking my consent to give 
the land for the Railway on tlie folloinug conditions, that — 

Islhj — Such land as is required by Government for the Railuay works and 
buildings should be given in perpetuity, with its entire jurisdiction and author- 
ity, and that all residents within the railway limits, whether subjects of the State 
or of the British Government, should be under the authority of the Railway Officers 
and Government authorities , 

and 

2ndly — That such disputes as may arise between the officers, workmen, and 
servants of the Railway, and the subjects of the State wdio dwell outside, should 
be settled by the Agency (t e , the Political authorities) 

As this matter is for the increase of the prosperity of my ilaka, the extension 
of traffic, and the benefit of the people, therefore I agree to give as much land 
as may be required from my State for the (Rail) road conformable to the above 
conditions.

Tbanslation of an Engagement taken from Thakoob Doobjun Sing, dated 
17tli October 1806, and signed by Captain Baillte, Agent to the Goveb- 
nob-Genebal in Bdndelcond 

Whereas I, Doorjun Sing, having professed my cheerful and voluntary obe- 
dience and submission to the British Government, have been ranked among the 
well-wishers and adherents of the British Government , and. Whereas Captam 
John Bailhe, Agent on the part of the Governor-General for the control of all 
the affairs of Bundelcund, having required from me an engagement comprehend- 
ing certam Articles specified beneath, I have therefore signed and sealed this 
engagement and transmitted it to Captam Bailhe, and I hereby engage never 
to deviate from it, and never to be guilty of any act that shall be at vanance with 
the Articles contamed in it 


Abticle 1 

I engage to maintain no intercourse with any marauders either in or out of 
the province of Bundelcund , to give no asylum to any of them m my jaghire , 
to prevent their famihes from residing in my jurisdiction , and to rehnquish all 
coriespondence with them I also engage to commit no act of hostihty agamst 
the adherents and servants of the British Government, and to neglect none of

If any of the subjects of the British Government abscond and take refuge 
in my country, I engage to apprehend them and deliver them to the Officers of 
the Bntish Government If any persons on the part of the Bntish Government 
come into my territory to seize them, I will not only not oppose such persons, 
but will co-operate with them in the apprehension of the fugitives 

Abticle 4 

I will not harbour thieves nor robbers in my country , and if any merchant 
or traveller belonging to the Bntish Government be robbed or plundered m any 
of my villages, I agree to cause the zemindars of such village to restore the plun- 
dered property, or to apprehend and deliver up the thief or robber , and if any 
cnminal who may have committed murder or any other offence within the Bntish 
territory take refuge in my junsdiction, I engage to seize and deliver him to the 
Officers of the British Government.

To the mootsuddics for transacting public affairs both present and future 
bo it known, that Whereas, by the Treaty of Bassem concluded between the 
British Government and His Highness the Peishwn, certain lands in the province 
of Bundelcund were ceded and permanently anneved to the British Government , 
and whereas British troops having been detached for the purpose of occupying 
those lands, and Thakoor Doorjun Sing, youngest son of Bence Sing Hooroorcc, 
and the established ruler of the pergunnah of Mehur above the Ghats, having 
maintained a friendly correspondence with the Agent to the Governor-General, 
and professed his obedience and submission to the British Government, and having 
likewise on all occasions shewn every attention to the comfort and safety of 
English gentlemen and their attendants travelling through his jurisdiction to and 
from Nagporc , and Whereas I (Captain Baillic) having now been again deputed 
by the Honorable Sir George Hilaro Barlow*, Bart , Governor-General, for the 
settlement of the affairs of this province, and the said Thakoor having sent his 
accredited vakeels to sobcib from the British Government a grant for his lands, 
and having delivered to me an engagement comprehending five Articles declara- 
tory of his submission to the British Government Therefore, and in considera- 
tion of the protection and support which the British Government is always ready 
to extend towards its adherents and dependants, the pergunnah of Mehur with 
the undermentioned villages, which from the first establishment of the British 
Government have been actually possessed by the Thakoor aforesaid, is hereby 
granted to the said Doorjun Sing So long as the said Thakoor shall firmly and 
steadfastly follow the path of obedience and submission, the British Govern- 
ment will never offer any molestation whatever to him or to his heirs and suc- 
cessors in their possession of the pcrgumiah of Mehur

Translation of the Engagement taken from Thakoor Doorjun Sing, dated 

13th February 1814 

Whereas I, Thakoor Doorjun Sing, jaghiredar of the pergunnah of Mehur, 
in the province of Bundelcund, having heretofore professed mj* obedience and 
submission to the British Government, having on all occasions afforded every 
possible attention to the comfort and safety of English gentlemen and their attend- 
ants in passing through my jurisdiction on their route to and from Nagpore, and 
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having nndeviatingly served the Britiah Government with zeal and fidelity from 
the time of its first occupying the province of Bundelcund ; and Whereas I for- 
merly deputed my confidential vakeels to Captain John Baillic to solicit from 
the British Government a Sunnud for my lands, and having presented an obli- 
gation of ailogianco comprising five Articles, I obtained a Sunnud under Captain 
Baillic’s seal and signature ; and Whereas in consequence of the said Sunnud 
not having comprehended a detail of the names of the villages contained in my 
jaghire I have now solicited another Sunnnd to contain a list of all tlie villages 
in my possession, and with a view to confirm my allegiance and fidelity to the 
British Government, I liave also delivered this revi.scd obligation of allegiance 
comprising nine Articles duly executed, to Mr. John W.auchope, Superintendent 
of Political Affairs in Bnndelonnd ; .and I do hereby promise and engage to adhere 
firmly to the provisions of this engagement and never to infringe nor deviate 
from them in any respect. 

ARTI01.E 1. 

I cngiigc to maintain no intcrcour.se with any maranders, whether in or out 
of the province of Bundelcund ; to give them and their families no asylum in my 
jaghire, and to abstain from all correspondence with them. I promise to engage 
in no dispute nor quarrel with the adherents and dependants of the British Gov- 
ernment, and, in the event of any Chieftain or R,ajali of this province, in alliance 
witli Government, entering into any dispute with me respecting the boundaries 
of my mchals or villages or on any other subject, I engage to represent all the 
circumstances of the case to the British Government, to solicit its adjustment 
of the dispute, and to abide implicitly by its decision. I further engage to take 
no revenge with my own hands in return for an injury; nor to take any stops 
towards obtaining redress without the authority of the British Govormnent, to 
which I promise to conduct myself on all occasions in strict obedience and sub- 
mission. 

Article 2. 

1 engage to guard all the passes in my jaghire in such manner as to obstruct 
the inroads of marauders, plunderers, and other malicious per.sons, and effect- 
ually to prevent them from obtaining a passage by those pasBcs into the British 
territories. And if any Chiefs or commanders of troops belonging to neighbour- 
ing countries attempt to penetrate through ray jurisdiction into the Briti.sh terri- 
tories, I engage to convey intelligence of tlicir approach to the British Officers 
before they shall have arrived on the frontier of iny jaghire, and to exert mysolf 
to tlio utmost of my power in opposing them. 

Article 3. 

Whenever the British troops shall have occasion to pass through my jaghire, 
whether for the purpose of ascending the Ghats or of proceeding in anotliei direc- 
tion, I promise not only not to oppose or obstruct their march, but on the con- 
tr.ary to depute respectable and intelligent pensons to conduct them by any route 
they may please to follow. And .so long as the British troops shall remain in 
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my jaglure or in its vicmity, I promise to furnish it with supplies and all necessary 
aHicles. 

Abticld 4 

If any of the inhabitants of the British Government abscond and take refuge 
in my jaghire, I agree to deliver them up iinmcdiately on their being claimed 
by the Officers of the British Government And if any of my ryots or zemindars 
abscond and take up their abode in the British dominions, I agree to present a 
specific request on the subject to the Officers of the British Government, and to 
submit to whatever course may in consequence be adopted according to the re- 
gulations of the British Government, but I uill not myself attempt to seize the 
fugitive 

AimcLE 6 

I engage not to harbour thieves nor robbers in my jaghire , and if any pro- 
perty be plundered or stolen from merchants or travellers in any of my villages, 
I engage to cause the zemindar of such village to restore the property stolen or 
robbed or to deliver up the thief or robber to the British Government, and if 
any person charged with the commission of murder, or any other crime in the 
British territory take refuge in any of my villages, I agree to apprehend all such 
offenders and give them up to the British Government, and to prevent their 
escaping into any other jurisdiction. 

Article 6 

Having received a Sunniid from the British Government containing a list 
of villages drawn out agreeably to a statement of the villages in my actual pos- 
session presented by myself, in the event of any of those villages proAung to 
be the property of others, or not to have been in my possession during the gov- 
ernment of AUee Bahadoor, I hereby engage to abide implicitly by whatever 
decision the British Government may please to award respecting such disputed 
villages 

Article 7 

In the year 1812, corresponding with 1219 Fuslie, a body of Pindarees passing 
through the Ghat of Buddunpoor in my jurisdiction, succeeded in making a pre- 
datory inroad into the British territories , and as the obstruction of these marau- 
ders IS incumbent on all the adherents of the British Government, as well for 
the protection of their own territories as of those of the British Government, I 
do hereby engage always to station a body of troops at the Ghat of Buddunpoor 
sufficient to obstruct the passage of these plunderers, and further to adopt such 
efficient arrangements as shall prevent the inroads of Pindarees into the British 
territory through any part of my jaghire

As the villages enumerated in my Sunnud are in my actual possession and

of any of my villages, nor will I ask assistance to control them

I agree to appomt one of my confidential persons to attend the Officer of the 
British Government as vakeel, in order to execute such orders as he may receive 
And if the British Officer shall be from any reason displeased with such vakeel,

Translation of a Sunntjd granted to Thakooe Doorjun Sing, ratified by the 
Governor-General m Council on the 18th March 1814. 

Be it known to the chowdries, kanoongoes, zemindars, and mookuddnms 
of the pergunnah of Mehur, dependent m Bimdelcnnd , that Whereas Tbakoor 
Dooqun Sing, the younger son of Benee Hoozooree, being the established pro- 
pnetor of the pergunnah of Mehur, situated above the Ghats, having professed 
his obedience and submission to the British Government, and having conducted 
himself ever since the penod of the accession of the province of Bundelcund to 
the Bntish Government, with strict zeal and unshaken attachment to the Bntish 
cause , and Whereas the said Doorjun Sing having, dunng the officiate of Captain 
John Baillie, Agent to the Governor-General, deputed his confidential vakeel 
to that officer, to sobcit a grant of his jaghire from the Bntish Government, and 
havmg accordingly, after presenting an obligation of allegiance compnsing five 
Articles received a Sunnud under the seal and signature of the said Captam BaiUie , 
and Whereas that Sunnud comprehending no separate list of villages, and the 
other ]aghiredars of Bundelcund having received revise^ Sunnuds under the seal 
and signature of the Eight Honorable the Governor-General, and Thakoor 
Doorjun Sing havmg now solicited a revised grant, compnsing a list of the names 
of all the villages m his possession, and ratified by the Eight Honorable the Gov- 
ernor-General, and havmg also, with a view to strengthen his allegiance to the 
Bntish Government, presented a revised obhgation of allegiance contaming nme 
distinct Articles This hereditary grant, ratified by the seal and signature of 
the Eight Honorable the Governor-General, and confirnung m perpetuily to 
Thakoor Doorjun Sing the villages detailed m the subjoined schedule, with all 
the rights, appurtenances, and revenues thereunto belongmg, is hereby conferred 
upon the said Doorjun Smg , and so long as the said Thakoor Doorjun Smg and 
his heirs and successors shall firmly abide by the conditions contained m his ob- 
ligation of allegiance, which he has delivered, the Bntish Government will not 
interfere with nor resume these lands 

You will accordmgly consider the said Thakoor Doorjun Smg propnetor and 
manager of these villages, and it is the duty of Thakoor Doorjun Sing, on bis

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part, to devote lurasclf to the amelioration and improvement of liis lands, render- 
ing tlie inhabitants contented and grateful by his management, and to enjoy 
the produce of his jaghire in the exercise of zeal and attachment to the British 
Grovernment.

Translation of the Engagement taken from Tiiakoor Bishen Sing, — 1826 

I, Thakoor Bishcn Sing, son of the late Thakoor Boorjun, jaghiredar of Myhere, 
in the Nerbudda and Saiigor territories, ‘Wliercns formerly vhen the authonty 
of the British Government was first established in the territories dependent on 
Bundelcund, my late father Thakoor Doorjun Sing deceased, having professed 
his obedience to the said Government, obtained from the Agent for Political 
Affairs a Sunnud confirming to him his jaghire , afterwards, at the request of 
my aforesaid father, an engagement of allegiance and submission under his hand 
and seal, comprising nine articles, was delivered to the Agent for Political Affairs 
and a Sunnud was granted under the hand and seal of the Governor-General, 
comprehending a detail of the villages contained in the ilakah of Myhere , and 
Whereas my father departed this life on the 23rd day of Phagoon in the Sumbut 
year 1882, having repeatedly during his lifetime solicited the permission of the 
British Government to make over his jaghire jointly to his two sons, namely, 
myself and my brother, which proposal being at variance with the usage establish- 
ed amongst the Chieftains of these provinces, and tendmg to create disorder in 
the ilakah of Myhere, was not assented to , but after the death of my father and 
the occurrence of disputes between myself and my brother, when the death of 
Thakoor Boorjun Sing and the circumstances of us his two sons were reported 
to Government by Mr T H Haddock, Actmg Agent of the Governor-General 
m these territories, the Government adverting to the constant desire and inten- 
tion of the late Thakoor, who from paternal affection wished that a perfect equal- 
ity should exist between us two brothers m the inheritance of his territory and 
effects, was pleased to direct that the to%yn and fort of Myhere should be made 
over to Thakoor Bishen Sing, and that the remamder of the lands and property 
should be divided equally into two parts, and one of them granted to me and 
the other to my brother , and Whereas m conformity to the above arrangement 
I have received through Mr Haddock, acting Agent of the Governor-General 
aforesaid, possession of the town and fort of Myhere and of half the territory, 
and am to receive hereafter a Sunnud for the same from Government , with a 
View therefore to confirm my allegiance and fidelity to the British Government 
I have delivered to Mr T. H Haddock, acting Agent of the Governor-General, 
this obligation , and I do hereby promise and engage to adhere firmly to the pro- 
visions contained in the five following Articles, and never on any account to in- 
fringe or deviate from them,

I engage to maintain no intercourse with any marauders, whether in or out 
of the province of Bundelcuud, and to give them or their famihes no asylum in 
my ilakah, and to abstain from all correspondence with them I promise to en- 
gage in no dispute nor quarrel with the adherents or dependants of the Bntish 
Government , and m the event of auy Cbieftam or Bajah of this temtory m alli- 
ance mth the Government, entering into a dispute with me respectmg the bound- 
aries of my mchals or villages or on any other subject whatever, I engage to re- 
present all the circumstances of the case to the British Government, with a view 
to its adjustment of the dispute, and to abide implicitly by its decision, and to 
take no steps towards obtaining redress with my own hands without the authority

to penetrate through my jurisdiction mto the Bntish territories, I engage to con- 
vey mtelligence of their approach to the Bntish Officers before they shall have 
arrived on the frontier of my jaghire, and to exert myself to the utmost of my 
power m opposing them I will not harbour thieves nor robbers m my jaghire , 
and if any property be plundered or stolen from merchants or traveUers in am 
of my villages, I engage to cause the zemindar of such nllage to restore tlx* pro-, 
porty stolen or robbed, or to deliver up the thief or robber to the British Govern- 
ment, and if any person charged with commission of murder or any other crime

Tbanslation of a Sunnud granted to Titakooh BtsnvN Sing under the seal 
and signature of the Eight Hon’ble the Vice-Puksident in Counoil, dated 
2nd March 1827 

To the chowdries, kanoongoes, zemindars, and mokuddums of the tuppahs 
of Myhere Khas and others appertaining to Bundelcund, be it known , Wliereas 
formerly m the year 1814 A D , at the request of the Thakoor Doorjun Sing de- 
ceased, who from the first establishment of the British authority in Bimdelcund 
evinced his submission and obedience to the British Government, he received 
from the Eight Hon’ble the Go\rcmor-General a Sunnud confirming to him in 
jaghire the villages of the ilakah of Myhere , and since the death of the aforesaid 
Thakoor, adverting to the known intention of the said Thakoor who dunng his 
hfetime had given in a 'Wa]ib-ool-urz, requesting that the jaghire of Myhere might 
be confirmed to his two sons jointly, and on account of the occurrence of dis- 
putes and disagreement between the two sons after the death of their father, 
the following arrangement was directed by the Bntish Government to be carried 
into effect 

After making over the town and fort of Myhere Khas to Thakoor Bishen Smg, 
. the eldest son of the late Thakoor Doorjun Sing, the remainder of the villages 
of the above jaghire to be equally divided between the two sons, that is to say, 
Thakoor Bishen Smg, the eldest son, and Thakoor Praeg Das, the youngest son • 
and Thakoor Bishen Smg, m order to strengthen his allegiance to the Bntish 
Government, having presented a wntten engagement containing five distmct 
Articles therefore this Sunnud has been granted to him conferrmg upon him 
and his descendants m perpetmty the following villages with all the rights, ap- 
purtenances, and revenues thereunto belongmg , and so long as the said Thakoor 
Bishen Smg and his heirs shall firmly abide by the conditions contained m his 
obhgation of allegiance which he has delivered, the British Government will not 
interfere with nor resume these lands 

You will accordingly consider the said Thakoor propnetor and manager of 
these villages , and it is the duty of the said. Thakoor Bishen Smg, on his part, 
by the cultivation and improvement of his villages, to render the mhabitants 
contented and grateful, and to enjoy the produce of his jaghire m the exercise 
of obedience and attachment to the British Government

As you are superintending this State, the entire authority lies with you , you 
will (doubtless) do w'hat vnll be projict for my advancement and wrclfarc I do 
not need to enquire

ment, I have prepared and hereby present this Ikrarnamah contaming nme dis- 
tinct Articles, to Mr John Bichardson, from whom I have received a Snnnud, 
confirmmg to me aU my ancient possessions m this province , and I hereby declare 
that I will scrupulously observe all the Articles contained m the Ikrarnamah and

1 hereby engage never to connect myself with any marauders or plunderers 
either withm or out of the province of Bundelcund, to afford them no asylum or 
permit their famihes or children to reside m my possessions, and to abstam from 
aU intercourse and correspondence with them I further engage to avoid entenng 
into quarrels or disputes with the dependants andservants of the Bntish Govern- 
ment , and if at any time a dispute should arise on account of mehals or villages 
or from any other cause, between me and any of the Bajahs and Chiefs of this 
provmce m dependence on the Bntish Government, I agree to submit such dispute 
without delay to the officers of the British Government for their decision, and 
imphcitly to observe and abide by what decision shall be passed upon it I fur- 
ther engage to make no reprisals on any one for past mjuries, nor to seek redress 
by force without the permission of the British Government, and always to be obe- 
dient and submissive to the Government.

I engage to guard all the passes up the Ghats which are situated m my posses- 
sion m such a manner as to prevent all marauders, plunderers, and evil-disposed 
persons from ascending or descending the Ghats by any of those passes, and from 
entenng the British terntories for the purpose of exciting disturbances , and if 
any sirdars of troops should meditate an mvasion of the British temtones through 
my possessions, I engage to give timely notice thereof to the officers of the Bnti&b 
Government, and to use every practicable exertion to obstruct their progress

Whenever the Bntish troops shall have occasion to ascend the Ghats by any 
of the passes situated within my possessions, I agree not only not to obstruct or

to the principal officers in Bundclcund a statement of my complaint against such 
parson and to abide by whatever orders may be passed on the occasion agrccablj'’

I engage not to harbour thieves or robbers in any of my villages , and if the 
property of merchants or travellers be stolen or robbed in any of the villages sub- 
ject to my authority, I agree to rcndei the zemindars of such village responsible 
for the restitution of the stolen property, or for the delivery of the thief or robber 
to the officers of the British Government , and if any felon or murderer 01 person

Having presented a statement and list of the ’^ilbges m my possession and 
having obtained a Sunnud for the same, I therefore promise and engage that if 
amongst the villages enumerated and stated by me, any village the property of 
any other person shall be found and the nght to the same proved, or it shall appear 
that during the government of the Nawab Ally Bahadoor the said village or villages 
Were not in my possession, I bind myself to abide by whatever the British Govern-

Whereas Gopaul Sing of the Boondellah caste and Bahadur Sing of the Purhar 
sect have rebelled against the British Government, and have plundered and carried 
their outrages into the villages granted by the British Government to the Rajahs 
Bukht Smg and Kishore Sing , I therefore engage and promise not to give the 
above rebels shelter or protection in any part of my possessions, and not to suffer 
them to pass through my terntoiies to those of either of the aforesaid Rajahs or 
of the British Government , and if the said men shall either openly or secretly

Be it known to all chowdnes, kanoongoes, zemindars, and mokuddums of the 
tuppas of Sohawul and Rygawn, in the talooks of Doorgunpore and Birsmgpore, 
m the provmce of Bundelcund , that Whereas Laul Amaun Smg, one of the here- 
ditary Chieftains of the province of Bimdelcimd, havmg from the period of the 
annexation of the said provmce to the terntones of the Honorable the East 
India Company mvariably observed a fnendly conduct and reframed from every 
outrage or any sort of improper conduct, and now manifests his wish to be admitted 
to obedience and submission to the British Government and having lately presented 
an Ikrarnamah or obhgation of allegiance to the Bntish Government by him*- 
self, and requesting a Sunnud confirmmg him m the property and possession of 
the villages now occupied by him , he therefore enters mto the present engage- 
ment, consisting of mne Articles, expressive of his sincere attachment and fidehty 
to the Government Therefore, and with a view to the entire satisfaction of the 
British Government, and to the support of his claims as a hereditary Chieftain of 
this provmce, the villages contained m the subjomed schedule, which from ancient 
times have been and still are in his possession, are hereby granted to the said Laul 
Amaun Smg, and the said villages shall contmue m the permanent possession of 
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the said Laul Amaiin Sing and Ins successors So long as he and tlioy shall con-

The chowdries, hanoongoes, zemindars, and mokuddums of the said villages 
will continue as heretofore to exercise their duties in their respective villages 
under the authority of the said Laul Amaun Sing , and it is the duty of the said 
Laul Amaun Sing to render his ryots and zemindars happy and grateful by tbc 
just administration of his government, to devote his utmost attention to the pros- 
perity and improvement of the eoiintry, and finally to remain firm in his obedience 
and submission to the British Government according to his several stipulated 
Articles of Engagement After the sanction of the Bight Honorable the Gov- 
ernor-General in Council shall be obtained, another Sunniid signed by the Bight 
Honorable the Governor-General will be exchanged for and substitnted in the 
place of the present Sunnud granted by the Agent to the Governor-General

Translation of an Obligation of Allegiance presented by Lal Sew Sing, 

Chief of Sohawul, — 1843 

Whereas from the period the provinces of Baghelcund and Bundclcund came 
into the possession of the British Government, I, Lal Sew Smg, acknowledging 
my dependence to the British Government, place myself in submission to its officers 
who may be appointed to the charge of these provmces with the view of confirm- 
mg my obedience and allegiance to the British Government I now present this 
obhgation contaimng eight Articles duly signed and sealed by me to Major William 
Henry Sleeman, Agent to the Governor-General, hoping to receive a Simnud con- 
firming to me the villages which by inheritance have come into my possession ; 
I therefore promise to adhere to the Articles contained in the obhgation and never 
to depart or deviate from them 

Article 1 

I wifi, not in any way connect myself with any evil-disposed persons either 
withm or without the provmces of Baghelcund and Bundelcund, nor will I afford 
them shelter, nor allow the famihes of such persons to reside in my possessions, 
nor will I hold any correspondence with such persons, nor will I enter into any 
disputes with any of the adherents or servants of the British Government, and 
if on any subject disputes with any of the adherents of the British Government 
should arise, I wiU instantly request the officers of the British Government to 
settle the subject of the dispute, and whatever decision may be made I will agree 
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to the same and not deviate from such decision I further promise not to retahate 
any act of hostihly received from another nor without permission of the Entiah 
Government to give myself justice, and m every respect I will he obedient to the 
Bntish Government 

Article 2 

I will make such arrangements with respect to the passes leading mto my pos- 
sessions as to prevent the egress and mgress of all evil-disposed persons, maraud- 
ers, and plunderers, nor will I ever allow marauders and suspicious persons to 
pass through my possessions for the purpose of creating disturbances m the Bntish 
territories, and if any Chief or Commander of troops should design to penetrate 
into the British territory through my possessions, I will give mteUigence of his 
approach before he arrives near my possessions , and I will use my utmost endea- 
vours to obstruct this advance 

Abticlb 3 

Whenever the British troops have occasion to proceed through the passes 
leadmg mto my possessions I will not m any manner hinder them, and moreover 
Will give orders to this effect to my people, and I will depute a conffdential person 
to accompany them, and they are at hberty to proceed by any toad they may 
please, and whilst the British troops are m my possessions or m the neighbour- 
hood I will cause “ Rusud ” supplies and all necessary articles to be continually 
furnished to them 

An-notE A 

If any British subject should abscond and come and reside m my possessions, 
on apphcation of the officers of the Bntish Government I wiU give him up, and 
if any of my subjects should abscond and go and reside m the British temtory, 
I will make my appheation to its officers to give up such persons, and whatever 
may be ordered agreeable to the regulations of the British Government I will 
conform to 1 will not of myself cause such persons to be seized 

Article 5 

1 will not permit thieves and thugs to reside m my possessions, and if the pro- 
perty of any merchant or traveller should be stolen m my possessions, I wiU call 
on the zemindars of the place where the robbery may occur and make them pay 
the value of the property stolen or seize and dehver over the thieves and plunderers 
to the officers of the British Government, and any person who havmg committed 
murder m the British temtory shall come mto my possessions, I will have him 
seized and delivered over to the officers of the British Government and will not 
allow him to escape from my possessions mto those of others.

Should any village m the list of the villages m my possessions which I have 
presented, and agreeable to which I have received from the British Government 
the Sunnud, belong to another person, and it be evident that m the tune of Nawab 
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Ullee Baliadoor li; was not in my possession, whatever decision the British Govern- 
ment may give I will obey and not offer any excuse. 

AnTiOLE 7 

As the villages mentioned in my Snnnnd belonged to iny ancestors, I tlicre- 
foie bind myself on leceiving my Sunnud not to apply to Ihe British Governmeuf 
to assist me in obtaining possession of any of them nor to aid me m the manage- 
ment of my possessions 

Auticlg 8 

Of my confidential servants I will cause one to be always in attendance ns

Be it known to all ohowdrees, canoongoes, zemindars, and raukuddums of thd 
tiippas of Sohawml and Eyegaon in the talooks of Doorjunpoox and Birsiugpoor 
in the provinces of Bundelcund and Bagheloimd, that vherens Lall Amnu Sing, 
who IS one of the hereditary Chieftains of these provinces, has never rebelled against 
the British Government, but has invariably remamed firm in his allegiance to it, 
and has obeyed the orders of its officers , and whereas he has apphed for the grant 
of a Sunnud confirming him in possession of the Chieftamship, and has presented 
an ikrarnamah or obhgation of allegiance to the British Government consistmg 
of mne Articles and dated the 16th July 1809, corresponding wuth the 19th Assar 
Same, Sun 1216 F S upon this a Sunnud, dated 18th July 1809, corresponding 
with 21st Asar Same, Sumbut 1216 Fuslee, was granted to him confirming him 
in the permanent possession of 217^ villages so long as he and his successors con- 
tinue strictly to adhere to the conditions of the ikrarnamah and to be obedient 
and submissive to the British Government Lall Aman Smg enjoyed those villages 
during his hfetime, and he died on Tuesday, the 8th March 1842, corresponding 
with Fagoon Buddee Ekadussee, Sun 1248 Fuslee Lall Sheo Sing, the eldest son 
of Lall Aman Smg, presented to the Agent, Governor-General, a new ikrarnamah, 
consisting of eight Articles (omitting the 7th Article m the ikrarnamah of Lt^ 
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^Aman Sing as no longer necessary in the present circumstances), expressing his 
smcere atbaohment and fidelity to the Government, and requestmg a new Sunnud 
confirming him in the property and possession of the villages now occupied by 
him Government, therefore, acknowledging the right of Lall Sheo Sing, and with 
a view to the entire satisfaction of the British Government, and to the support 
of his claims as a hereditary Chieftain of those provmces, the villages contained 
in the subjomed schedule are hereby granted to the said Lall Sheo Smg, and the 
said villages shall continue in the permanent possession of the said Lall Sheo Sing 
and his successors So long as he and they shall continue to adhere to the condi- 
tions of the Ikrarnamah these villages shall be confirmed and not resumed

Tiianslatton of an Obligation of Alligiancl prcscnlocl by Dewan Moorut 

Sing, — 1816 

Whereas the Bntisli Government having taken into its consideration tlic cir- 
cumstances of my descent and former rights, and my zealous and submissive obe- 
dience, has liberally detennined to admit me among tlie number of its immediate 
dependants, and to confirm me in the possession of the lands of Jessoo now actually 
occupied by me, and ^^hc^cas Mr Wauchopc, the Sujicriiitcndent of Political 
Affairs in Biiudclcuud, on the part of the Eight Ilon’blc the Go\ernor-Goneral 
in Council, has required me to jiresent an Ikrarnaniah or obligation of allogiancp 
Therefore, and in consideration of the ample provision which the British Govern- 
ment has been pleased to bestow upon mo, I ha\c jirepared and do ho^ob^ jirosont 
this Ikrarnaniah, comprising the following ten Articles, baling ni) seal and signa- 
ture duly attached to it, and I promise never to coininit any act in violation of any 
of the subjoined Articles and never to depart from the conditions t-hej’ contain — 

Article 1 

I engage to mamtam no intercourse with any maraudcis, w hethcr in or out 
of the province of Bundelcund, to give them and their families no asylum in iny 
jaghire, and to abstain from all correspondence with them I promise to engage 
m no dispute nor quarrel with the adherents or dependants of the British Govern- 
ment, and in the event of any Chieftain or Eajah of this province in alliance with 
the Government entering into a dispute with me respecting the boundaries of my 
mehals or villages, or on any other subjects whatever, I engage to represent all 
the circumstances of the case to the British Government wuth a ^^ew'^ to its adjust- 
ment of the dispute, to abide implicitly by its decision, and to take no steps towards 
obtaining redress wuth my owm hands without the authority of the British Govern- 
ment, to which I promise to conduct myself on all occasions wuth strict obedience 
and submission 

Article 2 

I engage to guard all the passes in my jaghire in such manner as to obstruct 
the inroads of marauders and plunderers as well as all enemies of the British Govern- 
ment, and effectually to prevent them from obtaining a passage through my ilakah 
mto the British territories , and if any Chiefs or Commanders of troops belonging 
to the neighbouring coimtries attempt to penetrate through my jurisdiction into 
the British territories, I engage to convey intelligence of their approach to the 
British Officers before they shall have arrived on the frontier of my jaghire, and 
to exert myself to the utmost of my power in opposing them

Whenever the British troops shall have occasion to pass through my jaghire, 
whether for the purpose of ascendmg the Ghats or of proceedmg m any other direc- 
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tion, I promiBe not only not to oppose or obstruct then march, but on the contrary 
to depute respectable and intelhgent persons to conduct them by any route they 
may please to follow I further engage to execute with zeal and alacrity all requi- 
sitions I may receive from the Commandmg Officer of the Bntish troops, whether

If any of the mhabitants of the Bntish territory abscond and take refuge in

I engage not to harbour thieves or robbers m any of the villages composmg 
my jaghire, and if the property of any mbabitants or travellers be stolen or robbed 
in any of my villages, I engage to make the zemmdars of such villages responsible 
for the restitution of the stolen property or for the seizure and surrender of the 
thief or robber to the British Officers , and if any person amenable to the British

Translation of a Sunned granted to Dewan Moorut Sing, — 1816 

Be it known to the chowdries, kanoongoes and zemindars of the province of 
Bundelcund, that whereas Dewan Moorut Sing having personally professed Ins 
zealous attachment and submissive obedience to the British Government , and 
Whereas the Right Honorable the Governor-General in Council having taken into 
nis consideration the descent and former circumstances of Dewan Moorut Sing, 
and being of opinion that they entitle him to hold the lands of Jessoo (now in his 
actual occupation, but included m the Sunnud of Rajah Bukht Sing) indepen- 
dently of Rajah Bukht Sing, the Right Honorable the Governor-General m Council, 
actuated by those principles of justice and impartiality which ever regulate the 
conduct of the British Government, has determined to confirm Dewan Moorut 
Smg in the possession of the said lands and fort of Jessoo now actually held by him , 
and Dewan Moorut Sing having presented an Ikrarnamah or obligation of allegiance 
to the British Government under his own seal and signature, comprising ten Arti- 
cles, expressive of his sincere obedience and faithful attaeliment to the British 
Government Therefore, and from motives of benevolence and liberality, the 
fort of Jessoo and the Aullages specified underneath, which from ancient times have 
been in possession of Dewan Moorut Smg, are hereby granted to him and to his 
heirs in perpetuity, rent-free, by the British Government , and so long as the said 
Dewan Moorut Sing and his liens shall remain m obedience and submission to the 
British Government and strictly adliere to the terms of his engagements, the afore- 
said villages shall continue permanently in his possession It is your duty, there- 
fore, to acknowledge and obey Dewan Moorut Smg as the jaghiredar of the afore- 
said villages, and to consider yourselves as accountable to him for all rights and 
immumties appertammg to them 

It IS incumbent on the said Dewan Moorut Sing on the other hand to conciliate 
and render grateful the peasantry and mhabitants by his good government , to 
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devote liis endeavours to increase tlie population and to enhance the prosperity 
of Ins jaghire, and to employ its flourishing resources in the service of the British 
Government

The share of the mother of Cliobcy 
Chiittersaul is included in the Siinnud 
granted to the said Chobey, and the 
share of the relict of lihiirt Juc deceas- 
ed 18 included mtlic Suiinud granted 
to Nowul Kishore Whereas, after the 
death of the mother of Chuttersaul 
and the relict of Bhurt Jue, all the bro- 
thers, etc , sharers, arc heirs , I am 
therefore hopeful that after the demise 
of the above women each and all the 
sharers shall receive their share of their 
jaghire, jewels, and other propcity of 
the aforesaid women 

Article 17. 

As in th*^ 10th Article of my Ikrar- 
nnmah I have written that if there 
should bo any balance due ou account 
of Tovenuo or tuccavie in the villages 
which I have received from the British 
Government, I would collect and pay 
the same to that Goveinmeut , where- 
fore my representation is this, that I 
shall pay to the British Government 
whatever sums I may recover from 
the zemindars or from the sale of pro- 
perty only', no more shall be claimable 
from mo by the British Government

Translation of the Ikrarnamah of the Chobey Deriao Sing, i^\te Killadar 

OP Calinger 

Dated 19th June 1S12 

I, Chobey Dcriao Sing Whereas the rulers of the British Government, at 
the period of the acquisition of the province of Biindclcund to the British pos- 
sessions, after having entered into an Ikrarnainah or written engagement of alle- 
giance, with a view' to the more firmly binding me to a faithful discliargc and 
fulfilment of the terms of the several Articles of the engagement, the British 
Government granted me a Sunnud in perpetuity, generation after generation, 
for the ]aghire of Calinger including the fortress , but on my part, and that of 
my partners, the terms of the aforesaid Ilcrarnamah were not observed and adhered 
to in the manner that it was incumbent on us to observe and adhere to them , 
notwithstanding the British Rulers considered our crimes as false steps, and con- 
tented themselves finally by resuming the possession of the fortress, the cause 
of our refractoriness, and granted at my request the villages Paldeo, etc , in the 
pergunnah of Blietry and Koiiis, etc , in beu of my share of the villages of the 
former jaghiic wherefore I, the contracting party, of my own free will and plea- 
sure, have debvered m this Ilcrarnamah, and hereby engage that I will firmly 
abide by and fulfil and discharge the terms of the several Articles thereof 
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Article 1 

If any of the surrounding Chiefs rebel against the British authority, although 
they be niy near relations, I engage to abstain from every manner of fnendly 
intercourse with such Chiefs and not to harbour or give protection m my country 
to them or any of their relations 


Article 2 

I engage not to enter into quarrels or disputes with any Chief who is obedient 
or submissive to the British Government, and if at any time a quarrel or dispute 
arise between me and any of the other dependants of the British Government 
in either case I promise to submit the cause of such disputes for the decision of 
the British Government 


Article 3 

I engage to guard all the passes through the Ghats under my authority, so 
as to prevent all marauders, plunderers, and all ill-disposed persons from ascend- 
ing or descending the Ghats, or from entering the British territories through any 
of those passes , and if any neighbourmg Chief or leader should meditate an in 
cursion mto the British territory through my possessions or those of the Chiefs 
in allegiance thereto, I engage to furmsh the officers of the British Government 
wii-h mformation of the circumstance before his approach to the neighbourhood 
of my territory, and to exert my utmost eftorts to obstruct his progress 

Article 4 

Whenever the British troops shall have occasion to ascend the Ghats through 
any of the passes subject to my authority, I agree not only not to obs-truct or 
impede their progress, but to depute respectable and mtclligent persons to con- 
duct them by the most convement route, and to furnish them with the necessary 
Buppbes BO long as they remain wathm or m the vicinity of my possessions 

Article 5 

I agree to reside with my family and children in one of the villages forming 
my jaghire If I wish to reside m or build a dwelhug in the territories of any 
of the Chiefs dependant on the British Government, I shall first obtain the per- 
mission of the British Government and not go to any other place without the 
permission of the British Government 

Article 6 

I engage not only to have no connection with any marauders, plunderers, 
robbers, or other ovil-disposed persons either within or out of the province of 
Bundelound or the other domimons of the British Government, and not to let 
them shelter or remam m any of the villages of my jaghire, but to give every 
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information I may possess legarding tbcir haunts to the oflicers of the British Gov- 
ernment , and, if possible I promise to sei^c and deliver them up to the British 
Government I promise to discontinue all intercourse and correspondence ivith 
the above persons, and to avoid entering into disputes with any of the servants 
or adherents of the British Government If eventually a dispute should arise 
between any of the adherents of the British Government, I further engage to 
afford no assistance to either party without the orders of the British Govern- 
meub, but to remain quietly within my own territory in complete obedience to 
the British Government 


Autigle 7 

If any subject of the British Government abscond and take refuge in any of 
the villages of my jaghire, I engage to seize and deliver up such absconder to the 
officers of the British Go^ eminent , and should any person be sent on the part 
of the British Government to apprehend the fugitive, I engage not only not to ob- 
struct nor mipedc such person, but to co-operate with him in the apprehension 
of the fugitive I further engage to obej’' the orders of the Civil and Criminal 
Courts in all transactions which shall occur after the date of this obligation and 
shall be issued by the Agent to the Governor-General, and never to excite com- 
motions or disturbances in any manner whatever 

Autiolb 8. 

I engage never to harbour thieves or robbers in any of the villages subject 
to my authority, and if the property of any of the inhnbit.iiits or of travellers 
be stolen or robbed ui any of my villages, I jiroinise to render the zemindais of 
such villages responsible for the restitution of tlic stolen j)ropcrt.y, or for the seizure 
and debvery of the thief or robber to the British Government , and if any person 
charged with murder, or amenable to the Biitish laivs for any other crmies com- 
mitted in the British territory, take refuge in any of my villages, I further engage 
to seize and dehver over such offenders to the British Government, or make the 
zemindar appear befoic the officers of the British Government 


Auticlb 9. 

Whereas the villages of Paldeo, etc , wdiich I have now obtained in jaghire 
have been heretofore subject to the jurisdiction of the British Laws and Begu- 
latioiis , if any decree or any suit shall have passed against any of the ryots or 
zemindars of the vdlages aforesaid, and the jirocess to fulfil the execution of any 
such decree shall be issued through the Agent to the Governor-General foi the 
time being, I hereby engage to obey and fulfil that officer’s orders, and not to

Be it known to the chowdries, kanoongoes, and zemmdars, present and to 
come, of the pergunnah of Bhettree and Koonhuss, etc , m the zillah of Bundel- 
cund , that Whereas, at the time of dehvermg up the fortress of Calmger to the 
officers of the British Government, an engagement was entered into with the 
said Chobey Deriao Smg that in heu of those villages of the former jaghire granted 
in his name, which he should transfer to the British Government, he should re- 
ceive his share m exchange thereof, over and above the shares of Newul Kishore, 
etc , seven shares , consequently the aforesaid Chobey has dehvered m a request 
to receive the villages of Paldeo, etc , villages accordmg to the statement under- 
neath, belonging to the pergunnahs above-mentioned — ^For which reason, the 
villages aforesaid, with the revenues and duties, and all them rights and appur- 
tenances, except the alienated lands, which arc not mcluded in the settlement 
of the British Government in heu of the -villages transferred from his former ja- 
ghire, together -with the villages of his former jaghire, which were not transferred 
to the British Government, in conformity to the underneath statement, are here- 
by granted to the aforesaid Chobey Denao Sing, in perpetmty, generation after 
generation, for ever, as Nankar, by the British Government As long as the 
aforesaid Chobey Deriao Sing and his heirs shall remam firm and faithful in the 
full discharge of the terms of the several Articles of the Ikrarnamah or written 
engagement which he has entered into with the British Government, the afore- 
said villages shall remain m the possession of the said Chobey Denao Smg and 
his heirs for ever, free and unmolested It is necessary that you should con- 
sider the aforesaid Chobey Denao Sing the rent-free landholder and controller 
of the said villages, and that you do repair to his presence, and in all things en- 
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deavour to ])romoto Ins advantage It also is j)ropcr and incuinbent on the .ifore- 
saul Chobcy Dcnao Sing to encourage .ind use Ins endeavours for the comfort 
and li.ippnioss of llio /ennndais and lyols, and io c\eit Ins best means to culti- 
vate and lendei populous and produotivc Ins villages, and to enjoy the jiroduce 
in good faith and lojMlty touaids the British Government

Be it known to the chowdries, kanoongoes and zemindars of the pergunnah 
of Bhettree and Koonhuss, in the zillali of Bundclciind "Whereas at the period 
of the surrender of the fortress of Cahnger to the British Government an engage- 
ment was entered into by the British Government witli tlic Cliobcy Denao Sing 
and Newul Kishore, etc , his co-partnera, that m lieu of whatever villages belong- 
ing to the jaghire of Cahnger they should deliver up to tho British Government, 
they should receive an eqmvalent in exchange, accordingly the aforesaid persons 
have delivered m their separate requests, enumerating tho villages required in 
exchange for those delivered to the Bntish Government , and Whereas the afore 
said persons have stated that “ amongst tho villages of their former jaghire, lands 
amounting to the annual sura of nine hundred and ninety Rupees were settled 
upon Gopaul Lall since the time of his ancestors Now the aforesaid lands arc 
included in the villages delivered to the British Government, and the Sunnuds 
for the lands exchanged as an eqmvalent for those of the former jaghire delivered 
to the Bntish Government have been received by each respective sharer Let 
the aforesaid Gopaul Lall also receive a separate Sunnud for an equivalent for 
his former lands ” Wherefore the villages of Komptah and Regowkh in the 
aforesaid pergunnah, in lieu of the lands in question, and the garden and lands 
formerly belonging to it, which are situated in the town of Turhuttee, and were 
excluded from the exchange, are hereby granted to the said Gopaul Lall

Sunnud to Chobey Newul Kishobe, dated the 11th January 1817 

Be it known to the chowdnes, kanoongoes, and zemindars of the pergunnah 
of Bhettree and Koonhuss, in the zillah of Bundelound , that Whereas on the 
occasion of the surrender of the fortress of Calmger to the of&cers of the British 
Government, an engagement was entered into, in which it was stipulated that 
Chobey Newul Kishore and the widow of Bhurt Jeo Chobey, proprietors of two 
shares out of eight shares of the former jaghire of Cahnger, for which a Sunnud 
was granted m the name of Chobey Denao Smg, the late kiUadar of Calmger, 
should receive from the Bntish Government an equivalent for whatever portion 
of their shares of the said lands and villages should be transferred to the Bntish 
Government , and the said Newul Kishore and the widow of Bhurt Jeo Chobey 
havmg selected the villages of Bhysont and six other villages situated m the per- 
gunnah of Bhettree and Koonhuss, in this district, m heu of such of them ongmal 
lands as were transferred to the Bntish Government, and they havmg further 
agreed to hold their shares under one and a ]oint Sunnud, a ]omt Sunnud was

cossore in perpetuity And so long ns the said Chobey and his heirs shall firmly 
and faithfully adhere to the terms of the several Articles of the Ikrarnamah or 
wntten engagement which, under date the 10th July 1812, corresponding uith 
25th Je 3 rth 1219 Fuslee, he executed jointly with the widow of Bhurt Jeo Chobey, 
he shall not be disturbed in the possession of the said lands and villages 

It IB proper that you regard the said Ncwul Kishorc as the rent-free land 
holder and controller of the said villages , that you attend him when required, 
and in all things study to promote his interests It is incumbent on the afore- 
said Chobey Newul Kishorc to devote himself to the improvement of the happi- 
ness and comfort of the zemindars and ryots, and to the extension of the culti-

INTRODUCTION. 

I N 1921 the Gwalioi Residency was separated from the Cential India 
Agency and placed in direct relations witli the Government of India 

The Residency includes, besides the Treaty State of Gualioi* and the 
Sanad State of Rhaniadhana, 36 guaranteed land and tanka holders 
Ror a historical account of the genesis of the mediatised States and 
Estates of Cential India, see Intioduction to Volume IV 

Theie were oi iginally, undei the Resident at Givalioi, one mediatised 
State (Amjheia) and seven mediatised Estates — Agia BarkliPia 
Bhadaura Eathaun, Paion, Raghugaih (including Dhainaoda and 
Gaiha), Siisi and Umii (including Khiaoda) The Estate of Umii, and 

( 329 ) 
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its ofislioot Khiaoda, were not included in tlie 1893 edition of this work, 
presumably on the ground tliat they were not formally guaranteed. 
They, however, having for many yeai's past been treated in practice aa 
separate Estates and as possessing a prescriptive guarantee, were included 
in the 1909 edition. The Thakur of Umri claims independence and his 
case is still suh pidico, as the question of his status vis-d-vis the Gwalior 
Darhar is pending decision by the Government of India.

In 1921 the Estate of Bagli was transferred from the Malwa Agency 
to the Gwalior Residency. 


The State of Amjhera was confiscated in 18-57, and passed to Gwalior. 
Maksudangarh, which at the time of its lapse was under the Bhopal 
Agency, lapsed to the Gwalior Darhar in 1909 : Kamalpur in 1911, and 
Bhadaura in 1920 : and Ajraoda in 191(1, and Dhulatia in 1919, lapsed 
to tlto Gwalior and Indore Darhars. 


The Estates of Basoda and Pathari, though holding only from 
Gwalior, are under the charge of the Political Agent, Bhopal : and their 
accounts appear under that Agency (Yol. IV, Part II, Bhopal). Basoda 
was, in the past, treated as guaranteed by the British Government; but 
the question, whether it should be so treated in future, is now under 
consideration. 

Between 1913 and 1917 certain Thakurs executed Ikrarnamas resign- 
ing their excise rights in favour of the Darhar, who in return granted 
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ttem Parwanas piomising to pay the amount of the compensation in

Tlie accounts of these Estates follow llio oidei gi-ven* also (44) ITniri 
and (45) Kliiaoda, whose Thakuis weie not summoned to Ihe Baibar. 
Their status is now undei consideiation by the Govcinnient of India. 

With legard to the dates given in the documents, it is to be noted 
that there aie tAvo (Vilaania) Sainvat eias (the Noithein and Southern) 
differing fiom each othei by six months tw'o Easli eias (the Noithein 
and Deccan) differing from eacli othei by two yeais and two Aiabic 
eras— Hijii (A H ), the Lunar yeai, and Aiabi (A A ), the solai year 
that begins and ends on the same dates as the Easli yeai, wdiich runs 
from June to June The Aiabi yeai is seven yeais behind the Noithern, 
and nine yeais behind tlie' Deccan Easli, thus 1219 A A (June 6lh ISIS 
— June 5th 1S19 A D ) = 1226 Noithein Easli and 122S Deccan Easli,

In 1924 the Gwalior Dai bar issued fiesh sanads to all the Estates 
restoied to them. In viitue of the authority allowed to them by the

Eauuji, the fouudei of the Scindia family, began his caieei in the 
seiwioe of Bala]i Baji Rao, Peshwa, bj"- whom he was appointed to a com- 
mand in the Paigah or body-guaid Fiom this point his use to the first 
lank of the Mahiatta Chiefs •was lapid lie died in 1750 in Malwa, 
wheie he had acquiied some possessions, and was succeeded bj' his eldest 
son Jayapa, who vas killed at Nagoi in 1759 Jajmpa was succeeded by 
his son Jaiikiiji, who in 17G1 was taken piisonei at Pauipat and put to 
death His uncle itadliuji Sciiidia, the youngest son of Ranuji, then 
succeeded to the Chiefship 

Madhuji Scindia was present at the battle of Panipat in 1761, in 
which he was seveielj' uounded Aftei the disastious flight of the Mah- 
lattas Scindia, like othei Mahiattas Chiefs, lost his possessions in Malwa 
On the letuin of the Mahrattas to Hoithein India in 1764, the most 
active of the piedatoiy leadeis was Scindia, whose formidable aimy, 
oiganised undei Piench officeis, made him in leality the lulei of 
Noithein India, though nonunally the seivant of the Peshwa 

Madhuji Scindia played a most impoitant pait in the stiuggle which 
took place foi the Peshuaship aftei the death of Madhav Rao Balal in 
1772’'. He was the chief suppoit of the paity of Nana Painavis It 
was the policy of the Biitish Goveininent to secuie peace by concludmg 
a sepal ate tieaty with Scindia, and then using him as a mediator with 
the other paities, but Scindia’s ambition, and his insistence on some 
of the inadmissible conditions of the Convention of Waigaon (1779)’^', 
defeated the negotiations -which had more than once been begun The 
level ses, however, which he met with from a foice, which had m\aded 
his territories from Bengal foi the purpose of creating a powerful diver- 
sion, brought him to terms and a Tieaty (No I) was concluded with 
him by Colonel Muii on the 13th Cctober 1781, by which the forces of 
Colonel Muir and Scindia were withdrawn, and Scindia agreed to use 
his good offices to eftect a peace, and failing that to remain neutral 
Peace was concluded ivith the Mahiattas by the Tieaty of Salhai in 
1782^, Scindia being the guarantee for its observance Tinder the third 
article of this tieaty the right of the British Government to the paigana 
and town of Broach was recognised In June 1782, Government con- 
ferred these on Scindia (No II) in consideration of his services, on condi- 
tion of trade remaining unmolested A separate Tieaty was concluded on

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the 30tk Septembe. 1785 (No 111) loi the legulatiou of liade and tlie 
duties to be levied at Bioacli. 

By the Tieaty of Salbai the mdependcut pouei of Madhuji Scindia 
in his lelatioub with the Biitish Goieiiimeut was fiist lecogmsed; but ' 
in all othei lespects he continued ostenlatiously to pioless subjection lo 
the Beshua The sjsteni of ueutiality winch the Biitish (iovernnient 
then puisued left Scindia at libeit} , and he availed himself of the 
oppoituuity to establish his powei o\ei Noil hern India, and to obtain 
contiol ovei the peison of the JOmpcioi of Belhi. In 1790 Scmdia made 
oveituies to shaie in the alliance against Tipu, but the conditions he 
proposed, that the Biitish Go\einmeut should delciid his possessions in 
Noithern India and aid him in his wais with the Bajput States, w'cie 
inadmissible Aftei the peace with Tipu in 1792 {see Vol IX, Mysoie 
No. VIII) the feelings of Scindia, who was piobably jealous ol the 
incieasiug ascendancy of the Biitish Go^elnlnent, weie lathei hostile 
than friendly It w'as paitlj' thiough his lutluence that the pioposals 
made by Loid Cornw-allis m 1793 lo the Niram and the I’cshwa loi a 
definite tieaty of guaiantee against Tipu weie defeated. 

Madhuji Scindia died in 1794 and w'as succeeded by his gi aiid-nephew 
Daulat Kao Scindia, wdio w’as too young to caiij out any dangeious 
designs which Madhuji Scmdia might luue entei tamed Buiiug the 
distinctions which follow^ed the death of Madhav Kao Naiavan Peshw’a 

V 

in 1795, Scmdia gamed an ascendancy w'hich enabled him to place Baji 
Kao in power, to usuip most of the possessions of llolkai, and to sccuie 
to himself the foitiess of Ahmadnagai, wdiich gave him the key lo the 
entrance into the teiiitories of the Keshwa and the Nizam. The power 
of Scmdia, whose aimy w^as commanded by Blench ofliceis, was at this 
time most dangeious to the Biitish Government When by the Tieaty 
of Bassem in 1802* the British Government had lecoveied its influence at 
Poona and established a subsidiaiy foice there, Daulat Kao Scmdia 
entered into a league with the Raja of Beiai to defeat the objects of the 
tieaty The deceit and evasion with w'hich Scmdia met the oveituies of 
General Wellesley for an amicable adjustment of their diffeiences 
lendeied war mevitable. In the campaign which followed the pow'ei of 
Scmdia was completely biokeu both in Dppei and Cential India He 
was compelled to sue for peace, and to sign the Tieaty of Sarji Anjan- 
gaon in 1803 (No lY) By tins he ceded his teiiitoiies in Noithern 
India and south of the Ajanta hills, with the exception of some heiedi- 
tary villages, and resigned his claims on suboidmate Chiefs with whom 
the Biitish Government had made tieaties 

Article 15 of the Treaty of Saiji Anjangaon left Scindia the option 
of becoming a party to the defensive alliance concluded by the British

Government witli tlie Pesliwa and tlie Nizam, and bound the Biitish 
Government, in the event of his so doing, to maintain a subsidiaiy force 
of SIX battalions to be paid foi out of the teriitoiies ceded by that Tieaty 
Scindia agreed to the alliance, and by a sepaiate Treaty (No V) con- 
cluded on the 27th Pebiuary 1804, ariaiigements weie made for the 
subsidiary force to be stationed near Scmdia’s boundaiy, but within 
British territory 

When the schedule of places to be suriendeied was presented four 
months after the signing of the Treaty of Sarji Anjangaon, Daulat Rao 
Scindia was incensed to find the fortiess of Gwalior and the pargana of 
Gohad included in it He at once lepresented the matter, and his 
lepresentation was supported bv General Wellesley and Colonel Malcolm, 
then acting Resident at Scmdia’s Court General Wellesley declared 
that Scindia had signed the Treaty on the distinct understanding that 
article 9 did not apply to the fortiess of Gwalior and the pargana of 
Gohad, but the Biitish Government disagreed 

The discontent which Scindia felt at the determination to deprive 
him of Gohad and Gwalioi, induced him to enter into a correspondence 
with Holkai which nearly led to an open rupture Among other acts of 
hostility he attacked and plundered the Resident’s camp and detained 
the Resident a piisoner As Scindia lefused to release the Resident, he 
was informed that his conduct had annulled the treaties with him, 
that Government were at liberty to deal with him as they might think 
fit, and that the surrender of the Resident must precede any friendly 
intercourse The change, however, in the policy of Government on the 
ariival of Lord Cornwallis who, independently of any reference to the 
settlement of difieiences with Scindia, deemed it expedient to retain 
possession of Gohad and Gwalior, led to the renewal of negotiations on 
the basis of restoring these territories 

A Treaty (No VI) was accordingly concluded on the 22nd November 
1805, which confiimed the Treaty of Sar]i Anjangaon except in so far as 
it might be altered by the new Treaty, ceded Gwalior and Gohad to 
Scindia , abolished the pensions of fifteen lakhs a year paid by Govern- 
ment to Scindia’s officers , constituted the Chambal the northern boundary 
of Scindia’s territoi'y, deprived Scindia of all claim to tribute from 
Bundi or any State north of the Chambal and east of Kotah, bound the 
British Government not to make treaties with TJdaipur, Jodhpur, Rotah, 
or other Chiefs tributary to Scindia in Malwa, Mewar, or Marwar, or to 
interfere with the arrangements which Scindia might make in regard to 
them, and granted an assignment of four lakhs a year to Scindia, and 
7 agirs of two lakhs to his wife Baiza Bai, and of one lakh to his daughter 
Ohimna Bai 

In the Pin dan war the plundering Chiefs looked for support to Daulai 
Rao Scindia as the most powerful of the Mahratta Princes, and one whose 
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feelings weie hostile lo Hie lliiiisli Go^ellmlcllt lie vas also subjected 
to stioiig solicitations fioin the l*esln\a, ^^llo ^^as cndeavoui ing to icstoie 
the biolceu Mahiatta confedeiacy Sciiulia made no nioveinont indicalnc 
of a design to aid the Pesliua, altliougli he A\as no doubt hesilating as to 
the hue he uould take Wlien it was decided lo foiin a sjsteni of 
political alliances against the Ihiidaiis, negotiations weie oaily opened 
w'lth him, and the disposition of tioops was so made as to compel him 
eithei to coiifoim to the view's of the Ijiitish ^■IO^elnme^t oi lange 
himself on the side of the Pindaiis at the \eiy outset The points at 
issue w'eio his co-opeiation against the Ihndaiis and the abiogation of 
aiticle 8 of the Tieaiy of 1803, which lestiaincd the Biitish Goveinmcnt 
fiom foiming engagements with the Pajput States This Tieatj indeed 
had been legaided as substantiallv annulled in consequence of Scindia’s 
lepeated infiactions of it bj' his seciet inteicouiso with the Pindaii 
leadeis. Still Goveinmcnt weie wulling, if Seindia cordially entered into 
their measures, to leave him in all other lespects the full benefit of foiraer 
tieaties and to guaiantee to him the tnbute of those States To sccuie 
his co-opeiation, he was lequiied to suiiendci the tiibutc foi tliiee Acais, 
to put his tioops in fixed positions, whence thev weie not to nioie with- 
out the consent of the British Govciniuent, and to gne up the foits of 
Asiigaih and Hmdia, both as secuiity foi the lines of coniinunication and 
as a guarantee foi the peifoimanee of his engagements These objects 
were seemed by the Tieatj' of the 5th No^enlbel 1817 (No VII) 

The open defection of the Peshwa and the Baja of Beiar shook the 
fidelity of Scindia to his engagements The stiong foitiess of Asiigaih 
w'as not suiiendeied as stipulated bv the tieaty, and it theiefoie beraine 
necessary to leduce it bv foice In the eaptuied foit a Icttei was found 
in which Scindia diiocted the Goveinoi to obey all oidcis of the Peshwa 
who, by attacking the Residency at Poona, had decl.iied wai on the 
Biitish Goveinraent In consequence of this w'ant of good faith Sdiidia 
was lequiied peimanentlj'^ to cede the foit of Asiigaih 

On the 25th June 1818, a Tieaty (No YIII) was made w'lth Scindia 
foi the adjustment of boundaiies, the Biitish Government leceiving 
Ajmei and otliei distiicts, and ceding lands of equal value 

Daulat Rao Scindia died in 1827 He left no sou, and had lepeatedly 
evaded the advice of the Resident to adopt a successoi, leaving it to the 
Biitish Goveinmeiit to do what they might think piopei Jn accoid- 
ance, howevei, w'lth what w'eie believed to be the last w'lshes of Daulat 
Rao, a youth of eleven years, named Mugat Rao, of an obsciue bianch 
of the family, but declaied to be the neaiest i elation of Daulat Rao, 
was adopted, w'as mairied to the giand-daughtei of Daulat Rao, by 
Baiza Bai, and was placed in powei, w'lth the title of All Jah Jankuji 
Rao Scindia, undei the legeney of Baiza Bai Bama Bai aclcnowledged 
this succession most leluctantly, and maintained that it was hei late 
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liusLand’s intention that she should hold the government duiing her life 
She even pressed on the British Government the conclusion of a nev 
treaty, in order that she might obtain the formal recognition of her light 
to exercise the power i of regent during her life Although Government 
declined to conclude a new treaty, and although m 1830 they insisted on 
Baiza Bai using the young Maharaja’s seal in all official communications, 
she still clung to the hope of keeping the government in her own hands, 
and took no steps to tiain the young Chief for the future exercise ot 
powei The lestiaints undei which the youth was held by the Regent 
became at last intolerable to him, and he fled from the palace and 
took lefuge with the Resident A leconciliation was with difficulty 
effected, and, as Government gave no definite decision on the rights of 
the paities, the seeds of dissension remained and the quairel came to a 
(nsis in 1833 

Baiza Bai’s rule had then become most unpopular, and the cause of 
the young Mahaiaja was espoused by a large portion of the array, she 
was compelled to retire fiom Gwalior territory and the Mahaiaja was 
acknowledged by the Biitish Government To such a length was the 
piinoiple of absolute neutrality carried at this time that Goyemment 
declared it was a mattei of indifference to them whether the Mahaiaja or 
Baiza Bai was at the head of the Gwalior State, and that the only 
object of Government was to preserve the general tranquillity and their 
own reputation, recognising such rulei as might be placed by the populai 
voice at the head of the administration Baiza Bai was prohibited fiom 
using hei asylum in British territory or any dependent State for the 
puipose of oiganizing an invasion of Gwalior, but she was left at libeity 
to return to Gwalior and lely on the suppoit of her own subjects The 
Resident was even censured for having called in the contingent in sup- 
port of the Maharaja’s authority and it was ruled that the legit.mate 
purpose for which the contingent was formed was the suppression of 
plunderers and the repulse of external enemies 

By the Treaty of 1817 Daulat Rao Scindia had engaged to furnish a 
contingent^ of 5,000 horse and had assigned for its support the annual 
payments made to him by the British Government and the tribute from 
the States of Jodhpur, Bundi and Kotah After the close of the war the 
contingent was reduced to 2,000 horse at a monthly cost of Rs 1,20,000, 
but this amount was in excess of the funds allotted to meet it It was 
theiefoie agieed (No IX) in Rebmar^’^ 1820 that the force should be 
reduced so as to bring its cost ivithin the sum originally assigned, and 
that, foi the debt due from Scindia on account of it, certain distnct"? 
should be temporal ily tiansfened to the British Government On the 
death of Baulat Rao his annual giant of four lakhs, which he had assignerl

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in part payment for tlie contingent, ceased : and some other arrange- 
ment became necessary. A loan of eighty lakhs of rupees at 5 per cent, 
was taken from Baiza Bai ; hut, as this arrangement proved inconvenient, 
the loan was paid olf, and in 1830 the funds allotted for the payment 


of the contingent stood as follows: —

The total was still less than the cost of the contingent, which was 
Rs. 7,09,224. 

Wlien Baiza Bai fled from Gwalior, the revenues of her jagir were 
no longer available for the payment of the contingent, and a correspond- 
ing reduction of the force became necessary. But this was no sooner 
resolved on than the Darbar demanded that the revenues of the Khandesh 
and Saugor districts, which had formed part of the territories restored to 
Scindia under the 6th article of the Treaty of Sarji Anjangaon, should be 
given back; that only the tributes from the Rajput States, amounting to 
Rs. 3,42,500, should be retained; and that the contingent should be .still 
further reduced to correspond with this diminution of the funds. By the 
Treaty of 1820 it was optional with the British Government, on the 
extinction of the debt, either to restore these districts, to pay rent for 
them, or to give other lands in exchange. 

It was finally arranged that, besides receiving the Rajput tributes, 
the British Government should retain the management of the districts 
of Garhakota and Malthon in Saugor ; that the Khandesh districts should 
be restored to Scindia ; and that in lieu of them Scindia should pay a sum 
of Rs. 66,926-8 a year, which was equivalent to their net revenues. No 
written engagement was concluded, but the contingent was reorganised 
in accordance with this arrangement: and Scindia promised to take 
measures for the proper management of the country and to respect the 
settlements which the British Government had made with the Bhils. 

The Court of Directors, however, were of opinion that the restoration 
of the districts was not required by the terms of the engagement of 1820 ; 
that Scindia was not likely to respect the Bhil settlements ; and that there 
was danger of the country relapsing into anarchy by its transfer to 
Scindia’s government. They therefore desired that measures should be 
taken for obtaining the retrocession of the districts to the British Govern- 
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ment, but the Daibai weie unwilling to jiait witb theni^ and Government 
at last resolved not to pi ess tbe mattei Tlie Daibar, bon ever, were 
emphatically told that Goveinmeut would not peiinit these distiicts to 
become centies of oppiession and disoidei dangeious to neighbouring 
teiiitoiies and that, if iiiismauagement should occur of a natuie to 
endanger the secuiity of the suiiounding distiicts, the parganas would at 
once be laKeii possession of bj’^ the Biitish Government and not again 
1 estoi ed 

111 1823 the distiicts of Kandwai, Baiwai, Punasa, Sailani and the 
village of Dhangaon, and in the following year the districts of Asii (^ith 
the exception of thiee towns), Bhamgarh, Mundi, Bilora, Atud, Beori 
and Piplod, weic made ovei (Ifo X) bj"^ Scindia to the management of 
the Biitish Goveinment 

In 1831 the exchange of the paigana of eastern Shujawalpui foi 
Scindia’s districts of Deori, Gauijhamar, Chanwarpatha, Tendulheia 
and Nahannau was negotiated The revenues of Shujawalpur weie abouo 
Us 90,939, and those of Scmdia’s distiicts Rs 87,305 A money pay- 
ment of Rs 3,634 leiiiained theiefoie to be made to the British Govern- 
ment by the Gwalioi Darbai The Couit of Directois disapproved of this 
exchange of teiritoiy, but, as the ariangement was convenient for both 
paities and its cancellation w'ould have been very unpalatable to the 
Gwalior Daibai, Goi eminent finallj lesolved not to distuib it The 
Resident, ho^ve^ei, was required, without inviting complaints, to use his 
influence to pi event mjuiy to the inhabitants Guarantees weie giien fo' 
life to four persons who had leceived jagiis in Shujawalpur from the 
British Goveinment Raj an Khan, a Pindaii leadei, brother of the 
notoiious Chitu, had also received a life grant* of lands in Shujawalpur

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He died duiing llie negotiations for the exchange and the lands, the 
value of which had been excluded fioin Ihc esiiinatcd value of Shupwal- 
jnir, weie continued to his family, and Siindui nas lequiicd to ahstain 
from any aibiiiaiy nioasuie of ipsuinpiion Qucblions of succession to 
this jagii aie usuallj’^ decided h}’ the Biiiisli Goieininent and the decision 
comniunicatod to Scindia 

The Agieeinent of 1823 vas in a niannci foiced on the Baihai, vho 
long continued to uigc then light to the lestoiation of the distiicts (other 
than Deoil) placed by tlieui iindei Biitish management In 1837 it i\as 
decided that the ariangement was not levoeable at the vill of the Giialior 
Daibai, and that the disliicts could not be iclinquished vithout dis- 
appointing the expectations of then people and causing dangei to the 
geueial tianquillitv and to tlie fieedom of eommeicial intoKiuise nith 
Bombay The distiicts veie e^entually ceded in full soieieigniy to the 
Biitish Goyeinnient undei the Tieaty of ISGO (No XII) 

The lule of Jankuji Scindia was yeij’’ veak Although Bai/-a Bai"* 
had no stiong paity within Gwalioi tciiitoiics, she did not cease to 
intrigue and to use foi this purpose a sum of Es 37,00,000, deposited 
in the Benaies treasuiy, which, by the aibitiation of the Biitish Goyern- 
uient, acquiesced in by Scindia, had been declaicd to be hei piiiate 
piopeitv The Mama Sahib, the Mahniaia’s matcinal unde, occupied 
the post of minister dining the giealei pait of his lule, but the court 
w’^as a constant scene of feuds and stiuggles foi powci among the nobles, 
while the army was in a chionic state of mutiny The weakness of the 
internal goveinment piepaied the way foi the hostilities with the Biitish 
Government which bioke out shoitly aftei the Mahaiaja’s death, nid 
lesulted in an entiie change of Biitish policy tow’aids the Gwalioi State 

Janku]! Scindia died in 1843 He had no childien, and had expiessed 
no wish legaiding the succession, altliough lepeatedh' and e.nnestlj 
urged by the Resident to do so Taia Ram, the Mahara]a’s widow, a 
gill twelve yeais of age, adopted, wnth the concuiience of the Chiefs of 
the State and the aimy, Bhagiiat Rao, a boy of about eight yeais, son of 
Hanwant Rao, usually called Babaji Scindia He was the neaiest lela- 
tive, though a veiy distant one, of the late Mahaiaja, and the adoption 
w^as lecognised by the Biitish Goveinment On his accession he assumed 
the title of All Jah Jayaji Rao Scindia and the Mama Sahib, w'ho 
appeared to possess the greatest influence and was attached to Biitish 
interests, was chosen by the Chiefs of Gw’^alioi as Regent His selection 
w'as lepoited to give univeisal satisfaction to the tioops and people, and 
he was accordingly recognized by the Biitish Government as the lespon- 
sible head of the State duiiiig the minoiity, and was assuied of suppoit 
Ror three months affaiis w'ent on smoothly, but palace intrigues w^ere

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earned on against the Mama Sahib by a party headed by Dada IThasgi-' 
vrala, who gained ovei a portion of the army to his cause The ( oni- 
mencement of the intrigue is attributed to apprehensions instilled into 
the mind of the jmung Mahaiani that the Mama Sahib, whose daughter 
w^as mairied to the Maharaja, would supeisede her authority and it 
ended in the expulsion of the Mama Sahib fiom Gwalior and the estab- 
lishment of the influence of Dada Khasgiwala, notwithstanding the 
lemonstrances of the Hesident and the British Government 

Dada Khasgiwala showed himself hostile to the interests of the British 
Government Ofiices were taken from those who were supposed to bo 
favourable to the maintenance of fiiendly relations, and persons, who tit 
the lequest of the Eesident had been expelled from Gwalior by the late 
Mahaiaja, w^ere recalled and restored to office These proceedings weie 
accompanied by the assemblage of large bodies of mutinous tioops at 
Gwalior, by a threatened attack on Siionj in the teiritories of the Ifawab 
of Tonk, where the Mama Sahib had taken lefuge, and by disoideis on 
the frontier at a time when war on the Sutlej was impending, and it was 
necessary to secure the communications of the Biitish army by the re- 
establishment of a friendly government in its lear at Gwalior 

Accordingly, the British representative was w'lthdrawn from Gwalior 
until eithei a settled government should be established theie, or his inter- 
vention should be solicited by the Maharani and the Chiefs for the 
restoration of order Befoie final measuies were taken, the Eesident 
wrote to the Maharani, in leply to a letter in which she had invited his 
return, stating the conditions under which alone friendly relations could 
be re-established and requiiing the banishment of Dada Khasgiwala, 
whose piesence was the only obstacle to the restoration of fiiendship. 
This letter was intercepted by Dada Khasgiwala, whose right to interfere 
in the aflairs of the State had never been admitted by the British Govern- 
ment, and its contents concealed fiom the Maharani This act was con- 
sidered as a virtual assumption of the powers of government by Dada 
Khasgiwala and a supersession of the authority of the Maharani and 
the joung Chief, whose position and supremacy the British Government 
weie bound by tieaty to maintain A demand was theiefore made for 
Dada Khasgiwala’s suiiender, as the pieliminai-y condition of furthei 
fiienJly intercourse Dada Khasgiwala was seized by the Chiefs who 
were favouiable to the restoration of peace, but was released by the poi- 
tion of the army whose suppoit he had bought, and it w^as only on the 
advance of a Biitish foice tow aids Gwalioi that he was suirendeied 

It remained now to negotiate measuies for the formation of an efficient 
govemment and the reduction of the mutinous army, which possessed the 
real powei in Gwalioi and overawed the government of the State Eor 
this purpose an interview was agreed upon between the Governor-General 
and the Maharaja, to take place at Dingona on the 26th December 1843 
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Tile duy passed without the appearance of the Maharani and her son, 
who were lield in restraint by the mutinous troops. On the 29th Decem- 
ber, when the British force wa.s taking up its advanced ground, it was 
fired on by the Gwalior troops. The battles of Maharajpur and Panniar 
were fought on the same day and ended in the total defeat of the 
Gwalior army, and the conclusion on the 13th January 1844 of a Treat)’ 
(No. XI) by which it was agreed that territory yielding eighteen lakhs a 
year should be ceded to the British Government for the maintenance of a 
contingent force, and other lands for the payment of the expenses of the 
war and the debts of the State 1o the British Government; that the army 
should he reduced to 6,000 cavalry, 3,000 infantry, and 200 gunners with 
32 guns: that tlie government, during the minority, should he conducted 
according to the advice of the British Bcsident; and that the just 
territorial riglits of the Gwalior State should be maintained by tlie 
Britisli Government. 

From this time (ill (he mutiny of 1857 there was little change in the 
relations of the British Government with the Gwalior State. The mutiny 
of the contingent in June 1857 forced the Political Agent to quit Gwalior. 
The counsels, however, of the Maharaja’s able Minister Dinkar Eao who, 
during the four preceding years of his tenure of oifice, had reformed the 
internal administration, were strongly in favour of British interests. In 
June 1858 the Maharaja was deserted hy liis troops on the approach of 
the rebels under Tantia Topi, and compelled with his Minister to seek 
refuge at Agra. On the 19th .Tune Gwalior was j'etaken by Sir Hugh 
Rose’s force and the Maharaja was re-established in his palace. From 
tliat date the confidence of the Maharaja was u’ithdrawn from his 
Minister, for wliom he conceived an intense dislike. Dinkar Eao vacated 
office in November 1860, and Balaji Cbimnaji was appointed in his 
stead, with the concurrence of the British Government. In 1868, Balaji 
Chimnaji having become incapacitated hy old age for tlie performance of 
his duties, Gaupat Eao Khadke was appointed Diwan. After Dinkar 
Rao’s removal the Maharaja himself superintended the whole of his 
affairs until his death in 1886. 

For his services during the mutiny Seindia was informed that lands 
yielding three lakhs of rupees a year would be added to his territories; 
that permission would be given to him to raise his infantry from 3,000 
to 5,000 men, and his artillery from 32 to 36 guns; that the aiTears due 
to the British Government, on account of the deficiency in the revenues 
of the districts assigned under the Treaty of 1844, would be remitted, 
and no pnymciiis would in future be claimed should these revenues fall 
short of eighteen lakhs; and that the annual payment of Es. .10,000 out 
of the revejines of Bai'wa Sagar in the Jhnnsi district would be heredi- 
tary. These modifications of the Treaty of 1844 were embodied in a new 
Treaty (Xo. XII) concluded on the 12th December 1860, based upon 
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certain pioposals wliicli had been made in 1864, but had m the inteival 
remained in abeyance, foi an exchange of teiiitoiy with Scindia The 
new Treaty piovided for the lestoiation to Scindia of lands fiom the 
assigned distiicts yielding three lakhs of lupees a year, foi the cession of 
the town of Bnihanpnr and the district of Zainabad in exchange foi the 
ton 11 and pait of the district of Jhansi, foi the exchange of Scindia’s 
five distiicfs 111 Giijaiat, the paigana of Kaiijia, the annual payment from 
Barwa Sagar, and all his teriitoiies south of the Narbada with the 
exception of seven heieditaiy villages, in letum foi lands of equal \alue 
on the Sind and Betwa iiveis, for the cession to the British Government 
in full sovereignty of all the distiicts, etc , assigned in 1844 which might 
remain afiei the above exchanges should be effected, and foi the sub- 
stitution of a subsidiary force costing not less than sixteen lakhs a year 
in the place of tlie extinct contingent 

All peiisionaiy and chaiitable allowances and religious endowments 
assigned on the lands transferred to Scindia under the Treaty of 1860 in 
exchange, uhethei oiiginally ceded distiicts or British territory, are 
paid by the Biitish Goveiiiment, because, though the Tieatj' of 1860 
piovided foi the calculation of the value of the lauds to be mutually 
exchanged on the gross levenues, all cash assignments of the nature in 
question, which were verj' common with the Mahrattas, were deducted 
in the valuation statement of the Gwalioi Darbai In the case of the 
pargana of Neemuch, which was given as a reward to Scindia for sei vices 
dm mg the mutiny, the Mahaiaja was informed that the continuance of 
pensions and allowances was discretionarj’- The aggregate annual charge 
on both the lands exchanged and those given in reward was Es 7,462-11-5 ; 
deducting from this Es 6,189-13-9, chaigeable to the revenues of 
Neemuch, an annual payment of Es 2,272-13-8 is made on this account 

Subsequently to the conclusion of the Treaty of 1860 it was ascer- 
tained that the Char Thana estate, which formed one of the items cf the 
assignments undei the Tieaty of 1844, had never been taken over the 
British Government and had been allowed viitually to cease to foim one 
of the ceded items, as its revenues nevei appeared in the annual accounts, 
which w'eie made up wnthout lefereiice to them A note to this effect 
was enteied opposite this item in schedule A appended to aiticle 7 of the 
Tieaty, and the necessary conections weie made in Ihe numbei of villages, 
and in the amount of then gioss value in schedule G Char Thana wms 
subsequently included in the exchanges with the Gwalior State, the 
Darbai leceiving ciedit in the account foi its gross value, Es 1,197-6-8 

The Eaja of Am 3 hera,* tributary to Scindia, formerly paid to the 
Gwalior State a yearly tribute of Hali Eupees 35,000, under an engage- 
ment mediated by the British Government This tribute was part of 
the sums assigned in 1844 for the payment of the contingent, and is now

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])ayiible by Suiiulia to tlie British Goveriiinerit under the Treaty of 
18G0. Besides this the Maliaraja had to contribute Es. 20,000 on 
account of Anijliera towards the inaiutenance of tlie Malwa Bhil Corps. 
Scindia had formerly contributed only Hali Es. 8,000 for this corps, 
and the Eaja of Amjhera Es. 4,000; but the claim of Government for 
the contribution of Es. 8,000 from Gwalior was found to be contrary to 
the provisions of the Treat}' of 1844, aud the Dafbar were, on represen- 
tation, exempted from this levy. When, in consequence of the rebellion 
of the Eaja in 1857, Amjhera was confiscated aud made over to Scindia, 
the arrangement was made subject to a payment of Hali Es. 20,000 on 
account of the Malwa Bhil Corps. This contribution was remitted in 
1925. 

In 1860 Scindia consented to the construction of a bridge over the 
Chambal river. It was decided that Scindia should share with Dholpur 
in the net profits of the bridge and ferry at Eajghat, and that Dholpur 
should receive a moiety of the profits accruing from Scindia’s ferry at 
Kliaintri (see Dholpvir, Vol. III). 

In 1861 tlie Maliaraja gave up the hereditary villages in the Deccan 
reserved to him under the 4th article of the Treat}' of 1860 for an 
equivalent on the Pahuj river. 

In 1862 the Euler of Gwalior was granted a Sanad of Adoption 
(No. XIII). 

After the capture of Gwalior by the force under Sir Hugh Eose in 
1858, British troops continued to occupy the fort of Gwalior. During 
the negotiations which ended in the Treaty of 1860, Lord Canning 
promised that the fort should be restored to Scindia when this could be 
done with safety : and this promise was repeated by Lord Elgin. Its 
fulfilment depended on the withdrawal of the British force from Morar 
to some more eligible station, rvhich rvas at that time contemplated. 
It was, however, decided in 1864 that the cantonment of Morar should 
be maintained : and this necessitated the continued tenure of the Gwalior 
fort by British troops. On the 29th March 1864 Scindia agreed to give 
up his right to the restoration of the fort on receiving an increase of 
twelve guns to his artillery, and on condition that his flag should fly 
on the ramparts of the fort ; that he should be saluted from its guns ; 
aud that, if at any time the British Government should withdraw from 
its occupation, he should be allowed to occupy it with his own troojis. 
The documents (No. XIV) recording these arrangements, are held to 
constitute supplementary articles of the Treaty of 1860. The twelve 
guns referred to were supplied in the shape of two complete batteries 
of 9-pounder guns. lu 1865 Scindia received two IS-pounder guns in 
place of two of smaller calibre which were given up. 

In 1859 Scindia had agreed to give all land which might be required 
for railway purposes in Nimar, and to compensate the proprietors, 
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except in cases ^^heie tlie jiiopeity was of special value Juiisdiction 
over all peisons lesidmg within lailway limits vas to rest with the 
railway authorities, but disputes between railway servants and Gwalioi 
subjects were to be referred to the Agent to the Goveinoi-Geneial On 
the tiansfer of Nimai to the British Government in 1861, compensation 
to the amount of B,s 5,098 was paid by Government on account of land 
taken up by the lailuay In 1864 the Uaharaja agieed (No XV) to 
cede to the British Government, in full sovereignty, such land as might 
be requiied for eithei of the then proposed lines of lailwaj'^ fiom Indoie 
to the valley of the Narbada and Baroda, and also to exempt fiom 
tiansit duties all thiough traffic by the lines in question He subse- 
quently piefeiied a request that all the concessions, regarding the 
tieatment of offences and offenders within railway limits, which had 
been accoided to Holkar (see Vol IV, Indore No VI) in the case of a 
similar giant of lands for railway purposes, might also be extended to 
him and this was agreed to 

In 1856 the Maharaja, being anxious to have his aimy under his 
immediate control, had withdrawn his troops on provincial service, 
amounting to 4,000 cavaliy, 1,500 infantry and 12 guns, and pioposed 
to entertain in then place a body of 3,000' Najibs who should be formed 
into three police corps one to be stationed in Malwa, anothei in the 
Chambal district, and the third in Isagarh and the Bundelkhand frontiei 
This proposal had been sanctioned by Government on the understanding 
that the Najibs weie to constitute a police and not a military force 
In piocess of time they came to be regularly dulled soldiers and in 
1866 the Mahaiaja urged that the Najib battalions should be organised 
on the same guoii-military footing as weie British police battalions at 
the time of the enlistment of these men He also asked that article 9 
of the Treaty of 1860 might be modified, so as to admit of their being 
added to the regular strength of his army The request was negatived 
as being contraiy to treaty and opposed to the conditions on which the 
Mahaiaja had been allowed to raise the Najib battalions The Mahaiaja 
accordingly re-organised them on the footing of police 

In 1866 Scindia preferred a claim that the titles of holders of rent- 
free estates, in those portions of the assigned distiict of Bhander which 
became British territory under the operation of article 7 of the Tieatj 
of 1860, should be confirmed in perpetuity by the issue of Sanads from 
the British Government under the terms of article 3 The Maharaja 
was informed that the terms of clause 4 of article 3 were not intended 
to apply to any portion of the assigned districts restored to him under 
the territorial exchanges provided for therein, and that he was free to 
deal with them as he pleased , but that he must faithfully carry out the 
terms of that clause in respect of the landowners enjoying special rights 
in the British lands transferred to him, as Mould be done in respect of 
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the same class ol peihoiih in the (i^\allO] I.indh Dansioncd in exchange 
to the Bniish Goveinment, also that the (onditions in question A\oie not 
applicable to the poitions of the assigned disliiets iiansferied to the 
Biitish Government m full so-\eieignty iindei aiticle 7, as the tiansfei 
had not been subject to any swh conditions 

In 1S6() ceilain lules uimo sanctioned by the Go^Plnmont ol India 
foi enfoicing tlie lesjioiiMbilitj of Indian Slates loi mail lobboiies 
committed within then teiiitoiics Scindia asked foi special exemption 
fiom the opeiation of these lules, on the giound of the compaiative 
excellence of his police aiiangemcnts, but the loquesl was disallowed, 
and he was infoimed that it rested with him, In still further impioving 
his police, to avoid the chance of being aheclcd In Ihe penalties laid 
down in the lules. 

In 1867 the Bulei of Gwalioi was gi anted a peimanent salute of 19 
guns, and a permanent local salute of 21 guns within his own ionitoiies. 

After the exchanges effected bj the Tieatv of 18G0 had been finall} 
adjusted, theie still leniained a balance of Its 4,994-0-10 in Scindia’s 
favour and, as theie was no land then aiailable, this balance was paid 
to him annually in cash Beindia objected to this aiiaugcment, and 
it was eventually decided to gn e him an cquii alent in land out of the 
pargana of Bhandei, in the Jalaun district, which liad been ceded to 
the Biitish Goveinment undei the Tieah' of 18G0 It was also decided 
to cede to the Mahaiaja teiiitoij of the annual value of Ks. 10,000 
as an equivalent for lands taken up foi the extension of the Moiai can- 
tonment, the Mahaiaja being left to settle the details of compensation 
with the piopiietois and otheis inteiested in the alienation of the land 

In the meantime the British Government had undei taken negotia- 
tions for the tiansfei to the Nizam of ten aiicestial Milages possessed 
by Scindia wuthin the Hydeiabad teiiitoiies These Milages had 
enjoyed an exemption liom the juiisdiclion of the Ni/am’s Government 
w'hich, in the inteiests of the geneial peace of the countiy, could not be 
allow*ed to continue Scindia consented to cede these Mllaaes to the 
British Government on condition of receiving fiom them an equivalent 
in lands boidering on his teiiitoiy noith of the Naibada, while the 
British Government were to transfei tlie ten villages by a sepaiate 
exchange to the Nizam, leceiMug in lieu ot them an ecpiivalcnt in 
Hydeiabad villages on the Bombay fxontiei [sec Vol IX, Ilydeiabad) 
The villages weie valued by a British officei, by whose decision Scindia 
and the Nizam agieed beforehand to be bound, at Bs 15,000 a year. 

It w'as settled that all these exchanges should foi in one tiansaction 
and be included in a supplementaiy treaty An annual payment to 
Scindia of Bs 452-9-4, lepresenting village-iights and holdings in the 
Poona Collectorate, was afterwards included in the list of claims Erom 
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tills must be deducted an animal payment by Scindia of Bs 325-13-9 
on account of otber holdings in tbe Deccan, and the equivalent of tbe 
levenue of tbe jagir of Anai in tbe Poona Collectoiate, mz', Bs 2,602-13-0 
pel annum, wbicb at Scindia’s lequest was conferred by tbe British 
Government on bis Minister, Dada Ganpat Bao Elbadke Tbe result 
of tbe settlement showed that territory to tbe annual value of about 
Bs 27,500 bad to be made over to Scindia and bis heirs in perpetuity 
and a Treaty (No XVI) embodying these arrangements was concluded 
on tbe 2nd December 1871 The account was finally closed by a cash 
payment of Bs 29,658-1-9, lepiesenting one yeai’s payments on account 
of tbe balance due undei tbe Tieaty of 1860 foi tbe land ceded foi tbe 
Moiai cantonment and foi Scindia’s Hyderabad villages, up to tbe date 
of tbe actual transfer of tbe villages ceded in exchange to him 

In November 1872 and January 1873 tbe Government of India 
accepted offers from Scmdia of two loans, each of 75 lakhs, foi tbe 
construction of lines of lailway between Gwalior and Agra, and between 
Neemucb and Indore Tbe airangements made, which included tbe 
cession by Scmdia of all lands lequired for tbe railways and of plenary 
civil and criminal ]urisdiction on tbe lines, as well as an undertaking 
that be would levy no tiansit duties on thiougb tiaf&c, weie embodied 
m an Engagement (No XVII) and foimally accepted in a Kbarita from 
tbe Viceroy. 

In 1875 Jayaji Bao Scmdia sat as a membei of tbe mixed commission 
by which Malbar Bao, Gaekwar of Baioda, was tried for an attempt 
to poison tbe British Besident at Baroda In 1877, on tbe occasion 
of tbe Delhi Assemblage, tbe title of Hisam-us-Saltanat was confeiied 
upon him 

In August 1877, owmg to tbe unusually small lamfall and tbe 
consequent distiess m Scmdia’s northern districts, which entailed heavy 
expenditure in relief operations, tbe Maharaja obtained from tbe British 
Government a loan of fifty lakhs It was aiianged (No XVIII) that 
the amount should be repaid m eleven years, from tbe interest annually 
payable to Scmdia on bis railway loan Tbe balance, Bs 13,77,847-15-9, 
was paid off m 1887 

In 1879 tbe Government of India concluded an Agreement (No XIX) 
with Scindia under which be made certain concessions regarding the 
production, export and inipoit of salt in Gwalioi State The Agreement 
also included an article prohibiting tbe export from tbe State of any 
mtoxicatmg preparations, such as bhang, ganja, opium, etc In con- 
sideration of these concessions, tbe Government of India, while leseiwmg 
their right to revise tbe Agreement if necessary, agreed to pay to Scmdia 
Bs 3,12,500 annually, m half-yearly mstalments 

In 1879 Scindia accepted liability for tbe cost of tbe mamtenance 
of prisoners convicted of offences committed in Gwalior territory and 
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confined an Biiiisli jails in India Thcie is no sjici i.il cxliadilion lieaty 
witli Gwalioi The cxti.idilion .niangenienls -Hilli Iho ])ail)ai aip on a 
hasis of leciiiiocitj' in all oidinaiyf cases, and siiuendiMS aie oilccted in 
ticcoidance vitli the piocodiiic foi the lime being in Xoic-e in Biiiish 
India 

In 1855 the Gnalim llailiai had agiced to ‘.pend loin lahhs of iiipees 
on the consiinctioii of the poiiion ol tlie Agia-llomhay load lunning 
through then teiiiioiy Up to the time ol the mutiny Seindia had paid 
tliiee lakhs of iiipees and hetMeon 1858 (iihen the {onstiuclion of the 
road lias lesuinecl) and 1800, from ti\o to thiee hikhs inoio In 1800 a 
flesh aiiangenient -was made, hy Mhieh the !Mahaia]a .igiced to con- 

tiihuie Its 50,000 a veai foi six yeais tow aids the comjiletion of the 

load, and tlieieaftei an annual sum of Its 12,000 towaids its lepaiis. 
In 1SG7 Scindia agieed to allot, in lieu of the annual payment of 
Its 50,000 foi the Agia-lloinhaT load, Its 03,000 annually foi such 

poitions of SIX loads named hy him as laT in Gwalioi teiiitory, this 

sum was to he appoitioned hy the Biitish Got eminent in any way it 
pleased, until foui -fifths of the entiie cost of the loads had hecn made 
up In 1883 it was found necessary to leeonsidei these aiiangemeiits 
and it was then agieed that, aftei the paTinent hj Scindia of tlie aiieais 
that had accumulated undei the foimei condition, he should, in Apiil 
of each yeai, contiihute Its 50,000 tow aids the lepaii of loads in his 
territory, in lieu of all liis existing payments undei that head 

In 1885 a Postal Conyention (No XX) was concluded hy the British 
Government with the Gwalioi State to facilitate the exchange of postal 
matter hetw'een the Impeiial post office of Biitish India and the post 
offices in the teriitories of the Mahaia-ja 

In 1885 the question of the smiendei to Scindia of the Gwalioi foit, 
which had been occupied hy the British since 1858, was again hi ought 
under discussion It wms eyentually decided to make oiei the fort to 
the Mahaiaja, together wuth the cantonment of Moiai In letuin for 
this concession, Scindia agieed to pay to the British Government a sum 
of fifteen lakhs of rupees on account of expenditure incuiied upon the 
fort, and to transfer to the British Government the town and fort of 
Jhansi At the same time Scindia was allowed to increase his infantry 
hy 3,000 men, hut it was stipulated that he should not bring his legular 
cavalry heymnd the actual strength at wdiich it stood in November 1885. 

The decision of the Government to effect this transfer was announced 
hy the Yiceioy at a Darhai held at Gwalioi on the 2nd Decemhei 1885, 
and was confirmed hy a Kharita (No XXI), dated the 24th Pehiuary 
1886 The actual evacuation of Gw'alior and Moiai hy Biitish tioops 
took place on the 10th March 3886, and on the same date the town and 
fort of Jhansi w^ere made over hy the Gwalioi authorities 

Jayaji Rao Scindia died in 1886 In 1865, after the death of the 
last survivor of three infant sous, he had obtained the sanction of Gov- 
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einment to tlie adoption of liana]! Scindia as liis lieii , but in 1870, 
in consequence of Banaji Scmdia’s admitted complicity in a plot against 
the Maliaiaja’s life, the Maliaiaja had lequested, and Government had 
sanctioned, the cancellation of the adoption Jayaji Kao’s son Madho 
[lao, uho succeeded him, uas hoin in 187G 

In accoidance with the wishes of the late Chief, and with the concur- 
lence ot the Go\ einment of India, the administiation of the Gualioi 
State duiing the minoiitj' was entrusted to a Council of Regency, 
appointed in Septembei 1886 Kao Kaja Ganpat Kao Khadke, who 
had been foi more than 20 yeais Diwan and Karbhan to Mahaiaja 
Jayaji Kao, was appointed Piesident of tlie Council, and seven membeis 
weie selected from the principal Saidais and officials of the State This 
administiative bodj* was empoueied to cany on the government of the 
Gwmlioi State in consultation with the Resident, who was instructed to 
supervise their proceedings and to suggest nieasuies for the impiovement 
of the administiation Kefoims were initiated in almost eveiy branch 
of the government, and special eftoits, which met with a consideiable 
measure of success, w-ere made to supress ciime, and more particulaily 
organised dakaiti, throughout the State 

The accession of ilahaiaja Madho Kao Scindia was signalized by the 
abolition of all transit duties thioughout Gwalior State This important 
measuie was announced by a notification dated the 25th September 1886 

In 1887 the Council of Regency offeied the Government of India a 
loan of three and a half cioies of lupees at 4 per cent interest This 
investment of a poition of the accumulated State tieasure, which 
amounted to upwards of six croies, was approved, the terms were em- 
bodied ill an Agieenieiit (ISo XXII), and it was aiianged that the lepaj- 
meiit’of the loan should be made bj annual instalments of 12 lakhs, 
commencing one yeai aftei the Mahaiaja should come of age The loan 
was finally lepaid in full in 1924 

Kao Ra]a Ganpat Kao died in 1888 and, with the concuirence of 
the Goveinment of India, the ]unioi Mahaiani was nominated to act as 
Regent, though without administrative poweis or right of interference 
with the conduct of public affaiis Bapu Sahib Jadau, a member of the 
Council of Regency and the Mahaiaja’s maternal giandfather, was 
installed as President of the Council 

In 1888 detailed aiiangcments were made foi the transfei of the 
teiritoiy in the neighbouihood of Jhansi, ceded by Jajaji Rao Scindia 
in 1886 The conditions i elating theieto weie set forth in a Khaiita 
(No XXIII) dated the 13th June fiom the Yiceioy to Madho Rao 
Scindia, and accepted by him in a Kharita (No XXIY) dated the 7th 
' Septembei 
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In December 1888 an Agiopmeiii (No. XXV) ■^^as conrUidcd witli ilie 
Council of Regency, u hereby the Daibai eederl full civil and cnminal 
juiisdiction ovei the lands m Gnalioi teinioiy occupied by the extension 
of the Indian Midland Railway fioin Gnalioi to Jhansi and fioni Jhansi 
in the diiection of Rhopal These lands had been given, fiee of chaige, 
by Jayaji Rao Sciudia iii 1882 In the same mouth the Postal Con^en“ 
tion of 1885 uas modified b> the conclusion of an additional Coniention 
(No XXVI). 

In 1887 the Council of Regencj* made a foimal request that all the 
roads in Gwalioi teiritoiy, then undei the chaige of the Public "Woiks 
Department of the Cential India Agency, should be made ovei to the 
administiation of the Gualioi State The tiansfei uas agieed to, on 
condition that those loads which veie impoitant fiom an Impeiial 
point of view should be kept in a state satisfactoiy to the Goveinment 
of India, uho uould make aiiangements for exaniining them fiom time 
to time and that, if at any time the State sliould fail to keep the loads 
up to the requiied standaid, Goveinment Mould resume chaigc, the udiolc 
cost of such lesumption and of futuie maintenance being chaigeable to 
the Gwalior State The tiausfei uas accordingly earned out with 
effect from the 1st June 1888, and the jeailj’ contiibution of Rs 50,000 
foimerly paid bj' Gwalior ceased fiom that date. 

In 1890 an Agieement (No XXVII) uas made b'^ the British Gov- 
ernment between the Gualioi and Ratlam States, for the coustiuction 
by the foimer of a metalled load a poitiou of uhich luiis thiough the 
Ilatlam State. 

In 1890 the Council of Regency placed at the disposal of the Govern- 
ment of India, for the purposes of Impel lal defence, a foice of tuo 
regiments of cavalry and a tianspoit train of 500 ponies Tins offer, 
which was made in the name of the Mahaiaja, was accepted by the 
Government of India 

In Decembei 1894 Mahaia 3 a Madho Rao Sciudia uas invested with 
luling powers, and the Council of Regency uas dissolved 

In 1895 the Gwalioi Tianspoit Coips took part m the Chitral 
expedition. 

In the same yeai the follouing districts of the Isagaih Prant weie 
transfeiied to the political cliarge of the Resident at Gwalior — ^the 
Gwalior districts of Bhilsa and Mongaoli, and the Estate of Agia- 
Barkhera, from the Bhopal Agency and the Ranod Pargana, from the 
Guua Agency 

In 1890 the Gwalior Darbar had agreed to the constiuction of two 
lines of railway, one fiom Bina on the Indian Midland Railway to 
Guna, and the other from IJjjain to Bhopal by way of Sehore These 
lines were opened foi public traffic m 1895 and 1897 The working of 
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both was made ovei to the Indian Midland Railway Company by Agree- 
ments (Nos XXVIII and XXIX) concluded in 1896 Rull civil and 
criminal jurisdiction ovei these lines was ceded bj'^ the Darbar, but no 
foimal agieement on this point was drawn uj) 

In 1894 the Bombay, Baroda and Central India Railway Company 
contemplated the constiuction of the TJjjain-Ratlam Railway and its 
estensioQ to Delhi, and the Gwalioi Darbar applied for permission to 
construct the line fiom Dyain to Nagda The Government of India 
had decided that the line should be constiucted as an impeiial lailway, 
but, in defeience to the uishes of the Maharaja, tliej' acceded to the 
Daibar’s request to own and paj' for the railway, on the understanding 
(hat it should be constiucted and uorked by the Bombay, Baioda and 
Ccntial India Railway Company The Darbar ceded land for, and 
full civil and criminal juiisdiction* over, the line between Djjain, 
Nagda and Ratlam, but no formal agreement uas executed The 
working of the Djjain-Nagda section of the Djjain-Ratlam Railway 
was lianded over bv the Gwalioi Darbai to the Bombay, Baroda and 
Central India Railway Company under an Agieement (No XXX) con- 
cluded in 1896 The Schedules to this Agieement were revised in 1903 
and additions and alteiations to the Agreement were made in 1915, 
1919 and 1921 

In 1896 the cantonment of Sipii, with all its buildings, was made 
over to the Gwalior Darbai at a valuation of Rs 50,000 

In Noiembei of the same %eai the Estates of Raghugarh, Paron, 
Gaiha (Jamner), TJmn, Bhadaura, Dharnaoda, Siisi, and the Chhabra 
paigana of the Tonic State, and the Bajrangarh district of the Gwalior 
State, foimerly undei the political control of the Officer Commanding 
the Cential India Horse at Guna, were transferied to the charge of the 
Resident at Gwalior 

In the same year Mahaiaja Madho Rao Scindia placed his Transport 
Coips at the disposal of the Government of India foi service on the 
North-West Frontier 

In 1898 British Cuirency was intioduced in the Gwalior and Isagarh 
Prants Imperial rupees are now cuirent throughout the State, but the 
State still maintains a mint, and retains the light of coinage 

In the same year a fresh Postal Convention (No XXXI) was con- 
cluded 

The extension of the Bina-Guna Railway to Baraii had been sanc- 
tioned by the Government of India in 1896, the line running through 
the territories of the Gwalior and Tonk States The Gwalior portion 
of the line was constructed at the cost of the Gwalior Darbai, Avhile the

In 1900 tbe Mabaraia placed at tbe disposal of the lliilisb Goiein- 
nient 300 trained ailillcry boises foi seiiice in Soulb Afiica In tbe 
same year an Agieeiiieiit (No XXXIV) nas concluded, pioMding foi 
tbe effective coiitiol and discipline of the Impel lal Scivicc Tioops, 
maintained by tbe State, ivlien selling beyond ils fionliei 

In September 1900 tbe Mabaiaia pioceeded on field seivice to Cbina 
He subsequently placed at the disposal of Ibe lliitisb Goieiiinicnt a 
fully equipped Hospital Ship lor tbe use of tbe sick and nounded of tbe 
China expeditionaiy foices, at an initial cost of 20 lakhs of lupees 

In 1897 tbe constiuction vitbin tbe Gwalior State of two sections of 
tbe Gwalioi Light Hailwav on tbe 2-foot gauge, one fioiu Gw%ilioi to 
Sipii and tbe otbei fiom Gwalioi to Bbiiid. was sanctioned by the Gov- 
ernment of India at tbe cost of tbe Gwalioi Daibai Tlie question of 
Tuiisdiction over these lines is left in tbe bands of the Daibar so long 
as tbe lines remain isolated, but tbe Daibar have agieod to its cession 
in tbe event of its assumption by tbe Biitisb Goi'eiiiment becoming 
necessary Tbe lines w'eie woiked by tbe Indian Midland Hallway 
under an Agreement (No XXXY) concluded in October 1900 

In 1901 sanction w^as accoided by tbe Government of India to the 
extension of tbe Gw^alior Light Hallway fioin Gwalioi to Sabalgaib, on 
tbe same condition as that wliicli applied to tbe line alieady opened, 
namely, that 3 uiisdiction over tbe line should be retained by tbe Daibai 
so long as the line lemained isolated, but that tbe Daibai should cede tbe 
lunsdiction, etc , whenever its assumption by tbe Goveinment of India 
might become necessaiy In 1904 an Agreement (No XXXVI) was 
concluded with tbe Gieat Indian Peninsula Eaihvay (with wdiicb tbe 
Indian Midland Hailway bad been amalgamated) foi tbe woiking of tbe 
Gwalior Light Hailway, including the Sabalgaib extension In tbe 
same year the Darbar obtained sanction to the fiirtbei extension of the 
line from Sabalgarh to Sheopur In 1913 tbe Daibai took ovei tbe 
working of the whole of tbe Gwalior Light Hailway 

In 1904 tbe Goveinment of India accepted an offer by tbe Mabaia 3 a 
to inciease his Imperial Service Troops by the addition of a legiment of 
cavalry, two battalions of infantry and a transport corps. 
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In 1905 the Tonic Darhar, finding themselves unable to refund the 
money ad\ancecl by Scindia in 1896 foi the construction of the Chhabra 
section of the Guna-Baran Railway, concluded an Agreement (Ko 
XXXYII) for its sale to the Gwalior Daibar In the same year the 
Government of India decided to accept a contribution from the Gwalior 
Darbar towards the cost of constructing that portion of the Xagda- 
Muttra Railway which lies within Gwalior teriitoiy and in February 
1906 the Darbar ceded (Xo XXXVIII) full and exclusive power and 
jurisdiction of every kind over the lands in the Gualior State which 
were, or might thereafter be, occupied bj’- the Xagda-kluttra Railway 

In 1911 Supplementaiy Agreements (Xo XXXIX) nere concluded 
between the Gwalior Darbar and the Secretaiy of State, consequent on 
the dissolution of the Indian Midland Railw ay Company, for the working 
of the Bina-Guna, Guna-Baian (the poition in Tonk as well as that in 
Gwalior teriitoiy) and Djjain-Bhopal Railways, through the agency of 
the Gieat Indian Peninsula RaiWay 

In 1910 the headquarteis of the Bhopawar Agency weie tiansf erred 
from Sardarpui to Manpui , and that of the Malwa Bhil Corps to Indore 
As a result of this arrangement Sardarpur was vacated and handed 
ovei to the Gwalioi Darbar on the 29th Xovember 1911 For the civil 
and militaiy buildings the Daibar paid a sum of Rs 1,26,597 

In 1911 the Impel lal Post Offices within the State, except those at 
the Gwalioi Residency and Agar, were closed The one at Agar was 
subsequently closed in October 1922 

In 1912 a Convention (Xo. XL) was concluded regarding the free 
exchange of postal service telegiams and telegraph service correspon- 
dence 

On the outbreak of the Gieat Wai the Mahaiaja placed his personal 
services and all the lesources of the State at the disposal of the Xing 
JSmperor The whole of the Imperial Seivice Troops as well as a 
number of men fiom the Iiregulai Forces of the State served the Empire 
in different theaties of wai 

The Mahaiaja Scindia offered and, with the help of a number of 
Indian Princes, organised the Hospital Ship “Loyalty” He also 
established and maintained, at the cost of Ins own State, a Convalescent 
Home at Xairobi 

The Darbar, besides arranging the postponement of payments due 
to them on account of State loans and other Treaty payments, advanced 
a fresh inteiest-free loan of 50 lakhs, and purchased 85 lakhs worth of 
"War Bonds Their total financial assistance is said to have amounted 
to nearly 234 lakhs 
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In Orlohei 19]4 an AyiocMiionl (No XLl) bolncon llio Gnalior Dai- 
hai and tlie Gieat Indian IVniusula ]iail\\av nas tonclnded ioi tlip 
joint use of ilie CtMalioi Station Tins Agieoniont was icMsed in ]y23. 

In 1918 the peiniancnt salute ol the llnlei of Gwalioi was laised to 
21 guns 

In Maich 1921 the Goveininent of India ipstoied to the Gwalior 
Daihai siizeiain iisrlits oiei ceitain fendatoiios to wdioni the Hiilisli 
Goveininent, in the eailioi pait of the nineteenth Centuiy, had guar- 
anteed in peipctmtv (eiiaiii Estates and allowances This lestoiation, 
wdiich affected 43 Estates, was annonnted (No XLIT) hv the Viceroy 
at a Daihai held at Delhi on the 1 Hh !Maich 1921 As a lesiilt of this 
settlement the Gwalioi Daihai gianted new peipetnal Sanads to the 
43 holders. 

In October 1922 the Oantoninents of Agai and Gniia weio ■\acated 
by the Cential India lloise, and the aiea o( cnpied In them was lesloied 
to the Daihai At the same time an assniance was gnen that then 
tiansfei should not piejudice the existing tioaty obligations of the 
Biitish Goveininent to assist the Mahaiaja, should occasion aiise. 

In 1924 ceitain extensions and realignments of the Gwalioi Light 
Railw'aj’’ lound Lashkai, Gwalioi and Moiai weie earned out by the 
Daibai with the consent of the Goveniment of India 

A revised Postal Convention (No XLIII) was tonilnded in Pebruary 
1925 

Maharaja Madho Rao Scindia died (in Pans, on his way to England) 
on the 5th June 1925 Ue was suci ceded In his son the present 
Mahaiaja George Jivaji Eao Scindia, boin in June 1916 and named, 
with His Majestj-^’s consent, aftei King Geoige V Dining his niinoiity 
the State is administeied, in accordance with the wishes of the late 
Maharaja, by a Council ol Administration wuth the Senior Mahaiani 
as Piesident 

Opium cultivation in Malwa had leceived a seveie blow from the 
extinction of the opium trade wuth China in 1913 In 1916 the Gov- 
ernment of India had undei taken to pui chase a pait of the opium 
lequiied foi the Gliazipui factorj’^ from the Malwa States, and had 
agieed to take over at a fixed puce, foi a period of six yeais, the produce 
of specified areas to be cultivated undei State contiol In 1922 the 
teims w^ere fuithei extended foi a peiiod of six yeais, undei a supple- 
mentarj’^ agieenient terminable in 1927-28, but, owing to laige over- 
deliveiies, inci easing accumulations and a shi inking demand, it became 
necessaiy to i educe pioduction and in 1924 the Government of India 
terminated the agieement, and in 1926 enteied into a fiesh Agreement 
(No XLIV) foi five yeais, i educing the Gwalioi quota by fifty pel cent. 
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The area of the State is 26,383 square miles, the population, accord- 
ing to the Census of 1921, 3,195,476, a^d the revenue from all sources 
about 1^ crores of rupees 

The State pays to the British Goveinment Rs 33,018-14-0 on account 
of the Amjheia tribute and receives from them Rs 6,00,000 interest 
on the railivay loan of 150 lakhs, and Rs 3,12,500 salt compensation

2 KHARIADHARA 

Although owing allegiance to the British Government from the time 
of the Feshwa’s cession of his sovereign power in Bundelkhand m 1817 
the Chief of this State never executed any written engagement till 1862, 
when it was considered expedient to embody the terms of his allegiance 
in a Sanad (Ro XLV) befoie gi anting him the privilege of adoption, 
which was conceded in the same vear (Ro XLYJ) 

The Jagir of Khaniadhana originally formed part of the Orchhii 
State, haying been granted about 1703 by Udot Singh to his younger 
brother Aman Singh After the dismemberment of the Orchha State by 
the Mahrattas, the Peshwa granted a sanad for the ]agir to Amir Singh 
Aharwali in 1751 Thereafter the sovereignty over Khaniadhana was

•■Rot yet organised. 
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for many years tlie .subject of dispute between tbe Mabratta State of 
Jliansi aiifi Orcbba : and after tbe lapse of Jbansi tbe British Govern- 
ment inherited tbe dispute. Tbe Jagirdar indeed claimed absolute 
independence, both of tbe British Government and of Orcbba; but in 
1862 it was decided that, like (lie Hasbt-Bbaya .Tagirs (see Paid II, 
Bundelkband),. Kbauiadbana was directlj^ dejiendent on the British Gov- 
ernment, on tbe grounds that it bad undoubtedly formed a part of tbe 
Mabratta conquest in Bundelkband, and bad been granted to Amir Singli 
liy tbe Pesbwa, to whose rights the British Government bad succeeded: 
and that, for half a century at least, Orcbba bad exercised no sovereign 
rights or jurisdiction whatever in Kbaniadbana. 

Gunian Singh, who succeeded bis father in 1SG3. executed a Deed of 
Allegiance (No. XLVII). Tie died in 1869, and was succeeded by bis 
son Cbitra Singh, who in 1888 ceded (No. XLVIII) full jurisdiction, 
short of sovereign rights, over lands reejuired for tbe .Ibansi-Bbopal section 
of tbe Indian Midland Ilailway. As tbe circum.stances of tbe jagir were 
considered exceptional, compensation of Its. 8,3.53-10-9 was paid in 1890 
for tbe lands so acquired. It was at tbe same time intimated that this 
payment must be treated as a special case, and not as forming a precedent. 

Cbitra Singli died in November 1.909 and was succeeded by bis son 
Kbalaq Singh born in 1892, who received tbe personal title of Baja in 
1911. He was invested with administrative powers in 1914; but, owing 
to indebtedness, the State was placed under superintendence in 1922. 
In 1927, however, bis powers were restored to him. 

Tbe area of Kbaniadbana is G8 square miles; tbe pojnilation, accord- 
ing to tbe Census of 1921, IT, .582; and tbe revenue about Es. 34,000. 

There is a military force of 7 Cavalry, 100 Infantry and 2 Artillery 
men with 1 gun. 

Nazarana was levied by the Government of India from the State, at 
tbe rate of a quarter of a year’s net revenue on direct succession and half 
a year’s net revenue on succession by adoption, up to 1911 when, on the 
occasion or tbe Coronation Darbar, all such levies were abolished.

Bj’’ Sanad Ho LI the Thakui leceived tliiee villages in ]agir to defray 
his palki expenses, by Sanad Ho LII he leceived an annuity of Rs 75 
from thiee villages in the Shamshabad paigana, by Sanad Ho LIII he* 
leceived a tanka of Rs 222 a year Sanad Ho LIV is a confirmation by 
Jankii]! Rao Scindia of the giants made to the Thakui in the foiegomg 
sanads by Daulat Rao Scindia 

The villages included in Scindia’s teiiitory were lestored and re- 
gi anted by Goveinnient in July 1859 to Bain ant Singh 

The Thakui pays the Gwalioi Darbar a tanka of Rs 2,602 for the 
guaiauteed poition of the Estate 

Thakui Bain ant Singh died in 1891, and nas succeeded by Baldeo 
Singh, nho died in 1924, and was succeeded by his son the piesent

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to Malwa aad in 1826 lus pension was commuted to an assignment (No 
LXXIX) of land in Shujawalpui (Gwalior) for liisf life The grant con- 
sisted of a jagir of three villages, Piplianagai, Khajiui and Jahiia-Bhil, 
and an istimrari farm of Dugii and Jabn at a rent for the two villages 
of Us 500 He was afteiwaids assured that, in consideration of his past 
good conduct and if he should continue by similai behaviour to merit 
the indulgence, the circumstances of his family would receive favourable 
consideration after his death 

In 1831 the pargana of eastern Shujawalpur, in which the villages 
granted to Ba]an Ehan are situated, was transferred by the Government 
of India to Scindia in exchange for other lands (see account of Gwahor 
State) I 

Ha] an Khan died during the negotiations for the exchange, but the 
villages Avere continued in jagir to his family, and the Grwalior Darbar 
was requiied to respect the grant The villages were divided among 
Ha] an Khan’s five sons, the group of Estates being distinguished as the 
Ptndara Jagirs 

(1) Jabeia-Bhh, and Jabbi 

Jabna-Bhtl and Jabn fell to Ha] Bakhsh He died in 1874, and 
was succeeded by his son Jamal Bakhsh, who died in 1886, and was suc- 
ceeded by his minor nephew the present Hian Yusuf Muhammad In 
1900 he was placed in charge of the Jagir, under the supervision and con- 
trol of the Political Argent, Bhopal , and this arrangement continued till

At the beginning of the nineteenth century Baja Madlio Singh of 
Narwar, whose ancestors were established at Narwar before the Slahratta 
invasion of Central India, was driven out and deprived of his heredi- 
taiy possessions bj" Daulat Rao Scindia : and, in retaliation, made 
frequent raids into Scindia’s territories. Witli the object of putting 
a stop to these, a grant (No. XCV) of the pargana of Paron and six 
villages was made to Baja Madho Singh in 1818, through the mediation 
of Major J. Stewart, acting Resident at Gwalior, under the guarantee 
of the British Government. 

Man Singh, nephew and successor of Dladho Singh, joined the rebels 
during the niutiuj% but surrendered in 1859 on condition of a free pardon 
and a suitable maintenance being granted to him. His former posses- 
sions were consequently restored to him under the same conditions as 
before his rebellion, i.e., under Briti.sh guaiujitee. Por his subsequent 
services in connection with the capture of Tantia Topi, a jagir in perpe- 
tuit 3 ^, of the value of Rs. 1,000 a year, was sanctioned for Man Singh; 
but, as no land was available in the United Provinces, where he wished 
to obtain the grant of a village, he received a cash allowance of Rs. 1,000 
a year instead. 

Man Singh died in 1882 and was succeeded hr’’ his son Gajendra 
Singh. 

The Gwalior Darbar claimed the right of being consulted in regard to 
the succession, on the ground that the British guarantee had lapsed in 
consequence of Man Singli’s rebellion and the confiscation of his Estate, 
and also on the grounds of custom and precedent.

who,' on then pait, weio to make good any dcfieienc\ The .Tagn ne^D^ 
yielded so much as Ps 55,000, and the icsult was that an annual balance 
was show'll against Scindia, which was adianced to the Khicliis fioni 
the British tieasuiy Up to 1828 the Uaihai paid these balances, but 
Iheieafter they deniuiied, on the gioniids that, if the .Tagii weie piopeilv 
managed, it w'ould yield inoie tlian Ps 55.000, and that the Khichis 
realised moie re^enue than was ciedited in the accounts 

The mattei was complicated by disputes in the familv and at last, 
in 1843, with the consent and bv the mediation of the British Govern- 
ment, it was ariaiiged that the oiipmal agieenient should be leplaced 
by sepal ate engagements with the thiee piincipal members of the family 
— ^Bijai Siagh, Tliakur Chhataisal and Ajit Singh The -Baibar, on 
gianting these fiesh sanads, stipulated foi the pa'^unent of a nazaiana 
of Bs 30,000, to which Bijai Rmgh and Chhataisal consented

to D^wan Hindu Singh of Sirsi by Janku]i Rao Scindia, by which the 
payment of one-fouith of the levenue of the district to the Darbar was 
remitted with certain conditions, and the Dewan agreed to provide 
thirty sowais and sevent}'^ footmen, when lequiied, without pay for the 
first three months , but the Daibai afteru ards dispensed with the fulfil-

Mihrban Singh died in 1901, when his son Jiwan Singh (formerly

Tpanslation of a copy of the Treaty entered into by Mobar0s-tjl-Moulk, 

Iftikbr-ul-Dowla, Colonel Muir, Bahadoor, Mohabut Jung, on the part 

of the English East India Company , and the Maharajah Saheb Soubadar, 

Madho Rao Sindia, Bahadoor, on his part, — 1781 

The Nawab, Amaud-ul-Dowla, Telledut Jung Hastings, Bahadoor, Governor- 
General of Bengal, &c , having obtained full authority from the Governor-General 
of Bengal, &c , grants full powers to Colonel Muir, above-named, to negociate a 
peace between Maharajah Saheb Soubadar, Madho Rao Sindia Bahadoor, and the 
Eaglish Company, in such manner, that whatever shall be agreed to by the Colonel, 
on the part of the Company, the Governor-General and Council shall also agree 
to and condrm Colonel Muir and the Maharajah Saheb are both desirous of a 
peace and have determined upon and agreed to a peace on the following conditions, 
VIZ . — 

First —That having mutually resolved upon a peace and firm alliance they 
shall respectively observe their agreements for ever 

Secondly — That within the term of eight days from the time of the confirma- 
tion of the Treaty, they shall, at one time, march off their respective armies Colo- 
nel Muir, with his, shall return towards the country of Nawab Vizier-ul-Mulmalik, 
and the Maharajah, with his army, shall return to his own country 

Thirdly —That should it be deemed advisable, the Maharajah shall endea- 
vour to effect a peace between the English and Hyder Ally Cawn , also a peace 
between the English and the Peishwa Should this peace be effected, it is well , 
otherwise the English have the choice to do as they shall judge proper, and the 
Maharajah shall not assist or oppose either party 

Fourthly —That whatever country of the Maharajah’s shall have been taken 
possession of by the Company, on this side the J umna. Colonel Muir shall restore , 
and the Maharajah shall agree not to molest or disturb the country of Lokindar 
Raua Chatter Sing, Bahadoor, Deicer Jung, nor the fort of Gwalior, which is at 
present in his possession, so long as the Rana Saheb observes his Treaty with the 
English , nor the country of Mhy-put Rum Sing, Juggimder, Bahadoor, which is 
at present in the possession of the Rana 

Fifthly — That the Maharajah shall bring Rajah Ram Chunder Rajah Chundrey

To all whom these presents shall concern. 

Whereas the Honourable English East India Company have long been in 
the quiet and undisturbed possession of the fort, town, and porgunnah of Baroach, 
which they hold by right of conquest from the Mogul Government : and whereas 
it was stipulated by the -1th Article of the “ Treaty of Poorundur,” dated 1st 
March 1776, “ that the Peishwa aud Muratha State do agree to give to the English 
Comijany for ever all right aud title to their entire share of the city and pergun- 
nah of Baroach, as full aud complete as ever they collected from the Moguls or 
otherwise, without retaining claim of chouth, or any other demand whatever, 
so that the English company shall possess it, witliout })articipation or claim of any 
kind” ; And whereas the said Article is accordingly declared to be continued in 
full force and effect by the 3rd Article of the Treaty concluded at Salpi (Salbyc) 
the 17th of May 1782 ; We, the Governor-General and Council for affairs of the 
British nation in India, do, of our own free will aud accord, and on behalf of the 
Honourable Company, in testimony of the sense which we entertain of the generous 
conduct manifested by JIaharajah Soubadar Madho Rao Sindia to the Govern- 
ment of Bombay, at Wurgaon, aud of his humane treatment and release of the 
English goutlemcu who had been delivered as hostages on that occasion, grant 
aud make over unto the said Maharajah Soubadar Madho Rao Sindia, all right, 
title, aud possession in the said fort, town, aud porgunnah of Baroach, whether 
obtained from the Moguls or from the Murathas, including both shares, in the same 
manner, aud to the full extent in which the Honourable Company ever did or 
might hold aud exercise the same, either by their own right or in virtue of the 
above stipulations.

This is to certify, that as the Oovcrnor-General aud Council have of their own 
free uill aud accord, aud on behalf of the Company, conferred upon mo their entire 
right to the two shares of the fort, city, aud porgunnah of Baroach, I have there- 
fore accepted of the same, and will retain them always in my own possession. And 
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I hereby agree that the English sliall carry on trade as usual m tlie said city and 
jiergunnah and no improper molestation shall be offered to them , and also, I 
will not permit any other European nation excepting the Engbsh to trade in any 
shape in the said city and pergunnah

TntATY with Mahabajah j\Lvdho Rao Sindia, relative to the HoxouRAnLL 
East India Company’s Trade at Baroach, dated the 30 th September 1783 

Whereas a Sunnnd, bearing date the seventeenth day of Rubce-oos-sanct 
of the year one thousand one hundred and ninety-seven of the Hegira, corre- 
sponding with the twenty-first day of March, one thousand seven hundred and 
- -eighty-thrce of the Christian era, was granted by Maharajah Soubadar ]\Iadho 
Rao Sindia declaring that the English should carry on trade as usual in the city 
and pergunnah of Baroach, and that no improper molestation should bo offered 
to them, the said Sunnud specifying also that no European nation excepting the 
English should be permitted to trade in any shape m the said city and pergunnah , 
and whereas, in the said Sunnud, the particulars of the duties, etc , to be taken 
and the settlement of concerns of trade were omitted, and doubts have arisen 011 
these subjects, which Maharajah Soubadar Madho Rao Sindia is iMlhiig to rcmo\e 
For this piirjiosc, and to support the English trade 111 the city and pergunnah of 
Baroach, We, the Governor-Geiieial and Council of Fort William in Bengal, ap- 
pointed by the King and Parliament of Great Britain to direct and control all 
political affairs of the Honourable Engbsh East India Company in India, on the 
one part, and Maharajah Madho Rao Smeba Bahadoor on the other part, agree 
to the following Treaty contaimng seven Articles, and bind ourselves and suc- 
cessors to the full and mvariable observance of them 

Article 1 

Maharajah Soubadar Madho Rao Smdia Bahadoor agrees that 111 every }car 
m which the Engbsh Comjiany carry on trade m the district of Baroach, the duties 
thereon shall be taken according to the Treaty i\ith the Navab of Baroach, in 
the year one thousand seven hundred and sixty-four, that is to saj, on 
the cotton which is purchased from Baroach, on every candy of Surat v eight, 
one and a half Rupees and four felloos shall be paid, and the duty on other articles 
which are imported or exported by the Company shall be one Rupee eight annas 
for every hundred Rupees , and besides these established articles of the Company’s 
tiadc, whatever other articles come from Engbsh individuals shall be subject to 
a duty of six Rupees m every hundred thereon, conformably to the usage vhich 
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e'^isted 'when the Company had possession of Baroaoh Tlic Governor-General 
and Connell agree that the English shall not unite any llindostance m their trade, 
and that in case of such partnership, such duties shall be jiaid thereon as arc paid 
upon the ooiumcrcc of the merchants wearing turbans The Goaeruor-Gencral 
and Council consent that the duties stipulated to be jiaid upon the Company’s 
trade shall be paid b}’^ the Company’s Resident at Baroach to the Amil of that 
district 

Auticix 2 

It has been the old established custom, on the wreck of an)' ship, vessel or 
boats within any of the jiorts in the neighbourhood of Baroach, that the owner 
of the port should take possession of the goods , but as at this time a firm friend- 
ship evists botw'ecn the government of the English Company and Maharajah 
Soubadar Madho Bao Sindia Bahadoor, the Governor-General and Council have 
requested that the goods of the ships, vessels, and boats of the English that may 
be wrecked in the river of Baroach, may be released and Maharajah Soubadar 
Madho Bao Sindia Bahadoor agrees, for the sake of friendship, that wJien any 
ship, vessel, or boat belonging to the English shall be wrecked in the m or Ncrbiidda 
which be ongs to the district of Baroach, and the Amil of Baroach may saa o any 
goods which bear the mark of the English, the Amil shall deliver all such goods 
to the Company’s Resident at Baroach, who shall reimburse the amount o\pcndcd 
in saving and keeping them 

AnTicLE 3. 

Some disputes having arisen between the English and subjects of the Slalia- 
rajah belonging to the fort of Baroach, in respect to the time of passing into the 
fort and out of it, it is now agreed, and the Maharajah has directed, that at the 
times when it is customary that the gate should remain open, the people belong- 
ing to the Amil of Baroach shall not prevent the going and coming of the English 
or their dependants, but that the gate shall be shut at the appointed hour, and none 
of the English or their dependants shall have any right to enter the fort, or go out 
of it, after that time The English arc not then to desire that the gate may be 
opened for them, not oven to give intelligence of the arrival of any ship tliat may 
come into the port at night 


Artiolb 4. 

Maharajah Soubadar Madho Bao Sindia Bahadoor engages that the servants 
of the English factory, and their liousehold attendants, and the tradesmen such 
as carpenters or smiths, or porters who work in the Company’s factory, and do not 
work anywhere but in the factory, shall be under the protection of the Resident 
at Baroach, and the Amil of Baroach shall in no manner molest them for duties 
or customs, etc And when any crime committed or supposed to have been com- 
mitted, by any such persons, shall be discovered, the Amil of Baroach shall send 
notice to the Company’s Resident that he may oxamvaG and pass judgment upon 
such persons, or the Company’s Resident shall send back such persons to the Amil, 
that whatever is proper in the case may be done by him , and the Governor -Ge- 
ueral and Council agree that when any tradesmen, etc , working in the Company’s 
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/nctoiy, elall go into tbc town of Baioacli, and work also with other merchants 
and townsmen, the Amil of Baroach shall lake the duties for such tradesmen, 
etc , according to the practice now in use with respect to the persons not working 
for the English only Eor the sake of obviating any disiiutes that might occur 
on this point, the Company’s Ecsidcnt at Baroach shall prepare a list of the servar ts 
of the factory, with their descriptions and stations, and deliver it to the Amil 

Akticle 5 

The Gorernor-Gcncral and Council agree that the Company o Ecsidcnt at 
Baroach shall not afford protection to anj person of tl e tonii nl o may fy fiom 
the Aiuil and resort to the Resident for it, but shall, confoimablj to friciKlship, 
deliver up such person to the Amil 

AimcLE 6 

It IS agreed that the Resident at Baroach shall not entertain more sepoys 
than the number necessary for the protection of the English property in the fac- 
tory, which number has been fixed at fifty men It is also agreed that the English 
in future shall not beat the drum in the factory, as is the custom m the Conijiany’s 
districts Such persons as may be m the train or sowarcc of the Ecsidcnt may 
have distinguishing badges, but arc not to carry muskets 

Article 7 

Maharapih Soubadar hladho Rao Sindia Bahadoor engages in respcc* to the 
debts recently incurred by the inhabitants of Baroach to the Companj’s sub- 
jects, or such as may be incurred m future and not duly paid, that the Amil of 
Baroach shall examine the claim in the kutchcrcc of his own Adaii lul , and enforce 
the payment of whatc^cr may be pro^cd to be just , and in respect to the debts 
which were owing from the inhabitants of Baroach to the Company’s subjects 
at the time when Baroach was given to Madhajee Sindia, the Amil shall ascertain 
whatever may be due, and if the debtor be in good circumstancps, he shall force 
him to pay immediately , if not m good circumstances, he shall fix on proper periods 
of payment by instalment, and oblige the observance of them 

The parties mutually swear, according to their respective faiths, to abide by

Whereas in tlio first Article of the Treaty concluded betu'cen the Honour - 
able Company .and Maharajah Soubadar Madho Eao Sindia, relative to the trade 
and other matters of the town and pergunnah of Baroach, it i.s specified th.at in 
every year in which the English Company c,arr 3 ’^ on trade in the di.strict of Baroach, 
the duties thereon shall be taken according to the treaty with the Nawab of Baroach, 
in one thousand seven hundred .and sixty four, that is to say, on the cotton which 
is purchased from Baroach, on every candy of Surat weight, one and a half Rupee 
and four fclloos shall be p.aid and the duty on other articles, which .are imported 
or exported by the Company, shall be one Rupee eight annas for every hundred 
Rupees. And whereas the extent of the Company’s trade at Baroach, in respect 
to the weight of cotton and the amount of piece goods was not e.xactly known to 
either of the parties, and the specification of the same was required by Maharajah 
Soubadar Madho Rao Sindia, the Governor-General and Council of Bengal, in 
compliance with the wishes of BLaharajah Soubadar Bladho Rao Sindia, having 
written to the Governor and Council of Bombay on this subject, and ascertained 
the .annual trade of the Honourable Companj’- at Baroach to consist of eight hun- 
dred candies of cotton of Surat weight, and piece goods to the amount of one lakh 
and fifty thousand Rupees, prime cost ; it is therefore mutually agreed to, that 
for every candy of cotton to the amount of eight hundred candies the Honour- 
able Company shall pay a duty of one and a half Rupee and four felloes ; and for 
piece goods to the amount of one Lakh and fifty thousand Rupees, prime cost, 
a duty shall be taken of one Rupee eight .annas for every hundred Rupees ; and 
that if over a greater quantity of cotton or piece goods than what is here specified 
shall be purchased on account of the Honourable Company, they shall pay the same 
duty for such excess as has been settled with regard to English individuals.

Treaty of Peace and Eriendshit with H owlet Rao Sindia. 

Treaty of Peace between the Honourable English East India Company 
and their Allies, on the one part, and the Maharajah Ali Jah Dow’let 
Eao Sindia, on the other ; settled by Major-General the Honourable 
Arthur AVellesley, on the part of the Honourable Company and their 
Allies, and by Eetul Mahadeo, Moonshee Kavel Nyn, Jeswunt Eao 
Goorparah Ameee-ool-Ombah and Narroo Hurry, on the part of the 
Maharajah Dowlut Rao Sindia, who have each communicated to the other 
their full powers, — 1803. 

Article 1. 

There shall bo perpetual peace and friendship between the Honourable Com- 
pany and their allies, on the one part, and the Maharajah Ali Jah Dowlut Rao 
Sindia, on the other. 
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Article 2 

The Maharajah cedes to the Honourable Company and their allies, in per- 
petual sovereignty, all his forts, territories, and rights in the Doab, or countiy 
situated between the Jumna and Ganges, and all his forts, territories, rights, and 
interests in the countries which arc to the northward ofthosc ofthc Rajahs of Jeypore 
and Jodhporc, and of the Eana of Gohud, of which territories, &c , a detailed list 
IS given in the accompanying schedule Such countries formerly in the possession 
of the Maharajah, situated between Jeypore and Jodhporc, and to the southward 
of the former, are to belong to the Maharajah 

Article 3 

The Maharajah likewise cedes to the Honourable Company and their allies, 
in perpetual sovereignty, the fort of Baroach and territory depending thereon, 
and the fort of Ahmedmiggur and territory depending thereon , excepting those 
lands which it is agreed, by the eighth Article of this Treaty, that the Maharajah 
IS to retain 

Article 4 

The Maharajah likewise cedes to the Honourable Company and their allies 
all the territories which belonged to him previous to the brcalang out of the war, 
which are situated to the southward of the hills called the Ajuntee Hills, including 
the fort and district of Jalnapore, the town and district of Gandaporc, and all 
other districts between that range of hills and the river Godavery 

Article 5 

The Maharajah Ah Jah Dowlut Eao Sindia, for himself, his heirs, and successors, 
hereby renounces all the claim to the forts, territories, rights, and interests, ceded 
by the second, third, and fourth Articles , and all claims, of every description, 
upon the British Goveruiiient and their allies, the Soubadar of the Deccan, tljo 
Peishwa, and Anund Eao Giiicowar, 

Article 6 

The fort of Asserghur, the city of Boorhanpore, the forts of Powanghur and 
Dohud, and the territories in Kandeish and Guzerat, depending on these forts, 
shall be restored to the Maharajah Dowlut Eao Sindia 

Article 7 

Whereas the Maharajah Dowlut Eao Sindia has represented that his family 
have long held in enaum, as a gift from the Kings of Hindustan the districts of 
Dholepore, Baree, and Eajah-Kerrah, which are situated to the northward of the 
countries of the Eajahs of Jeypore and Jodhporc, and of the Eana of Gohud, 
and that lands in Hindustan, ceded by the second Article of this Treaty to the 
Honourable Company and their allies, are held in jaghire by persons of the famdy 
of the late Madhajee Sindia and others by principal Sirdars in his service, all of 
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whom would it.ircr distress if deprived of the nd\antngcb they enjoy m those 
countries it is agreed that tlie Mahamjah shall continue to hold and enjoy in era* 
um the lands of Dholejiore, Jlareo, and Rajah-Kerrah, and that llala Raje »Snhil), 
and Monsoor Sahib, Moonshee Kavel Kjn, Boogajee .lamdah, Anirajce dadhoo 
and Wirdah Ch.irie, shall continue to hold their lands in jaghire under the protec- 
tion of the Honourable Company And furl her, in ord<‘r that no indiMdu.il inaj 
incur loss or suffer distress in consequence of this arr.ingenient, it is agreed that 
the Honourable Compaii} shall either p.iy jiensions or grant lands in jaglnre, 
according to the option of the 13rili.sh Go\ eminent, to tert.iin other Sirdars and 
others, to be n.inied by the Jlaharaj.ih, proxided that the total .iiiiount of the sums 
paid, or jaghircs granted oi held, does not exceed sexentem lakhs of rupees per 
annum, including the annual value of the lands, which it is .igrccd by this Article 
that Bala Bayc S.ihib, JIunsoor Sahib, Moonshee Kaxel Njn, Boogajee Jaindah, 
Amrajee Jadhoo, and ‘Wird.ih Charic aie to continue to liold , and jiroxuhd that 
no troops in the scrxice of the JIaharaj.ih are to be intioduced into Dholepore, 
Barcc, and Raj.ih-Kerrah, or the other kinds held in j.ighiie, under the jirctence 
of collecting the revenue, or any other pretence wh.itexci

ritories belonging to the Maharajah situated to the southxvard of those of the 
Rajahs of Jeyporo and Jodhpoie and the Rana of Gohucl, of xxdiich the revennes 
have been collected by him or bis Amildars, or hax"e been applicable, as surmjnmcc, 
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to the payment of his troops are granted away by such Treaties Lists of the 
persons with whom such Treaties have been made will be given to the Maharajah 
Dowlut Rao Sindia, when this Treaty will be ratified by His Excellency the Gover- 
nor-General 

AbtioI/E 10. 

No person whatever is hereafter to be molested on account of the part which 
he may have taken in the present war 

Article 11 

It IS agreed that the rights of His Highness the Peishwa to certain lands in 
Malwa and elsewhere shall be established as heretofore , and in case any differ- 
ence should arise respecting those rights, it is agreed that the Honourable Company 
shall mediate, arbitrate, and decide, according to the principles of justice between 
His Highness and the Maharajah, and whatever shall be thus decided will be agreed 
to by both parties, and will be earned into execution 

Article 12 

The Maharajah Dowlut Eao Sindia hereby renounces all claims upon His 
Majest}’’ Shah Alum, and engages, on his part, to interfere no further in the affairs 
of His Majesty 

Article 13 

The Maharajah All Jah Dowlut Rao Sindia engages never to take or retain 
in his service any Frenchman, or the subject of any other European or Amencan 
power, the. Government of which may be at war with the Bntish Government , 
or any British subject, whether European or native of India, without the consent 
of the British Government 

Article 14 

In ordei to secure and improve the relations of amity and peace hereby es- 
tablished between the Governments, it is agreed that accredited mimsters from each 
shall reside at the court of the other 

Article 15 

The Honourable Company being bound by Treaties of general defensive al- 
liance with His Highness the Soubadar of the Deccan and His Highness Eao Pandit 
Purdhauii, to which the Maharajah Ah Jah Dowlut Eao Sindia xs desirous of 
acceding, he is to be admitted to the benefits thereof , and the Honourable Com- 
pany, with a view to the future security of the Maharajah’s territones, engage, 
in the event of his agreeing to the Treaty abovemenlioned, in two months to fur- 
msh him with a force consisting of six battahons of infantry, with their comple- 
ment of ordnance and artillery, and usual eqiiipments of military stores, &o , 
and the expense of this force is to be defrayed out of the revenues of the lands 
ceded by the second, third, and fourth Articles But it is agreed, that in case it 
should suit the interests of the Maharajah’s Government to decline to enter into 
the Treaty aDovcinentioned, such lefusal shall not affect any of the other stipula-

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tions of tbs Treaty of Peace, winch are, in every respect, to be binding on the con- 
tracting parties, their lieirs and successors 

Articli: 1G. 

This Treaty is to bo ratified by the Maharajah Do\\lnt Pao Sindia in eight 
days from this time, and the ratification is to be delivered to Major-General Wel- 
lesley 

Major-General Wellesley engages that it shall be ratified by Ifis E\ccllcncy 
the Most Noble the Governor-General in Council, and the ratification shall be deli- 
vered to the Slaharajah in three months or sooner, if possible. 

The orders for the cession of the territories shall be dcln cred to Hraj'or-Gencral 
Wellesley at the same tune with the ratification of the Treaty of Peace , but the 
forts of Asseerghur, Powanghiir, and Dohud arc not to be delivered up till accounts 
will have been received that the territories ceded have been ciacuated by the

TkKATY of AHiUNCE With DoWIiUT lUo SlMllA, — 1801 

TBEATY^of Alliance and Mutual Defenci hot w cen (he IIoNouitAiii i tlic English 
East India Compam and tho MAnAn\JAH Ali Jah Dowiit E\o Simha 
Bahadoor, and his children, hens and succcssois settled bv JIajoe John 
Malcolm, on the part of the IIoNoiUrtiiLi Company, and In Bapoo Eltul 
Punt and Moonshle Kavel on the part of the ^fAnviiAivu Dowlli 
Eao SiNDiA, after having coiumunitated to each other their full powers, 
the said John Malcoim being deputed to the Court of DowlU'i lt\o Sindia 
by Major Genekal the HoNoriiABir Aimirn Wiitisliv, the Honour- 
able Major-General aforesaid being unested with full jinwtrs and authority 
from His Excellency the Most Noble Ricn\ri), Mmiquis Wlllislia, 
Knight of the Most Illusirious Order of Saint Patrick, one of His 
Britannic Majesty’s Most Honourable Privy Council, appointed by 
the Honourable Court of Directors of the said Cojipany to direct and 
control all their affairs in the East Indies 

Whereas, by the blessing of God, the relations of friendship and union have 
been happily established betw'ccii the Government of the Honourable Company 
and that of the Maharajah Ah Jah Dowdiit Eao Sindia Bahadur bv a recent Treaty 
of Peace, the tw^o Governments aforesaid, adverting to the complcMon of the times 
have nowr determined, with a view to the preservation of peace and tranquility 
to enter into this Treaty of general defensive alliance, for tlie reciprocal protection 
of their respective territories, together wnth those of their several allies and depen- 
dants, against unprovoked aggression and encroachments of all or any enemies 
whatever. 


Article 1. 

The friendship and union estabhshed by the former Treaty betwreen the two 
states shall be promoted and increased by this Treaty, and shall be perpetual ; 
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the friends and enemies of either State shall be the friends and enemies of both, 
and their mutual interests shall henceforward be inseparable 

Article 2 

K any person or State whatever shall commit any act of unprovoked hostihty 
or aggression against either of the contracting parties, and, after due representa- 
tion, shall refuse to enter into amicable explanation, or shall deny the just satis- 
faction or indemnity which the contracting parties shall hai e reqmred, then the 
contracting parties will proceed to concert and prosecute such further measures 
as the case shall appear to demand For the more distinct explanation of the 
true intent and effect of this Article, the Governor-General in Council, in behalf 
of the Honourable Company, hereby declares that the Bntish Goiernment will 
never permit any power or State whatei er to commit with impunity any act of 
unprovoked hostility or aggression against the nghts and territories of the Maha- 
rajah Dowlut Rao Sindia, but will, at all times, in comphance with the requisition 
of the Maharajah, maintain and defend the same, when such reqmsition is made, 
m the bke manner as the rights and territories of the Honourable Company are 
now maintained and defended 


Article 3 

"With a view to fulfil this Treaty of mutual defence, the Maharajah agrees to 
receive, and the Honourable East India Company to furnish, a subsidiary force 
of not less than six thousand regular infantry, with the usual proportion of artillcrj , 
and ivith the proper equipment of warlike stores and ammumtion This force 
18 to be stationed at such place near the frontier of Don lut Rao Sindia as may here- 
after be deemed most eligible by the British Government, and it will be held in 
readiness at such station to proceed as soon as possible for the execution of any ser- 
vice on which It 18 liable to be employed by the condition of this Treaty 

Article 4 

And it IS further agreed that in conformity to the stipulations of the fifteenth 
Article of the Treaty of Peace, concluded by Major-General Wellesley, on the part 
of the Honourable Company, and by Bapoo Eetul, Moonshee Kav el Kv n, Ac , 
on the part of Maharajah Ah Jah Dowlut Rao Sindia, that all charges and expenses 
of the SIX battalions abovementioned and of their ordnance, artillery, military 
stores, and equipment shall be defrayed by the Honourable Company out of the 
produce of the revenues of the territories ceded by the Maharajah Ah Jah Dowlut 
Rao Sindia to the said Company, by the second, third, and fourth Articles of the 
aforementioned Treaty of Peace, which temtones are specified in a statement 
annexed to that Treaty 


Article 5 

Gram and all other articles of consumption, and provisions, and all sorts of 
matenals for wearing apparel, together with the necessary number of cattle, horses, 
and camels, reqmred for the use of the subsidiary force, shall, whenever the afore 
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said force is within the territories of the Maharajah, in consequence of his requi- 
sition, bo entirely exempt from duties ; and whenever any further force of the 
Honourable Company shall, in consequence of war with any other State, be in the 
dominions of the hlaharajah, they shall, in like manner as the subsidiary force, 
bo exempt from all duties upon the aforesaid articles of necessary use and consump- 
tion : and it is also agreed that whenever any part of the army of the Jlaharajah 
is in the territories of the Honourable Company, for purposes connected with 
the fulfilment of this Treaty, that no duties on grain, camels, wearing apparel, 
&c., as stated above, which the party of the army of the said Maharajah may 
require, shall be collected : and it is further agreed that the Officers of the res- 
pective Governments, while they arc in the fulfilment of the Articles of this Treaty, 
cither with the army or in the territories of tlie other, shall be treated with that 
respect and consideration which is due to their rank and station. 

Article 6. 

The subsidiary force will, at all times, bo ready, on the requisition of the Maha- 
rajah, to execute services of importance, such as the care of the person of the Maha- 
rajah, his heirs and successors, the protection of the country from attack and in- 
vasion, the overawing and chastisement of rebels or exciters of disturbance in the 
Maharajah’s dominions ; but it is not to be eraiiloyed on trifling occasions. 

Article 7. 

Whereas it is agreed in the thirteenth Article of the Treaty of Peace that the 
Maharajah Ali Jah Dowlut Rao Sindia shall never take or retain in his service any 
Frenchman, or the subject of any other European or American power, the govern- 
ment of which may be at war with Great Britain, or any British subject whatever, 
European or native of India, without the consent of the British Government, 
the Maharajah now further engages that he will hereafter never employ in- his 
service, or permit to reside in his dominions, any European or American whatever, 
without the consent and acquiescence of the British Government ; the said British 
Government, on its part, engaging that it never will employ, or permit to reside 
in its dominions, any person subject of the Maharajah or others, who shall here- 
after be guilty of crimes or of hostility against the person or government of the 
aforesaid Maharajah Dowlut Bao Sindia. 

Article 8. 

As, by the present Treaty, the union and friendship of the two States is so 
firmly cemented, that they may be considered as one and the same, the Maharajah 
engages neither to commence nor to pursue in future any negociation with any 
principal States or powers, without giving previous notice and entering into mutual 
consultation with the Honourable East India Company’s Government ; and the 
Honourable Company’s Govermnent, on their part, declare that they will have 
no manner of concern with any of the Maharajah’s relations, dependants, military 
chiefs, or servants, with respect to whom the Maharajah is absolute : and that 
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tliey will, on no occasion, ever afford encouragement, support, or protoetion, 
to any of the Maharajah’s relations, dependants, chiefs, or ser\ants, uho inaj 
eventually act in opiiosition to the Maharajah’s authority, but, on the coiitrarj , 
at the requisition of the Maharajah, the}' a\i11 aid and assist to punish and reduce 
all such offenders to obedience and it is further agreed that no officer of the Honour- 
able Company shall ever interfere in the internal affairs of the Ufaharajali’s go\ ern- 
ment. 


Article 9 

As the chief object and design of the present defensive alliance is the sccll^lt^ 
and protection of the dominions of the contracting parties, and their ilIics and 
dependants, from all attack ivliatsoevcr, the Maharajah Dov Iiit Rao Smdia engages 
never to commit any act of hostility or aggression against any State or Chief in 
alliance with the Honourable Comiiany, or against any other principal State or 
power , and in the event of differences arising, whatever adjustment the Company’s 
Government, weighing matters m the scale of truth and justice, may determine, 
shall meet his full ap^irobation and acqmescence 

Article 10. 

The contracting parties will employ all practicable means of conciliation to 
prevent the calamity of war, and for that purpose will, at all times, be ready to 
enter into amicable explanations, nith other principal States or povers, and to 
cultivate and improve the general relations of peace and amity with all the iinn- 
oipal powers of India, according to the true spirit and tenor of this Treat} , but 
if a war should unfortunately break out between the contracting parties and any 
other State or power whatever, then the Maharajah Ah Jah Doulut Eao Sindia 
Bahadur engages that the Bnghsh force, consisting of six battalions, with their 
guns, etc , joined by a detachment of his army, consisting of six thousand of the 
Maharajah’s infantry, and ten thousand of his Pagah and Sillahdar cavalry, n hich 
force the Maharajah engages always to keep ready, shall be immediately put in 
motion for the purpose of opposing the enemy and the Maharajah also engages 
to employ every further effort for the purpose of bringing into the field the v liolc 
force which he may be able to supply from his domimons, w ith a view to the effec- 
tual prosecution and speedy termination of the said war The Honourable Com- 
pany, in the same manner, engage on their part (on such event occurring) to em- 
ploy in active operations against the enemy as large a force as the scr\nce may 
reqmre, over and above the said subsidiary force 

Article 11 

Whenever war shall appear probable the Maharajah Ah Jah Dowliit Eao 
Sindia engages to collect as many Binjanes as possible, and to store as much grain 
as may be practicable in the frontier garrisons The Company’s Government 
also, with a view to the effectual prosecution of the war, engages to adopt similar 
measures in their frontier garrisons 
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AnxicLr 12 

The contracting parties entertain no views or conqucbts of extension of their 
lespective dominions, nor any intention of proceeding to hostilities against any 
State or principal pow'cr, unless in the case of unjust and unpro^ oked aggression, 
and after the failure of their joint endea\ours to obtain reasonable satisfaction, 
through the channel of paeific ncgociation, according to the tenor of the preceding 
Treaty If, contrary to the spirit and object of this defensi\c Treaty, war with 
any State should hereafter appear una\oidablc (which God a\ert), the contract- 
ing parties will proceed to adjust the rule of partition of all such ad\antngcs and 
acquisitions as may eventually result from the success of their united arms It 
IS declared that in the event of war and of a consequent partition of conquests 
betivcon the contracting jnirtics, the shares of each Go\crnmcnl shall be equal, 
in the division of any territory which may be acquired bj the successful exertions 
of their muted arms, provided that each of the contracting parties shall have faith- 
fully fulfilled all the stipulations of this Treaty 

Article 13 

The interests of the contracting parties being identified bj this defensive al- 
liance, it IS agreed that the Honourable Company’s Goi ernment shall be at liberty 
to employ the whole or any part of the subsidiary force established bj the Treaty 
in the quelling of any disturbances which may arise within their territories, or in 
the performance of any other service which may be required by the said Honour- 
able Company’s Government, provided such service shall not interfere with any 
other duties on which the said subsidiary force is liable to be employed under the 
conditions of this Treaty And if disturbances shall at any time break out in anj 
part of the Maharajah’s dominions which lajs contiguous to the frontier of the 
Honourable Company, and to which it might be incomemcnt to detach any jiro- 
portion of the subsidiary force, the British Government, in like manner, if required 
by Dowlut Rao Siiidia, shall direct such of the Company’s troojis as may be most 
conveniently stationed for the purpose, to assist in quelling the sard disturbances 
within the Maharajah’s dominions , and if disturbances shall at any time break 
out in any part of the dominions of the British Government which lays contiguous 
to the frontier of the Maharajah, the Maharajah, if required by the British Govern- 
ment, shall direct such of his troops as may be most conveniently stationed for the 
purpose, to assist in quelling the said disturbances wathin the dominions of the 
British Government 


Article 14 

In order to strengthen and confirm the friendship established between the 
two States , it is agreed that neither of the two contracting parties shall enter 
into any alhance, or have any concern with the tributaries or chiefs of the other 
and, in order to support the independent authority of both Governments, it is 
agreed and declared, that hereafter neither of the contracting parties will give 
protection or countenance to the rebelhous tributaries and subjects of the other, 
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but they will use their utmost endeavours for the apprehension of such rebels, m 
order that they may be brought to punishment 

AnTicLE 15 

The Honourable Corapanj" agree to evert their influence to maintain the ob- 
servance of such usages on matters of form and ceremony, and other customs 
as slnll appear to hai c been fivcd on all points of intercourse and communication 
between the Pcishwa and liis ancestors, and the Maharajah Dowlut Rao Sindia 
and Ills ancestors and the English Goiernment also agree to recognize the rights 
of Dowlut Rao Sindia to all possessions he holds, whether bj written Sunnuds 
or bi grants, or by the iiiiw ntten authontv of the Pcishwa, according to former 
usage, proiidcd such Siuiniids do not interfere with the faithful fulfilment of the 
Treaty of Peace , andproiidcd also that in all cases where disputes may arise, 
on the subject of possessions held bj unwritten authority, the Maharajah Dowlut 
Rao Sindia agrees to refer it to the arbitration of the said British Goi ernment, 
who w ill decide, with reference to former usage, on the principles of truth and justice 
The English Go\ ernment further agrees to use its ciidcai our to prevent any acts 
which haicbcen done bi Dowlut Rao Sindia, or his ancestors, under the author- 
ity reposed in him or them bj the Pcishwa, or his ancestors, from being sub- 
verted proiided their being supported is strictly consistent with the preservation 
of the honour and dignity of IIis Highness the Peishwa, and of the stipulations 
of the Trcatt of Ponce 

AnTicnr 16 

Tins Treaty, consisting of sixteen Articles, being tins day settled by Major 
Malcolm, on the part of the Honour iblc Company, and b} Eetul Punt and Moonsliee 
Kavel Nmi, on the part of Dowlut Rao Siudia, Major Malcolm has delivered one 
copy thereof, in Persian and Marhatta and English signed and sealed by himself 
to the siiid Jlaharajah, who, on liis part, has also dehvered one copy of the same

Every part of the Treaty of Pence concluded b} General Sir Arthur clleslcy,

The Honourable Company can ncAer acknowledge that Dowlut Rao Sinclia

With a vicv of preventing any misunderstanding relating to their respective 
possessions on the quarter of Hindustan, it is agreed that the river Chumbul shall 
form the boundarj- between the two States, from the city of Kotah to the west 
to the limits of the territories of Gohud to the cast, and n ithin that extent of the 
course of the Chumbul, Don hit Eao Sindia shall have no claim or right to any 
rule, tribute, revenue, or possessions on its north bank, and the Honourable 
Company shall hai e no claim or right to any rule, tribute, revenues or possessions 
on the south bank of that river The talooks of Bhadck and Sooseperarah, which 
are on the banks of the Jumna, will, however, remain in possession of the Honour-

AnTicnL 6 

By the fifth Article of this Treaty, which makes the ri\ er Chumbul the bound- 
ary of the tn 0 States, from the city of Kotah to the n est to the limits of the terri- 
tories of Gohud to the cast, the Maharajah resigns all jiretensious and claims to 
any tribute from the Eajah of Boondec, or any other, on the north bank of the 
Chumbul, within the aforcracntioned limits also to the countries of Tank Fam- 
porah, Bahraungaura, Zemcidah, etc , and to the districts of Dholepore, Eajah-

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Article 8. 

The Honotirable Company engage to enter into no Treaty with the Rajaiis 
of Oodeypore and Jodhpore, and Kotah or other Chiefs, tributaries of Dowlut 
Rao Siudia, situated in Malwa, Mepvar, or Jllarwar, and in no shape whatever 
to interfere with the settlement which Siudia make with those Chiefs. 


Article 9. 

The Honourable Company are now engaged in a war with Jeswunt Rao Holkar, 
and using every exertion for his reduction ; but sliould they hereafter make a 
peace, or enter into any agreement with that Chief they engage not to restore to 
him, or desire to be restored to him, any of the possessions of the family of Holkar 
in the province of Malwa, lying between the river Tapti and Chumbul, which may 
have been taken b}' Dowlut Rao Siudia, nor will the Honourable Company inter- 
fere in any manner whatever in the disposal of those provinces ; and they will 
consider Dowlut Rao Sindia at full liberty to make such arrangement as he chooses 
with Jeswunt Rao Holkar, or with any other branch of the Holkar family, res- 
pecting the claims of that family to tribute from the Rajahs, or others, or to any 
possessions situated to the north of the river Tapti and to the south of the river 
Chumbul ; but it is clearly to be understood, that as the Company’s Gov'crument 
agrees not to concern itself with the arrangements which Siudia may make with 
the family of Holkar, respecting their claims or hereditary possessions, situated 
between the Tapti and the Chumbul, that Government will not take part in any 
dispute or war which may bo the result or consequence of such arrangements or 
settlement. 

Article 10. 

As Sorjee Rao Ghaultka has acted in a manner calculated to disturb the friend- 
ship between the two States, the Maharajah agrees never to admit that Chief to 
share in his councils, or to hold any public employment under his Government. 

Article 11. 

This Treaty, consisting of eleven Articles, has been this day settled by Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel Malcolm, acting under directions of the Right Honourable Lord 
Lake, on the part of the Honourable Company, and by Moonshce Havel Nyn, 
on the part of Dowlut Rao Sindia. Lieutenant-Colonel John Malcolm has deli- 
vered one copy thereof, in Persian and English, signed and sealed by himself, 
to the said Jlooushee Kavel N)?!!, to be forwarded to the Maharajah Dowlut Rao 
Sindia, and has received from the said Moonshee Kavel Nyn a counterpart of the 
said Treaty signed and sealed by the said Moonshee. Lieutenant-Colonel John 
Malcolm engages that a copy of the said Treaty, ratified by the Honourable the 
Governor-General in every respect a counterpart of the Treaty now executed by 
himself, shall be delivered to Moonshee Kavel Nyn, to be forwarded to the Maha- 
rajah, within the period of one mouth from this date, and on the delivery of such 
copy to the JIaharajah, the Treaty executed by Lieutenant-Colonel John Malcolm,

perarah, which arc on the banks of the Jumna, will, howcYer, remain in the pos-

The Honourable Company, from friendship to the Maharajah, agrees to grant 
to him, personally and exclusively, the annual sum of four lakhs of Rujiees, to be 
paid by quarterly instalments, througli the Resident at the Durbar And the 
Honourable Company also agree to ass'gu, within their territories in Hindostan, 
a jaghirc (to bo holdeu on the same footing as that enjoyed by Balia Bai), amount- 
ing to a revenue of two lakhs of Rupees per annum, to Bai/a Bai, the wufe of Dowliit

Treaty of Conoebt and Allianoe with Downux Rao Sindia, dated the 5th 

November 1817 

Treaty of Concert and Alliance between the Honourable the English East 
India Company and Maharajah Ali Jah Dowlut Rao Sindia, Bahadoor, 
and hiB ehildren, heirs and successors, settled on the part of the Honourable 
Company by Captain Robert Close, by virtue of full powers to that clicct 
vested in him by His Excellency the Most Noble Francis, Marquis of 
BL4,stings, Knight of the Most Noble Order of the Garter, one of His 
Britannic Majesty’s Most Honourable Privy Council, Governor- 
General, appointed by the Honourable Company to direct and control 
all their affairs in the East Indies, Commander-In-Chief of His Majesty’s 
and the Honourable Company’s Forces, &c , &c , &c , and on the part of 
His Highness Dowlut Rao Sindia by Ram Chundru Bhaskur, duly em- 
powered by His Highness to that effect 

Whereas the British Government and Maharajah Ah Jah Dowlut Rao Sindia 
Bahadoor are mutually actuated by a desire to suppress the predatory power of 
the Pmdarees, and to destroy and prevent the revival of the predatory system 
in every part of India , the following Articles have been agreed on for the purpose 
of giving effect to the mutual wishes of the two States. 
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Akticle 1. 

The contracting parties engage to employ the forces of their respective govern- 
ments and of their allies and dependants in prosecuting operations against the 
Pindarees and any other bodies of associated freebooters ; to expel them from their 
haunts, and to adopt the most effectual measures to disperse and prevent them 
from re-assembling. With this view the forces of the two Governments and their 
respective allies will immediately attack the Pindarees and their associates, 
according to a concerted plan of oper.ation3, and will not desist until the objects 
of this engagement are entirely accomplished. The Maharajah further agrees to 
employ his utmost efforts to seize the persona of the Pindaree leaders and their 
families, and deliver them up to the British Government. 

Article 2. 

The Pindaree hordes having established themselves in the territories of the 
Maharajah and other neighbouring States, it is hereby agreed that, on their 
expulsion, such of the lauds occupied by them as heretofore belonged to the Maha- 
rajah, shall be immediately resumed by His Highness, who engages never to 
re-admit them to possession. Such of the lands now occupied by the Pindarees 
as belong to other States shall he restored to their rightful proprietors, provided 
they shall have o.xertcd themselves to the extent required in expelling the Pindarees, 
and shall engage never to re-admit them, or in any way to connect themselves 
with those froobootors. Those lands shall otherwise be delivered over to Maharajah 
Dowlut Rao Sindia, and bo held by him on the same conditions. 

Article 3. 

Maharajah Dowlut Rao Sindia hereby engages never to re-admit the Pindarees 
or any other predatory bodies into his territories, or in any manner to give them 
the smallest countenance or support, or to permit his officers to do so ; on the 
contrary, His Highness promises to issue the most positive orders to all his officers, 
civil and military, and to enforce them, by the severest penalties, to employ their 
utmost efforts to expel or destroy any bodies of plunderers who may attempt to 
take refuge in His Highness’ territories. All officers disregarding His Highness’ 
orders are to be considered and dealt with as rebels to the Maharajah and enemies 
of the British Government. 

Article 4. 

Maharajah Dowlut Rao Sindia is the undisputed master of his own troops and 
resources. With a view, however, to the more effectual accomplishment of the 
objects of this Treaty, His Highness agrees that the divisions of his troops (which 
taken together shall amount to 5,000 horse) employed in active operations against 
the Pindarees or other freebooters, shall act in concert with the British troops, 
and in conformity to the plan that may be counselled by the officer commanding 
the British divisions, with which His Highness’ troops may be appointed to act in 
concert. With the same view it is agreed that a British officer shall be stationed 
with each division of the Maharajah’s troops, to be the channel of communication

purposes of their conjunct operations, llis Highness engages that all Ins ofiiccrs, 
civil and military, shall afford every degree of supjiorl and assisl.incc in their power, 
in procuring supplies or otherwise to Ihc British troojis operating in his tcrritorj , 
and any failure m this respect sluvll subject the offending j>.iit\ to he considered 
and treated as a rehel to His Highness and an onemj of the Biitish Gos eminent

Maharajah Dovlut Bao Sindia engages that the diMsions ajijiomted to act 
in concert vith the British troops shall he maintained in a state of r oinjilete equip- 
ment, both men and horses, and regularl} jiaid Tn order to jiroside effectuallj 
for the latter object in such a manner as shall jirevont all future discussion or 
dispute, His Highness consents to renounce, for the ne\t three yeaxt-, the payments 
now made by the British Government to him, as well as to certain members of his 
family and ministers of his Government, and that those sums shall be disbursed 
towards the pajment of Ills Highnes--' troojis. through the British olheers stationed 
with them and the British Government agrees at the i oiielusion of the war, and 
after His Highness’ troops shall base iceencd nhat mn\ be die to them, to paA 
any balance that may remain to His Highness A\ith the same mow, the 
Maharajah Dow’lut Bao Sindia likcwibc consents to relinquish in the fullest manner 
to the British Government, for a period of tw o years, the tribute w Inch he is entitled 
to receive from the States of Todhpore, Boondec, and Xotah

It IS agreed that the troops of Maharajah Dowlut Bao Sindia, cavalr) , infantry 
and artillery, shall occupv, during the wai, such jiositions as shall be designated 
by the British Government, and shall not change them without the evjiress con- 
currence of that Government, any ■unconccrtcd movements being calculated to 
derange the joint operations of the forces of the tw'o States, and to gi\e advantage 
to the enemy It is also agieed, in order to ensure the due execution of the stipula- 
tion contamed in this Article, that the British Government shall be at liberty to 
station an officer in each of the divisions of the Maharajah’s army above- 
mentioned 

Auticlh 7 

The force that will be put in motion by the British Government, and that 
actually in the service of Maharajah Dowdut Bao Sindia, being fully sufficient 
to chastise the Pindarees and effect the objects of the present Treaty, His Highness 
agrees, in order to prevent the possibihty of collusion bet.veen his officers and the 
Pindarees, not to augment his forces duiiiig the Avar, Avithout the concurrence of 
the British Government His Highness expressly engages to prohibit his officers 
from admitting into the ranks of his army, or otherAVise harbouring or protecting, 
the Pindarees, or other freebooteis , and all persons neglecting or disobeying these 
orders are to be considered and treated as rebels to His Highness and enemies of 
the British Government. 
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Article 8 


With a to the more effectual prosecution of the joint operations of the 
two Governments, and to the facility and security of the communication of the 
British troops uith their supplies, the Maharajah, reposing entire confidence in 
the friendship and good faith of the British Government, agrees that Bntish 
garrisons shall be admitted into the forts of Hindia and Asseergnrh, and shall be 
charged with the care and defence of those forts during the war, and shall have 
the liberty of establishing depots vithin them The flag of Dowlut Eao Sindia 
shall, however, continue to fly in the fort of Asseergnrh, and His Highness shall be 
at liberty to station a killadar, \nth a personal guard of fifty men, m the said fort , 
but it IS clearlj' understood that the actual command of that place as well as of 
Hiiidin, and the disposal of the uarlike stores that may be found in those forts, 
shall be vested cxclusii eh' in the British Commanding Officers Any part of those 
stores that may be damaged or expended, while the forts in question are occupied 
by the British troops, shall be accounted for, and the value made good to His 
Highness For the more effectual performance of this stipulation, inventories 
shall be taken by officers, on the part of both Go^ emments, at the time of the 
occupation of the forts bj the British Government The present garnsons (with 
the exception abo\e stated in regard to Asseergurh) shall move out of the forts 
The Maharajah ivill theiiccfoiward have no further concern with the Sebundees 
of the garrisons, but His Highness’ other troops, including the Paigah, etc , shall 
encamp at such places as may be prescribed by the British officers, m conformity 
to the provisions of the 6th Article The territories depending on the forts above- 
mentioned will continue to be managed by the officers of the Maharajah, who will 
receive every support from the British Government and its officers The whole 
or such portion of the revenues as may be necessary, shall be appropnated to 
the payment of the Maharajah’s troops acting in concert with the Bntish divisions, 
as stipulated in the 5th Article , and a faithful account of the whole shall be 
rendered to His Highness after the conclusion of the war The two forts above- 
mentioned, and the territories dependent on them, will be restored to the Maharajah 
as soon as the operations against the Findarccs or their confederates shall be 
brought to a termination, in the same condition in which they may be dehvered 
up to the British Government All private property will be respected , and the 
inhabitants of the towns or villages depending on the forts will enjoy the protection 
of the British Government, or be permitted to depart with their property, if they 
think proper 


Article 9 

The main object of the contracting parties being to prevent for ever the revival 
of the predatory system in any form, and both Governments being satisfied that 
to accomplish this inse and j ust end it may be necessary for the Bntish Government 
to form engagements of friendship and albance with the several States of Hindustan, 
the 8th Article of the Treaty of the 22nd November 1805, by which the Bntish 
Government is restrained from entenng into Treaties with certain Chiefs therein 
specified, is hereby abrogated and annulled , and it is declared that the British 
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Government slinll be at full hbeif-}’’ 1o form cngagcmenlb villi llie Slates of Oiulcy- 
pore, Jodlipore, and Kolah, and v'llli llie Slate of Boondco, and other subslantive 
States on the left bank of the Clnimbnl Nothing in this Arl iclc bhall, ho^ve^ or, ho 
construed to give the British Governmont a right to intorforo vilh Stales or Chiefs 
in Mnhva or Gu7crat, clearly and indisputabl} dependent on, or tribntar} to, 
the Maharajah and it is agreed that Ills Highness’ anthoiily over those Stales 
or Chiefs shall continue on the same footing as it has been heretofore The British 
Government further agrees and piomises, in the e\cnt. of its forniiiig any engage- 
ments vith the nbovc-inentioiied States of Oudejpore, .Todhiiore, Kotah, and 
Booiidee, or with any others on the left bank of the Chninbnl, to secure to Dowliit 
Rao Siudia his ascertained tribute and to guarantee the same m iicrpeluitj to be 
paid through the British Governmont , and Dowlut Bao Siiidia engages, on his 
part, on no account or pretence V’hatc\er, to interfere m any shajie m the affairs 
of those States v'lthout the concurrence of the British Go\ernment 

AuTicLr 10 

If (which God forbid) the British Government and the Mahniajah shall be 
compelled to ivage var v'lth any other State, on ai count of such State attacking 
either of the contracting jiarties, or aiding or jirotceling the Piiukirees or other 
freebooters, the British Go^ eminent, liaMiig at heait the velfaie of Dovlut Bao 
Smdia, v'lll, in the event of success, and of Ills Highness’ zealous performance of his 
engagements, make the most liberal arrangements for the* tonsohdation and increase 
of his territories 

Article 11 

Such parts of the Treaty of Surjee Anjcngauin, and of the Treaty concluded 
on the 22nd of November 1805, as are not affected by the provisions of the present 
engagement, remain in full force, and arc mutually binding on the contracting 
parties. 

Article 12. 

This Treaty, consisting of twelve iVrticles, having this day been concluded, 
subject to the ratification of the Governor-General and Maharajah Ah Jah Dowlut 
Bao Sindia, Captain Close engages to procure the ratification of the Governor- 
General in five days from this date, or sooner if possible , and Bam Chandru 
Bhaskur engages to obtain His Highness’ ratification before sunset this evening

Whereas by the 14tb Article of the Treaty of Poona, concluded on the 13th 
of Juno 1817, all the rights and territories of His Highness Rao Pundit Prudhan 
in Malwa were ceded to the Honourable East India Company , and whereas some 
of those territories are contiguous to, and intermixed with, those of Maharajah 
Dowlut Rao Sindia , it has therefore been agreed, for the mutual convenience of 
both States, that certain exchanges of territory should take place , and the British 
Government hereby transfers to Maharajah Ali Jah Dowlut Rao Sindia, his heirs 
and successors, all its rights and claims to the districts and temtones mentioned 
in the annexed Schedule, No 1 , and Maharajah Ah Jah Dowlut Rao Sindia, for 
himself, his heirs and successors, hereby transfers to the Bntish Government all 
his rights and claims of every description to the places mentioned m the accom- 
panying Schedule, No 2 

Moreover the British Government having resolved to restore to Maharajah 
All Jah Dowlut Rao the fort and territory of Jawud, etc , the Maharajah on his 
part engages, on his recovering that district, to establish such an administration 
there as shall afford security for the peace of the country, and the prevention of 
the revival of the predatory system The Maharajah further engages to recall 
Jeswunt Rao Bhaoo, for whose future conduct the Maharajah will be responsible, 
and will require him to reside at a distance from Jawud, on a provision to be 
assigned him by the Maharajah either m jaghire or in any other manner His 
Highness may prefer 

It 18 further stipulated, that m the event of Hindia and Asseergurh being 
restored by the British Government to the Maharajah, previous to the entire 
cessation of operations agamst the Pindarees, etc , the Maharajah engages that 
in lieu of the revenues of those districts, which by Treaty have been set aside for 
the payment of the contmgent to be employed against the Pindarees, a third year’s 
tribute on the States of Kotah and Jodhpore shall, in the event of its being required, 
be assigned for that purpose 

In witness whereof Maharajah All Jah Dowlut Rao Sindia has hereunto affixed 
his seal, and Captain Josiah Stewart engages to obtain and deliver to Maharajah

Engagement between the British Government and the Maharajah Dowlut 
Rao Sindia, dated the 6 th February 1820 

■Whereas the Maharajah Dowlut Rao Smdia agrees to give up for three years 
the annual payments made by the British Government to himself and certain other 
persons of his Court, and also the tribute to which he was entitled from the Rajpoot 
States (for three years), for the purpose of maintaimng a body of Auxihary Horse , 
and whereas the whole of that amount has already been paid by the Bntish Govern- 
ment to the Maharajah’s troops and a considerable balance remains due to the 
British Government , it has now been agreed between the Maharajah and the 
British Government that the body of Auxiliary Horse to be maintained by His 
Highness shall be reduced, so that the abovementioned funds, namely, the annual 
payments formerly made to the Maharajah and his family, and ministers, together 
With the tribute due from the Rajpoot States, may be fully adequate to the pay- 
ment of the force 

It IS further agreed that, for the liquidation of the debt incurred by the Maha- 
rajah to the British Government for the payments already made to the Aumliary 
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Horse, as well as f 9 r tlie expenses of those Horse until the funds appropriated for 
their maintenance become available, the following districts shall be made over, 
from the commencement of the year 1877 Sumbut, to the British Government, 
viz. : — 

In Kakdesh. 

1. The Pergunnah of Yavul. 

2. Ditto Cliopr.a. 

•T, Ditto Paohoro. 

t. Ditto Lohara, 12 villages. 

Possessions in Gurra Kota and Maltoun, intermixed with those of the British Govern- 
ment, together with the fort of Gnrra Kota. 

And whereas all the abovementioned districts are intermixed with the possessions 
of the British Government, it is further agreed that, after the liquidation of the 
debt due by the Maharajah, the British Government shall cither restore those 
districts to His Highness, or continue to hold them, pnj'iug a fair rent for them, 
or grant to His Highness other lands of equal value, in lieu of them, which may be 
more conveniently situated, whichever mode may appear best to the British 
Government.

Translation of an Agreement between the British Government and the 
Maharajah Dow'lht Rao Sindia, regarding the Nimar Districts, — 1823. 
IVhereas by an arrangement formerly effected by Major-General Sir John 
Malcolm, it was agreed that the Maharajah Dowlut Rao Sindia should pay annually 
the sum of Rupees four thousand and thirty-eight towards the support of certain 
Girnssia Chiefs in Nimar, which contribution not having been paid for upwards of 
four years, a debt has consequently accumulated to near Rupees twenty thousand ; 
and whereas the pergunnahs of Dhurgaon, Burwye, Sylanee, Poonassa and Kandwa, 
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wbicli adjoin certain provnicch belonging to tbe British Government in Nimar, 
are now so de''olatc that tbe Jllabarajab does not receive the proper revenue of 
them, and in consequence of the disorder which prevails in them, great 
inconvomcnce is occasioned to the adjacent districts of the British Government; 
in that ejuarter Therefore, in order to renioi e those inconveniences and to provide 
for the payment of the debt hcforc-inentioned, as nell as to secure the punctual 
discharge for the future of the annual contribution above noticed of Rupees four

The British Government consents that, after deducting the amount of the 
debt mentioned in the preceding Article, and aftoi dediieting the annual contri- 
bution of Rupees four thousand and thirty-eight, together i\ith the expense' of 
management, the nhole remaining revenue to be collected from the districts 
abovemcntioncd shall be paid annually to the Maharajah for c\ci , and as tbe 
expenses of management cannot nou be correctly ascertained, it is likewise agreed 
that M hatever sum those expenses may amount to during the first j ear that the 
pergunnahs aforesaid remain in the posses'ion of the British Government, the 
same amount shall be considered for ever afterwards the fixed and permanent 
annual charge on that account 

And ^shefQas certain Girassia Chiefs in Main a are by former agreement entitled 
to receive from the Maharajah’s Government certain Tankha dues in the payment 
of nliich difficulties have been sometimes made by the Maharajah’s officers, it is 
hereby agreed by both Goveriin cuts that as long as those payments shall be 
faithfully and regularly discharged, the Girassia Chief' shall continue to receive 
them from the Maharajah’s kamavisdar', but if at any time the Maharajah’s 
officers hesitate to inaKe the payments in question, it is untleistood that the British 
Govcrnniont shall he at liberty to discharge them and to add the amount of those 
payments to the deductions already agreed to be made from the revenue of the 
districts abovementioned

Treaty between the British Government and the Maharajah Jyajee Eao 

SiNDlA, dated the 13th January 1844 

Treaty between the Honourable English East India CoMrANV and Maharajah 
Ali Jah Jya,tee Rao Sindia, Bahadoor, and his children, heirs and succes- 
sors, settled on the part of the Honourable Combany by Frederick Currie, 
Esquire, and Lieutenant-Colonel William Henry Sleeman, by virtue 
of full powers to that effect vested in them by the Right Honourable 
Edward, Lord Ellenborough, one of Her Britannic Majesty’s Most 
Honourable Privy Council, Governor-General, appointed “by the 
Honourable Company to direct and control all their affairs in the East Indies , 
and on the part of His Highness Jyajee Rao Sindia by Rao Ram Rao 
Phalkia Bahadoor Shumshere Jung, Deo Rao Jadhoav Mama Saheb, 
Dubeer-ood-Dowlah Moonshee Rajah Bulwunt Rao Bahadoor, Oodajee 
Rao Ghatgia, Moolla Jee, and Nabayun Rao Bhaoo Yumajee, Potnu- 
vees, the Sirdars nominated to conduct the affairs of the Government during 
His Highness’ minority 

Article 1 

Every part of the Treaty of Peace concluded by General Sir Arthur Wellesley, 

K B , at Surjee Anjengaum, on the 30th December 1803, and of the Treaty of 
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alliance and mutual defence, settled by Major John Malcolm at Boorbanpoor, on 
tbe 27tb February 1804, and of the definitive Treaty of amity and albance, with 
the declaratory Articles annexed, concluded by Lieutenant-Colonel John Malcolm, 
at Moostafapoor, on the 22nd November 1805, and of the Treaty concluded between 
Captain Robert Close, on the part of the British Government, and Maharajah Ah 
Jail Dowlut Rao Sindia, on the 5th November 1817, as well as every part of all 
other Treaties and Engagements between the two States, which may be now m 
force, except in so far as may be altered by this engagement, is to remain bindmg 
upon the two Governments 


Article 2 

Whereas the late Maharajah Junkojee Rao Sindia engaged to defray all the 
charges of a force, to bo commanded by British officers, and constantly stationed 
withm His Highness’ temtones, for the protection thereof and the preservation 
of good order therein, and the cost of such force hitherto has been about Company’s 
Rupees 5,00,000 per annum, and the revenues and receipts set apart and assigned 
for the inaintaming of the said force, together mth other revenues now received 
by the British Government on His Highness’ account, amount to the sum of about 
Company’s Rupees 5,46,000 , and whereas it is expedient to increase the amount 
of such force and to make porraauent provision for defraying the charge thereof, 
it IS therefore agreed between the British Government and His Highness the 
Maharajah Jyajee Rao Sindia, that in addition to all the revenues and other receipts 
already set apart for the purpose of maintaming the said force, or received by the 
British Government on His Highness’ account, the revenues of the districts 
enumerated and territory described in the Schedule A to this Treaty shall be 
appropriated to the maintenance of such force 


Article 3 

It 18 further agreed that if the revenues of the districts so enumerated and 
described in Such Schedule A, together with the revenues and payments men- 
tioned in the foregoing Article as set apart for the payment of the said force, or 
heretofore received on His Highness’ account, shall, after defraying thereout 
all the charges of civil administration, exceed the sum of Company’s Rupees 
eighteen lakhs, tlie surplus shall be paid over to His Highness Maharajah Jjajee 
Rao Sindia , and if the said revenues and receipts shall fall short of Company’s 
Rupees eighteen lakhs per annum, the deficiency shall be made good by His 
Highness 


Article 4 

And it IS further agreed, for the better securing of the due payment of the 
revenues of such districts enumerated and described in Schedule A, and for the 
better preserving of good order within the same, that the civil administration 
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thereof shall be conducted by the Brif ibli Governiiiont, in iho banie nmnner m nhich 
the civil administration of the other districts belonging to the Maharajah, of ninth 
the revenues are similarly assigned, is conducted bj the British Government for

to His Highness’ govcniincnt and the cause of disquietude to ueighboiiring States, 
it IS therefore further agreed that the military force of all arms hereafter to bo 
maintained by His Highness, exclusive of the contingent above provided for, shall 
at no time exceed nine thousand men, of whom not nioic than three thousand sliaU 
be infantry with twelve field guns and two liiiudicd gunners, Mith twenty other 
guns , and His Highness the Maharajah engages to take immediate measures for 
the reduction of his army within tlio number above specified, and the British 
Government engages on its pare to assist Ills Highness therein, should such aid

It 18 further agreed that His Highness will discharge all pay due to the troops

Jau Jyajee Rao Sinuia Bahadoor, and Ins children, heirs and successors 
on the other part , settled on the part of the British Gom R^ME^T by Colo- 
KEE Sir Riciimose C\MrnEiiE Siiakespear, Kt and CB, A^.l^T to the 
Governor-General in Central India, by virtue of full povers to that effect 
vested in him by llis Excellency the Rtoht Honour \iili Charles John, 
Earl Canning, G C B , Viceroy and Governor-Gi neral of India and one 
of Her Majesty’s Most Honourable Privy Council, and on the part of His 
Highness Jyajee Rao Sindia by Jugdeo Rao Mohurkur, Commander-in- 
CuiEE, and Balajee Cuimnajee, Durbar Dewnn, nominated by His Highness 
to conduct this negotiation, — 1860 

Whereas a Treaty was concluded on the 13th day of January, A D. 1844, 
corresponding with 22nd Zilhcdgc 1259 Hegira, between the Honourable East 
India Company and Maharn]ah Ah Jah Jyajee Rao Smdia , and 

■Whereas, in execution of the declared intention of the British Go^ eminent 
to give to the Maharajah, in aclmowledgnient of Bcr^ ices rendered by Ills Highness 
jn 1857 and 1858, territory yielding a gross } early revenue of three lalhs of 
Company’s Rupees, it has become expedient to restore a portion of the districts 
assigned to the British Government by the above mentioned Tiealy , and 

Whereas it will be to the advantage of both contracting jiartics that other 
portions of the said Assigned Districts be restored to the T^Iaharajah in cxchango 
for the possessions of His Highness, situated in the Bombay Presidency, and to 
the south of the river Nerbiidda, and elsewhere , and 

Whereas it has been found inconvenient that the sov’^ereignty of the Assigned 
Districts should remain with the Maharajah, 'while their civil administration and 
management remain with the British Gov'ernment , and 

Whereas it has been declared on the part of the British Gov'crumcnt that if 
the revenue and receipts of the Assigned Districts should fall short of IS lakhs of 
Company’s Rupees per annum, the deficiency shall not be claimed from the Maha- 
lajah, and by the above declaration the provisions of Article 3 hav^c been abrogated , 
and 

Whereas, with reference to the sixth Article, it has been declared that the 
military force in the Maharajah’s service may, with certain limits, be increased , 
and 

Whereas the fifth, seventh, eighth, ninth and tenth Articles of the above- 
mentioned Treaty relate to matters of a temporary nature, and have been fulfilled, 
or uro no longer applicable to the existing relations between the two Governments ,

1st — That, for the lands transferred by His Highness, the Bntish Governmen t

2nd — That, in heu of all tributes and perqmsites now denved by the Maharajah 
from the lands to be transferred by His Bhghness, the Bntish Government shall 
for the future pay to the Maharajah from the Bntish Treasury at Gwalior an

3rd — That each government shall respect the conditions of existing leases 
until their expiry, and that, in order that this may be made clear to all concerned, 
each government shall give to its new subjects leases for the same terms of years, 
and on the same conditions as those which they at present enjoy. 

4tJi — That each government shall give to its new subjects “ SUnnuds ” in 
perpetuity, for the rent-free lands, the jaghires, the perquisites, and the hereditary 
claims {le , “ Huks ” and “ Wuttuns ”) which they enjoy at present under the 
other government

After Compliments — I have submitted to His Excellency the Viceroy Your

After usual compliments acknow ledge's the receijit of a khiit, No 447, dated 
2lst December 1863, from the Political Agent, detailing the conversation which 
passed between His Highness the Maharajah and the Political Agent, respecting 
the proposed evtension of Raihvav from Asserghur to Indore vui Pauglce and from 
Baroda via Amjhera to Indore on the following conditions — 

1st — The ground which may be required by the Railw aj Oflicers may be granted 
to them free of charge, and that the hO\ ercigntj of the land in question rest with 
the British Government 

2nd — That all sayer taxes on articles conveyed on the above lines be remitted, 
but that such taxes shall remain in force in the Durbar territory which may be out 
of the limits of the Railway line, and that the taxes be realised on articles purchased 
within the Durbar ilaka, and where they may be landed from the rail. 

The Durbar in reply state that the purport of the Political Agent’s letters, and 
its enclosure, has been duly communicated to His Highness the jMaharajah, who

And whereas it is desirable to cede to the Gwahor State lands yielding a land

His Highness the Maharajah of Gwalior cedes in full sovereignty to the British

Hia~Highnes8 the Maharajah of Gwalior cedes to the British Government his

His Highness the Maharajah of Gwalior transfers to the British Government 
his rights and interests in the village of Sirusgaonkata in the Seroor Talooha of

I ha%x already through my Agent in Central India expressed my sense of Your 
Highness’s liberal and enlightened offer to place at the disposal of the Government 
of India a sum, payable in five years, aggregating 150 lakhs of Rupees, for the 
construction of two lines of railway, one from Gwalior to Agra and the other from 
Indore to Neemuch. 

I have now the pleasure to communicate formally to Your Highness the accep- 
tance by the British Government of the loan on the conditions stated in the agree- 
ments made with General Daly on 19th November 1872 and 11th January 1873. 

I understand also from General Daly that Your Highness will provide, free 
of charge, all the land required for the railways, the stations, buildings, &c., and 
that no transit duties will be levied on through-traffic ; also that no royalty or 
duc.s of any kind will be charged by Your Highness on materials required for the 
railways cither procured from or in transit through Your Highnc.ss’s territories ; 
that the whole of the arrangements ns to construction, equipment and maintenance 
of the lines, and the management of the lines after they arc open, as well as plenary 
civil and criminal jurisdiction within the lands occupied for Railway purposes 
from the date of the land being made over, are to rest exclusively with the British 
Government ; and that the British Governracut alone has interest in and the 
receipt and control of the receipts of the lines. 

The proofs which Your Highness has given of an earnest desire to extend the 
advantages of railway communication to your country have afforded me much 
gratification. The e.xpressions of your heartfelt attachment to the British Govern- 
ment which General Daly has reported to me arc fully reciprocated. 

I beg to express the high consideration I entertain for Your Highness, and to 
subscribe myself Your Highness’s sincere friend.

Postal Convention for the exchange of coebespondence, paboels, insdbed 

and VALUE-PAYABLE ABTIOLES, MONEY-OBDEBS, and INDIA POSTAL NOTES, 

between the Impebial Post Office of Bbitish India and the Post Offices 

m the temtones of Hjs Highness the Maharaja of Gwalior, — 1885 

Article 1 

There shall be a mutual exchange of correspondence, parcels, money-orders, 
and India postal notes, between the Imperial Post Ojffice of British India, herein- 
after termed the “ Imperial Post,” and the post offices in the territories of His 
Highness the Maharaja of Gwabor, hereinafter termed the “ Gwahor State Post ” 
This exchange, which shall also include registered, msured and value-payable 
articles, shall be governed by the rules given in the Indian Postal Guide for the 
time bemg The term “ correspondence ” shall mclude letters, post-cards, news- 
papers, and book and pattern packets 

Article 2 

Certam selected post offices in British India and in the Gwalior State shall be 
placed m postal commumcation with one another, that is, they shall be authorised 
to exchange mail-bags containing registered and unregistered correspondence and 
ordmary parcels, but not msured or value-payable articles or money-orders Some 
of these offices shall be constituted offices of exchange on the side of British India 
and on the side of Gwahor State, and these offices shall be the sole medium of 
exchange for msured and value-payable articles and money-orders, and shall 
alone be entrusted with the duty of preparmg the accounts resultmg from the 
exchange of money-orders and India postal notes 

Article 3 

Indian postage stamps over-pnnted with the words “ Gwahor State ”, and 
embossed envelopes and inland post-cards over-prmted with the words ” Gwahor 
State ” and also with the Gwahor arms, shall be supphed on indent by the Govern- 
ment of India to the Gwahor State at cost pnce They shall be sold by the Gwahor 
State to the public at the value marked on each postage stamp, post-card, or 
embossed envelope 

Article i 

These over-printed postage stamps, post-cards, and embossed envelopes shall 
alone be used m the Gwahor State for the prepayment of mland corre^ondence, 
and they shall be recognised by the Imperial Post only for inland correspondence 
posted in any post office or letter-box (whether belonging to the Imperial Post 
or the Gwahor State Post) withm the hmits of the State of Gwahor^ 
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Article 5. 

The rates of postage, fees, or commission charged by the Gwalior State Post 
on all classes of correspondence, paid and unpaid, registered and unregistered, 
insured and value-payable, on all parcels, and on all money-orders and on all 
India postal notes, shall not be in excess of the rates charged by the Imperial Post, 
calculated at the rate of exchange fixed by the Gwalior Durbar under Article 31. 

Article 6. 

Responsibility for articles insured and for payment of compensation under the 
rules given in the Indian Postal Guido for the time being shall rest with the Imperial 
Post Office while the articles concerned are in its custody, and with the Gwalior 
State while the articles concerned are in its custody. 

Article 7. 

Neither the Imperial Post Office nor the Gwalior State shall be liable to make 
good the loss of or damage to any uninsured article while in its custody, but it 
shall be incumbent on the Imperial Post Office or the Gwalior State to investigate 
every case of such loss or damage occurring within its jurisdiction. But nothing 
in this article shall bo held to supersede the orders passed by the Supreme Govern- 
ment in Resolution No. 1095, dated 18th July 1866, relating to losses occasioned 
by highway robbery of Imperial mails within the limits of the Gwalior State, 
or any future orders of a similar nature which may hereafter be issued by the 
Government of India. 

Article 8. 

iVrticles of all kinds superscribed “ On Postal Service ” and franked by the 
signature and official designation of an officer of the Imperial Post or an officer 
of the Gwalior State Post, shall be exchanged free of all charge as respects postage. 

Article 9. 

The Imperial Post shall be entitled to the free conveyance of mails over postal 
lines maintained by the Gwalior State, whether such mails be intended for trans- 
mission to a Gwalior State Post Office or an Imperial Post ; and similarly the 
Gwalior State Post shall be entitled to the free conveyance of mails over Imperial 
postal lines, including railways, whether such mails be intended for transmission 
to an Imperial Post Office or a Gwalior State Post Office. 

Article 10. 

Inland correspondence, registered and unregistered, received from the Gwalior 
State Post addressed to any place in British India, or in any Native State which 
has entered into a postal convention with the Imperial Post, and fully prepaid 
with the over-printed postage stamps described in Article 3, shall be delivered free 
of all charge on account of postage.

India jiostal notes bearing the words “ Gwalior State ” stamped on them shall 
bo .supplied free by the Government of India to the Gwalior State.

A monthly account current showing the amount to be credited to the Gwalior 
State on account of money-orders and India postal notes paid by the Gwahor 
State Post, and the amount to be debited to the Gwalior State on account of money- 
orders issued and India postal notes sold by the Gwalior State Post, shall be ren- 
dered by the Imperial Office of Exchange to the Gwalior State Office of Exchange 
If the balance of this account is in favour of the Gwalior State Post, it shall be 
paid at once by the Imperial Office of Exchange , and if it is in favour of the Im- 
perial Post, It shall bo paid by the Gwalior State Office of Exchange immediately 
after the monthly account current is rendered 

Article 31 

Payments in adjustment of the monthly account current between the Imperial 
Post and the Gwahor State Post shall be made in Imperial currency , but as re- 
gards money-order and India postal-note transactions with the public, the Gwalior 
Durbar shall, whenever necessary, fix the rate of exchange for the conversion of 
Gwalior currency into Imperial currency, and all payments made to or by the 
Gwalior State Post on account of money-orders and India postal notes shall be 
in accordance with the rate so fixed 

Article 32 

The Director-General of the Post Office of India and the Gwahor Durbar shall 
have authority to draw up, m direct communication with one another, detailed

regulations for giving effect to tliis convention, and to settle all matters of detail 
and procedure connected witli the exchange of articles between the Imperial Post 
and the Gwalior State Post, including the selection of post offices situated in British 
India or in the Gwalior State which shall be placed in postal communication with 
one another, or which shall be constituted offices of exchange under Article 2. The 
detailed regulations so drawn up shall be subject to such modification as may, 
from time to time, bo mutually agreed to by the said authorities.

Kiiarita from His Excellency the Viceroy and Governor-General of India 
to His Highness the Maharaja Sindia, dated Eangoon, the 24th February 
1886. 

When I had the pleasure of visiting your capital in December last, I informed 
Your Highness in public Durbar that Her Majesty’s Government had determined 
to restore to you the fortress of Gwalior and the cantonment of Morar. 

The arrangements for the evacuation of the fortress are now complete, and 
it will shortly be handed over to Your Highness’s troops. I therefore take the 
opportunity of addressing to Your Highness this friendly letter, which will be 
delivered to you by my Agent in Central India, Sir Lepel Griffin, and will serve 
as a lasting record of the arrangement lately concluded between Your Highness 
and the British Government. 

Your Highness has agreed that the following conditions shall be attached 
to the transfer of the fortress and cantonment : — 

(1) That Your Highness shall in exchange for the cantonment of Morar make 
over in full sovereignty to the British Government the town and fort of Jhansi 
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(2) That Your Highness shall pay to the British Government 15 lakhs of rupees 
on account of the cost incurred on the fortifications and buildings in Portress 
Gwahor 

f 

(3) That the British gamson at present stationed in the fortress and at Morar 
shall be withdrawn and maintained at such stations as may appear to the Govern- 
ment of India to be convement, the obhgation to assist Tour HigTiTiPfis contained 
in Article 6 of the Treaty of the 13th of January 1844 remaimng in force 

On the other hand I have agreed that Your TTi ghn esa shall be at liberty to 
raise, in addition to the infantry force which may be entertained by you under 
existing treaties and engagements, 3,000 drilled infantry soldiers, on the under- 
standing that the regular cavalry in your service is not increased beyond its pre- 
sent strength of 2,000 men These conditions are in all respects satisfactory , 
and it IS a source of deep gratification to me that a measure to which Tour TTi gTiupas 
attached so much importance should have been earned out dunng my tenure 
of the office of Viceroy I trust that Your Highness will not fail to recogmse in 
the restoration of the fortress and cantonment a signal proof of the good-will 
of the British Government and of their confidence in Your Highness’s loyalty 
to the Crown

Commissioner, mz , Es 23,648, falling at 6 annas 4 pies the acre, 
IS accepted 

(3) The small portion of Ton-ki-Sarai, which is west of the Pahuj, shall 

be included with the Bhander villages in list A 

(4) The annual value of the Ton-ki-Sarai land, west of the Pahuj, shall 

be completed and added to the annual value of the villages in list A 

(6) Whatever difference between the annual values of the two tracts shall 
then remain will be made good by a cash payment of twenty years’ 
purchase 

(6) The Bntish Government will retain the zemindary rights it has acqmred 

in certain patches of land m villages in hst A, and its hen upon 
lands hypothecated for loans under Act XVI of 1882 provided that 
the revenue demand on those lands shall be a first charge on them 
Should the Gwahor Government desire to acquire the lands or redeem 
the hen upon them, the Bntish Government will raise no objection 

(7) Pubho bml dings shall be transferred by either party, as on former 

occasions, without payment 

(8) The Bhander ferry shall be managed by the Gwahor State 

(9) The Paran Kothi will remain the property of the Bntish Government 

but be reserved for the use of the Durbar officials 

I desire now to receive Your Highness’s formal acceptance of these conditions 
and of the subsequent arrangements which gave effect to them 

Further, Your Highness is aware that in the terntory recently transferred 
to the Gwahor Government, proprietary and other nghts of landholders and 
tenants are involved , and I, therefore, trust that Your Highness will give an 
assurance that the Gwahor Durbar ivill adhere to the terms of the land settlement 
effected by the British Government in the ceded villages, and recogmse the rights 
recorded thereat , and that the Durbar will respect all sanads for jaghirs or rent- 
free grants within the said villages which had been given or adnutted to be valid 
by English authonties , and further that Your Highness will preserve intact all 
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rights Recorded as being in cMstcncc at the time of transfer in llie revenue records 
prepared under the orders of the llntish Go\ornment

Additional Convention for the modification of the Postal Convention, dated 
the 28th April 1885, which was brought into force on the 1st of July 1885 
for the exchange of correspondence, parcels, insured and value-pay- 
able ARTICLES, MONEY-ORDERS and INDIA POSTAL NOTES, between the 
Imperial Post Office of British India and the Post Offices in the terri- 
tories of His Highness the Maharaja of Gwalior, — 1888. 

Article the First 

The postal convention of the 1st July 1885 is modified as follows — 

I 

Article 4 shall henceforth read as follows — 

\ 

** Artiolb 4 ” 

“ These over-pnnted stamps, post-cards, and embossed envelopes shall alone 
be used in the Gwalior State for the prepayment of inland correspondence, and 
they shall be recognised by the Impenal Post only for inland correspondence posted 
in any post office maintained by the Gwahor State, and destined for transmission 
or delivery through the Impenal Post ” 
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2 . 

Article 8 shall henceforth read as follows — 

“ Article 8. ” 

“ Articles of all kinds suiierscribed ‘ On Postal Service,’ and franked by the 
signature and official designation of an officer of the Imperial Post or an officer 
of the Gwalior State Post, shall be exchanged free of all charge as respects postage. 
Also, in Imperial Post Offices situated within Gwalior territory, all official articles 
relating to the affairs of the Durbar fully prepaid by means of Imperial service 
postage stamps at official rates of postage, and supported b}^ the superscription 
on the cover ‘ On Gwalior State Service ’ under the full signature and official designa- 
tion of the Goi'ernment officer who sends the article, shall be forwarded to their 
destinations free of charge.” 

3. 

Between Article 8 and Article 9 three new articles are interpolated in the 
following terms : — 

“ Article 8n.” 

1. “ The Imperial Post, will, from the date of the signing of this convention, 

establish no new post offices within the Gwalior State territory (except at rail- 
way stations or within British cantonments) without the permission of the Gwalior 
Durbar. The Gwalior Durbar undertakes to establish any post office or letter- 
box which may be required within the Gwalior State territory by the Imperial 
Post. ' 

2. “ The delivery work of an Imperial Post Office established at a railwa}' 
station within the Gwalior State territory shall be restricted within the limits of 
the railway station. 

3. “ All Imperial letter-boxes at present existing vnthin the Gwalior State 
territory, and served by messengers attached to an Imperial Post Office situated 
within British territory, shall be closed.” 

“ Article 8 b .” 

No new Gwalior State Post Office shall be established within the distance 
of one mile from an)" railway station in Gwalior State territory ; but if there be 
any such offices already in existence, they shall bo retained.” 

“ Article 8c.” 

“ When the Imperial Post desires to open a post office at a railway station 
within the Gwalior State territory, the Gwalior Durbar shall grant a suitable piece 
of land, free of cost, for the erection of the post office building.” 

4. 

Between Articles 31 and 32 ,a new article is interpolated in the following 
terms : — 
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“ Article 31a ” 

“ At the following places w'lthm the Gwalior State territorv, namely, Sha^a- 
pur, Bhilsa, Sipn, Agar, ^nd also at all other places where the Gwalior Durhar 
maintains Fatehdars or Treasury Agents of any kind, the Imperial Post shall 
be at liberty to hand over its cash collections to such Fatehdars or Treasury Agents ; 
and the ^ Gwalior Durbar shall give credit to the^Impenal Post monthly for the 
total amount so handed over in the accoun^ /Current described in Article 30 of 
the convention of the 1st July 1885, the receipt of the Fatehdars or Treasury 
Agents being attached to the account current ’’ 


Article the Second 

1 It is further agreed that from the date on which this additional conven- 
tion IS brought into force, the following Imperial Post Offices situated within the 
Gwalior State territorv, namely, Shajalpnr, Sasnair and Chanden, shall be closed, 
and that the Imperial Post Offices and letter-boxes in the towns of Ujjain, Mand- 
saur and Barnagar, shall be removed to the railway stations at those places, and 
that the delivery work of these offices shall be confined within the limits of the 
railway station 

2 It 18 further agreed that at Mandsaur and Barnagar a suitable house for 
the accommodation of the Imperial Post Office shall be provided by the Gwalior 
Durbar in the immediate vicinity of the railway station at each of these places , 
and if no house be available, a post office shall be built by the Gwahor Durbar 
on a plan and site approved by the Imperial Post Office, and shall be kept in 
repair by the Gwalior Durbar, and rented to the Impenal Post at a rental fixed 
at 4 (four) per cent per annum on the onginal cost of construction of the building 
This rental shall be inclusive of the cost of repairs, which will be undertaken by 
the Durbar 


Article the Third 


The present additional convention shall come into force on the Ist July 1888, 
and shall have the same duration as the postal convention which was brought into 
force on the 1st July 1885

Mghoba^dum of Agreement made the fifteenth day of July one thousand 
eight hundred and nmety-six between the Govebnment of His Highness

10 All additional works and additions to and alterations of existing works 
within the Company’s boundaries, as may be necessary at Bina Junction in conse- 
quence of the connection of the Railway with the Company’s Line, shall be carried 
out by the Company at its own cost, on estimates sanctioned and approved by 
His Highness’ Government and the Consulting Engineer, and the Company shall 
receive from His Highness’ Government rent at the rate of 4 per cent, per annum 
on all such expenditure as may be so incurred in respect to works for the sole use 
of the Railway , as also on the Capital cost of existing works which may be used 
solely bv the Railway. Rimilarly rent shall also bo paid at the same rate by 
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His Bjglmess’ Govermnent to the Company on a proportion (to be arranged in 
accordance with established practice) of the cost of esisting works or expenditure 
which may be incurred in additions to or alterations of such works, or in providing 
additional works which may be used jomtly by the Railway and the Company 
It shall be understood that by reason of the pa 3 mient of rent in respect to works 
m sole or joint use within the Company’s premises, His Highnes<’ Government 
shall acquire no rght of property thereby 

11 During the continuance of this contract the Company f-liall have entire 
control of the Railway, shall supply all staff required for the supervision and work- 
ing, including that for audit and accounts, and shall supply all locomotives and 
other rolling stock fuel and working stores required for the efficient working 
of the Railway 

12 The Company shall charge such rates, fare'*, and tolls and shall make such 
rules, conditions, and arrangements in respect of the traffic on the Railway as are 
now, or shall be from time to time m force on the Indian Midland Railway , and 
it shall be understood that the Company will not make or give any undue or un- 
reasonable preference or advantage to, or in favour of, any particular person or 
Company, or any descnption of traffic, or subject any particular person or Com- 
pany to any undue or unreasonable prejudice or disadvantage, but shall do all in 
its power to develop traffic on the Railway 

13 All costs, charges and expenses incurred by the Company, in connexion 
with the maintenance, management, use and working of the Railway, and the 
conveyance of traffic thereon shall be paid by the Company , provided that in the 
event of the telepraph lines and instruments not bein,^ the property of the Railwav, 
the cost of rent fand maintenance)* of the same shall be a charge against the 
Railway. 

14. The j,ros8 receipts of the Railway are to be collected and treated as receapts 
of the Company, and the Company shall pay the same into the Government 
Treasury m the same way as their own eatmngs The expression '* gross receij. ts ” 
m this Agreement means and includes gross esrmngs from coaching and goods 
traffic and moneys received by the Company from the working of any telegraphs 
or telegraphic appliances which are the property of the Railway or of which the 
Government of India have allowed the Company the exclusive use for the purposes 
of the Railway, also all sums received as rent, and all other sundry receipts usually 
treated as Railway Revenue 

15 For working and maintaining the Railway, as hereinbefore provided, the 
Company shall retain 50 per cent of the Gross Receipts of the Railway of each 
half-year , and shall receive rent for works, etc., in tole and joint use at Bins 
Junction as laid down in clause 10 of this Agreement 

16 The Company shall keep a distinct and separate account of the gross 
receipts of the Rpilway Such accounts ®hall be made up half-vearly to the 30th 
day of June and the 31st day of December in each year, or to such other days as

contract, then and in every such case the matter to which His Highness* Govern- 
ment and the Company shall fail to agree, or the matter in difference, as the case 
may be, shall be referred for the decision of the Government of India

5 To meet the loss of ballast resulting from the subsidence of embankments 
subsequent to the opening of the Railway, all embankments shall be fully ballasted, 
in the first instance, and before opening for general traffic with sand or sound 
moorum temporary ballast , and a full section of permanent ballast or 87,000

Under the conditions hereinafter recited, the Company agree to work on behalf 
of His Highness’ Government, the Nagda-Ujjain Railway, with effect from the 
15tb July 1896, on which date the line was opened for pubbe traffic 

The arrangements herein laid down shall be in force from the 15th July 1896j 
but may, at any time thereafter, be terminated on one year’s notice from either 
party to the Agreement But such notice shall expire only on the 31st March* 
in any year 

2. The said Company shall have the entiie control of the tram and traffic 
arrangements of the Nagda-Ujjam Railway during the continuance of this Agree- 
ment 

3 All commumcations between His Highness’ Government and the Company 
under this Agreement shall pass through the Agent to the Governor-General in 
Central India and the Consultina Encmeer for Railways to the Government of

duties with respect to the Nagda-Ujjam Railway as are entrusted to him with res-

4 The Company shall be subject in all respects, with reference to the Nagda- 
Ujjain Railway, to the same control by the Bombay Government as they are 
with regard to their own hne 

5 (a) The Nagda-TJjjain Railway, including stations, station buildings, station 
machinery, sheets, plant, sidings, furmture, weighing machines, dwellings for stafE, 
level-crossings, signals, signal lamps, cash safes, engine and repairing sheds, provi- 
sion for water supply and all other necessary apphances for working the line, and 
including also such works as arc requited at Nagda and Ujjain for the sole use of 
the Nadga-XJjjaiu Railway, shall be provided by, or at the cost of, His Highness’ 
Government, and such alterations and additions thereto, as may from time to 
time be found necessary, shall be earned out by the Company at the cost of His 
Highness’ Government, and charged to the Capital Account of the line 

(6) Bunds to cover the cost of all works payable by His Highness’ Government 
must be deposited in advance on the application of the Company 

(c) Funds for the construction of all works used m common at Nagda and 
Ujjain shall be found by the Bombay, Baroda and Central India Railway as 
workers of the Godhra-Rutlam-Nagda and Rajputana-Malwa Railways in the 
same way as funds for the latter Railways are provided 

(d) His Highness’ Government will provide funds for works dismantled and 
abandoned at Nagda or Ujjain of the cost of which a share or the whole falls to 
be borne by His Highness’ Government 

(e) His Highness’ Government will not hereby acqmre any nght of property 
within the premises of the Godhra-Rutlam-Nagda and Rajputana-Malwa Railways 
at Nagda and Ujjain, respectively 

6 The whole of the engines, carriages, wagons, and other apphances for the 
equipment of trains and vehicles shall be provided by the Company. 

7. As regards ordinary maintenance of way and works, including the repairs 
ol bridges, stations and buildings, conservancy of nvers and all other works ordi- 
narily constructed or repaired by the Engineering 
maintenance and Department (but excluding the cost of repairs due 
to such visitations as extraordinary floods or earth- 
quakes), and as regards the expenses incurred in working the whole hne in other 
Departments, the Company shall charge to His Highness’ Government the same 
percentage of the gross earmngs as may be incurred in these Departments of the 
half-year in question on the whole Broad-gauge System worked by the Company, 
and these charges shall be held to include supervision and the use of rollmg stock 
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8 From the amounts thus apportioned chargeable as working cxiienscs, the 
Company shall defray all the worlang charges and jiay the salaries of the staff 
(including Junction Staff) and provide stationcr)'^, tickets, coal, oil, grease, current 
consumable stores, and all other necessary materials for the proper and efficient 
working of the Nagda-Ujjaiii Railway 

9 ■' (a) The interest and maintenance chaigcs at the rate of CJ iicr cent per 
annum for structures, and 9 per cent per annum for ballast and permanent-way 
upon the total exiicnditure on joint works at Nagda as it stands from time to time 
(vtde Schedule I) shall be divided between the Bombay, Baroda and Central India 
and Nagda-Ujjaiu Railways as under — 

35 per cent of the charges shall be first deducted for the B B & C I. Railway 
traffic passing, untranshipped, to Nagda Junction and the balance 65 per cent of 
the charges shall thereafter be divided between the two Railways in proportion to 
the weight of the interchanged and local traffic of the two lines dealt with at Nagda 
as under —

beyond Ujjain and vice veisd, viz , half the interchanged traffic in and out 

II — Nagda-Ujjain Railway Tiajfic 

(i) Coaching and goods traffic booked from Nagda to stations on the Nagda- 
Ujjain Railway and stations beyond Ujjaiu and vice versd, viz , Nagda-Ujjain Rail- 
way local traffic in and out 

(ii) Half of the coaching and goods tiaffic booked vid Nagda from stations on 
the Nagda-Ujjaiii Railway or stations beyond Ujjaiu to the B B & C I Rail- 
way stations and vice veisd, viz , half the interchanged traffic in and out 

For the purjiose of arriving at the gross tonnage of Coaching traffic in connee 
tioii with the division of exiienses, each passenger shall bo reckoned as equal to 
1/lOth of a ton, other items, such as dogs, luggage, parcels, horses, etc., being 
omitted 

Of the shaic debitable to the Nagda-Ujjaiu Railway so much as represents 
interest on the cost of works, etc , at 4 per cent per annum shall be paid by His 
Highness’ Government to the Company in addition to the percentage for working 
under Clause 7 and the balanoe representing maintenance shall be borne by the 
Company out of the charge referred to in Clause 7

for structures, and 9 per cent, per annum for ballast and permanent-way upon 
the e.’rpendituro on the length of line from where the Nagda-Ujjain line enters 
upon Eajputana-ilalwa Railway land near the Sipra Bridge up to the west cud 
of Ujjain Station (excluding the Sipra Bridge regarding which other arrangement.s 
have been made) vide Schedule II shall be divided between the Eajputana-JIalwa 
Railway and the Nagda-Ujjain Railway in proportion to the weight of traffic 
of each line which passes over the section. Of the share debitable to the Nagda- 
Ujjaiu Railway so much as represents interest on co.st of works, etc., at 4 per cent, 
per annum shall be paid by His Highness’ Government to the Company in addition 
to the percentage for working under Clause 7 and the balance representing main- 
tenance shall be borne by the Company out of the charge referred to in Clause 7.

Ujjaia Railway. Company shall, however, maintain such worts at its 

own cost under Clauses 7 and 8 of this Agreement. 

(d) The interest and maintenance charges accruing at Ujjain, with the excep- 
tion of those works mentioned in Schedule III referred to in para, (c) of Clause 9 
of the Agreement, shall be charged to the Eajputana-llalwa Railway, the Ujjain- 
Bhopal Railway and the Hagda-Ujjain Railway in accordance with the separate

13 Advances shall be made by the Government Treasury to meet the cost of

14 The Capital and Eevenue Accounts of the Eailway shall be prepared for 
the year ending 31st March, but the net earnings will be paid to His Highness’ 
Government every half-year, the payment for the first half of the year being 
subject to adjustment at the end of the year The account as between the 
Bombay Government and His Highness’ Government shall be finally adjusted at

ment and the Company, the fares and rates for coaching, goods and zniscellaneons 
traffic and the classification of goods on the Nagda-Ujjain Railway shall, as far as 
may be, conform to those gcncrallj’ in force on the Godhra-Rutlam-Kagda Railway 

(b) Through rates and fares between stations on the Nagda-Ujjain Railway and 
stations on the Companj ’s own line or on other lines worked by the Company 
shall, after apportioning in equal shares any terminal, that may be charged at 
stations of despatch and receipts, be di\ ided in proportion to “ mileage ”

AND VALUE-PAYABLE ARTICLES, MONEY ORDERS, bctWCCn tllC IMPERIAL PoST 
Office of British India, and the Post Offices in the territories of His 
Highness the Maharaja of Gwalior, — 1898 

Article 1 

There shall be a mutual exchange of correspondence, parcels and money orders 
between the Imperial Post Ofhcc of British India, hereinafter termed the “ Imperial 
Post,” and the Post Offices in the territories of His Highness the Maharaja of 
Gwalior, hereinafter termed the “ Gwalior State Post ” This exchange, which 
shall also include registered, insured and value-payable articles, shall be governed 
by the lilies given in the Indian Foilal Guide for the time being Tlic term “ corre- 
spondence ” shall include letters, postcards, newspajiers, and book and pattern 
packets 

Article 2 

Certain selected Post Offices in British India, including section of the Railway 
Mail Service and in the Gwalior State, shall bo placed in postal communication 
with one another, that is, they shall be authorized to exchange mail bags containing 
registered and unregistered correspondence and ordinary parcels, but not insured 
or value-payable articles or money orders Some of these offices shall bo con- 
stituted Offices of Exchange on the side of British India, and on the side of Gwalior 
State, and these offices shall be the sole medium of exchange for insured and value- 
payable articles and money orders, and shall alone be entrusted with the duty of 
preparing the accounts resulting from the exchange of money orders 

Article 3 

Indian postage stamps overprinted with the words “ Gwalior State ” and 
embossed envelopes and inland post-cards overprinted with the words “ Gwalior 
State ” and also with the Gwalior Arms, shall be supplied on indent by the 
Government of India to the Gwalior State at cost jirice They shall be sold by 
the Gwalior State to the public at the value marked on each postage stamp, post 
card, or embossed envelope Indian postage stamps overprinted with the word 
“ Service ” m addition to the words “ Gwalior State ” shall also be supplied, on 
indent, by the Government of India to the Gwalior State at cost puce, and these 
overprinted stamps shall be used solely for the purpose of prepaying correspond- 
ence on the service of the Gwalior State posted in that State 

ARTICLE 4 

These overprinted postage stamps, post-cards, and embossed envelopes shall 
alone be used in the Gwalior State for the prepayment of inland correspondence, 
and they shall be recognised by the Imperial Post only when attached to inland 
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correspondence posted in any Post Office maintained by the Gwahor State and 
destined for delivery through the Imperial Post 

Article 5 

The rates of postage, fees, or commission charged by the Gwalior State Post 
on all classes of correspondence, paid and unpaid, registered and imregistered, 
insured and value-payable, on all parcels, and on all money orders, shall not be 
in excess of the rates charged by the Imperial Post calculated at the rate of exchange 
fixed by the Gwalior Durbar under Artacle 30 

Article 6 

Responsibility for articles insured and for payment of compensation under 
the rules given in the Indian Postal Guide for the time being shall rest with the 
Imperial Post Office while the articles concerned are in its custody, and with 
the Gwalior State while the articles concerned arc in its custody 

Article 7 

Neither the Imperial Post Office nor the Gwahor State shall be liable to make 
good the loss of, or damage to, any uninsured article while in its custody, but it is 
incumbent on the Imperial Post Office or the Gwalior State to investigate every 
case of such loss or damage occurring within its jurisdiction But nothing in this 
article shall be held to supersede the orders passed by the Supreme Government 
in Resolution No 1095, dated 18th July 1866, relating to losses oceasioned by 
highway robbery of Imperial Mails within the limits of the Gwalior State, or any 
future orders of a similar nature which may hereafter be issued by the Government 
of India 

Article 8 

Articles of all kinds superscribed “ On Postal Service ” and franked by the 
signature and official designation of an officer of the Imperial Post or an officer 
of the Gwalior State Post shall be exchanged free of all charges as respects postage 
Also, in Imperial Post Offices situated within Gwalior terntory, all official articles 
relating to the affairs of the Durbar fully prepaid by means of Imperial Service 
postage stamps at official rates of postage and supported by the superscnption 
on the cover “ On Gwalior State Service ” under the full signature and official 
designation of the Government officer who sends the article, shall be forwarded 
to their destination free of charge 


Article 9 

The Government of India shall bear the cost of conveying mails within the 
limits of British territory, and the Gwahor Durbar shall bear the cost of conveying 
mails within the limits of the State of Gwahor But the Impenal Post shall be 
entitled to the free conveyance of mails over postal lines in the Gwahor State,

State Post addressed to any place in British India, or in any Native State which 
has entered into a Postal Convention with the Imperial Post, and fully prepaid 
wnth the over-printed postage stamps described in Article 3 (including corre- 
spondence prepaid by Gwalior State Service stamps), shall be delivered free of 
all charge on account of postage

Inland correspondence received from the Gw’alior State Post, addressed to 
any place in British India or in any Native State which has entered into a Postal

On inland correspondence, not fully prepaid, transferred by the Imperial Post 
for dehvery through the Gwalior State Post, the latter shall retain the postage it 
realizes.

Unclaimed and refused inland correspondence shall be exchanged m both 
directions, but the exchange shall be accompanied by no accounts 

Article 18 

Fully prepaid foreign correspondence, addressed to any place in the Gwahor 
State, shall be dehvered by the Gwalior State Post free of all charges on account 
of postage , but if such correspondence be unpaid or insufficiently paid, it shall be 
delivered on payment of the amount taxed thereon by the Imperial Post , and the 
amount so collected shall be remitted to the Impenal Office of Exchange

On foreign correspondence posted m the Gwahor State postage can be prepaid

Money orders issued by the Imperial Post for payment by the Gwalior State 
Post, shall be transferred to the Gwalior State Office of Exchange by the Imperial 
Office of Exchange Such money orders shall be paid m full in the Gwalior State 
free of all charges and without deduction on any account whatsoever 

Article 28. 

The Postal Admimstiation which collects the money from remitters of money 
orders shall account to the Administration which pays them for the total amount 
of the orders issued in each month, together with one-half per cent additional 
on the monthly total by way of commission "

A monthly accouht current showing the amount to be credited to th^^^t'SLor 
State on account of money orders paid by the Gwalior State Post, and the amount 
to be debited to the Gwalior State on account of money orders issued by the Gwalior 
State Post, shall be rendered by the Imperial Office of Exchange to the Gwahor 
State Office of Exchange at Lashkai If the balance of this account is m favour 
of the Gwalior State Post, it shall be paid at once by the Imperial Office of Exchange, 
and if it IS in favour of the Imperial Post, it shall be paid by the Gwalior State

At the follovang places witlun the Gwahor State territory, namely, Shajapur, 
Bhilsa, Sepri, Agar, and also at all other places where the Gwahor Durbar 
maintains Fatehdars or Treasury Agents of any kind, the Impenal Post shall he at 
liberty to hand over its cash collections to such Fatehdars or Treasury Agents , 
and the Gwahor Durbar shall give credit to the Imperial Post monthly for the 
total amount so handed over, in the account current desenbed in Article 29, the 
receipt of the Fatehdars or Treasury Agents being attached to the account current 

Article 32 

At Mandsaur and Barnagar a smtable house for the accommodation of the 
Imperial Post Ofiice shall bo provided by the Gwahor Durbar in the immediate 
vicimty of the Railway Station at each of these places , and if no house be avail- 
able, a Post Office shall be built by the Gwahor Durbar on a plan and site approved 
by the Impenal Post Office, and shall be kept in repair by the Gwahor Durbar, 
and rented to the Imperial Post at a rental fixed at 4 per cent per annum on the 
ongmal cost of construction of the bmlding This rental shall be inclusive of the 
cost of repairs which will be undertaken by the Durbar 

Article 33. 

The Director-General of the Post Office of India and Gwahor Durbar shall have 
authonty to draw up, in direct commumcation with one another, detailed regula- 
tions for giving effect to this convention, and to settle all marters of detail and 
procedure connected with the exchange of articles between the Impenal Post and 
the Gwahor State Post, including the selection of Post Offices situated in British 
India or in the Gwahor State between which postal commumcation shall be 
maintained, or which shall be constituted Offices of Exchange under Article 2 
The detailed regulations so drawn up shall be subject to such modifications as 
may, from time to time, be mutually agreed to by the said authonties

Detailed Regulations, dra\\m up by tbe DiRECTon-GENEitAL of the Post Oitice 
of India and the Gwalior Durbar, for the purpose of giving effect to the 
Postal Convention between the Imperial Post and the Gwalior State 
Post, which was approved and confirmed by the Government of India on 
^he 26th October 1898 

Regulation 1 

The Imperial Offices of Exchange (Neemiich, U]]ain Railway station, Jhansi 
and Agra) and the Gwalior State Offiees of Exehangc (Ncemuch, UjJain and 
Lashkar) shall be the channels of exchange for all insured and value-payable articles 
and articles giving rise to accounts , and the Agra Post Office shall prepare and 
adjust the accounts resulting from the exchange Any other Imperial Post Offices 
(including sections of the Railway Mail Service) and Gwalior State Post Offiees, 
conveiuently situated for this purpose, may, with the concurrence of the Chief 
Postal Authority of the Gwabor State and the Postmaster-General of the North- 
Western Provinces and Oudh, be placed in commumcation with one another, but 
articles exchanged by these offices shall not give rise to any account 

Regulation 2 

The offices of exchange shall daily send to, and receive from, each other a mail 
bag, which may contain — 

unregistered correspondence, paid and unpaid , 
registered correspondence , 
paid registered and unregistered parcels , 
insured letters and parcels , 
value-payable articles 

Other Offices and Sections of the Railway Mail Service placed in commumcation 
with one another shall likewise exchange mail bags daily, but such mail bags shall 
not contain any insured or value-payable articles 

Regulation 3. 

Every registered insured and value-payable article posted in British India 
for dehvery m the Gwalior State, shall be accompanied by a receipt to be 
signed by the addressee The receipt shall be piepared by the Impenal Post 
Qffice of posting, and shall be presented with the article by the Gwalior State 
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t*ost Office of delivery to tlie addressee, whose signature shall he taken on the 
receipt, which shall then be filed in the office of delivery 

Regulation 4 

In the case of registered, insured or value-payable articles exchanged With the 
Impenal Post, the Gwalior State Post shall use forms of receipt and acknowledg- 
ment pnnted in English precisely similar to those used in the Imperial Post, and 
shall be responsible that all the necessary entries are filled in in English The 
receipts when signed by the addressee shall be filed m the office of dehvery 

Regulation 6 

Acknowledgments of delivery of insured letters and parcels, whether dehvered 
in British India or in the Gwahor State, shall in every case be obtained by the 
offices of dehvery and furmshed to the senders without any additional charge 
Smular acknowledgments shall be obtainable by senders of registered articles on 
payment of the fee prescribed in the Indtan Postal Gmde AU acknowledgments 
shall, in the case of articles posted in Bntish India, be prepared by the Impenal 
Post Office of posting, and in the case of articles posted in the Gwalior State, by 
the Gwahof Post, and shall be signed by the addressees and returned to the offices 
of posting for delivery to the senders 

Regulation 6 

All insured letters and parcels shall pass through the offices of exchange with 
usual forms containing necessary entries Insured letters shall be transferred 
from one Office of Exchange to the other enclosed in sealed outer envelopes 

Regulation 7 

Value-payable atticles intended for dehvery in the Gwahor State shall be 
forwarded by the Imperial Office of Exchange to the State Office of Exchange 
entered in the daily list, and accompamed by money order forms ready filled up m 
favour of the senders On dehvery of a value-payable article, the money order 
appertaimng thereto shall be used as the means of remitting to the sender the 
sum recovered from the addressee (less commission when not prepaid by the sender) 
and shall be entered in the list of money orders in the same way as other money 
orders issued in the Gwahor State Value-payable articles posted in the Gwahor 
State for dehvery m British India shall be transferred by the State Office of 
Exchange to the Impenal Office of Exchange for disposal, the amounts to be 
recovered from the addressees, and remitted to the senders by means of money 
orders, being specified in the daily hst 

Regulation 8. 

Money orders payable in the Gwahor State shall be foiwaded by the Imperial 
Office of Exchange to the Sl'ito Office of Exchange entred in a hst (in the 
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annexed Fornx 3-A)' which shall be prepared in duplicate Both copies of the 
list shall be forwarded, with the money orders, to the State Oflicc of Exchange, 
which shall retain the original and return the duplicate list duly signed, and after 
careful verification, to the Imperial Office of Exchange These lists shall be 
numbered in a consecutive scries commencing from the 1st of each month The 
money orders shall bear the numbers assigned to them by the offices of issue, and 
these numbers shall be entered in the lists Lists shall not be prepared when there 
are no money orders to communicate, but if any list is not received in due course, 
the Imperial Office of Exchange shall, on receiving information to that effect, 
transmit without delay a second copy of the list in duplicate 

Regulation 9 

Money orders, in the form prescribed in the Indian Postal Guide, issued by the 
Gwabor State Post Offices and payable in British India, shall be forwarded by the 
State Office of Exchange to the Imperial Office of Exchange entered in a list (in 
the annexed Eorm S)"* which shall be prcpaicd in duplicate Both copies of the 
list shall be forwarded, with the money orders, to the Imperial Office of Exchange, 
which shall retain the original and return the duplicate list, duly signed and after 
careful verification, to the State Office of Exchange These lists shall be numbered 
m a consecutive scries commencing from the 1st of each moiitli The money orders 
shall not bear any serial numbers, but they shall bo entered opposite to the printed 
numbers in the list Lists shall not be piropared when there aie no money order 
transactions to communicate, and if any list is not received in due course, the State 
Office of Exchange shall, on receiving information to that effect, transmit without 
delay a second copy of the list in duplicate 

Regulation 10 

Each list shall be carefully verified by the receiving office of exchange, and 
corrected when it contains simple errors, such corrections being noted in red inlc in 
both copies of the list When a bst shall contain errors or irregularities which 
cannot be rectified without previous communication with the despatching office, 
the receiving office shall request an explanation from the despatching office, 
forwarding a copy of the list This explanation shall bo given with as little delay 
'sTS possible, and in the meantime the payment of orders dependent on the irregular 
entries shall be suspended 


Regulation 11 

The amounts of money orders received by the Imperial and State Offices of 
Exchange shall be paid by the offices of payment to the x>ayeos named, in full 
without delay, subject to the conditions governing the lapsing and forfeiture of 
money orders and the treatment of undeliverable money oidersTaid down in 
the Indian Postal Guide The acknowledgments signed by the payees, whether 
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in Britisli India or in the Gwalior State, shall be returned through the offices of 
exchange. 

Eegolation 12. 

On the 5th of each month, by which time the principal Imperial Office of 
Exchange (Agra) will have received from the State Office of Exchange (Lashhar) 
all the lists hearing dates in the previous month, these lists as well as the Imperial 
lists bearing dates in that mouth shall be made the subject of a monthly account 
current in the annexed Form 4,* which contains special provisions for the adjust- 
ment of commissions realized in advance by the office of posting for money orders 
to be issued in payment of the value of value-payable unregistered packets. This 
account shall be based on the corrected lists as corrected by the receiving office, 
any entries at the time under suspension pending explanation being omitted. 

The account shall also include under the head “ special items ” any necessary 
adjustments of previous accounts (such as adjustments on account of suspended 
entries) ; a detailed statement of such special items being annexed to the account 
and the correspondence or other documents forming the authority for each special 
item being quoted opposite it in the statement. A copy of the account current 
shall be furnished without delay to the State Office of Exchange. If the balance 
of the monthly account current is in favour of the Gwalior State, the Postmaster 
of the Imperial Office of Exchange shall immediately pay the amount to the credit 
of the Gwalior State at Lashkar ; if it is in favour of the Imperial Post Office, the 
Postmaster of the State Office shall on receipt of the account current make arrange- 
^ments to pay the amount to the Postmaster of Agra.

Regulation 13. 

If a money order, payable either in British India or the Gwalior State, is 
undelivcrable, the amount thereof shall be repaid to the remitter and entered in 
the usual course in the lists of money orders. 


Regulation 14. 

As soon as possible after the 1st of April of each year the Imperial Post Office 
shall, from an examination of the monthly accounts current of the previous year, 
determine the average balance on account of money orders due to or from the 
Gwalior State on the last day of each month. When such average balance is not 
less than Rs. 5,000, the indebted Postal Administration shall make over to the 
other the smu of Rs. 5,000 or the multipilc of that sum which shall moat nearly 
approximate to the actual average monthly balance. This sum will remain in the 
hands of the Postal Administration to which it is entrusted as a fixed imprest. It 
ivill not be shoum in the monthly accounts current and will bo subject to revision 
at the beginning of the following year.

All unpaid foreign articles and parcels, intended for delivery in tlic G^valior 
State, shall pass through the Offices of Exchange The postage and customs 
duty (if any) due on such foreign articles or parcels shall be noted in a list for 
recovery by the State Office of Exchange, which shall remit the amount in cash 
to the Imperial Office of Exchange These transactions shall not be entered in the

Regulation 16. 

The following records appertaining to the exchange of registered, insured,

Regulation 19 

Eor ordinary correspondence affecting the preparation, transmission or correc* 
tion of hsts, accounts, etc , or relating to cases of loss, damage or other irregularities 
connected With the exchange of articles, the Offices of Exchange and the Offices 
of the Chief Postal Authorities of the Imperial Post Office and the Chief Postal

hlcitORANDOM OP Agreement made this Twelfth day of May One thousand eight 
hundred and mnety-nine between The Government of His Highness the 
Mahara jah Scindia of GM'ALIOB (hereinafter called His Highness’ Govern- 
ment) of the first part, and the Indian Midland Railway Company, Limit- 
ed (hereinafter called The Company), of the other part, for the working of 
His Highness The Maharajah’s Railway forming a portion of the Guna-Baran 
Railway (hereinafter called The Railway) commencing at mileage 216 and 
4,912 feet from Itarsi Junction in the direction of Baran and extending to 
mileage 238 and 4,642 feet from Itarsi Junction in the same direction, — 1899 

1 This Agreement shall remain in force until the expiration of the Principal 
Contract subsisting between the Company and the Secretary of State for India, 
dated the 2Dd of October 1885, or until the expiration of a period of ten years from 
the date of the opemng of the Railway for public traffic of all kinds, whichever 
period shall first eiqnre, and shall bo determinable then, or upon the 30th June 
or the 31st December in any year thereafter, promded that not less than twelve 
months’ previous notice in writing has been given by one of the parties to this 
Agreement to the other of them 

2 The Railway dunng the term of this Agreement is to be worked by the Com- 
pany as part of the undertaking which consists of the Indian Midland Railway 
and Railways worked by the Company, subject to the same arrangements as are 
in force Ruth the Company itself under the Principal Contract, except as hereinafter 
modified 

3 All commumcations of importance, or involving Capital expenditure between 
His Bjghness’ Government and the Company, under this Agreement, shall pass 
through the Resident at Gwahor and the Consulting Engineer to the Government 
of India, Lucknow Circle, or such other Officer as the Government of India may 
from time to time appoint to imdeitake the same general duties with respect to the 
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Railway, as are entrusted to that Officer by the Government of India in respect 
to the Indian llidland Railway. All correspondence as to details in connexion 
with sanctioned works, and as to traffic and other matters, shall he earned on 
direct between the Resident at Gwahor and the Indian llidland Railway Company 

4 Within one year from the opemng of the Railway, or as soon as possible 
before the expiration of that period, the Railway shall he completely constructed 
and eqmpped by and at the expense of His Highness’ Government in a substantial 
and satisfactory manner, as to works, permanent-way, buildings, fixed machinery, 
and in all other respects, and stations and other bmldings shall be fully equipped 
with the usual plant, fittings, furmture and appliances All the works so carried 
out, including the permanent-way, buildings, machinery, plant, fittings, furniture, 
apphances and equipments, shall be up to the standard on which the Company’s 
own hne, bmldings, and works have been constructed and eqmpped, or shall be 
approved of by the Consulting Engineer 

5 A full section of permanent ballast or 84,000 cubic feet per mile of track 
laid on wooden sleepers outside cuttings, and 87,000 cubic feet per mile of track 
laid on steel sleepers, or in rock cuttings, shall be provided by and at the expense 
of His Highness’ Government, and to meet the loss of ballast resulting from the 
subsidence of embankments, a further quantity of 8,000 cubic feet per mile of track 
in bank is to be provided by and at the expense of His Highness’ Government 
This ballast shall be distributed as follows In cuttings and on light banks (under 
5 feet) and in station yards the permanent baUast shall be spread or, with the 
sanction of the Engineer-in-Chief who is superintending the construction of the 
Railway, shall be stacked or laid in such manner as the Company shall approve . 
on embankments geneially it should be stacked on cess, or in Depot for subsequent 
use All permanent-way on embankments, in the first instance, and before the 
opemng for general traffic, is to be packed with temporary ballast of sand or sound 
moorum, or the best material obtainable in the district The cost of distributing, 
spreading and packing the permanent ballast, which is chargeable to Capital, and 
has to be done by the Company, shall be settled finally before the hne is taken 
over by the Company. 

6 When the opemng of the Railway for ^lubhc traffic has been sanctioned by 
the Government of India, His Highness’ Government shall, except as provided 
in clause 7, hand over the Railway to the Company, and the Compan}' shall accept 
the Railway for the purposes of this Agreement, His Highness’ Government 
guaranteeing to the Company fuU and undisturbed possession of the Railway at 
all times during the continuance of this Agreement 

7 The Engineer-in-Chief in charge of the construction of the Railway, shall. 
Within one year of the opemng of the Railway, complete at the cost of His Highness’ 
Government all additional works, fixed structures, machinery, etc , that may be 
necessary for the proper completion of the Railway in accordance with the require- 
ments of the Company or the orders of the Consulting Engineer Schedules shall 
be prepared by the representatives of the Railway and the Company showing the 
works which are considered necessary for the completion of the hne within this 
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period Such -works shall not include the spreading and packing of permanent 
ballast referred to in clause 6 above and the permanent--way and existing -works 
shall ho maintained by the Company A hst giving particulars of all furmture and 
moveable eqiupment at stations shall be prepared as soon as the furmture and 
equipment have been fully provided, and shall be signed by a representative of the 
Eailway and a representative of the Company 

8 Except as pro-vidcd in clause 7, all additional works and alterations in existing 
works that arc not of the nature of repairs or new minor works, which may from 
time to time bo agreed upon, between His Ebghness’ Government and the Com- 
pany, as necessary for the efficient working of the Eailway, shall be earned out 
by the Company at the cost of His Highness’ Government, on estimates sanctioned 
and approved by His Highness’ Government and the Consulting Engineer 

9 For n orks which may be required after the first twelve months, the Com- 
pany shall submit to His Highness’ Government an estimate of the probable Capital 
requirements for the coming official year, and shall dunng the said year be at hberty 
to expend the amount mentioned in the estimate or such part thereof as may be 
necessary on objects properly chargeable to Capital without further reference to 
His Highness’ Government, provided that if the e-tpenditure is incurred on any 
work not specified m the said estimate, an explanation of the necessity for such 
c-q)cnditurc shall be furmshed to His Highness’ Government at the earhest possible 
opportumty Such estimates shall be subnutted annually three months before 
the commencement of the official year Or if, from any unforeseen circumstances, 
the total expenditure for which the estimate has been subnutted is likely to be 
exceeded, a fresh application for funds -nith supplemental estimate shall be made 
as early as possible His Highness’ Government shall, after approval of the esti- 
mates, place at the disposal of the Company Jth of the whole amount for which the 
estimate has been submitted, and shall without delay meet all further demands 
from time to time up to the total amount of the estimate These estimates shall 
not include provision for additional ballast beyond the quantity provided for in 
clause 5 

10 The cost of works the execution of which under clause 9 of this Agreement 
IS required to be carried out by the Company shall be dealt with as follows — 

(а) All such works costing over Es 1,000 shall be charged to the Capital 

Account of the Eailway and paid for by His Highness’ Government 

(б) Petty works costing not more than Es 1,000 each shall be charged to 

Eevenue, and shall be met from the sum allowed to the Company

12. During the continuance of this contract the Company shall be in possession 
of, and have entire control of, the Railway, shall supply all staff required for the 
supervision, maintenance and working, including that for audit and accounts, 
and shall supply all locomotives and other rolling stock, fuel and working stores 
required for the efficient working of the Railway 

13 The Railway Police will be provided by the Company, and three equal 
tenth parts of the cost of providing and maintaimng the force from time to time 
employed will, in accordance with the procedure laid down by Government, be 
borne by His Highness’ Government, the remaining seven-tenths being a charge 
against the Company The term “ Pohee ” shall include the force reqmred for law 
and order as well as that required for watch and ward 

14. The Company shall charge generally such rates, fares and tolls as are within 
the schedule of maxima and minima rates sanctioned by Government from time 
to time for the Indian Midland Railway, and shall make such rules, conditions 
and arrangements in respect of the traffic on the Railway as are now, or shall be 
from time to time, in force on the Indian Midland Railway , and it shall be under- 
stood that the Company will not make or give any undue or unreasonable pre- 
ference or advantage to, or in favour of, any particular person or company, or any

16. All costs, charges and e^enses incurred by the Company in connexion 
with the maintenance, management, use and working, of the Railway, and the

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event of the telegraph lines and instruments not being the properly of the Railway, 
the cost of the rent of the same shall he a charge against the Railway, 

16 The gross receipts of the Railway are to he collected and treated as receipts 
of the Company, and the Company shall pay the same into the Government Treasury 
in the same way as their own earnings The expression “ gross receipts,” as used 
in this Agreement, means and includes gross earnings from coaching and goods 
traffic, and moneys received by the Company from the working of any telegraphs 
or telegraphic appliances which are the property of the Railway, or of which the 
Government of India have allowed the Company the exclusive use for the purposes 
of the Railway , also all sums received as rent and all other sundry receipts usually 
treated as Railway revenue 

17 The Company shall keep distinct and separate accounts of the gross receipts 
of the Railway Such accounts shall be made up half-yearly to the 30th day of 
June and the 31st day of December m each year, or to such other days as may at 
any time be prescribed for the Indian hlidland Railway, and so soon as the half- 
yearly accounts of the Company have been passed by the Consulting Engineer, 
and not later than three months after the close of each half-year, the Company 
shall render to His Highness’ Government, through the Consulting Engineer, a 
summary of the account of the Railway, signed by the Consulting Engineer and

in any half-year exceed 50 per cent of the entire gross receipts of the said Railway 
for that half-year, and the said sum shall be accepted by the Company in full satis- 
faction for the supply of rolling stock, plant and machiner}’’, other than fixed 
machinery, and the managing, working and maintaining of the said Railway and 
works, in accordance with the provisions of this contract, and for the performance 
by the Company of every other obligation undertaken by them under this contract, 
with reference to the said Railway and works 

19 The remainder of the said gross receipts, after deduction of the sum so 
retained by the Company as aforesaid, shall be paid over to His Highness’ Govern- 
ment in the manner presenbed by the Go\ernment of India Every Revenue 
account shall be considered as settled at the expiration of three calendar months 
after the same shall have been submitted to His Highness’ Government, but never- 
theless any error which may subsequently be discovered therein shall be corrected 
jn the next or m any subsequent Revenue account, 
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20 All money transactions under this Agrecincnt ns between His Highness' 
Government and the Company shall be in British Government Riipcos, and the 
Company arc to accept the British Currency only in pajunent of fares and rates 

21 If His Highness’ Government and the Baihvay Company shall fail to agree 
touching any matter with respect to which their agreement is required by tins 
contract, or if, in any case not herein specially provided for, aii)’’ dispute, question, 
or controversy shall at any time arise between His Highness’ Government and the 
Company touching this contract, or any clause or thing herein contained, or the 
construction thereof, or any matter connected with this contract or the operation 
thereof, or the rights, duties, or liabilities of either party in relation to the contract, 
then and in every such case the matter in regard to which His Highness* Govern- 
ment and the Company shall fail to agree, or the matter in diflerciice, as the case 
may be, shall be settled by arbitration in a manner to be arranged bct\s con His 
Highness’ Government and the Company with the approval of the Government fo

Agreement entered into between the Maharaja Scindia and the Government 
of India for the introduction of more defimte arrangements for the effective 
CONTROL and discipline of the Gwalior Imperial Service Troops when 
serving beyond the frontier of the State, — 1900 

Whereas His Highness Madhav Rao Scindia, Maharaja of Gwahor, G C S 1., 
maintains a Force of Imperial Service Troops for the purpose of co-operating, if 
need be, in the defence of the British Empire, and 

Whereas it is necessary that the Imperial Service Troops of the Gwalior State 
when associated with troops of the British Army should be under the orders of 
the Officer Commanding the Combined Forces and subject to the like disciphne 
and control as the Officers and soldiers of Her Majesty’s Indian Army, and 

Whereas it is not the wish or intention of the Government of India that a Bntish 
Officer should be appointed to command any corps of Imperial Service Troops, 
though Bntish Officers are employed in order to instruct and inspect the said 
Troops, 
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It IB hereby agreed between the Governor-General of India of the one part and 
His Highness Madhav Eao Scindia, Maharaja of Gwahor, of the other, as follows 
namely, — 

I Whenever the said Troops or any portion thereof are moved beyond the 
frontier of the said State they shall be attached to the command and under the 
orders of the Officer Commanding the District, Contingent, or Force in which they 
are employed, and such Officer shall, by virtue of this agreement, be authorised 
to admimster in respect to the said Troops so serving the Mihtary Laws and Eegu- 
lations to which they are subject under the laws of the said State and for that 
purpose and for the duo preservation of disciphne among the same to convene 
all such Courts and to issue all such orders and to pass all such judgments and 
sentences and generally to evoroise all such authority as may be lawfully convened, 
issued, passed and exercised by the authonties of the Gwahor State when the said 
Troops are serving within the territonal limits of the said State Provided always 
that the execution of every sentence so passed in Bntish territory shall be earned 
out under the orders of His Highness Madhav Eao Scindia, Maharaja of Gwahor, 
or.of some person to whom the requisite authonty has been delegated by him 

II In order further to ensure the efflteiency of the said Impenal Serviee Troops 
and the maintenance of discipline among them when serving along with Her 
Majesty’s Forces, His Highness Madhav Eao Scindia, Maharaja of Gwahor, has 
embodied in the Disciplinary Law of his State apphcable to the said Impenal Ser- 
vice Troops when employed on active service either within or without British 
India, the provisions, mutatts mutandis, of the Indian Articles of War for the time 
being in force The due application and enforcement of the said provisions m 
respect of the Imperial Service Troops aforesaid shall be carried out under the 
authority of the Officer Commanding the District, Contingent, or Force aforesaid

Memorandum of Agreement made this 11th day of October one thousand mne

1 This Agreement shall be considered as in force from the date of the opening 
of the Gwalior Light Railways, or the 2nd December 1899 until the 31st day of 
December 1900, and shall thereafter be subject to three months’ notice of its tcimi- 
nation being given in writing by cither party to the Agreement 

2. The Gwalior Light Railways, except such portion as may be constructed 
within the Company’s boundary, shall be completely constructed by His Highness’ 
Government, and Stations and other Buildings shall be equipped with the usual 
fittings, furniture and appliances His Highness’ Government shall also supply 
all Locomotive and other Rolling Stock, Plant and Machinery, necessary for the 
purposes of working the Railways 

3 The maintenance of way and works and all Station fittings, except as pro- 
vided in clause 10, shall be earned out by staff in the employ of His Highnfss’ 
Government, under the orders of the En|inecr-in-Chicf, in charge of the Gw allot 
Light Railways 

4 His Highness’ Government shall also keep the Rolling Stock, Plant and 
maobnory in repair and working condition, and shall appoint a Supenntendent 
in charge of the Rolling Stock 

5 The Company shall undertake all arrangements for working the Trains

7 The actual expenditure incurred by the Company in the Traffic and Audit 
Departments, for Station staff and Train staff. Audit clerks, on printing and 
stationery, and Stores consumed on the Gwahor Light Railways, and all other 
expenses connected therewith, shall be paid to the Company by His Highness’ 
Government, the total amount to be subject to an additional payment of 15 per 
cent to cover supervision and general charges other than those rendered in the 
Accounts 

8 Working estimates shall be prepared in advance half-yearly by the Company 
and sabmitted to His Highness’ Government for approval and sanction. 
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9 All damages or accidents which may be caused to the public, or to the stock 
of the Gwahor Light Railways, or to the trafSc of all descriptions, and whether 
Through or Local, or which may from tune to time occur on the Gwalior Light 
Railways, and all damages, or losses, or claims for compensation arising on the 
Gwahor Light Railways, shall be charged to the Revenue expenses Account of the 
Gwahor Light Railways 

10 The Company shall provide and maintain at its sole cost all such accommo- 
dation as may be required within its own boundary for the exclusive use of the 
Gwahor Light Railways and also all works and premises to be used in common 
for joint purposes by both Railways 

11 For accommodation and structures of all descriptions required for the 
exclusive use of the Gwahor Light Railways provided as in clause 10 His Highness’ 
Government shall pay to the Company an annual rent at the rate of five per cent 
for Structures, Machinery and Plant, including Purmture and seven and a half 
per cent for Ballast and Permanent-way, Pomts and Crossings, etc , to include 
maintenance and renewal 

12 For Joint Structures, Machinery, and Plant, provided as in clause 10 the 
annual rental shall be at the rates per cent shown in clause 11, and one-fifth of the 
same shall be chargeable against the Gwahor Light Railways in respect of such 
accommodation and shall be payable by His Highness’ Government to the Com- 
pany, 

13 The Company’s existing works and premises to be used exclusively by the 
Gwahor Light Railways, as well as works and premises to be used as Joint premises, 
are those mentioned in the Schedule attached to the Agreement and the total of 
the amount set opposite to those several items respectively in that schedule, shall 
be that on which rent is to be charged 

14 In case of additional works being required in future, on the Company’s 
premises for exclusive or Joint use, such works shall be provided by the Company 
after approval by His Highness’ Government, and shall then be added to the 
schedule with the consent of His Highness’ Government, being charged in con- 
formity with the foregoing clauses of this Agreement 

15 Accidents on the fine will be dealt with and reported by the OfiBcials of 
the Company in accordance with the rules laid down by the Government of India, 
a report of aU such occurrences being also made to His Highness’ Government 
through the Chief Secretary, Huzoor Durbar, Gwahor. 

16 Correspondence relating to ordinary matters such as are dealt with hy 
Heads of Departments in ordinary Railway working will be earned on between 
the Heads of the Traffic and Audit Departments of the Company and the Heads 
of the Locomotive and Bngineenng Departments of His Highness’ Government, 
in the usual manner Matters which are usually referred through the Agent of 
the Company will be dealt with m correspondence with the Resident at Gwalior, 
or the Chief Secretary according to precedent

Gwahor Light Railways in Gwahor Station yard shall, however, be supphed and 
maintained by His Highness’ Government, except at such places where the sidings 
cross the G I P broad-gauge tracks on the level , at these places the Light Rail- 
way shall be laid and maintained by the Company, and for a distance of 30 feet 
on each side of the broad-gauge tracks 

11 For accommodation and structures of all descriptions reqmrcd for the 
exclusive use of the Gwahor Light Railways provided as in clause 10, His Highness’ 
Government shall pay to the Company an aimual rent at the rate of five per cent 
for Structures, Machinery and Plant, including Furniture, and seven and a half 
per cent for Ballast and Permanent Way, Points and Crossings, etc , to include 
maintenance and renewal estimate of Permanent Way, Points and Crossings, etc , 
to be based on the current rate in the Gwahor Light Railway books for Gwahor 
Light Railway Standard type of material 

12 For Joint Structures, Machinery and Plant, provided us in clause 10* the 
annual rental shall be at the rates per cent shewn in clause 11 and one-fifth 
of the same shall be chargeable against the Gwahor Light Railways in respect 
of such accommodation and shall he payable by His Highness’ Government to the 
Company 

13 The Company’s existing works and premises to be used exclusively by the 
Gwahor Light Railways, as well as works and premises to be used as Joint premises, 
are those mentioned in the Schedule attached to the Agreement and the total 
of the amount set opposite to those several items respectively in that Schedule, 
shall be that on which rent is to be charged 

14 In case of additional works being required m future on the Company’s 
premises for exclusive or Joint use, such works shall be provided by the Company 
after approval of by His Highness’ Government, and shall then he added to the 
Schedule wAh the consent of His Highness’ Government, rent being charged in 
conformity with the foregoing clauses of this Agreement 
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15 Accidents on the hne 17111 bo dealt with and reported by the Officials of the 
Company in accordance with the rules laid down by the Government of India, 
a report of all such occurrences being also made to His Highness’ Government 
t hrough the Chief Secretary, Huzur Durbar, Gwalior 

16 Correspondence relating to ordinary matteis such as arc dealt with by 
Heads of Departments in ordinary Railway working, ivill bo carried on between 
the Heads of the Traffic and Audit Departments of the Company and the Heads 
of the Locomotive and Engineering Departments of His Highness’ Government 
in the usual manner 

Matters which are usually referred through the Agent of the Company will be 
dealt with in correspondence with the Resident in Gwahor, or the Chief Secretary 
according to precedent 

17 The Company shall charge generally over the Gwalior Light Railways 
such rates, fares and tolls as are within the schedule of maxima and minima rates 
sanctioned by Government from time to time for the Great Indian Peninsula 
Railway, and shall make such rules, conditions and arrangements in respect of the 
Traffic on the Railway as are now, or shall be from time to tunc, in force on the 
Great Indian Pemnsula Railway, and no alteration is to be made in these maxima 
and minima rates without the special sanction of His Highness’ Government It 
shall be understood that the Company shall not make nor give any undue or 
unreasonable preference or advantage to, or in favour of any particular Person 
or Company, or any description of Traffic, or sub]ect any particular Person or 
Company to any undue or unreasonable pre]udice or disadvantage, but shall do 
all in its power to develop Traffic on the Gwalior Light Railways 

18 The gross receipts of the Gwahor Light Railways are to be collected and 
treated as receipts of the Company and the Company shall pay the same into the 
Government Treasury in the same way as their own earnings. The expression 
‘‘ gross receipts ” as used in this Agreement means and includes gross earmngs from 
Coaching and Goods Traffic, and all sums received as wharfage charges, and all 
other sundry receipts usually treated as Railway Revenue 

19 All money transactions under this Agreement as between His Highnesp, 
Government and the Company shall be in British Government rupees 

20 "Weekly statements of the approximate receipts on the Gwalior Light Rail- 
ways shall be sent by the Company to the Resident, and to the Chief Secretary, 
Huzur Durbar, Gwahor 

21 The Company shall keep a distinct and separate account of the gross receipts 
of the Railway and also of the expenditure incurred by the Company under Clause 
7 of this Agreement Such Accounts shall be made up half-yearly to the 30th 
day of June and the Slst day of December in each year, and not later than 3 months 
after the close of each half-year, the Company shall render to His Highness’ Govern- 
ment a Working Account of the Railway, and the amount shown therein as due, 
shall be paid over to His Highness’ Government in the manner prescribed by the 
Government of India. Every Revenue Account shall be considered as settled at 
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the expiration of 3 talciular montlis after the bamc shall have heoa subniitted 
to Hib Highness’ Go\ ornment, hut nt\ erthcless an\ error which niav subsequently 
be (lisco\ cred therein shall be corrected in the next or in anj subsequent Ee\ enue 
Account 

22 If Ills IJighnc'is’ Go\crnmcnt and the Comiiau} shall fail to agree touching 
any matter with respect to which tlitir Agreement is required by this contract, 
or if, in am case not herein speciallj pro\ided for, an)’- dispute, question, or con- 
troversy shall at an} time arise between His Highness’ Government and the Cem- 
panj, touching tins fontract, or anv clause or thing herein contained, or the cons- 
truction thereof, or anv matter connected with this contract or the operation 
thereof, or the rights, duties, or liabilities of cither party in relation to the con- 
tract, then and in every such CISC the matter to whth His Highness’ Government 
and the Companj shall fail to agree or the matter in difference as the case may 
bo, shall be settled b} arbitration in a manner to be arranged betw een His High- 
ness’ Government and the Compan}, with the approval of the Government of 
India

Memorandum relating to the terms of sale by the Tonk Darbae to the Gwalior 
Durbar of that section of the Guna-Baean Railway which hes within the 
Tonk State, — 1905 

Whereas under the Memorandum dated the 31 st January 1898, regarding the 
terms relating to the construction of that section of the Guna-Baran Railway 
which hes within the Tonk State, the Tonk Darbar borrowed from the Gwalior 
Darbar the sum of Rs 14,71,024-1-7 under the conditions as to repayment of 
principal and interest, etc , specified in the said Memorandum, it is hereby agreed 
by the Tonk Darbar on the one jiart and by the Gwalior Darbar on the other part 
that the Tonk Darbar shall sell to the Gwahor Darbar and the Gwalior Darbar 
shall purchase from the Tonk Darbar the section of the Guna-Baran Railway which 
lies within the Tonk State on the following conditions — 

(o) Nothing shall be repaid by the Gwalior Darbar of any sums already 
paid by the Tonk Darbar to the Gwahor Darbar on account of the 
loan taken Irom the Gwalior Darbar for the construction of this 
section of the hne 
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(6) l^othing further shall he paid by the Tonk Darbar to tiie Gwabor Darbar 
on account of the unpaid portion of the principal or interest of the 
loan taken by the Tonk Darbar from the Gwabor Darbar for the 
construction of this section of the line 

2 Under conditions (a) and (61 above the Tonk Darbar rebnquishes any claim 
for the refund of money repaid to the Gwalior Darbar in liquidation of the principal 
of the loan and the Gwabor Darbar rebnquishes any claim for the payment by the 
Tonk Darbar of the net earmngs of the section up to date 

3 All rights of property in the land included in the section of the Bailway 
referred to in this Memorandum shall vest in the Tonk Darbar irrespective of the 
power and jurisdiction ceded to the Government of India by the Tonk Darbar 
under the agreement dated the 26th July 1899 

4 The Gwabor Darbar will have the use of the land under the Eailway as long 
as a Eailway exists 

5 That no compensation whatsoever shall be payable to the Tonk Darbar 
by the Gwabor Darbar for the land now enclosed within the Chabra section of the 
Eailway or for the use thereof nor shall the Gwabor Darbar be charged with any 
compensation, etc , for the land which it may hereafter be necessary to acquire 
from the Tonk Darbar for the proper working of the said seetion 

6 That no sayer duty will be levied by the Tonk Darbar on the articles imported 
locally for the maintenance of the Eailway line and its appurtenances 

7 That m view of the loss which is accruing to the Gwabor Darbar by the 
conclusion of the transaction being delayed, the Gwabor Darbar shall be entitled 
to receive the net earning of the said section from 1st July 1904 as by the delay 
in the purchase being finally concluded the Darbar loses its interest on the amount 
advanced to the Tonk Darbar

being maintained managed and Avorked by the Secretary of State through the 
agency of the said Great Indian Peninsula Raihvay Company and whereas in 
conformity Avith the provisions of a certain Indenture dated the 2nd day of October 
1885 and made betAveen the Secretary of State of the one part and the Indian

undertaking of the Indian Midland Railway Company Limited together with aU 
habihties (if any) as shall then he subsisting and whereas His Highness’ Govern- 
ment has agreed with the Indian Midland Railway Company Limited accordingly 
and with the Secretary of State to accept the Secretary of State as a party to the

ways within the G I P Railway boundary shall, however, be supplied and main-

tenance and renewal, estimates of Permanent Way, Points and Crossings, etc ,

4 For Joint Structures, Machinery and Plant, provided as in Clause 2, the

5 The G I P Railway’s works and premises to be used exclusively by the

7 * The G I P Railway shall provide the staff at Gwalior for dealing with the 
Goods Traffic “ interchanged ” between the G T P and the Gwalior Light Rail- 
ways and m consideration of this the G L Railways shall pay the G I P Railway 
the sum of Rs 16 per month 

8 The G L Railways shall bear half the cost of handling “ interchanged ” 
Goods traffic, i e , Goods traffic transhipped from the Gwalior Light Railways 
to the G I. P Railway at Gwalior and vtce-versd 

9. The G L Railways will bear the cost of any accident to their own trains, 
engines and rolling stock while within the limits of Gwalior station, from whatever 
cause arising 

10 The G T, Railways will bear the cost of any claim in connection with their 
Local Goods traffic (that is. Goods traffic booked between Gwalior and a G L. 
Railway station, and vtce-vei sd) which is attributable to the fault of the joint goods 
staff at Gwalior. Similarly the G I P Railway will bear the cost of any claim 
in connection with their Local Goods traffic which is attributable to the fault of 
the joint goods staff at Gwalior 

11 f The G L Railways will bear the entire cost of any claim in connection 
with traffic from stations on their line to stations on the G I P Railway and beyond 
transhipped at Gwalior, attributable to the fault of the joint staff at Gwabor from 
the time such traffic arrives at Gwalior till loaded and sealed in a broad gauge 
wagon After sealing the G I P Railway will be responsible for any claim 
Similarly the G I P Railway will bear the entire cost of any claim in connection 
with traffic from stations on their line and beyond to stations on the G L Rail- 
ways transhipped at Gwalior, attributable to the fault of the joint staff at Gwalior, 
from the time such traffic arrives at Gwalior till loaded and sealed in a narrow 
gauge wagon After sealing the Gwalior Light Railways will be responsible for 
any claims. 

12 In case of any dispute in connection with this Agreement, it shall bo re- 
ferred to arbitration

Pbonounoement by His Excellency Loed Chelmsford Viceroy and Gov- 
ernor-General OF India, addressed to the Jagirdars and Taneadars 
of the Gwalior State on the 14th March 1921 


Jagirdars and Tanladars of the Gwalior Stale. 

It must be ivithin the knowledge of most of you how your ancestors came to 
have direct access to the Political Officers and thus to enjoy the protection of the 
British Government 

2 In the beginning of the 19th Century the peace of Hindastau was very much 
disturbed by the prevalence of the predatory system The Bntish Government 
desired to restore order and succeeded in doing so by 1818 AD To this result 
the co-operation of their Ally, Maharaja Daulat Eao Scindia, greatly contnbuted 

3 The overthrow of those who were given to marauding and levying black- 
mail, left the chieftains and nobility of Malwa without means of subsistence and in 
consequence extremely sore and disaffected The Bntish Government, therefore, 
addressed themselves to the task of pacifying the country and appointed Sir John 
Malcolm to effect this end Sir John accomplished his mission with the help of 
certain assistants and the ready co-operatioii of the Darbars of Central India 

4 Settlements were thus effected which, by the fact of the mediation of Sit 
John Malcolm and his assistants, involved the guarantee on the part of the British 
Government that whatever was settled would be scrupulously observed These 
settlements assured to the Thakurs the contmuance, in perpetmty or for Iife-time, 
according as the terms of the grants provided, of their holdings and tankas subject 
to good conduct and in many cases the duties of watch and ward m respect of 
portions of the Darbar territory in proximity to their grants But the Bntish 
Government did not intend that the mediation of Sir John Malcolm should fotm 
the basis for encroachment upon, or interference wuth, the suzerain nghts of the 
Darbars In the course of time, however, owung to the conditions prevading m 
most States, the settlements effected created a pnvileged position for those to 
whom certain emoluments had been secured and Bntish officers were led to inter- 
vene in matters with which Sir John Malcolm’s mediation had no concern 

5 The conditions referred to have ceased to exist, and in Gwahor the Darbar’s 
adimmstration is charactensed by fairness and justice, and Lieutenant-General 
His Highness the Maharaja Scmdia takes an active personal mtercst in all branches 
of administration And indeed for safeguarding the interests of this large body 
of his Jagirdars he created, many years ago, a separate Department and framed a 
Manual which is complete in all respects 

6 But qiute apart from that, the need for a revision of the practice which has 
subsequently grown up has been apparent for a considerable time The Govem-

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meat of India have given their best consideration to the problem and have arr' vod 
at the following conclusions — 

(1) that, while the pledges originally given by the British Government mu‘sb 
remain inviolable, the specially privileged position which the 
guarantee-holders have acquired, and which was not contemplated 
at the time of the original settlement, should not continue , and 
therefore, 

(2) that the Gwalior Darhar should no longer be prevented from exercising 
the rights which belong to it as Suzerain, 

7 Consequently it has been arranged, in consultation with the Maharaja 
Scindia, that— 

(1) the Gwalior Darbar will issue to you fresh Sanads in perpetuity m a 

form approved by the Government of India , 

(2) these Sanads will in all cases confirm the specific rights secured to you 

by the existing title deeds and the specific obligations laid on you 
by your existing title deeds will be enforced by Ills Highness to a 
very limited extent , 

(3) under His Highness’s Nazarana Rules, as recently modified, the succes- 

sion dues, which were formerly levied on adoption at the rate of a 
whole year’s revenue, are now to be levied at the reduced rate of 3 
months’ revenue only 

8 In view of this settlement. Political Officers will no longer concern them- 
selves with your affairs, and you will in future look to your Suzerain, His ILghness 
the Maharaja Soindia for the time being, and his Darbar in all matters connected 
with your estates and tankas You will, therefore, henceforth be entitled to the 
rights and subject to the obligations contained in the Manual of Jagirdars of the 
Gwalior State, Sambat 1970, as in force for the time being 

Jagtidars and TanJaxdais. 

Such are in brief the terms of the settlement which has been arrived at between 
my Government and the Gwalior Darbar on your behalf These terms have been 
fully explained to you by my Agent, Colonel Seville, and I am glad to hear that 
you have accepted them as a fair and just settlement of your claims under the 
agreements guaranteed by the officers of the British Government a century ago. 
I feel that you have every reason to congratulate yourselves on this settlement, 
which IS the result of the negotiations of my officers with His Highness the Maharaja 
Scindia His Highness has met their suggestions in a most generous spirit, and 
will, I am confident, always be ready to treat you as Ins lojml feudatories, and 
extend to you a friendly hand in all your difficulties I look to you on your part 
to bear true allegiance towards your Suzerain, and to perform faithfully the duties 
which you owe to him By so doing you will ensure your own happiness and 
contentment, and add to the strength and prosperity of the British Empire, of 
which the Gwahor Darbar and yourselves are a part.

Postal Conventioit for the Etchaxoe of Cobbespondence, Pabcels, lysoBED 
and Value-payable Abticles, Mosey obdebs, Postal Sebvice Telegbaats 
and Tblegbaph Sebvice Cobbespondence between the Impebial Post 
Oppice of Bbitish India and the Post Ofpices m the Tebbitobies of His 
Highness the Mahabaja Scindia of Gwaliob, — 1925 

Abticle 1 

There shall be a mutual cvchauge of correspondence, parcels and money orders 
between the Imperial Post Office of British India, hereinafter termed the “ Impenal 
Post,” and the Post Offices in the territories of His Highness the Maharaja Scmdia 
of Gwalior hereinafter termed the “ Gwalior State Post ” This exchange which 
shall also include registered, insured and value-payable articles, shall be governed 
by the rules given in the Post and Teleijraph Guide for the time being The term 
“ correspondence ” shall include Letters, Postcards, Newspapers, and Book and 
Pattern Packets 

Abticle 2 

Certain selected Post Offices in British India, including sections of the Railway 
Mail Service, and in the Gwalior State, shall be placed in postal commumcaticn 
with one another, that is, they shall be authorised to exchange mail bags contaimrg 
registered and unregistered correspondence, value-payable articles and ordmary 
parcels, but not insured articles, and money orders Some of these offices shall 
be constituted Offices of Exchange on the side of British India, and on the side 
of Gwalior State, and these offices shall be the sole medium of exchange for insured 
articles and money orders, and shall alone be entrusted ivith the duty of preparing 
the accounts resulting from the exchange of money orders 

Abticle 3 

Indian postage stamps overprinted with the words " Gwalior State ” and 
embossed envelopes and inland postcards overprinted with the words “ Gwahor 
State ” and also with the Gwalior arms, shall be supplied, on indent, by the Govern- 
ment of India to the Gwalior State at cost price They shall be sold by the Gwauor 
State to the public at the value marked on each postage stamp, postcard, or 
embossed envelope Indian postage stamjis and postcards overprmted with the 
word “ Service ” in addition to the words “ Gwalior State ” shall also be supphed, 
on indent, by the Government of India to the Gwahor State at cost price, and 
these overprinted stamps, shall be used solely for the purpose of prepaying corre- 
spondence on the service of the Gwahor State posted in that State 

Abticle 4 

These overprinted postage stamps, postcards and embossed envelopes shall 
alone be used in the Gwahor State for the prepayment of inland correspondence 
and they shall be recognised by the Imperial Post only when attached to inland

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correspondence posted m any Post Office maintained by the Gwalior State and 
destined for delivery through the Imperial Post. 

Article 5 

The rates of postage, fees, or commission ch.irged by the Gwalior State Post 
on all classes of correspondence, paid and unpaid, registered and unregistered, 
insured and value-payable, on all parcels, and on all money orders, shall not bo in 
excess of the rates charged by the Imperial Po‘>t calculated at the rate of exchange 
fixed by the Gwalior Duibar under Article 30 

Article 6. 

Resiionsibility for articles insured and for iiaymcnt of comiieiisation under 
the rules given in the Post and Tdegtafh Gmde for the time being shall icst uith 
the Imiierial Post Office while the articles concerned arc in its custody, and with 
the Gwalior State while the articles concerned are in its custody 

Article 7. 

Neither the Impenal Post Office nor the Gwalior State shall be liable to make 
good the loss of, or damage to, any umnsured article while in its custody but it is 
incumbent on the Imperial Post Office or the Gwalior State to investigate every 
case ot such loss or damage occurring within its jurisdiction But nothing in this 
article shall be held to supersede the orders passed by the Supreme Government 
in Resolution No 2495-1, dated the 29th July, 1885, relating to losses occasioned 
by highway robbery of Imperial Mails within the limits of the Gwalior State, or 
any future orders of a sinulai nature which may hereafter be issued by the Govern- 
ment of India. 

Article 8, 

Articles of all kinds superscribed “ On Postal Service ” and franked by the 
signature and official designation of an officer of the Imperial Post or an officer of 
the Gwalior State Post shall be exchanged free of all charges as respects iiostage 
Also in Imperial Post Offices situated within Gwalior territory all official articles 
relating to the affairs of the Durbar fully prepaid by means of Imperial Service 
Postage stamps and supported by the superscription on the cover “ On Gwahor 
State Service ” under the full signature and official designation of the Government 
officer who sends the article, shall be forwarded to their destinations free of charge 

Article 9 

The Government of India shall bear the cost of conveying mails within the 
limits of British territory, and the Gwalior Durbar shall bear the cost of conveying 
mails within the limits of the State of Gwahor But the Imperial Post shall be 
entitled to the free conveyance of mails over jiostal lines in the Gwahor State, 
whether such mails be intended for transmission to a Gwahor State Post Office or 
an Impenal Post Office, and similarly the Gwahor State Post shall be entitled to 
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the free conveyance of mails over Imperial Postal Imes whether such mails be 
intended for transmission to an Imperial Post Office or a Gwahor State Post Office 

Article 10 

The Impenal Post will estabhsh no new Post Offices or letter boxes within the 
Gwalior State territory (except at Railway Stations or within British Canton- 
ments) without the permission of the Gwahor Durbar The Gwahor Durbar under- 
takes to estabhsh any Post Office or letter box which may be required within the 
Gwahor State temtory by the Imperial Post 

2 The delivery work of an Impenal Post Office estabhshed in a Railway Station 
and British Cantonments within the Gwahor State temtory shall be restneted 
to the people residing within the hunts of the Railway Station and Bntish Canton- 
ment No window dehvery of articles shall be made to the people residing beyond 
the hmits of Bntish Cantonments and the Residency at Gwahor with the excep- 
tion of the posie res/ante articles 

3 All Impenal letter boxes within the Gwahor State temtory, and served 
by messengers attached to an Imperial Post Office situated within British temtory, 
shall remain closed

Article 12 

When the Imperial Post desires to open a Post Office at a Railwav Station 
within the Gwahor State temtory, the Gwahor Durbar shall grant a s Jitable piece 
of land free of cost for the erection of the building 

Article 13 

Inland correspondence registered and unregistered, received from the Gwahor 
State Post addressed to any place in Bntish India, or in any Indian State which 
has entered into a Postal Convention with the Imperial Post, and fully prepaid 
with the overpnnted postage stamps desenbed in Article 3 (including correspond- 
ence prepaid by Gwahor State Service stamps), shall be delivered free of all charges 
on account of postage 


Article 14 

Inland correspondence received from the Gwahor State Po t, addressed to 
any place in Bntish India or any Indian State which has entered into a Postal 
Convention with the Impenal Post, but not fully prepaid with the overpnnted 
postage stamps desenbed in Article 3, shall be treated by the Impenal Post, as 
though originally posted in Bntish India, and charged on dehvery with the usual 
rates for inland unpaid postage, which shall be retamed by the Imperial Post, or 
the Indian State, as the case may be, by which delivery of such correspondence 
IS effected 
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Abmcie 16 

Fully iprepaid inland correspondence, registered and unregistered (including 
correspondence prepaid by service stamps), transferred by the Imperial Post, shall 
be debvered by the Gwabor State Post free of all charges on account of postage. 

Abtiole 16 

On inland correspondence, not fully prepaid, transferred by the Imperial Post 
for delivery through the Gwahor State Post, the latter shall retain the postage it 
realizes 

Abticle 17 

Unclaimed and refused inland correspondence shall bo exchanged m both 
directions, but the exchange shall bo accompanied by no accounts 

Article 18 

Fully prepaid foreign correspondence, addressed to any place in the Gwalior 
State, shall be dehvered by the Gwahor State Post free of all charges on account 
of postage but if such correspondence be unpaid or insufficiently paid, it shall 
be dehvered on payment of the amount taxed thereon by the Imperial Post , and 
the amount so collected shall be remitted to the Imperial Office of Exchange 

Article 19 

On foreign correspondence posted in the Gwahor State, postage can be prepaid 
only by means of Imperial postage stamps not bearing the overprint “Gwahor 
State” Postage stamps overprinted with the words “ Gwahor State ” shall not 
be recogmzed in payment of postage on foreign correspondence. 

Article 20 

Prepayment of inland parcel postage between the Imperial Post and the 
Gwahor State Post, in both directions, shall be compulsory 

Article 21 

Inland parcels, received from the Gwahor State Post, shall be dehvered in 
British India free of all charges on account of postage. 

Article 22. 

Inland parcels transferred by the Imperial Post, for delivery through the 
Gwahor State Post, shall be dehvered free of all charges on account of postage 

Article 23 

Fully prepaid foreign parcels, addressed to any place in the Gwahor State, 
shall be dehvered by the Gwalior State Post free of all charges on account of postage, 
but if such parcels be unpaid, they shall be dehvered on payment of the amount 
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taxed thereon by the Impenal Post, and the amount so collected shall be remitted 
to the Impenal OfiSce of Exchange 

Articlb 24 

Prepayment of postage, at the rates published in the Post and TelegrapJi Guide 
IS compulsory in the case of all foreign parcels posted in the Gwahor State The 
postage shall be either prepaid by Imperial postage stamps or, if collected in cash, 
it shall be remitted to the Imperial Office of Exchange 

Article 25 

The Imperial inland money order rules, as given in the Post and Telegraph 
Guide, for the time being, shall be adopted by the Gwahor State Post, and the 
Impenal inland form of money order application shall be used 

Article 26 

Money orders, issued by the Gwahor State Post for payment in Bntish India 
or in any Indian State which has entered into a Convention with the Impenal Post 
for the exchange of money orders, shall all be sent by the Gwahor State Office of 
Exchange to the Impenal Office of Exchange Such money orders shall be paid 
in full in Bntish India free of all charges and without deduction on any account 
•whatsoever 

Article 27 

Money orders, issued by the Impenal Post for payment by the Gwahor State 
Post, shall be transferred to the Gwahor State Office of Exchange by the Imperial 
Office of Exchange Such money orders shall be paid in full in the Gwahor State 
free of all charges and without deduction on any account whatsoever 

Article 28 

The Postal Admimstration which collects the money from remitters of money 
orders shall account to the Administration which pays them for the total amount 
of the orders issued in each month, together mth one-half per cent additional 
on the monthly total by way of commission 

Article 29 

A monthly Account Current shoiving the amount to be credited to the Gwahor 
State on account of money orders paid by the Gwahor State Post, and the amount 
to be debited to the Gwahor State on account of money orders issued by the 
Gwahor State Post, shall be rendered by the Imperial Office of Exchange to the 
Gwahor State Office of Exchange at Lashkar If the balance of this account 
IS in favour of the Gwahor State Post, it shall be paid at once by the Impenal 
Office of Exchange, and if it is in favour of the Impenal Post, it shall be paid by 
the Gwahor State Office of Exchange immediately after the monthly account 
current is rendered 
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AnxiCLB 30. 

Paymputs in adjustment of the monthly account current between the Imperial 
Post and the Gwalior State Post shall bo made in Imperial currenev, but as regards 
money order transactions with the public, the Gwalior Diubar shall, whenever 
necessary, fix the rate of exchange for the conversion of the Gwalior currency into 
Imperial currency, and all payments made to or by the Gwalior State Post on 
account of money orders shall be in accordance with the rate so fixed 

Article 31 

At places where the Gwalior Durbar maintains Fotehdars or Treasury Agents 
ot any kind, the Imperial Post shall be at liberty to hand over its cash collections 
to such Fotehdars or Treasury Agents , and the Gwalior Durbar shall give credit 
to the Imperial Post monthly for the total amount so handed over m the account 
current described in Article 29, the receipt of the Fotehdars or Treasury Agents 
being attached to the Account Current. 

Article 32 

At Mandsaur a suitable house for the accommodation of the Imperial Post 
Office shall be provided by the Gwalior Durbar in the immediate vicinity of the 
Railway Station at this place , and if no house be available, a Post Office shall 
be built by the Gwalior Durbar on a plan and site approved by the Imperial Post 
Office, and shall be kept in repair by the Gwalior Durbar, and rented to the Imperial 
Post at a rental fixed at 4 per cent per annum on the original cost of construction 
of the bmlding This rental shall be inclusive of the cost of repairs which will be , 
undertaken by the Durbar 

Article 33 

The Director-General of Posts and Telegraphs, India, and Gwabor Durbar 
shall have authority to draw up, in direct commumcation with one another, detailed 
regulations for giving effect to this Convention, and to settle matters of detail and 
prosedure connected with the exchange of articles between the Imperial Post and 
the Gwalior State Post, including the selection of Post Offices situated in British 
India or in the Gwalior State, between which postal communication shall be 
maintained, or which shall be constituted Offices of Exchange under Article 2 
The detailed regulations so drawn up shall be subject to such modifications as 
may, from time to time, be mutually agreed to by the said authorities 

Article 34 

Articles of all lands superscribed “ Telegraph Service ” and franked by the 
signature and official designation of an officer of the Indian Telegraph Depart- 
ment and covers contaimng message drafts addressed and franked by Auditors 
and Examiners of a Licensed Telegraph System to the Telegraph Check Office, 
Calcutta, and covers addressed and franked by Licensed Telegraph Officials to 
Officers of the Indian Telegraph Department, shall bo transmitted freo of charge 
as respects postage and registration fee 
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Apticle 35 

Tel^iams on tlie service of the Gwalior State Post OflBce will he transmitteJ 
free of charge over the Indian Telegraiih and Licensed Telegraph Systems

Memopaxdtjm of TEEMS between the Go\EPKaiEXT op India and the Gwaliop 
Daebab for the Ppodxjction and Pdbchase of Opium, — 1926 

The Darhar will arrange to place under poppy cultivation an area sufficient 
to produce yearly as nearly as possible 2,500 Government Maunds of crude opium 
of consistency 70° (or an equivalent amount of crude opium of higher or lower 
consistency) and to dehver to Government the produce of the same 

Note — (1) Government will not take exception to the failure of the Darhar to produce the 
quantity specified above owing to causes heyond their control 

(2) In the event of an appreciable dimmution occurring m the demand for opium 
from the Ghazipur Factory the quantity of opium specified above may be reduced by mutual 
agreement between Government and the Darhar, without prejudice to the remaining clauses 
of this Memorandum , which shall then remam in force as if no such reduction had occurred 
It IS understood however that there shall be no reduction m the quantity specified in this 
paragraph for any reason except a dimmution m the demand upon Government for Excise or 
provision opum 

2 The Darhar will use their best efforts to produce opium of such quahty 
as IS best smted to the requirements of the Ghazipur Factory and to prevent the 
production of opium that is not suited to the Factory requirements With this 
object in view the cultivation will he confined entirely to and even within 

these limits the Darhar will eliminate such villages as produce opium unsuited 
for use by Government 

Note — Opium ranging m colour from fawn to dark chestnut is best smted to Government 
requirements and that of a very dark colour, mclmmg to black, is unsuitable Government 
reserve the right to reject or to accept at a lower rate any opium found so unsuitable 
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The cultivators by whom the cultivation will be undertaken and the area 
within which it will be undertaken by each cultivator will, before sowings com- 
mence, be determined by the Darbar either by means of licenses, or otheiwise 
and the cultivators will be required to deliver the whole of the produce to the 
Darbar as soon as it is collected 

3 As early as possible in each year, and in any case not later than the 31st 
October, the Darbar will intimate to the Agent to the Governor-General the area 
that they have arranged to place under poppy cultivation By the 31st of Decem- 
ber in each year they will inform him of the area actually cultivated and of its 
anticipated output Thereafter they will keep the Agent to the Governor-General 
promptly informed of serious damage to the croj) from hail, frost, blight or other 
causes. 

4 The Darbar will take delivery of the opium from the cultivators, and will 
despatch it as carty as possible and not later than the end of May in each year to 
the Ghazipur Factory by such routes as may from time to time be arranged with the 
Factory Superintendent, to whom at least a month’s notice of the probable date 
of despatch ot the first consignment for each season will be given The opium 
will be placed in cloth bags, each of which will contain one maund of opium of, 
as far as possible, uniform consistency, and will be packed in an outer bag of gunny, 
A tin ticket bearing the name of the State and a serial number will be attached 
to each inner bag, and a wood label bearing a paper ticket giving details of the 
contents of the bag and the tare will be attached to each outer bag Each bag 
will be sealed before despatch The opium will be despatched in wagon loads 
comprising such quantities as may be arranged with the Factory Suiierintendent, 
each wagon being locked and run tlirough to destination, and being accompaiued 
by a peon or other person, who will be in possession of the keys of the wagon,

(at the Bombay or Indore Treasury as may be preferred by the Darbar) at the 
rate of Es 13 per seer of consistency 70°, the pnee of opium of higher or lower

into the matter and send a report with the file Nana Saheb was addressed by 
the Vakil who after making necessary enqmries returned the file of the case with 
his letter and a Kayasnama (opinion) A perusal of the Kayasnama showed that 
the complaint of the defendant Gehana Bai was not correct and that your state- 
ment proved to he ]ust and proper It is, therefore, with reference to the Kayas- 
nama decided that you shall receive every year the sum of Rs 470 (four hundred 
and seventy) on account of Tanka which was enjoyed by the deceased Pirthaji 
Gehana Bai has smce died and her claim to the tanka, to which she had appointed 
her nephew as successor, was not proved, but as she adopted Samtaji you should 
make such a provision tor his maintenance and clothing as you may deem neces- 
sary
